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THE  PREFACE. 


IT  hath  been  the  nisdom  of  the  Church  of  England,  erer  dnce  the  first  com- 
piling of  her  PuUick  Liturgy,  to  keep  the  meiui  between  the  two  extremes, 
of  too  much  sti&eis  in  refdsing,  tuid  of  too  mnch  eoainesa  in  admittiiig  an; 
variation  from  it.  For,  as  on  the  one  ude  common  experience  sheweth,  tbat 
where  a  change  hath  been  made  of  things  adviaedlj  established  (no  evident 
necessity  so  requiring)  sundry  inconveniences  have  thereupon  ensued ;  and 
those  many  times  nx>re  and  greater  thaa  the  evils,  that  were  int^ided  to  he 
remedied  by  such  change :  80  on  the  other  nde,  the  particular  Forms  of  Divine 
worship,  and  the  Bites  and  Cerem(UiieB  (^pointed  to  be  used  therein,  being 
things  in  their  own  nature  indifferent,  and  alterable,  and  so  acknowledged ;  it 
is  bat  reasonable,  that  upon  wedghty  and  important  consideratdons,  according  to 
the  various  exigency  of  times  and  occasions,  such  changes  and  alterations  should 
be  made  therein,  as  to  those  that  are  in  place  of  Authority  shoold  from  time 
to  time  seem  either  necessary  or  expedient.  Accordingly  we  find,  that  in  the 
Reigns  of  seTCrat  Primes  of  blessed  memory  since  the  Reformation,  the  Church, 
upon  just  and  weighty  considerations  her  thereunto  moving,  hath  yielded  U> 
make  such  alterations  in  some  particulars,  as  in  their  respective  times  were 
thought  convenient :  Yet  so,  as  that  the  main  Body  and  Essentials  of  It  (as  well 
in  the  chiefeet  materials,  as  in  the  frame  and  order  thereof)  have  still  continued 
the  same  onto  tlus  day.  and  do  yet  stand  firm  and  unshaken,  notwithstanding 
aD  the  vain  attempts  and  impetuous  sssaults  made  against  it,  by  such  men 
as  are  given  to  change,  and  have  always  discovered  a  greater  refold  to  their 
own  private  fancies  and  interests,  than  to  that  duty  they  owe  to  the  publick. 

By  what  undoe  means,  and  for  what  mischievons  purposes  the  use  of  the 
Liturgy  (though  ei^oined  by  the  Laws  of  the  Land,  and  those  Laws  never  yet 
repealed)  came,  daring  the  late  tmhtqipy  confhsions,  to  be  discontinued,  is  too 
well  known  to  the  woiid,  and  we  are  not  willing  here  to  remember.  But  when, 
upon  His  Miyesty'B  happy  Bestoration,  it  seemed  probaUe,  tbat,  amongst  other 
things,  the  use  of  tbe  Liturgy  would  also  return  of  course  (the  same  having 
never  been  l^:ally  abolished)  unless  some  timely  means  were  need  to  prevent 
it ;  those  men  who  under  the  late  nsorped  powers  had  made  it  a  great  part  of 
thdr  business  to  render  the  people  disaffected  thereunto,  saw  themselves  in 
point  of  reputation  and  interest  concerned  (unless  they  wonld  freely  acknow- 
ledge themselves  to  have  erred,  which  such  men  are  veiy  hardly  brought  to 
do)  with  their  utmost  endeavours  to  hinder  the  restitution  thereo£  In  order 
whereunto  divers  Pamphlets  were  published  against  the  Book  of  Common 
Praytr,  the  old  otyections  mustered  up,  witii  the  addition  of  "some  new  ones, 
more  than  formerly  had  been  made,  to  make  the  number  swelL  In  fine,  great 
importunities  were  used  to  His  Sacred  Majesty,  that  the  said  Book  might  be 
revised,  and  snch  Alterations  therein,  and  Additions  thereunto  made^  as  should 
he  thought  requisite  for  the  ease  of  tender  Consciences :  whereunto  His  M^esty, 
out  of  his  pious  inclination  to  give  satisfnctf  on  (so  (ar  as  could  be  reasonably  ex- 
pected) to  all  bis  mtijecteofwhat  persnadon  soever,  did  graciously  condescend. 

In  wluch  review  we  have  endeavoured  to  observe  the  like  moderation,  as  we 
find  to  have  been  used  in  the  like  case  in  former  times.  And  therefore  of  the 
sundry  alterations  proposed  unto  ns,  we  have  rtgected  all  soch  as  were  either 
of  dangerous  oonseqaence  (as  secretly  stiikhig  at  some  established  Doctrine,  or 
laudable  Practice  of  the  Chun^  nS  England,  or  indeed  of  the  whole  Catholic^ 
Church  of  Christ)  w  else  of  no  omiBeqaenoe  at  all,  but  utteiiy  fHvolona  and 
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Tiin.  But  Boch  alterations  as  were  tendered  to  ub  (by  what  persons,  wider 
what  pretences,  or  to  what  purpose  soever  tendered)  as  seemed  to  us  in  an; 
degree  requite  or  expedient,  we  have  willingly,  and  of  our  own  accord  assented 
unto :  not  enforced  so  to  do  b;  any  strength  of  Argument,  convindng  us  of  the 
neceasity  of  making  the  said  Alterations :  For  we  are  fully  persuaded  in  our 
jodgmenta  (and  we  here  profess  it  to  the  world)  that  the  Book,  m  it  stood 
before  eatabUshed  b;  Law,  doth  not  contain  in  it  any  thing  coDtrary  to  the 
Word  <^  Ood,  or  to  sound  Doctrine,  or  which  a  godly  man  may  not  with  a  good 
Conscience  use  and  submit  unto,  or  which  is  not  fairly  defensible  agiunst  any 
that  shall  oppose  the  same ;  if  it  shall  be  allowed  such  just  and  favourable 
GonstrucUon  as  in  common  equity  ought  to  be  allowed  to  all  human  Writings, 
eapecially  sudi  as  are  set  forth  by  Authority,  and  even  to  the  very  best  transla- 
tioDs  of  the  holy  Scripture  itseU. 

Our  genery  aim  therefore  in  this  undertaking  was,  not  to  gratify  this  or 
tiiat  party  in  any  their  unreasonable  demands  ;  bat  to  do  that,  which  to  our 
beat  nnderstaadings  we  conceived  might  most  twd  to  the  preservatiou  of  Peace 
and  Uni^  in  the  Church  ;  the  procuring  of  Reverence,  and  exdtiDg  of  Fiety 
and  Devotion  in  the  publick  Worship  of  Ood  ;  and  the  cutting  off  occasJon 
from  them  that  seek  occason  of  cavil  or  quarrel  against  the  Liturgy  of  the 
Chorch.  And  as  to  the  several  vamtioug  from  the  former  Book,  whether  by 
Alteration,  Addition,  or  otherwise,  it  shall  suffice  t^  give  this  general  account. 
That  meet  of  the  Alterations  were  made,  either  first,  for  the  better  direction  of 
them  that  are  to  officiate  in  any  part  of  Divine  Bervioe ;  which  is  chiefly  done 
in  the  Calendars  and  Rubricks ;  Or  secondly,  for  the  more  proper  expressing  of 
some  words  or  phrases  of  andent  usage  in  terms  more  suitable  to  the  language 
of  the  present  times,  and  the  clearer  explanation  of  some  other  words  and 
phrsses,  that  were  either  of  doubtfitl  ugniBcation,  or  otherwise  liable  to  mis- 
construction :  Or  tbirdly,  for  a  more  perfect  rendering  of  such  portions  of  holy 
Scnptore,  as  are  inserted  into  the  Liturgy;  which,  in  the  Epistles  and  Gospels 
eapecially,  and  in  sundry  other  places,  are  now  ordered  to  be  read  according  te 
tiko  Iwt  Translation :  and  that  it  was  thought  convenient,  that  some  Prayers 
and  ThankagiTings,  fitted  to  spedal  occaaons,  should  be  added  in  their  due 
phem ;  particularly  for  those  at  3ea,  together  with  an  Office  for  the  Baptism  of 
■ndi  as  are  of  riper  years :  which,  although  not  so  necessBry  when  the  former 
Book  was  cominled,  yet  by  the  growth  of  Anabaptism,  through  the  licentious- 
ness of  the  Ute  times  crept  in  amongst  us,  is  now  become  necessary,  and  may 
be  always  usefiil  for  the  baptizing  of  Natives  in  our  Plantations,  and  others 
oaaf  erted  to  the  Faith.  If  any  man,  who  shall  desire  a  more  particuUr  accoimt 
at  the  several  Alterations  in  any  part  of  the  Liturgy,  shall  take  the  pains  to 
oompwe  the  present  Book  with  the  former ;  we  doubt  not  but  the  reason  lA 
the  diai^e  may  eanly  appear. 

And  havii^  thus  endeavoured  to  discharge  onr  duties  in  this  vrdghty  affair, 
as  in  the  sig^t  of  Ood,  and  to  qiprove  onr  sincerity  therein  (so  far  as  lay  in 
us)  to  the  otmsdences  of  all  men ;  although  we  know  it  impossiUe  (in  sudi 
varied  of  s^prebensions,  humonis  and  interests,  as  are  in  the  world)  to  please 
all ;  nor  can  expect  that  men  of  &ctions,  peevish,  and  perverse  sforits  should 
be  Bfttisfted  with  any  thing  that  can  be  done  in  this  kind  by  any  other  than 
themselves :  Yet  we  have  good  hope,  that  what  is  here  presented,  and  hath 
been  t>y  the  Convocations  of  both  Provinces  with  gre&t  diligence  examined  and 
approved,  will  be  also  well  accepted  and  ^iproved  by  all  sober,  peaceable,  and 
Sons  of  the  Church  of  Etiffland. 


CONCEItNING  THE  SEKVICE  OF  THE  CHUKCH. 


THERE  wM  aertr  »af  thing  bj  the 
wit  of  man  N>neU  de^wd,  or  u  nirn 
Mtabliihed,  which  in  continuanca  of  time 
hath  not  bMacoinipted:  Aj,  among  other 
thlngt,  it  may  pUinly  appear  by  the  Com- 
1  Fnyer*  in  the  Church,  coounmlj 
edlad  DMth  Strvlof.  The  firM  origintl 
id  ground  whereof  if  a  nun  would  tearch 
t  by  the  aodeat  Fathera,  he  shall  find, 
that  the  wme  wai  not  ordained  but  of  k 
good  purpoee,  and  for  a  great  adTanccmeit 
of  godhnm.  Fo'  they  m  ordered  the 
matter,  that  all  the  whole  Bible,  (or  the 
greMtat  part  thereof  ihonld  be  read  orer 
)  every  year ;  latending  thereby,  that 
the  Clergy,  and  capeciaUy  luch  aa  were 
Miniiten  in  the  congregation,  ihould  (by 
oftoi  readings  and  meditation  in  Ood*! 
word)  be  Uirred  up  to  godlhua  them- 
aelree,  and  be  more  Mi  to  ezhoirt  otheia 
by  wholfliomo  Doctrine,  and  to  omlute 
them  that  were  adTeruriet  to  the  Tnith ; 
and  further,  that  the  people  (by  duly 
hearing  of  holy  Scripture  read  in  the 
Church)  might  cootiDiiaUy  profit  more 
more  in  the  kiwwiedge  of  Ood,  and 
be  the  man  ''hff"v^  with  the  lore  of  his 


lut  these  many  jtait  pawed,  thia  godly 
decent  Older  of  the  andent  Fatheie 
hath  been  >o  altered,  broken,  and  neglected, 
by  planting  in  oncertain  Stories,  and  Le- 
gendi,  with  multitude  of  Beepoodi,  Venes 
Tain  Bepetitioaa,  Conunemoratione,  and 
Synodal* ;  that  ecmmonly  when  any  Bo(A 
of  the  Bible  wa*  begun,  after  three  o'  four 
Chapter*  were  read  out,  all  the  rsM  were 
nnread.  And  in  this  lort  the  Book  of 
Imiah  wai  begun  in  Adaeni,  and  the  Book 
of  Cenetb  in  Stpliiagt^oiai  but  they  were 
(mly  begun,  and  nerer  nad  throu^^ :  After 
like  eort  wen  other  Bo<Ai  of  holy  Scrip- 
tnreuaed.  And  moreover,  whereai  St-Ptml 
would  haTB  luch  langnage  epoluo  to  the 
people  in  the  Church,  ai  they  mi^  «d- 
deiMMid,  aod  havo  profit  by  hearing  the 

tei  The  Serrice  In  thii  Chnrdi  of 
Et^^and  these  many  yean  hath  been  read 
In  Idtin  to  the  peo^e,  which  they  nnder- 
■tand  not ;  wa  that  they  haTv  beard  with 


their  ettT*  only,  end  their  heart,  ipirit,  and 
mind,  have  not  been  edified  thereby.  And 
furthermore,  notwJthjtanding  that  the  an- 
amt  Father*  hare  divided  the  Ptalmt 
into  wvea  portionB,  whereof  every  one 
wai  oUled  a  Ntetura!  Now  of  late  time 
a  few  of  them  have  been  daily  laid,  and 
the  reM  utterly  omitted.  Htn«over,  the 
number  and  hardnen  of  the  Bnlei  called 
the  Pie,  and  the  mani&iU  changinga  of 
the  Service,  wat  the  came,  that  to  turn 
the  Book  (mly  wai  so  hard  and  intricate  a 
matter,  that  many  times  there  was  more 
bosineas  to  find  out  what  should  be  read, 
than  to  read  it  when  it  wa*  found  out. 

These  iDconvwienoEs  therefore  oensldsr- 
ed,  here  is  set  forth  sudi  an  Order,  where- 
by the  nme  ihall  be  redressed.  And  for 
a  readintaa  in  this  matter,  here  la  drawn 
out  a  Calendar  for  that  purpose,  which  is 
plain  and  easy  to  be  undeaMood ;  wbertin 
(so  much  as  may  be)  the  reading  of  holy 
Scripture  is  ao  set  forth,  that  all  things 
shaU  be  done  In  order,  without  breeking 
one  pieOB  from  another.  For  this  cause  be 
cut  off  *niTipm«,  Responds,  Inntatories, 
and  tueh  like  thinga  as  did  break  the 
cmtinual  eoune  of  the  reading  of  the 
Scripture. 

Yet,  because  diere  la  no  remedy,  but 
that  ofnecesaitydieremnst  be  some  Rules  ; 
therefore  certain  Rnlea  are  here  set  forth; 
which,  aa  they  are  fow  in  number,  so  they 
are  plain  and  easy  to  be  understood.  So 
that  here  yon  hare  an  Order  for  Pnyer, 
and  for  the  reading  of  the  holy  Scripture, 
much  agreeable  to  the  mind  and  purpose 
of  the  M  Fathers,  and  a  great  deal  mora 
profitable  and  coomiodiou*,  than  that  which 
of  late  was  naed.  It  Is  more  profitable, 
because  here  are  left  out  many  things, 
whaieof  aome  are  untrue,  some  unctttain, 
tome  vain  and  nipantitiout ;  and  nothing 
is  ordained  to  be  read,  but  the  very  pure 
Word  of  God,  the  holy  Scriptures,  or  th*t 
whidi  is  ^resabh  10  the  saatei  and  that 
in  such  a  language  and  Order  as  it  most 
easy  and  plain  for  the  understanding  both 
of  the  Readers  and  Hearer*.    It  It  also 
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gnat  dimtltj  in  uying  and  dngiiiK  in

cuitonu ;  and  agun  on  the  other  tide, 
e  be  M  aew-ftoglad,  that  they  would 
innarMe  all  thingt,  and  to  despiM  the  <dd, 
that  nothing  can  like  them,  but  that  ii 
new:  it  wai  thought  expedient,  not  bo 
much  to  hare  reipect  how  to  please  and 
astiafy  either  of  tliem  partiei,  ai  how  to 
pleaae  God,  and  proBt  them  both.  And 
yet  ItBt  any  man  ahould  be  offmded, 
in  good  rea«on  might  utitfy,  here  be 
ain  cauiei  readored,  why  aomA  of  the 
Bccualomed  Ceremoniea  be  put  away,  and 
wme  retained  and  k(^  itilL 

Some  are  put  away,  became  the  great 
Mceaa  aod  multitude  of  them  hath  ao  in- 
creased in  theae  latter  dayi,  that  t&e  bui^ 
of  them  wai  intolerable ;  whereof  SL 
jltiguttine  in  hii  lame  oomplained,  that 
tbey  were  grown  to  mch  a  number,  that 
the  eelata  of  ChriatiBD  peo;^  was'in  wone 
oaw  ODoceming  that  matter,  than  were 
the  Jewa.    Ajid  he  ouunielled  that  inch 
yoke  and  burden  ehoold  be  taken  away, 
ime  would  aerve  quietly  to  do  it.   But 
what  would  St.  jiuffU4tme  hare  said,  if  be 
li  leen  the  Ceremoniea  of  late  day>  uted 
Hng  ui ;  whereunto  the  multitude  need 
hie  time  waa  not  to  be  compared?  This 
ir  eioeerire  multitude  of  Ceremoniea  waa 
ao  great,  and  many  of  tbem  •»  dark,  that 
they  did  mine  confound  and  darken,  than 
declare  and  let  forth  Christ^  benefila  un- 
»  ua.   And  beaidea  thia,  Chrini  Ooapel 
i«  not  a  CerancHual  Law  (a*  much  of 
JViMM'  Law  wai)  but  it  ia  a  Religion  to 
«  Oed,  not  in  bondage  of  the  figure 
or  ihadow,  but  in  the  Ireedom  of  the  Spi- 
;  being  GontcDt  only  with  thoie  Cere- 
iiiei  which  do  urre  to  a  decent  Order 
and  godly  Diicipline,  and  iuch  ii  be  apt  to 
ir  up  the  dull  mind  of  man  to  the  remtnt- 
brance  of  hii  duty  to  Qod,  by  aome  notable 
and  ipedal  aigniScation,  whertity  he  might 
be  edified.  Furthermore,  tha  moat  wei^ty 
a  of  the  aboliahment  of  oertain  Cere- 
ie*  waa.  That  they  were  w  &r  abuted, 
partly  by  the  aupeiatitioua  blindneM  of  the 
rude  and  unlearned,  and  partly  by  the  on- 
aatjable  araiioe  of  *uch  aa  aouj^t  more 
thnr  own  loere,  than  the  gkny  of  God, 
that  the  abnaei  could  aot  well  be  taken 
away,  the  thing  remaining  idlL 


But  now  at  oooeeming-  thote  pentma 
whidi  peradrcnture  will  be  offended,  ton 
that  tome  of  the  oild  Ceremcmiei  are  re' 
tuned  (till:  If  they  oontider  that  wilb 
out  gome  Ceremoniea  it  la  not  poaaible  tc 
keep  any  Order,  or  quiet  Discipline  in  the 
Chundi,  they  ahaU  eeaily  pmocire  juit 
canse  to  reform  thmr  judgment*.  And  if 
they  *^™V  much,  that  any  of  the  old  do 
remain,  and  would  rather  hare  all  denied 
anew:  then  tnch  men  granting  some  Ce- 
remtmiea  oonreniait  to  bt  had,  mrely 
where  the  old  may  be  well  naed,  there 
they  cannot  reaaonably  reprove  the  old 
only  for  dieir  age,  withmit  bewraying  of 
their  own  fiilly.  For  in  such  a  caae  they 
ought  rather  to  hare  reveitnce  unto  t' 
Air  their  antiquity,  if  diey  will  declare 
of  unity 

fanglenett,  which  (aa  much  aa  maj 
with  true  aetting  forth  of  Chriif*  Reli- 
gion) ii  alwayi  to  be  eidiewed.  Further- 
more, luch  shall  hare  no  just  cause  i 
the  Ceremonies  reaerred  to  be  oSended. 
For  H  tboae  be  taken  away  which  « 
moM  atnued,  and  did  burden  men's  < 
sciences  without  any  cause ;  so  the  other 
that  remain,  are  reudned  Gm*  a  discipline 
and  order,  which  (upon  just  causes)  may 
be  altered  and  changed,  and  therefore  are 
not  to  be  estemned  equal  with  God's  Law. 
And  moreorer,  they  be  nniher  dark  n 
dumb  Ceremonies,  but  are  so  set  forth, 
that  erery  man  nuiy  understand  what 
they  do  mean,  and  (o  what  use  they  do 
serre.  So  that  it  is  not  like  that  they  ii 
time  to  come  should  be  abased  ai  other 
have  been.  And  In  these  our  doings 
condemn  no  other  Nations,  nor  prescribe 
any  thing  but  to  our  own  people  only: 
For  we  think  it  omvenient  that  every 
Country  should  use  such  Ceremonies  aa 
they  it^  think  best  to  the  setting  forth 
of  God's  honour  and  glory,  and  to  the 
redodng  of  the  people  to  a  most  perfi>ct 
and  godly  liring,  without  error  or  supei^ 
Btition;  and  tlttt  tbey  should  put  away 
other  things,  which  from  time  to  tim 
they  pereeire  to  be  moet  abuaed,  as  i 
men's  ordinanoea  it  often  chanoeth  dl- 
renly  in  divers  countries.

The  New  Testament  is  appointed  for 
ihe  aacosid  Leswnu  at  Horning  and  Even- 
ing Prayer,  and  shall  be  read  over  oi^ 
derly  every  year  thrice,  besides  the  Epi- 
stlea  and  Gospels ;  except  the  Apocalypse, 
eat  of  whUi  there  are  only  certain  Proper 
Leasons  appt^ted  upon  diven  Feasts. 

And  to  know  what  Lessons  ahall  be 
read  every  day,  look  for  the  day  of  the 
Month  in  the  Calendar  Mowing,  and 
there  ye  ahall  find  the  Chapters  that  shall 
be  rod  tor  dw  Leanmi  both  at  Morning 


and  Evening  Prayer;  except  only  the 
Moveable  Feasts,  which  are  not  in  the 
Calendar,  and  the  Immoveable,  where 
there  is  a  blank  lefl  in  the  Column  of 
Leasons,  the  Proper  Lessons  for  all  which 
days  are  to  be  found  ia  the  Table  of 
Proper  Lesstms. 

And  note,  that  whaisoever  Proper 
Psalms  or  Lasons  are  appcnnted ;  then 
the  Puhns  and  Lessons  of  ordinary  course 
appointed  in  the  Psalter  and  Calendar  (if 
they  be  different)  shall  be  oniued  for  that 

Note  also,  that  the  Collecl,  Epistle,  and 
Gospel,  appointed  for  the  Sunday  shaU 
serve  all  the  week  after,  where  it  is  not 
in  this  Bode  otherwbe  ordered.

For  this,  Thou  shalt  not  commit 
adultery.  Thou  shalt  not  kill.  Thou  shalt  not 
steal,  Thou  shalt  not  bear  false  witness.  Thou 
shalt  not  covet ;  and  if  there  be  any  other  com- 
mandment, it  is  briefly  comprehended  in  this 
saying,  namely,  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as 
thyself  Love  worketh  no  ill  to  his  neighbour; 
therefore  love  is  the  fulfilling  of  the  law.    And

that,  Icnowing  the  time,  that  now  it  is  high  time 
to  awake  out  of  sleep :  for  now  is  our  salvation 
nearer  than  when  we  believed.

And  a  very  great  multitude  spread 
th«r  garments  in  the  way ;  others  cut  down 
branches  from  the  trees,  and  strawed  them  in 
the  way.  And  the  multitudes  that  went  before, 
and  that  followed,  cried,  saying,  Hosanna  to  the 
son  of  David ;  Blessed  is  he  that  cometh  in  the 
Name  ijf  the  Lord;  Hosanna  in  the  highest. 
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And  when  he  was  come  into  Jerusalem  aU  the 
city  was  moved,  saying.  Who  is  this  ?  And  the 
multitude  said,  This  is  Jesus  the  Prophet  of 
Nazareth  of  Galilee.

No.  Then  said  they  unto  him, 
Who  art  thou?  that  we  may  give  an  answer  to 
them  that  sent  us.  What  sayest  thou  of  thyself? 
He  said,  I  am  the  voice  of  one  crying  in  the  wil- 
derness. Make  straight  the  way  of  the  Lord,  as 
said  the  prophet  Esaias.  And  they  which  were  sent 
were  of  the  Pharisees.  And  they  asked  him,  and 
said  unto  him.  Why  baptizest  thou  then,  if  thou  be 
not  that  Christ,  n<H*  Elias,  neither  that  Prophet  ? 
John  answered  them,  saying,  I  baptize  with  water : 
but  there  standeth  one  among  you,  whom  ye  know 
not :  He  it  is  who  coming  after  me  is  preferred 
before  me,  whose  shoe's  latchet  I  am  not  worthy 
to  unloose.  These  things  were  done  in  Bethabara 
beyond  Jordan,  where  John  was  baptizing.

And 
let  all  the  angels  of  God  worship  him.  And  of  the 
angels  he  saith,  Who  maketh  his  angels  spirits, 
and  his  ministers  a  flame  of  fire.  But  unto  the 
Son  he  saith,  Thy  thi*one,  O  God,  is  for  ever  and 
ever ;  a  sceptre  of  righteousness  is  the  sceptre  of 
thy  kingdom :  Thou  hast  loved  righteousness,  and 
hated  iniquity ;  therefore  God,  even  thy  God,  hath 
anointed  thee  with  the  oil  of  gladness  above  thy 
fellows.  And,  Thou,  Lord,  in  the  beginning  hast 
laid  the  foundation  of  the  earth ;  and  the  heavens 
are  the  works  of  thine  hands :  they  shall  perish, 
but  thou  remainest ;  and  they  all  shall  wax  old 
as  doth  a  garment;  and  as  a  vesture  shalt  thou 
Md  them  up,  and  they  shall  be  changed ;  but 
thou  art  the  same,  and  thy  years  shall  not  fail.

IN  the  beginning  was  the  Word,  and  the  Word 
was  with  Grod,  and  the  Word  was  God.  The 
same  was  in  the  beginning  with  Grbd.  All  things 
were  made  by  him ;  and  without  him  was  not 
any  thing  made  that  was  made.  In  him  was 
life,  and  the  life  was  the  light  of  men.  And  the 
light  shineth  in  darkness,  and  the  darkness  com- 
prehended it  not.  There  was  a  man  sent  from 
God,  whose  name  was  John.  The  same  came  for 
a  witness,  to  bear  witness  of  the  light,  that  all 
men  through  him  might  believe.

Behold,  your  house  is  left  unto  you  desolate.  For 
I  say  unto  you,  Ye  shall  not  see  me  henceforth, 
till  ye  shall  say,  Blessed  is  he  that  cometh  in  the 
Name  of  the  Lord.

MERCIFUL  Lord,  we  heseech  thee  to  cast 
thy  bright  beams  of  light  upon  thy  Church, 
that  it  being  enlightened  by  the  doctrine  of  thy 
blessed  Apostle  and  Evangelist  Saint  John  may 
so  walk  in  the  light  of  thy  truth,  that  it  may 
at  length  attain  to  the  light  of  everlasting  life ;

TH£  EPISTLE.    1  St.  John  i.  1. 

THAT  which  was  from  the  beginning,  which 
we  have  heard,  which  we  have  seen  with  our 
eyes,  which  we  have  looked  upon,  and  our  hands 
have  handled  of  the  word  of  life ;  (for  the  life 
was  manifested,  and  we  have  seen  it,  and  bear 
witness,  and  shew  unto  you  tliat  eternal  life, 
which  was  with  the  Father,  and  vras  mani- 
fested unto  us;)  lliat  which  we  have  seen  and 
heard  declare  we  unto  you,  that  ye  also  may  have 
fellowship  with  us;  and  truly  our  fellowship  is 
with  the  Father,  and  with  his  Son  Jesus  Christ. 
And  these  things  write  we  unto  you,  that  your 
joy  may  be  full.    This  then  is  the  message  which 
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we  have  heard  of  him,  and  declare  unto  you, 
That  God  is  light,  and  in  him  is  no  dai'kness 
at  all.  If  we  say  that  we  have  fellowship  with 
him,  and  walk  in  darkness,  we  lie,  and  do  not  the 
truth:  but  if  we  walk  in  the  light,  as  he  is  in 
the  light,  we  have  fellowship  one  with  another, 
and  the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ  his  Son  cleanseth 
us  from  all  8in.  If  we  say  that  we  have  no  sin, 
we  deceive  ourselves,  and  the  truth  is  not  in  us. 
If  we  confess  our  sins,  he  is  faithful  and  just  to 
forgive  us  our  sins,  and  to  cleanse  us  from  all 
unrighteousness.  If  we  say  that  we  have  not 
sinned,  we  make  him  a  liar,  and  his  word  is 
not  in  us. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  John  xxi.  19- 

JESUS  said  unto  Peter,  Follow  me.  Then  Peter, 
turning  about,  seeth  the  disciple  whom  Jesus 
loved  following ;  which  also  leaned  on  his  breast 
at  supper,  and  said.  Lord,  which  is  he  that  be- 
trayeth  thee?  Peter  seeing  him  saith  to  Jesus, 
Lord,  and  what  shall  this  man  do?  Jesus  saith 
onto  him.  If  I  will  that  he  tarry  till  I  come,  what 
is  that  to  thee?  Follow  thou  me.  Then  went 
this  saying  abroad  among  the  brethren.  That 
that  disciple  should  not  die :  yet  Jesus  said  not 
unto  him,  He  shall  not  die ;  but,  If  I  will  that  he 
tarry  till  I  come,  what  is  that  to  thee  ?  This  is 
the  disciple  which  testifieth  of  these  things,  and 
wrote  these  things,  and  we  know  that  his  testi- 
mony is  true.  And  there  are  also  many  other 
things  which  Jesus  did,  the  which  if  they  should 
be  written  every  one,  I  suppose,  that  even  the 
world  itself  could  not  contain  the  books  that 
should  be  written.

And  I  heai'd  a  voice 
from  heaven,  as  the  voice  of  many  waters,  and 
as  the  voice  of  a  great  thunder :  and  I  heard 
the  voice  of  harpers  harping  with  their  harps: 
and  they  sung  as  it  were  a  new  song  before 
the  throne,  and  before  the  four  beasts,  and  the 
elders;  and  no  man  could  learn  that  song,  but 
the  hundred  and  forty  and  four  thousand,  which 
were  redeemed  from  the  earth.

Arise,  and  take  the  young 
child,  and  his  mother,  and  flee  into  Egypt,  and 
be  thou  there  until  I  bring  thee  word ;  for  Herod 
will  seek  the  young  child  to  destroy  him.   When

filled which  was  spoken  of  the  Lord  by  the  pro- 
phet, saying  Out  of  Egypt  have  I  called  my  Son. 
Then  Herod,  when  he  saw  that  he  was  mocked 
of  the  wise  men,  was  exceeding  wroth  ;  and  sent 
forth,  and  slew  all  the  children  that  were  in 
Bethlehem,  and  in  all  the  coasts  thereof,  from 
two  years  old  and  under,  according  to  the  time 
which  he  had  diligently  enquired  of  the  wise 
men.  Then  was  fulfilled  that  which  was  spoken 
by  Jeremy  the  prophet,  saying,  In  Rama  was 
there  a  voice  heard,  lamentation,  and  weeping, 
and  great  mourning,  Rachel  weeping  for  her 
children,  and  would  not  be  comfoi'ted,  because

NOW  I  say,  that  the  heir,  as  long  as  he  is 
a  child,  difiereth  nothing  tvom  a  servant, 
though  he  be  lord  of  all;  but  is  under  tutoi's  and 
govemours,  until  the  time  appointed  of  the  fa- 
ther.   Even  so  we,  when  we  were  children,  were 
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in  bondage  under  the  elements  of  the  world :  but 
when  the  fulness  of  the  time  was  come,  God  sent 
forth  his  Son,  made  of  a  woman,  made  under  the 
law,  to  redeem  them  that  were  under  the  law, 
that  we  might  receive  the  adoption  of  sons.  And 
because  ye  are  sons,  God  hath  sent  forth  the 
Spirit  of  his  Son  into  your  hearts,  crying,  Abba, 
Father.

THE  birth  of  Jesus  Christ  was  on  this  wise : 
When  as  his  mother  Mary  was  espoused  to 
Joseph,  before  they  came  together  she  was  found 
with  child  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Then  Joseph  her 
husband,  being  a  just  man,  and  not  willing  to 
make  her  a  publick  example,  was  minded  to  put 
her  away  privily.  But  while  he  thought  on  these 
things,  behold,  the  angel  of  the  Lord  appeared 
unto  him  in  a  dream,  saying,  Joseph  thou  son  of 
David,  fear  not  to  take  unto  thee  Mary  thy  wife ; 
for  that  which  is  conceived  in  her  is  of  the  Holy 
Ghost :  And  she  shall  bring  forth  a  Son,  and  thou 
shalt  call  his  name  Jesds;  for  he  shall  save  his 
people  from  their  sins.  (Now  all  this  was  done, 
that  it  might  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  of 
the  Lord  by  the  prophet,  saying,  Behold,  a  Virgin 
shall  be  with  child,  and  shall  bring  forth  a  Son, 
and  they  shall  call  his  name  Emmanuel,  which 
being  interpreted  is,  God  with  us.)  Then  Joseph, 
being  raised  from  sleep,  did  as  the  angel  of  tlie 
Lord  had  bidden  him,  and  took  unto  him  his 
wife;  and  knew  her  not  till  she  had  brought 
forth  her  first-bom  son :  and  he  called  his  name 
Jesus.

For  we  say,  that  faith  was 
reckoned  to  Abraham  for  righteousness.  How 
was  it  then  reckoned?  when  he  was  in  circum- 
cision, or  in  uncircumcision  ?  Not  in  circumcision, 
but  in  uncircumcision.  And  be  received  the  sign 
of  circumcision,  a  seal  of  the  righteousness  of  the 
&ith  which  he  had  yet  being  uncircumcised ; 
that  he  might  be  the  father  of  all  them  that 
believe,  though  they  be  not  circumcised;  that 
righteousness  might  be  imputed  unto  them  also : 
And  the  father  of  circumcision  to  them  who  ai*e 
not  of  the  circumcision  only,  but  also  walk  in  the 
steps  of  that  faith  of  our  father  Abraham,  which 
he  had  being  yet  uncircumcised.  For  the  pro- 
mise, that  he  should  be  the  heir  of  the  world,  was 
not  to  Abraham,  or  to  his  seed,  through  the  law, 
but  through  the  righteousness  of  faith.  For  if 
they  which  are  of  the  law  be  heirs,  faith  is  made 
void,  and  the  promise  made  of  none  efi^ct.

AND  it  came  to  pass,  as  the  angels  were  gone 
.  away  from  them  into  heaven,  the  shepherds 
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said  one  to  another,  Let  us  now  go  even  unto 
Bethlehem,  and  see  this  thing  which  is  come  to 
pass,  which  the  Lord  hath  made  known  unto  us. 
And  they  came  with  haste,  and  found  Mary  and 
Joseph,  and  the  habe  lying  in  a  manger.  And 
when  they  had  seen  it,  they  made  known  abroad 
the  saying  which  was  told  them  concerning  this 
child.  And  all  they  that  heard  it  wondered  at 
those  things  which  were  told  them  by  the  shep- 
herds. But  Mary  kept  all  these  things,  and  pon- 
dered them  in  her  heart.  And  the  shepherds 
returned,  glorifying  and  praising  God  for  all  the 
things  that  they  had  heard  and  seen,  as  it  was 
told  unto  them.  And  when  eight  days  were  ac- 
complished for  the  circumcising  of  the  child,  his 
name  was  called  Jesus,  which  was  so  named  of 
the  angel  before  he  was  conceived  in  the  womb.

FOR  this  cause,  I  Paul,  the  prisoner  of  J^us 
Christ  for  you  Gentiles ;  if  ye  have  heard  of 
the  dispensation  of  the  grace  of  God,  which  is 
given  me  to  you-ward:  How  that  by  revelation 
he  made  known  unto  me  the  mystery  (as  I  wrote 
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afore  in  few  words,  whereby,  when  ye  read,  ye 
may  understand  my  knowledge  in  the  mystery 
of  Christ)  which  in  other  ages  was  not  made 
known  uito  the  sons  of  men,  as  it  is  now  re- 
vealed unto  his  holy  Apostles  and  Prophets  by 
the  Spirit;  That  the  Gentiles  should  be  fellow- 
heirs,  and  of  the  same  body,  and  pai'takers  of  his 
promise  in  Christ,  by  the  Gospel :  whereof  I  was 
made  a  minister,  according  to  the  gift  of  the 
grace  of  God  given  unto  me  by  the  effectual 
working  of  his  power.  Unto  me,  who  am  less 
than  the  least  of  all  saints,  is  this  grace  ^ven, 
that  I  should  preach  among  the  Gentiles  the  un- 
searchable riches  of  Christ ;  and  to  make  all  men 
see  what  is  the  fellowship  of  the  ibystery,  which 
Irom  the  beginning  of  the  world  hath  been  hid 
in  God,  who  created  all  things  by  Jesus  Christ : 
to  the  intent,  that  now  unto  the  principalities 
and  powers  in  heavenly  places  might  be  known 
by  the  Church  the  manifold  wisdom  of  God,  ac- 
cording to  the  eteraal  purpose  which  he  pur- 
posed in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord:  In  whom  we 
have  boldness  and  access  with  confidence  by  the 
foith  of  him.

WHEN  Jesus  was  bom  in  Bethlehem  of 
Judsea,  in  the  days  of  Herod'  the  king, 
behold,  there  came  wise  men  from  the  east  to 
Jerusalem,  saying,  Where  is  he  that  is  bom  King 
of  the  Jews  ?  for  we  have  seen  his  star  in  the 
east,  and  are  come  to  worship  him.  When  He- 
rod the  king  had  heard  these  things,  he  was  trou- 
bled, and  all  Jerusalem  with  him.  And  when  he 
had  gathered  all  the  chief  priests  and  scribes  of 
the  people  together,  he  demanded  of  them,  where 
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Christ  should  be  born.  And  they  said  unto  him, 
In  Bethlehem  of  Judeea:  for  thus  it  is  written 
by  the  prophet,  And  thou,  Bethlehem,  in  the  land 
of  Juda,  art  not  the  least  among  the  princes  of 
Juda:  for  out  of  thee  shall  come  a  Govemour 
that  shall  rule  my  people  Israel.  Then  Herod, 
when  he  had  privily  called  the  wise  men,  en- 
quired of  them  diligently  what  time  the  star  ap- 
peared. And  he  sent  them  to  Bethlehem,  and 
said.  Go,  and  search  diligently  for  the  young 
child,  and  when  ye  have  found  him,  bring  me 
word  again,  that  I  may  come  and  worship  him 
also.  When  they  had  heard  the  king,  they  de- 
parted ;  and  I(^  the  star  which  they  saw  in  the 
east  went  before  them,  till  it  came  and  stood  over 
where  the  young  child  was.  When  they  saw  the 
star,  they  rejoiced  with  exceeding  great  joy.  And 
when  they  were  come  into  the  house,  they  saw 
the  young  child  with  Mary  his  mother,  and  fell 
down  and  worshipped  him :  and  when  they  had 
opened  their  treasures,  they  presented  unto  him 
gifts;  gold,  and  ft'ankincense,  and  myrrh.  And 
being  warned  of  God  in  a  dream  that  they  should 
not  return  to  Herod,  they  departed  into  their 
own  country  another  way.

NOW  his  parents  went  to  Jerusalem  every 
year  at  the  feast  of  the  passover.  And 
when  he  was  twelve  years  old,  they  went  up  to 
Jerusalem,  after  the  custom  of  the  feast.  And 
when  they  had  fulfilled  the  days,  as  they  re- 
turned, the  child  Jesus  tarried  behind  in  Jeru- 
salem ;  and  Joseph  and  his  mother  knew  not  of 
it.  But  they,  supposing  him  to  have  been  in  the 
company,  went  a  day's  journey,  and  they  sought 
him  among  their  kinsfolk  and  acquaintance.  And 
when  they  found  him  not,  they  turned  back 
again  to  Jerusalem,  seeking  him.  And  it  came 
to  pass,  that  after  three  days  they  found  him  in 
the  temple,  sitting  in  the  midst  of  the  doctors, 
both  hearing  them,  and  asking  them  questions. 
And  all  that  heard  him  were  astonished  at  his 
understanding  and  answers.    And  when  they  saw 
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him,  they  were  amazed :  and  his  mother  said 
unto  him.  Son,  why  hast  thou  thus  dealt  with 
us?  behold,  thy  father  and  I  have  sought  thee 
sorrowing.  And  he  said  unto  them,  How  is  it 
that  ye  sought  me  ?  wist  ye  not  that  I  must  be 
about  my  Father's  business?  And  they  under- 
stood not  the  saying  which  he  spake  unto  them. 
And  he  went  down  with  them,  and  came  to 
Nazareth,  and  was  subject  unto  them:  but  his 
mother  kept  all  these  sayings  in  her  heart  And 
Jesus  increased  in  wisdom,  and  stature,  and  in 
favour  with  God  and  man.

Bless 
them  which  persecute  you ;  bless,  and  curse  not 
Rejoice  with  them  that  do  rejoice,  and  weep 
with  tiiem  tiiat  weep.  Be  of  the  same  mind 
one  towards  another.  Mind  not  high  things,  but 
condescend  to  men  of  low  estate.

AND  the  third  day  there  was  a  marriage  in 
.  Cana  of  Galilee,  and  the  mother  of  Jesus 
was  there.  And  both  Jesus  was  called,  and  his 
disciples,  to  the  marriage.  And  when  they  wanted 
wine,  the  mother  of  Jesus  saith  unto  him.  They 
have  no  wine.  Jesus  saith  unto  her.  Woman, 
what  have  I  to  do  with  thee?  mine  hour  is  not 
yet  come.  His  mother  saith  unto  the  servants. 
Whatsoever  he  saith  unto  you,  do  it.  And  there 
were  set  there  six  water-pots  of  stone,  after  the 
manner  of  the  purifying  of  the  Jews,  containing 
two  or  three  firkins  apiece.  Jesus  saith  unto 
them.  Fill  the  water-pots  with  water.  And  they 
filled  them  np  to  the  brim.  And  he  saith  unto 
them.  Draw  out  now,  and  hear  unto  the  gover- 
nour  of  the  feast.  And  they  bare  it.  When  the 
ruler  of  the  feast  had  tasted  the  water  that  was 
made  wine,  and  knew  not  whence  it  was,  (but 
the  servants  which  drew  the  water  knew,)  the 
governour  of  the  feast  called  the  bridegroom, 
and  saith  unto  him,  Every  man  at  the  beginning 
doth  set  forth  good  wine,  and  when  men  have 
well  drunk,  then  that  which  is  worse :  but  thou 
hast  kept  the  good  wine  until  now.  This  begin- 
ning of  miracles  did  Jesus  in  Cana  of  Galilee, 
and  manifested  forth  his  glory,  and  his  disciples 
believed  on  him.

If  it  be 
possible,  as  much  as  Ueth  in  you,  live  peaceably 
with  all  men.  Dearly  beloved,  avenge  not  your- 
selves, but  rather  give  place  unto  wrath ;  for  it  is 
written,  Vengeance  is  mine ;  I  will  repay,  saith 
the  Lord.  Therefore,  if  thine  enemy  hunger, 
feed  him ;  if  he  thirst,  give  him  drink :  for  in 
so  doing  thou  shalt  heap  coals  of  fire  on  his 
head.  Be  not  overcome  of  evil,  but  overcome 
evil  with  good.

WHEN  he  was  come  down  from  the  moun- 
tain, great  multitudes  followed  him.  And 
behold,  there  came  a  leper  and  worshipped  him, 
saying,  Lord,  if  thou  wilt,  thou  canst  make  me 
clean.  And  Jesus  put  forth  his  hand,  and  touched 
him,  saying,  I  will ;  be  thou  clean.  And  immedi- 
ately his  leprosy  was  cleansed.  And  Jesus  saith 
unto  him,  See  thou  tell  no  man,  but  go  thy  way, 
shew  thyself  to  the  priest,  and  offer  the  g^  that 
Moses  commanded,  for  a  testimony  unto  them. 
And  when  Jesus  was  entered  into  Capernaum, 
there  came  unto  him  a  centurion  beseeching  him, 
and  saying,  Lord,  my  servant  lieth  at  home  sick 
of  the  palsy,  grievously  tormented.  And  Jesus 
saith  unto  him,  I  will  come  and  heal  him.  The 
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centurion  answered  and  said,  Lord,  I  am  not 
worthy  that  thou  shouldest  come  under  my  roof; 
bat  speak  the  word  only,  and  my  seiTant  shall  be 
healed.  For  I  am  a  man  under  authority,  having 
soldiers  under  me :  and  I  say  unto  this  man.  Go, 
and  he  goeth ;  and  to  another.  Come,  and  he 
Cometh ;  and  to  my  servant,  Do  this,  and  he 
doeth  it.  When  Jesus  heard  it,  he  marvelled, 
and  said  to  them  that  followed.  Verily  I  say 
unto  you,  I  have  not  found  so  great  faith,  no 
not  in  Israel.  And  I  say  unto  you,  That  many 
shall  come  from  the  east  and  west,  and  shall  sit 
down  with  Abraham,  and  Isaac,  and  Jacob,  in  the 
kingdom  of  heaven.  But  the  children  of  theking- 
dom  shall  foe  cast  out  into  outer  darkness :  there 
shall  be  weeping  and  gnashing  of  teeth.  And 
Jesus  said  unto  the  centurion,  Go  thy  way,  and  as 
thou  hast  believed,  so  be  it  done  unto  thee.  And 
his  servant  was  healed  in  the  self-same  hour.

Who- 
soever therefore   resisteth   the    power  resisteth 
the  ordinance  of  God :  and  they  that  resist  shall 
— fT" 
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receive  to  themselves  damnation.  For  rulers  are 
not. a  terror  to  good  works,  but  to  the  evil  Wilt 
thou  then  not  be  afraid  of  the  power  ?  do  that 
which  is  good,  and  thou  shalt  have  praise  of  the 
same :  for  he  is  the  minister  of  God  to  thee  for 
good.  But  if  thou  do  that  which  is  evil,  be  afraid ; 
for  he  beareth  not  the  sword  in  vain :  for  he  is 
the  minister  of  God,  a  revenger  to  execute  wrath 
upon  him  that  doeth  evil.  Wherefore  ye  must 
needs  be  subject,  not  only  for  wrath,  but  also  for 
conscience  sake.  For  for  this  cause  pay  ye  tri- 
bute also;  for  they  are  God's  ministers,  attending 
continually  upon  this  very  thing.  Render  there- 
fore to  all  their  dues ;  tribute  to  whom  tribute  is 
due,  custom  to  whom  custom,  fear  to  whom  fear, 
honour  to  whom  honour.

AND  when  he  was  entered  into  a  ship,  his 
.  disciples  followed  him.  And  behold,  there 
arose  a  gi'eat  tempest  in  the  sea,  insomuch  that 
the  ship  was  covered  with  the  waves:  but  he  was 
asleep.

And  behold,  they  cried  out^ 
saying,  What  have  we  to  do  with  thee,  Jesus, 
thou  Son  of  God  ?  art  thou  come  hither  to  tor- 
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ment  us  before  the  time  ?  And  there  was  a  good 
way  off  from  them  an  herd  of  many  swine,  feed- 
ing. So  the  devils  besought  him,  saying,  If  thou 
cast  us  out,  suffer  ua  to  go  away  into  the  herd  of 
swine.  And  he  said  unto  them,  Go.  And  when 
they  were  come  out,  they  went  into  the  herd  of 
swine :  and  behold,  the  whole  herd  of  swine  ran 
rioieotly  down  a  steep  place  into  the  sea,  and 
perilled  in  the  waters.  And  they  that  kept 
them  fled,  and  went  their  ways  into  the  city, 
and  told  every  thing,  and  what  was  befallen  to 
the  possessed  of  the  devils.  And  behold,  the 
whole  city  came  out  to  meet  Jesus:  and  when 
they  saw  him,  they  besought  him,  that  he  would 
depart  out  of  their  coasts.

Be- 
loved, now  are  we  the  sons  of  God,  and  it  doth 
not  yet  appear  what  we  shall  be :  but  we  know, 
that,  when  he  shall  appear,  we  shall  be  like  him ; 
for  we  shall  see  him  as  he  is.  And  every  man 
that  hath  this  hope  in  him  purifieth  himseU^  even 
as  he  is  pure.  Whosoever  committeth  sin  tran»- 
gresseth  also  the  law :  for  sin  is  the  transgression 
of  the  law.  And  ye  know  that  he  was  mani- 
fested to  take  away  our  sins;  and  in  him  is  no 
sin.  Whosoever  abideth  in  him  sinneth  not: 
whosoever  sinneth  hath  not  seen  him,  neither 
known  him.  Little  children,  let  no  man  deceive 
you:  he  that  doeth  righteousness  is  righteous, 
even  as  he  is  righteous.  He  that  committeth  sin 
is  of  the  devil :  for  the  devil  sinneth  from  the 
banning.  For  this  purpose  the  Son  of  God  was 
manifested,  that  he  might  destroy  the  works  of 
the  devil.

And  he  shall  send  his 
angels  with  a  great  sound  of  a  trumpet,  and 
they  shall  gather  together  his  elect  from  the  four 
winds,  fi*om  one  end  of  heaven  to  the  other.

THE  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  man 
tiiat  is  an  housholder,  which  went  out  early 
in  the  morning  to  hire  labourers  into  his  vine- 
yard. And  when  he  had  agreed  with  the  labour- 
ers for  a  peny  a  day,  he  sent  them  into  his  vine- 
yard. And  he  went  out  about  the  third  hour, 
and  saw  others  standing  idle  in  the  market-place, 
and  said  unto  them,  Go  ye  also  into  the  vineyard, 
and  whatsoever  is  right  I  will  give  you.  And 
they  went  their  way.  Again  he  went  out  about 
the  sixth  and  ninth  hour,  and  did  likewise.  And 
about  the  eleventh  hour  he  went  out,  and  found 
others  standing  idle,  and  saith  unto  them.  Why 
stand  ye  here  all  the  day  idle  ?  They  say  unto 
him.  Because  no  man  hath  hired  us.  He  saith 
unto  them.  Go  ye  also  into  the  vineyard,  and 
whatsoever  is  right,  that  shall  ye  receive.  So 
when  even  was  come,  the  lord  of  the  vineyard 
saith  unto  his  steward.  Call  the  labourers,  and 
give  them  their  hire,  beginning  from  the  last 
unto  the  first.  And  when  they  came  that  were 
hired  about  the  eleventh  hour,  they  received 
every  man  a  peny.  But  when  the  first  came, 
they  supposed  that  they  should  have  received 
more;  and  they  likewise  received  every  man  a 
peny.  And  when  they  had  received  it,  they  mur- 
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mured  against  the  good-man  of  the  house,  eayin^. 
These  last  have  wrought  but  one  hour,  and  thou 
hast  made  them  equal  unto  us,  which  have  borne 
the  burden  and  heat  of  the  day.  But  he  an- 
swered one  of  them,  and  said,  Friend,  I  do  thee 
no  wrong ;  didst  not  thou  agree  with  me  for  a 
peny  ?  Take  that  thine  is,  and  go  thy  way ;  I 
will  give  unto  this  last  even  as  unto  thee.  Is 
it  not  lavrful  for  me  to  do  what  I  will  with  mine 
own  ?  Is  thine  eye  evil,  because  I  am  good  ?  So 
the  last  shall  be  first,  and  the  first  last :  for  many 
be  called,  but  few  chosen. 

OR  THB  SECOND  SUNDAY  BEFORE  LENT. 
THE  COLLECT. 

OLORD  God,  who  seest  that  we  put  not  our 
trust  in  any  thing  that  we  do;  Mercifully 
grant  that  by  thy  power  we  may  be  defended 
against  all  adversity ;  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.

THE  EPISTLE.    S  Cor.  ni.  19. 

YE  sufier  fools  gladly,  seeing  ye  yourselves 
are  wise.  For  ye  sufier  if  a  man  bring 
you  into  bondage,  if  a  man  devour  you,  if  a  man 
take  of  you,  if  a  man  exalt  himself,  if  a  man 
smite  you  on  the  face.  I  speak  as  concerning 
reproach,  as  though  we  had  been  weak :  howbeit, 
whereinsoever  any  is  bold,  (I  speak  foolishly,)  I 
am  bold  also.  Are  they  Hebrews  ?  so  am  I.  Are 
they  Israelites?  so  am  I.  Are  they  the  seed  of 
Abraham?  so  am  I.  Are  they  ministers  of  Christ? 
(I  speak  as  a  fool,)  I  am  more :  in  labours  more 
abundant;  in  stripes  above  measure;  in  prisons 
more  frequent ;  in  deaths  oft.   Of  the  Jews  five 
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tiiDea  reoeired  I  forty  stripes  save  one ;  thrice 
was  I  beaten  with  rods ;  once  was  I  stoned ; 
thrice  I  suffered  shipwreck ;  a  night  and  a  day 
I  have  been  in  the  deep ;  in  journeying  often ; 
in  perils  of  waters ;  in  perils  of  robbers ;  in  perils 
by  mine  own  countrymen ;  in  perils  by  the  hea- 
then ;  in  perils  in  the  city ;  in  perils  in  the  wil- 
derness; in  pei*iU  in  the  sea;  in  perils  among 
false  brethren ;  in  weariness  and  painfulness ;  in 
watchings  often ;  in  hunger  and  thirst ;  In  fast- 
ings oftien ;  in  cold  and  nakedness ;  besides  those 
things  that  are  without,  that  which  cometh  upon 
me  daily,  the  care  of  all  the  churches.  Who  is 
weak,  and  I  am  not  weak  ?  who  is  offended,  and 
I  bum  not?  If  I  must  needs  glory,  I  will  glory 
of  the  things  which  concern  mine  infirmities. 
The  God  and  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
which  is  blessed  for  evermore,  knoweth  that  I 
lie  not. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  Luke  nil  4. 

1 17" HEN  much  people  were  gathered  together, 
T  T  and  were  come  to  him  out  of  every  city, 
he  spake  by  a  parable :  A  sower  went  out  to  sow 
his  seed ;  and  as  he  sowed,  some  fell  by  the  way- 
side, and  it  was  trodden  down,  and  the  fowls  of 
the  air  devoured  it.  And  some  fell  upon  a  rock, 
and  as  soon  as  it  was  sprung  up,  it  withered 
away,  because  it  lacked  moisture.  And  some 
fell  among  thorns,  and  the  thorns  sprang  up 
with  it,  and  choked  it.  And  other  fell  on  good 
ground,  and  sprang  up,  and  bare  fruit  an  hun- 
dred-fold. And  when  he  had  said  these  things, 
he  cried.  He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let  him  hear. 
And  his  disciples  asked  him,  saying,  What  might 
tluB  parable  be?  And  he  said,  Unto  you  it  is 
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given  to  know  the  mysteries  of  the  kingdom  of 
God :  but  to  others  in  parables ;  that  seeing  they 
might  not  see,  and  hearing  they  might  not  un- 
derstand. Now  the  parable  is  this :  The  seed  is 
the  Word  of  God,  Those  by  the  way-side  are 
they  that  hear ;  then  cometh  the  devil,  and  tak- 
eth  away  the  word  out  of  their  hearts,  lest  they 
should  believe,  and  be  saved.  They  on  the  rock 
are  they,  which,  when  they  hear,  receive  the 
word  with  joy;  and  these  have  no  root,  which 
for  a  while  believe,  and  in  time  of  temptation 
fall  away.  And  that  which  fell  among  thorns, 
are  they,  which,  when  they  have  heard,  go  forth, 
and  are  choked  with  cares,  and  riches,  and  plea- 
sures of  this  life,  and  bring  no  frnit  to  perfection. 
But  that  on  the  good  ground,  are  they,  which  in 
an  honest  and  good  heart,  having  heard  the  word, 
keep  it,  and  bring  forth  fruit  with  patience.

OLORD,  who  hast  taught  us  that  all  our  doings 
without  charity  are  nothing  worth;  Send 
thy  Holy  Ghost,  and  pour  into  our  hearts  that 
most  excellent  gift  of  charity,  the  very  bond  of 
peace  and  of  all  virtues,  without  which  whosoever 
liveth  is  counted  dead  before  thee:  Grant  this 
for  thine  only  Son  Jesus  Christ's  sake.

THE  EPISTLE.     I  Cor.  xiii.  1. 

THOUGH  I  speak  with  the  tongues  of  men 
and  of  angels,  and  have  not  charity,  I  am 
become  as  sounding  brass,  or  a  tinkling  cymbal. 
And  liiough  I  have  the  gift  of  prophecy,  and  un- 
derstand all  mysteries,  and  all  knowledge ;  and 
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tiioDgh  I  have  all  faith,  so  that  I  could  remove 
mountains,  and  have  no  charity*  I  am  nothing. 
And  though  I  bestow  all  my  goods  to  feed  the 
poor,  and  though  I  give  my  body  to  be  burned, 
and  have  not  charity,  it  profiteth  me  nothing. 
Charity  suffereth  long,  and  is  kind ;  charity  en- 
vieth  not ;  charity  vaunteth  not  itself,  is  not 
pu^d  up,  doth  not  behave  itself  unseemly,  seek- 
eth  not  her  own,  is  not  easily  provoked,  thinketh 
no  evil,  rejoiceth  not  in  iniqui^,  but  rejoiceth  in 
the  truth ;  beareth  all  things,  believeth  all  things, 
hopeth  all  things,  endureth  all  things.  Charity 
never  faileth :  but  whether  there  be  prophecies, 
they  shall  fail;  whether  there  be  tongues,  they 
shall  c%ase ;  whether  there  be  knowledge,  it  shall 
vanish  away.  For  we  know  in  part,  and  we  pro- 
phesy in  part.  But  when  that  which  is  perfect  is 
come,  then  that  which  is  in  part  shall  be  done 
away.  When  I  was  a  child,  I  spake  as  a  child, 
I  understood  as  a  child,  I  thought  as  a  child; 
but  when  I  became  a  man,  I  put  away  childish 
things.  For  now  we  see  through  a  gla^  darkly ; 
but  then  face  to  face :  now  I  know  in  part ;  but 
then  shall  I  know  even  as  also  I  am  known.  And 
now  abideth  faith,  hope,  charity,  these  three ;  but 
the  greatest  of  these  is  charity. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St-  Luke  xviii.  31. 

THEN  Jesus  took  unto  him  the  twelve,  and 
said  unto  them,  Behold,  we  go  up  to  Jeru- 
salem, and  all  things  that  are  written  by  the  pro- 
phets concerning  the  Son  of  Man  shall  be  accom- 
plished. For  he  shall  be  delivered  unto  the  Gen- 
tiles, and  shall  be  mocked,  and  spitefully  entreat- 
ed, and  spitted  on :  and  they  shall  scoui^  him, 
and  put  him  to  death ;  and  the  third  day  he  shall 
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rise  again.  And  they  understood  none  of  these 
things :  and  this  saying  was  hid  from  them,  nei- 
ther knew  they  the  things  which  were  spoken. 
And  it  came  to  pass,  that  as  he  was  come  nigh 
unto  Jericho,  a  certain  bUnd  man  sat  by  the  way- 
side begging :  and  hearing  the  multitude  pass  by, 
he  asked  what  it  meant.  And  they  told  him,  that 
Jesus  of  Nazareth  passeth  by.  And  he  cried,  say- 
ing, Jesus,  thou  Son  of  David,  have  mercy  on  me. 
And  they  which  went  before  rebuked  him,  that 
he  should  hold  his  peace :  but  he  cried  so  much 
the  more.  Thou  Son  of  David,  have  mercy  on 
me.  And  Jesus  stood,  and  commanded  him  to 
foe  brought  unto  him:  and  when  he  was  come 
near,  he  asked  him,  saying.  What  wilt  thou  that 
I  should  do  unto  thee  ?  And  he  said,  Lord,  that 
I  may  receive  my  sight.  And  Jesus  said  unto 
him,  Receive  thy  sight ;  thy  faith  hath  saved 
thee.  And  immediately  he  received  his  sight, 
and  followed  him,  glorifying  God :  and  all  the 
people,  when  they  saw  it,  gave  praise  unto  God.

And  rend  your 
heart,  and  not  your  garments,  a6d  turn  unto 
the  Lord  your  God :  for  he  is  gracious  and  mer- 
ciful, alow  to  anger,  and  of  great  kindness,  and 
repenteth  him  of  the  evil.  Who  knoweth  if 
he  will  return,  and  repent,  and  leave  a  blessing 
behind  him,  even  a  meat-offering  and  a  drink- 
offering  unto  the  Lord  your  God?

Again,  the  devil  taketh  him 
up  into  an  exceeding  high  mountain,  and  shew- 
etfa  him  all  the  kingdoms  of  the  world,  and  the 
glory  of  them ;  and  saith  unto  him,  All  these 
things  will  I  give  thee,  if  thou  wilt  fall  down 
and  worship  me.  Then  saith  Jesus  unto  him. 
Get  thee  hence,  Satan;  for  it  is  written.  Thou 
slialt  worship  the  Lord  thy  God,  and  him  only 
shalt  thou  serve.  Then  the  devil  leaveth  him, 
and  behold,  angels  came  and  ministered  unto 
him.

But  fornication,  and  all  uncleanness,  or 
covetousness,  let  it  not  be  once  named  amongst 
you,  as  becometh  saints;  neither  filthiness,  nor 
foolish-talking,  nor  jesting,  whic^  are  not  con- 
venient ;  but  rather  giving  of  thanks :  for  this 
ye  know,  that  no  whoremonger,  nor  unclean  per- 
son, nor  covetous  man,  who  is  an  idolater,  hath 
any  inheritance  in  the  kingdom  of  Christ,  and  of 
God.  Let  no  man  deceive  you  with  vain  words : 
for  because  of  these  things  cometh  the  wrath  of 
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God  upon  the  children  of  disobedience.  Be  not 
ye  therefore  partakers  with  them :  for  ye  were 
sometimes  darkness,  but  now  are  ye  light  in  the 
Lord  :  walk  as  children  of  light ;  (for  the  fruit  of 
the  Spirit  is  in  all  goodness'  and  righteousness, 
and  truth ;)  proving  what  is  acceptable  unto  the 
Lord.  And  have  no  fellowship  with  the  unfruit- 
ful works  of  daikness,  but  rather  reprove  them : 
for  it  is  a  shame  even  to  speak  of  those  things 
which  are  done  of  them  in  secret.  But  all  things 
that  are  reproved  are  made  manifest  by  the 
light:  for  whatsoever  doth  make  manifest  is 
light.  Wherefore  he  saith.  Awake,  thou  that 
steepest,  and  arise  from  the  dead,  and  Christ 
shall  give  thee  light. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  Lute  xi- 14. 

JESUS  was  casting  out  a  devil,  and  it  was 
dumb.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  devil 
was  gone  out,  the  dumb  spake ;  and  the  people 
wondered.  But  some  of  them  said.  He  casteth 
out  devils  through  Beelzebub,  the  chief  of  the 
devils.  And  others,  tempting  him,  sought  of  him 
a  sign  from  heaven.  But  he,  knowing  their 
thoughts,  said  unto  them.  Every  kingdom  di- 
vided against  itself  is  brought  to  desolation ;  and 
a  house  divided  against  a  house  falleth.  If  Satan 
also  be  divided  against  himself,  how  shall  his 
kingdom  stand  ?  because  ye  say,  that  I  cast  out 
devils  through  Beelzebub.  And  if  I  by  Beelze- 
bub cast  out  devils,  by  whom  do  your  sons  cast 
them  out?  therefore  shall  they  be  your  judges. 
But  if  I  with  the  finger  of  God  cast  out  devils, 
no  doubt  the  kingdom  of  God  is  come  upon  you. 
When  a  strong  man  armed  keepeth  his  palace, 
his  goods  are  in  peace ;  but  when  a  stronger  than 
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he  shall  come  upon  him,  and  overcome  him*  he 
taketh  from  him  all  his  armour  wherein  he 
trusted,  and  divideth  his  spoils.  He  that  is  not 
with,  me  is  against  me:  and  he  that  gathereth 
not  with  me  scattereth.  When  the  unclean  spirit 
is  gone  out  of  a  man,  he  walketh  through  dry 
{daces,  seeking  rest;  and  finding  none,  he  saith, 
I  will  return  unto  my  house  whence  I  came  out. 
And  when  he  cometh,  he  findeth  it  swept  and 
garnished.  Then  goeth  he  and  taketh  to  him 
seven  other  spirits  more  wicked  than  himself, 
and  they  enter  in,  and  dwell  there ;  and  the  last 
state  of  that  man  is  worse  than  the  first.  And 
it  came  to  pass,  as  he  spake  these  things,  a  cer- 
tain woman  of  the  company  lift  up  her  voice, 
and  said  unto  him,  Blessed  is  the  womb  that 
bare  thee,  and  the  paps  which  thou  hast  sucked. 
But  he  said,  Yea  rather,  blessed  are  they  that 
hear  the  Word  of  God,  and  keep  it

TELL  me,  ye  that  desire  to  be  under  the  law, 
do  ye  not  hear  the  law  ?  For  it  is  written, 
that  Abraham  had  two  sons,  the  one  by  a  bond- 
maid, the  other  by  a  free-woman.  But  he  who 
was  of  the  bond-woman  was  bom  after  the  flesh ; 
but  he  of  the  free-woman  was  by  promise.  Which 
tilings  are  an  dlegory:  for  these  are  the  two 
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covenaots ;  the  onti  from  the  mount  Siaai,  which 
gendereth  to  bondage,  which  is  Agar.  For  this 
Agar  is  mount  Sinai  in  Arabia,  and  answereth  to 
Jerusalem  which  now  is,  and  is  in  bondage  with 
her  children.  But  Jerusalem  whioh  is  above  is 
fi*ee ;  which  is  the  mother  of  us  alt.  For  it  is 
written,  R^oice,  thou  barren  that  bearest  not; 
break  forth  and  cry,  thou  that  travailest  not; 
for  the  desolate  hath  many  more  children  than 
she  which  hath  an  husband.  Now  we^  brethren, 
as  Isaac  was,  are  the  children  of  promise.  But 
as  then  he  that  was  bom  after  the  flesh  perae^ 
cuted  him  that  was  born  after  the  Spirit;  even 
so  it  is  now.  Nevertheless,  what  saith  the  Scrip- 
ture? Cast  out  the  bond-woman  and  her  son; 
for  the  son  of  the  bond-woman  shall  not  be  heir 
with  the  son  of  the  free-woman.  So  then,  br&< 
thren,  we  are  not  children  of  the  bond-woman^ 
but  of  the  free. 

TH&  GOSPEL.    St.  John  tI.  I. 

JESUS  went  over  the  sea  of  Galilee,  which 
is  the  sea  of  Tiberias.  And  a  great  multi- 
tude followed  him,  because  they  saw  his  miracles 
which  he  did  on  them  that  were  diseased.  And 
Jesus  went  up  into  a  mountain,  and  there  he  sat 
with  his  disciples.  And  the  Passover,  a  feast  of 
the  Jews,  was  nigh.  When  Jesus  then  lift  up  his 
eyes,  and  saw  a  great  company  come  unto  him, 
he  saith  unto  Philip,  Whence  shall  we  buy  bread, 
that  these  may  eat  ?  (And  this  he  said  to  prove 
him ;  for  he  himself  knew  what  he  would  do.) 
Philip  answered  him,  Two  hundred  peny-worth 
of  bread  is  not  sufficient  for  them,  that  every  one 
of  them  may  take  a  little.  One  of  his  disciples, 
Andrew,  Simon  Peter's  brother,  saith  unto  him, 
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There  is  a  lad  here,  which  hath  five  barley-loaves 
and  two  small  fishes :  but  what  are  they  among 
90  many?  And  Jesus  said.  Make  the  men  sit 
down.  Now  there  was  much  grass  in  the  place. 
So  the  men  sat  down,  in  number  about  five  thou- 
sand. And  Jesus  took  the  loaves,  and  when  he 
had  given  thanks  he  distributed  to  the  disciples, 
and  the  disciples  to  them  that  were  set  down ; 
and  likewise  of  the  fishes  as  much  as  they  would. 
When  they  were  filled,  he  said  unto  his  disciples. 
Gather  up  the  fragments  that  remain,  that  nothing 
he  lost.  Therefore  they  gathered  them  together, 
and  filled  twelve  baskets  with  the  fragments  of 
the  five  barley-loaves,  iiiiich  remained  over  and 
above  unto  them  that  had  eaten.  Then  those 
men,  when  they  had  seen  the  miracle  that  Jesus 
did,  said.  This  is  of  a  truth  that  Prophet  that 
should  come  into  the  world.

CHRIST  being  come  an  High  Priest  of  good 
things  to  come,  by  a  greater  and  moi*e  per- 
fect tabernacle,  not  made  with  hands ;  that  is  to 
say,  not  of  this  building ;  neither  by  the  blood  of 
goats  and  calves ;  but  by  his  own  blood  he  entered 
in  once  into  the  holy  place,  having  obtained  eter- 
nal redemption  for  us.  For  if  the  blood  of  bulls 
and  of  goats,  and  the  ashes  of  an  heifer  sprinkling 
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the  unclean,  sanctifieth  to  the  purifying  of  the 
flesh ;  how  much  more  shall  the  blood  of  Christ, 
who,  through  the  eternal  Spirit,  oflered  himself 
without  spot  to  God,  purge  your  conscience  from 
dead  works  to  serve  the  living  Glod  ?  And  for  this 
cause  he  is  the  Mediator  of  the  new  testament, 
that  by  means  of  death,  for  the  redemption  of 
the  transgi-essions  that  were  under  the  first  tes- 
tament, they  which  are  called  might  receive  the 
promise  of  eternal  inheritance. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  John  viii.  46. 

JESUS  said,  Which  of  you  convinceth  me  of 
sin  ?  and  if  I  say  the  truth,  why  do  ye  not 
believe  me  ?  He  that  is  of  God  heareth  God's 
words ;  ye  therefore  hear  them  not,  because  ye 
are  not  of  God.  Then  answered  the  Jews,  and 
said  unto  him,  Say  we  not  well,  that  thou  art  a 
Samaritan,  and  hast  a.  devil  ?  Jesus  answered,  I 
have  not  a  devil ;  but  I  honour  my  Father,  and 
ye  do  dishonour  me.  And  I  seek  not  mine  own 
glory ;  there  is  one  that  seeketh  and  judgeth. 
Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you,  If  a  man  keep  my 
saying,  he  shall  never  see  death.  Then  said  the 
Jews  unto  him.  Now  we  know  that  thou  hast  a 
devil :  Abraham  is  dead,  and  the  prophets ;  and 
thou  sayest.  If  a  man  keep  my  saying,  he  shall 
never  taste  of  death.  Art  thou  greater  than  our 
falser  Abraham,  which  is  dead?  and  the  pro- 
phets are  dead :  whom  makest  thou  thyself?  Je- 
sus answered.  If  I  honour  myself,  my  honour  is 
nothing ;  it  is  my  Father  that  honoureth  me,  of 
whom  ye  say,  that  he  is  your  God :  yet  ye  have 
not  known  him ;  but  I  know  him :  and  if  I  should 
say,  I  know  him  not,  I  shall  be  a  liar  like  unto 
you ;  but  I  know  him,  and  keep  his  saying.  Your 
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&ther  Abraham  rejoiced  to  see  my  day,  and  he 
saw  it,  and  was  glad.  Then  said  the  Jews  unto 
him.  Thou  art  not  yet  fifty  years  old,  and  hast 
thou .  seen  Abraham  ?  Jesus  said  unto  them,  Ve- 
rily, verily,  I  say  unto  you,  before  Abraham  was, 
I  am.  Then  took  they  up  stones  to  cast  at 
him :  but  Jesus  hid  himself,  and  went  out  of 
the  temple.

Lord,  to  the  glory  of  God  the  Father. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  Matth.  xxrii.  1. 

WHEN  the  morning  was  come,  all  the  chief 
priests  and  elders  of  the  pec^le  took  coun- 
sel against  Jesus,  to  put  him  to  death.  And  when 
they  had  bound  him,  they  led  him  away,  and 
delivered  him  to  Pontius  Pilate  the  govemour. 
Then  Judas  who  had  betrayed  him,  when  he 
saw  that  he  was  condemned,  repented  himself, 
and  brought  again  the  thirty  pieces  of  silver  to 
the  chief  priests  and  elders,  saying,  I  have  sinned, 
in  that  I  have  betrayed  the  innocent  blood.  And 
they  said.  What  is  that  to  us?  see  thou  to  that 
And  he  cast  down  the  pieces  of  silver  in  the 
temple,  and  departed,  and  went  and  hanged  him- 
self. And  the  chief  priests  took  the  silver  pieces, 
and  said,  It  is  not  lawful  for  to  put  them  into  the 
treasury,  because  it  is  the  price  of  blood.  And 
they  took  counsel,  and  bought  with  them  the 
potter's  field,  to  bury  strangers  in.  Wherefore 
that  field  was  called,  The  field  of  blood,  unto  this 
day.  (Then  was  fulfilled  that  which  was  spoken 
by  Jeremy  the  prophet,  saying  And  they  toc^ 
the  thirty  pieces  of  silver,  the  price  of  him  that 
was  valued,  whom  they  of  the  children  of  Israel 
did  value,  and  gave  them  for  the  potter's  field, 
as  the  Lord  appointed  me.)  And  Jesus  stood 
before  the  govemour;  and  the  governour  asked 
him,  saying.  Art  thou  the  King  of  the  Jews? 
And  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Thou  sayest.  And 
when  he  was  accused  of  the  chief  priests  and 
elders,  he  answered  nothing.  Then  saith  Pilate 
unto  him,  Hearest  thou  not  how  many  things 
they  witness   against  thee?    And  he  answered 
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him  to  never  a  word,  insomuoh  that  the  gover- 
nour  marrelled  greatly.  Now  at  that  feast  the 
governour  was  wont  to  release  unto  the  people 
a  prisoner,  whom  they  would.  And  they  had 
then  a  notable  prisoner,  called  Barabbas.  There- 
fore when  they  were  gathered  together,  Pilate 
said  unto  them.  Whom  will  ye  that  I  release  unto 
you  ?  Barabbas,  or  Jesus  which  is  called  Christ  ? 
For  he  knew  that  for  envy  they  had  delivered 
him.  When  he  was  set  down  on  the  judgement- 
aeatf  his  wife  sent  unto  him,  saying,  Have  thou 
nothing  to  do  with  that  just  man:  for  I  have 
suffered  many  things  this  day  in  a  dream  be- 
cause of  him.  But  the  chief  priests  and  elders 
persuaded  the  multitude  that  they  should  ask 
Barabbas,  and  destroy  Jesus.  The  governour 
answered  and  said  unto  them.  Whether  of  the 
twain  will  ye  that  I  release  unto  you  ?  They 
said,  Barabbas.  Pilate  saith  unto  them.  What 
shall  I  do  then  with  Jesus,  which  is  called  Christ  ? 
They  all  say  unto  him»  Let  him  be  crucified. 
And  the  governour  said.  Why,  what  evil  hath 
he  done?  But  they  cried  out  the  more,  saying. 
Let  him  be  cruci^d.  When  Pilate  saw  that  he 
could  prevail  nothing,  but  that  rather  a  tumult 
was  made,  he  took  water,  and  washed  his  hands 
before  the  multitude,  saying,  I  am  innocent  of 
the  blood  of  this  just  person :  see  ye  to  it.  Then 
answered  all  the  people,  and  said,  His  blood  be 
on  us,  and  on  our  children.  Then  released  he 
Barabbas  unto  them :  and  when  he  had  scourged 
Jesus  he  delivered  him  to  be  crucified.  Then 
the  soldiers  of  the  governour  took  Jesus  into 
the  common  hall,  and  gathered  unto  him  the 
whole  band  of  soldiers.  And  they  stripped  him, 
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and  put  on  him  a  scarlet  robe.  And  when  they 
had  platted  a  crown  of  thorns  they  put  it  upon 
his  head^  and  a  reed  in  his  right  hand :  and 
they  bowed  the  knee  before  him,  and  mocked 
him,  saying,  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews.  And  they 
spit  upon  him,  and  took  the  reed,  and  smote  him 
on  the  head.  And  after  that  they  had  mocked 
him  they  took  the  robe  off  from  him,  and  put 
his  own  raiment  on  him,  and  led  him  away  to 
crucify  him.  And  as  they  came  out  they  found 
a  man  of  Cyrene,  Simon  by  name ;  him  they 
compelled  to  bear  his  cross.  And  when  they 
were  come  unto  a  place  called  Golgotha,  that 
is  to  say,  a  place  of  a  scull,  they  gave  him  vine- 
gar to  drink  mingled  with  gall:  and  when  he 
had  tasted  thereof,  he  would  not  drink.  And 
they  crucified  him,  and  parted  his  garments,  cast- 
ing lots:  that  it  might  be  fulfilled,  which  was 
spoken  by  the  prophet,  They  parted  my  garments 
among  them,  and  upon  my  vesture  did  they  cast 
lots.  And  sitting  down  they  watched  him  there ; 
and  set  up  over  his  head  his  accusation  written, 
THIS  IS  JESUS  THE  KING  OF  THE  JEWS. 
Then  were  there  two  thieves  crucified  with  him ; 
one  on  the  right  hand,  and  another  on  the  lefit. 
And  they  that  passed  by  reviled  him,  wagging 
their  heads,  and  saying,  Thou  that  destroyest  the 
temple,  and  buildest  it  in  three  days,  save  thyself: 
if  thou  be  the  Son  of  God,  come  down  from  the 
cross.  Likewise  also  the  chief  priests  mocking 
him,  with  the  scribes  and  elders,  said.  He  saved 
others,  himself  he  cannot  save :  if  he  be  the  King 
of  Israel,  let  him  now  come  down  &om  the  cross, 
and  we  will  believe  him.  He  trusted  in  God ;  let 
him  deliver  him  now,  if  he  will  have  him :  for  he 
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sud»  I  am  the  Son  of  God.  The  thieves  also^ 
which  were  raiicified  with  him,  cast  the  same 
ia  his  teeth.  Now  from  the  sixth  hour  there 
was  darkness  over  all  the  land  unto  the  ninth 
hour.  And  about  the  ninth  hour  Jesus  cried 
with  a  loud  voice,  saying,  £li,  Eli,  lama  saback- 
thani^  that  is  to  say,  My  God,  my  God,  why  hast 
thou  forsaken  me  ?  Some  of  them  that  stood 
there,  when  they  heard  that,  said.  This  man 
calleth  for  Elias.  And  straightway  one  of  them 
ran,  and  took  a  spunge,  and  filled  it  with  vi- 
negar, and  put  it  on  a  reed,  and  gave  him  to 
drink.  The  rest  said.  Let  be,  let  us  see  whe- 
ther Elias  will  come  to  save  him.  Jesus,  when 
he  had  cried  again  with  a  loud  voice,  yielded  up 
the  ghost.  And  behold,  the  vail  of  the  temple 
was  rent  in  twain  from  the  top  to  the  bottom, 
and  the  earth  did  quake,  and  the  rocks  rent, 
and  the  graves  were  opened,  and  many  bodies 
of  saints  which  slept  arose,  and  came  out  of  the 
graves  after  his  resurrection,  and  went  into  the 
holy  city,  and  appeared  unto  many.  Now  when 
the  centurion,  and  they  that  were  with  him, 
watching  Jesus,  saw  the  earthquake,  and  those 
thingB  that  were  done,  they  feared  greatly,  say-> 
log.  Truly  this  was  the  Sod  of  God.

WHO  is  this  that  cometh  from  Edom,  with 
dyed  garments  from  Bozrah  ?  this  that  is 
glorious  in  his  apparel,  travelling  in  the  great* 
neas  of  his  strength  ?  I  that  speak  in  righteous- 
ness, mighty  to  save.  Wherefore  art  thou  red  in 
thine  apparel,  and  thy  garments  like  him  that 
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treadeth  in  the  wine-fat?  I  have  trodden  the 
wine-press  idone,  and  of  the  people  there  was 
none  with  me:  for  I  will  tread  them  in  mine 
anger,  and  trample  them  in  my  fury,  and  titeir 
blood  shall  be  sprinkled  upon  my  garments,  and 
I  will  stain  all  my  raiment.  For  the  day  of  ven- 
geance is  in  mine  heart,  and  the  year  of  toy 
redeemed  is  come.  And  I  looked,  and  there 
was  none  to  help;  and  I  wondered  that  there 
was  none  to  uphold:  therefore  mine  own  arm 
brought  salvation  unto  me,  and  my  fury  it  up- 
held me.  And  I  will  tread  down  the  people  in 
mine  anger,  and  make  them  drunk  in  my  fury, 
and  I  will  bring  down  their  strength  to  the 
earth.  I  will  mention  the  lovii^-kindnesses  of 
the  Lord,  and  the  praises  of  the  Lord,  according 
to  all  that  the  Lord  hath  bestowed  on  ns,  and 
the  great  goodness  towards  the  house  of  Israel, 
which  he  hath  bestowed  on  them,  according  to 
his  mercies,  and  according  to  the  multitude  of 
his  loving-kindnesses.  For  he  said.  Surely  they 
are  my  people,  children  that  will  not  lie :  so  he 
was  their  Saviour.  In  all  their  affliction  he  was 
afflicted,  and  the  angel  of  his  presence  saved 
them :  in  his  love,  and  in  his  pity,  he  redeemed 
them,  and  he  bare  them,  and  carried  them  all 
the  days  of  old.  But  they  rebelled,  and  vexed 
his  Holy  Spirit;  therefore  he  waa  turned  to  be 
their  enemy,  and  he  fought  against  them.  Then 
he  remembered  the  days  of  old,  Moses  and  his 
people,  saying.  Where  is  he  that  brought  them 
up  out  of  the  sea  with  the  shepherd  of  his 
flock  ?  where  is  he  that  put  his  Holy  Spirit  with- 
in him?  that  led  them  by  the  right  hand  of 
Moses,  with  his  glorious  arm,  dividing  the  water 
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before  them,  to  make  himself  an  everlasting 
Name?  that  led  them  through  the  deep  as  an 
horse  in  the  wilderness,  that  they  should  not 
stumble  ?  As  a  beast  goeth  down  into  the  valley, 
the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  caused  him  to  rest:  so 
didst  thou  lead  thy  people,  to  make  thyself  a 
glorious  Name.  Look  down  from  heaven,  and 
behold  from  the  habitation  of  thy  holiness,  and 
of  thy  glory :  where  is  thy  zeal,  and  thy  strength, 
the  sounding  of  thy  bowels,  and  of  thy  mercies 
towards  me?  Are  they  restrained?  Doubtless 
thou  art  our  Father,  though  Abraham  be  igno- 
rant of  us,  and  Israel  acknowledge  us  not :  Thou, 
O  Lord,  art  our  Father,  our  Redeemer,  thy  Name 
is  from  everlasting.  O  Lord,  why  hast  thou  made 
OS  to  err  from  thy  ways?  and  hardened  our 
h^rts  from  thy  fear?  Return  for  thy  servants' 
sake,  the  tribes  of  thine  inheritance.  The  people 
of  thy  hoUness  have  possessed  it  but  a  little 
while:  our  adversaries  have  trodden  down  thy 
sanctuary.  We  are  thine :  thou  never  barest 
rule  over  them ;  they  were  not  called  by  thy 
Name. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  Mark  xiv.  l. 

AFTER  two  days  was  the  feast  of  the  Pass* 
.  over,  and  of  unleavened  bread:  and  the 
chief  priests  and  the  scribes  sought  how  they 
might  take  him  by  craft,  and  put  him  to  death. 
Bat  they  said.  Not  on  the  feast-day,  lest  there  be 
an  uproar  of  the  people.  And  being  in  Bethany, 
in  the  house  of  Simon  the  leper,  as  he  sat  at 
meat,  there  came  a  woman  having  an  alabaster 
box  of  ointment  of  spikenard,  very  precious ;  and 
die  brake  the  box,  and  poured  it  on  his  head. 
And  there  were  some  that  had  indignation  with- 
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in  themselves,  and  said,  Why  was  this  waste  of 
the  ointment  made  ?  for  it  might  have  been  sold 
for  more  than  three  hundred  pence,  and  hare 
been  given  to  the  poor:  and  they  murmured 
gainst  her.  And  Jesus  said,  Let  her  alone; 
why  trouble  ye  her  ?  she  hath  wrought  a  good 
work  on  me:  for  ye  have  the  poor  with  you 
always,  and  whensoever  ye  will  ye  may  do  them 
good;  but  me  ye  have  not  always.  She  hath 
done  what  she  could;  she  is  come  aforehand  to 
anoint  my  body  to  the  burying.  Verily  I  say  un- 
to you,  Wheresoever  this  Gospel  shall  be  preach- 
ed throughout  the  whole  world,  this  also  that  she 
hath  done  shall  be  spoken  of  for  a  memorial  of 
her.  And  Judas  Iscariot,  one  of  the  twelve,  went 
unto  the  chief  priests  to  betray  him  unto  them. 
And  when  they  heard  it  they  were  glad,  and 
promised  to  give  him  money.  And  he  sought 
how  he  might  conveniently  betray  him.  And 
the  first  day  of  unleavened  bread,  when  they 
killed  the  passover,  his  disciples  said  unto  him. 
Where  wilt  thou  that  we  go  and  prepare,  that 
thou  mayest  eat  the  passover?  And  he  sendeth 
forth  two  of  his  disciples,  and  saith  unto  them, 
Gk>  ye  into  the  city,  and  there  shall  meet  you 
a  man  bearing  a  pitcher  of  water ;  follow  him : 
And  wheresoever  he  shall  go  in,  say  ye  to  the 
good-man  of  the  house.  The  Master  saith.  Where 
is  the  guest-chamber,  where  I  shall  eat  the  pass- 
over  with  my  disciples  ?  And  he  will  shew  you 
a  large  upper- room  furnished,  and  prepared: 
there  make  ready  for  us.  And  his  disciples 
went  forth,  and  came  into  the  city,  and  found 
as  he  had  said  unto  them :  and  they  made  ready 
the  passover.    And  in  the  evening  he  cometh 
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with  the  twelve.  And  as  they  sat,  and  did  eat, 
Jesns  said.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  One  of  you 
which  eateth  with  me  shall  betray  me.  And 
they  b^an  to  be  sorrowfol,  and  to  say  unto  him 
(Hie  by  one.  Is  it  I?  and  another  said.  Is  it  I? 
And  he  answered  and  said  unto  them.  It  is  one 
of  the  twelve  that  dippeth  with  me  in  the  dish. 
The  Son  of  Man  indeed  goeth,  as  it  is  written 
of  him :  but  wo  to  that  man  by  whom  the  Son 
of  Man  is  betrayed :  good  were  it  for  that  man 
if  he  had  never  been  born.  And  as  they  did 
eat,  Jesus  took  bread,  and  blessed,  and  brake  it, 
and  gave  to  them,  and  said,  Take,  eat :  this  is 
my  body.  And  he  took  the  cup,  and  when  he 
h^  given  thanks  he  gave  it  to  them :  and  they 
all  drank  of  it.  And  he  said  unto  them.  This 
is  my  blood  of  the  new  testament,  which  is 
^ed  for  many.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  I  will 
drink  no  more  of  the  fruit  of  the  vine,  until 
that  day  that  I  drink  it  new  in  the  Kingdom 
of  God.  And  when  they  had  sung  an  hymn 
they  went  out  into  the  mount  of  Olives.  And 
Jesus  saith  unto  them,  All  ye  shall  be  ofiended 
because  of  me  this  night:  for  it  is  written,  I 
will  smite  the  shepherd,  and  the  sheep  shall  be 
scattered.  But,  after  that  I  am  risen,  I  will  go 
before  you  into  Galilee.  But  Peter  said  unto 
him.  Although  all  shall  be  offended,  yet  will  not 
I.  And  Jesus  saith  unto  him.  Verily  I  say  unto 
thee.  That  this  day,  even  in  this  night,  before 
the  cock  crow  twice,  thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice. 
But  he  spake  the  more  vehemently.  If  I  should 
die  with  thee,  I  will  not  deny  thee  in  any  wise. 
Likewise  also  said  they  all.  And  they  came  to 
a  place  which  was  named  Gethsemane :  and  he 
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saith  to  bis  disciples,  Sit  ye  here,  while  I  shall 
pray.  And  he  taketh  with  him  Peter,  and  James, 
and  John,  and  began  to  be  sore  amazed,  and  to 
foe  very  heavy,  and  saith  unto  them.  My  soul  is 
exceeding  sorrowful  unto  death ;  tarry  ye  her^ 
and  watch.  And  he  went  forward  a  little,  and 
fell  on  the  ground,  and  prayed,  that,  if  it  were 
possible,  the  hour  might  pass  from  him.  And 
he  said,  Abba,  Father,  all  things  are  possible  un- 
to thee;  take  away  this  cup  from  me;  never- 
theless, not  what  I  will,  but  what  thou  wilt 
And  he  cometh  and  findeth  them  sleeping,  and 
saith  unto  Peter,  Simon,  steepest  thou  ?  couldest 
not  thou  watch  one  hour?  Watch  ye  and  pray, 
lest  ye  enter  into  temptation:  the  spirit  truly 
is  ready,  but  the  flesh  is  weak.  And  a^in  he 
went  away,  and  prayed,  and  spake  the  same 
words.  And  when  he  returned  he  found  them 
asleep  again,  (for  their  eyes  were  heavy,)  nei- 
ther wist  they  what  to  answer  him.  And  he 
cometh  the  third  time,  and  saith  unto  them, 
Sleep  on  now,  and  take  your  rest :  it  is  enough, 
the  hour  is  come ;  behold,  the  Son  of  Man  is 
betrayed  into  the  hands  of  sinners.  Rise  up, 
let  us  go;  lo,  he  that  betrayeth  me  is  at  hand. 
And  immediately,  while  he  yet  spake,  cometh 
Judas,  one  of  the  twelve,  and  with  him  a  great 
multitude  with  swords  and  staves,  from  the  chief 
priests,  and  the  scribes,  and  the  elders.  And  he 
that  betrayed  him  had  given  them  a  token,  say- 
ing, Whomsoever  I  shall  kiss,  that  same  is  he ; 
take  him,  and  lead  him  away  safely.  And  as 
soon  as  he  was  come  he  goeth  straightway  to 
htm,  and  saith,  Master,  master ;  and  kissed  him. 
And  they  laid  their  hands  on  him,  and  took 
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him.  And  one  of  them  that  stood  by  drew  a 
sword,  and  smote  a  servant  of  the  high  priest, 
and  cut  off  his  ear.  And  Jesus  answered,  and 
said  unto  them,  Are  ye  come  out  as  against  a 
thief}  with  swords  and  with  staves,  to  take  me  ? 
I  was  daily  with  you  in  the  temple  teaching, 
and  ye  took  me  not:  but  the  Scriptures  must 
foe  fulfilled.  And  they  all  forsook  him,  and  fled. 
And  there  followed  him  a  certain  young  man, 
having  a  linen  cloth  cast  about  his  naked  body ; 
and  the  young  men  laid  hold  on  him:  and  he 
left  the  Unen  cloth,  and  fled  from  them  naked. 
And  they  led  Jesus  away  to  the  high  priest :  and 
with  him  were  assembled  all  the  chief  priests, 
and  the  elders,  and  the  scribes.  And  Peter  fol- 
lowed him  afer  off,  even  into  the  palace  of  the 
high  priest;  and  he  sat  with  the  servants,  and 
warmed  himself  at  the  fire.  And  the  chief  priests 
and  all  the  council  sought  for  witness  against 
Jesus  to  put  him  to  death  ;  and  found  none.  For 
many  bare  false  witness  against  him,  but  their 
witness  agreed  not  together.  And  there  arose 
certain,  and  bare  false  witness  against  him,  say- 
ing. We  heard  him  say,  I  will  destroy  this  temple 
that  is  made  with  hands,  and  within  three  days 
I  will  build  another  made  without  hands.  But 
neither  so  did  their  witness  agree  together.  And 
the  high  priest  stood  up  in  the  midst,  and  asked 
Jesus,  saying.  Answered  thou  nothing  ?  what  is 
it  which  these  witness  against  thee?  But  he 
held  his  peace,  and  answered  nothing.  Again 
the  high  priest  asked  him,  and  said  unto  him, 
Art  thou  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  the  Blessed? 
And  Jesus  said,  I  am ;  and  ye  shall  see  the  Son 
of  Man  sitting  on  the  right  hand  of  power,  and 
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coming  in  the  clouds  of  hearen.  Then  the  high 
prieat  rent  his  clothes,  and  saith,  What  need  we 
any  further  witnesses  ?  ye  have  heard  the  blas- 
phemy :  what  think  ye  ?  And  they  all  condemned 
him  to  be  guilty  of  death.  And  some  began  to 
spit  on  him,  and  to  cover  his  face,  and  to  buffet 
him,  and  to  say  unto  him,  Prophesy :  and  the 
servants  did  strike  him  with  the  palms  of  their 
hands.  And  as  Peter  was  beneath  in  the  palace 
there  cometh  one  of  the  maids  of  the  high  priest ; 
and  when  she  saw  Peter  warming  himself  she 
looked  upon  him,  and  said.  And  thou  also  wast 
with  J^us  of  Nazai'eth.  But  he  denied,  saying, 
I  know  not,  neither  undei*stand  I  what  thou 
sayest.  And  he  went  out  into  the  porch ;  and 
the  cock  crew.  And  a  maid  saw  him  again,  and 
began  to  say  to  them  that  stood  by.  This  is  one 
of  them.  And  he  denied  it  again.  And  a  little 
after,  they  that  stood  by  said  again  to  Peter, 
Surely  thou  art  one  of  them;  for  thou  art  a 
Galilean,  and  thy  speech  agreeth  thereto.  But 
he  began  to  curse  and  to  swear,  saying,  I  know 
not  this  man  of  whom  ye  speak.  And  the  se- 
cond time  the  cock  crew.  And  Peter  called  to 
mind  the  word  that  Jesus  said  unto  him.  Before 
the  cock  crow  twice,  thou  shalt  deny  me  thrice. 
And  when  he  thought  thereon,  he  wept

Lo,  they  all  shall  wax  old 
as  a  garment :  the  moth  shall  eat  them  up.  Who 
is  among  you  that  feareth  the  Lord,  that  obey- 
eth  the  voice  of  his  servant,  that  walketh  in 
darkness,  and  hath  no  light?  let  him  trust  in 
the  Name  of  the  Lord,  and  stay  upon  his  God.

TBE  GOSPEL.    St.  Mark  xr.  1. 

AND  straightway  in  the  morning  the  chief 
priests  held  a  consultation  with  the  elders, 
and  scribes,  and  the  whole  council,  and  bound 
Jesus,  and  carried  him  away,  and  delivered  him 
to  Pilate.  And  Pilate  asked  him,  Art  thou  the 
King  of  the  Jews  ?  And  he  answering  said  unto 
him.  Thou  sayest  it.  And  the  chief  priests  ac- 
cused him  of  many  things :  but  he  answered  no- 
thing. And  Pilate  asked  him  again,  saying,  An- 
swerest  thou  nothing  ?  behold  how  many  things 
they  witness  against  thee.  But  Jesus  yet  an- 
swered nothing :  so  that  Pilate  marvelled.  Now 
at  that  feast  he  released  unto  them  one  prisoner, 
whomsoever  they  desired.  And  there  was  one 
named  Barabbas,  which  lay  bound  with  them 
that  had  made  insurrection  with  him,  who  had 
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committed  murder  in  the  insurrection.  And  the 
multitude,  crying  aloud,  began  to  desire  him  to 
do  as  he  had  ever  done  unto  them.  But  Pilate 
answered  them,  saying.  Will  ye  that  I  release 
unto  you  the  King  of  the  Jews  ?  For  he  knew 
that  the  chief  priests  had  delivered  him  for  envy. 
But  the  chief  priests  moved  the  people,  that  he 
should  rather  release  Barabbas  unto  them.  And 
Pilate  answ»*ed,  and  said  again  unto  them,  What 
will  ye  then  that  I  shall  do  unto  him  whom  ye 
call  the  King  of  the  Jews  ?  And  they  cried  out 
again,  Crucify  him.  Then  Pilate  said  unto  them, 
Why,  what  evil  hath  he  done?  And  they  cried 
out  the  moi'e  exceedingly,  Crucify  him.  And  so 
Pilate,  willing  to  content  the  people,  released 
Barabbas  unto  them,  and  delivered  Jesus,  when 
he  had  scourged  him,  to  be  crucified.  And  the 
soldiers  led  him  away  into  the  hall,  called  Prse- 
torium ;  and  they  call  together  the  whole  band. 
And  they  clothed  him  with  purple,  and  platted 
a  crown  of  thorns,  and  put  it  about  his  head : 
and  began  to  salute  him,  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews. 
And  they  smote  him  on  the  head  with  a  reed, 
and  did  spit  upon  him,  and  bowing  their  knees 
worshipped  him.  And  when  they  had  mocked 
him  they  took  off  the  purple  from  him,  and  put 
his  own  clothes  on  him,  and  led  him  out  to 
crucify  him.  And  they  compel  one  Simon  a  Cy- 
renian,  who  passed  by,  coming  out  of  the  coun- 
try, the  father  of  Alexander  and  Rufus,  to  bear 
his  cross.  And  they  bring  him  unto  the  place 
Golgotha,  which  is,  being  interpreted,  The  place 
of  a  scull.  And  they  gave  him  to  drink  wine 
mingled  with  myrrh ;  but  he  received  it  not 
And  when  they  had  crucified  him  they  parted 
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hb  garments,  casting  lots  upon  them,  what  every 
man  should  take.  And  it  was  the  third  hoUr, 
and  they  crucified  him.  And  the  superscription 
c^  his  accusation  was  written  over,  THE  KING 
OF  THE  JEWS.  And  with  him  they  crucify 
two  thieves,  the  one  on  his  right  hand,  and  the 
other  on  his  left.  And  the  scripture  was  ful- 
filled, which  saith.  And  he  was  numbered  with 
the  transgressors.  And  they  that  passed  by  railed 
on  him,  waging  their  heads,  and  saying.  Ah, 
thou  that  destroyest  the  temple,  and  buildest  it 
in  three  days,  save  thyself,  and  come  down  from 
the  cross.  Likewise  also  the  chief  priests  mock- 
ing said  among  themselves,  with  the  scribes.  He 
saved  others ;  himself  he  cannot  save.  Let  Christ 
the  King  of  Israel  descend  now  from  the  cross, 
that  we  may  see  and  believe.  And  they  that 
were  crucified  with  him  reviled  him.  And  when 
the  sixth  hour  was  come,  there  was  darkness 
over  the  whole  land  until  the  ninth  hour.  And 
at  the  ninth  hour  Jesus  cried  with  a  loud  voice, 
saying,  Ehi,  Elm,  lama  sabachthani  ?  which  is,  be- 
ing interpreted,  My  God,  my  God,  why  hast  thou 
forsaken  me  ?  And  some  of  them  that  stood  by, 
when  they  heard  it,  said.  Behold,  he  calleth  Elias. 
And  one  ran  and  filled  a  spunge  full  of  vinegar, 
and  put  it  on  a  reed,  and  gave  him  to  drink, 
saying.  Let  alone ;  let  us  see  whether  Elias  will 
come  to  take  him  down.  And  Jesus  cried  with 
a  loud  voice,  and  gave  up  the  ghost.  And  the 
vail  of  the  temple  was  rent  in  twain  from  the 
top  to  the  bottom.  And  when  the  centurion, 
which  stood  over  against  him,  saw  that  he  so 
cried  out,  and  gave  up  the  ghost,  he  said,  Truly 
this  man  was  the  Son  of  God. 


THE  EPISTLE.    Heb.  ix.  16. 

WHERE  a  testament  is,  there  must  also  of 
necessity  be  the  death  of  the  testator: 
for  a  testament  is  of  force  after  men  are  dead ; 
otherwise  it  is  of  no  strength  at  all  whilst  the 
testator  liveth.  Whereupon,  neither  the  first  tes- 
tament was  dedicated  without  blood :  for  when 
Moses  had  spoken  every  precept  to  all  the  peo- 
ple, according  to  the  law,  he  took  the  blood  of 
calves  and  of  goats,  with  water,  and  scarlet  wool, 
and  hyssop,  and  sprinkled  both  the  book,  and 
all  the  people,  saying.  This  is  the  blood  of  the 
testament,  which  God  hath  enjoined  unto  you. 
Moreover,  he  sprinkled  with  blood  both  the  ta- 
bernacle, and  all  the  vessels  of  the  ministry.  And 
almost  all  things  are  by  the  law  pui^d  with 
blood ;  and  without  shedding  of  blood  is  no  re- 
mission. It  was  therefore  necessary  that  the  pat- 
terns of  things  in  the  heavens  should  be. purified 
with  these;  but  the  heavenly  things  themselves 
with  better  sacrifices  than  these.  For  Christ  is  not 
entered  into  the  holy  places  made  with  hands, 
which  ai*e  the  figures  of  the  true,  but  into  hea- 
ven itself,  now  to  appear  in  the  presence  of  God 
for  us ;  nor  yet  that  he  should  ofi«r  himself  oftei^ 
as  the  high  priest  entereth  into  the  holy  place 
every  year  with  blood  of  others :  for  then  must 
he  oA)en  have  suffered  since  the  foundation  of 
the  world ;  but  now  once  in  the  end  of  the  world 
hath  he  appeared  to  put  away  sin  by  the  sacrifice 
of  himself.  And  as  it  is  appointed  unto  men  once 
to  die,  but  after  this  the  judgement :  so  Christ 
was  once  offered  to  bear  the  sins  of  many ;  and 
unto  them  that  look  for  him  shall  he  appear  the 
second  time  without  sin  unto  salvation. 

r:::^^ — 
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NOW  the  feast  of  unleavened  bread  drew 
nigh,  which  is  called  the  Passover.  And 
the  chi^  priests  and  scribes  sought  how  they 
might  kill  him ;  for  they  feared  the  people.  Then 
entered  Satan  into  Judas  sumamed  Iscariot,  be- 
ing of  the  number  of  the  twelve.  And  he  went 
his  way,  and  communed  with  the  chief  priests 
and  captains,  how  he  might'  betray  him  unto 
them.  And  they  were  glad,  and  covenanted  to 
give  him  money.  And  he  promised,  and  sought 
opportunity  to  betray  him  unto  them  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  multitude.  Then  came  the  day  of 
unleavened  bread,  when  the  passover  must  be 
killed.  And  he  sent  Peter  and  John,  saying,  Go 
and  prepare  us  the  passover,  that  we  may  eat. 
And  they  said  unto  him.  Where  wilt  thou  that 
we  prepare?  And  he  said  unto  them,  Behold, 
when  ye  are  entered  into  the  city,  there  shall 
a  man  meet  you,  bearing. a  pitcher  of  water; 
follow  him  into  the  house  where  he  entereth 
in.  And  ye  sh^l  say  unto  the  good-man  of  the 
house.  The  Master  saith  unto  thee,  Where  is  the 
guest-chamber,  where  I  shall  eat  the  passover 
with  my  disciples?  And  he  shall  shew  you  a 
lai^  upper  room  furnished;  there  make  ready. 
And  they  went,  and  found  as  he  had  said  unto 
them:  and  they  made  ready  the  passover.  And 
when  the  hour  was  come  he  sat  down,  and  the 
twelve  Apostles  with  him.  And  he  said  unto 
them^  With  desire  I  have  desired  to  eat  this 
passover  with  you  before  I  suffer:  for  I  say 
unto  you,  I  will  not  any  more  eat  thereof,  until 
it  be  fulfilled  in  the  Kingdom  of  God.  And  he 
todc  the  cup,  and  gave  thanks,  and  said,  Take 
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this,  and  divide  it  among  yourselves.  For  I  say 
unto  you,  I  will  not  diink  of  the  fruit  of  the 
vine,  until  the  Kingdom  of  God  shall  come. 
And  he  took  bread,  and  gave  thanks,  and  brake 
it,  and  gave  unto  them,  saying.  This  is  my  body, 
which  is  given  for  you :  this  do  in  remembrance 
of  me.  Likewise  fdso  the  cup  after  supper,  say- 
ing. This  cup  is  the  new  testament  in  my  blood, 
which  is  shed  for  you.  But  behold,  the  hand 
of  him  that  betrayeth  me  is  with  me  on  the 
table.  And  truly  the  Son  of  Man  goeth  as  it 
was  determined ;  but  wo  unto  that  man  by  whom 
he  is  betrayed.  And  they  began  to  enquire  among 
themselves,  which  of  them  it  was  that  should  do 
this  thing.  And  there  was  also  a  strife  among 
them,  which  of  them  should  be  accounted  the 
greatest.  And  he  said  unto  th^m.  The  kings  of 
the  Gentiles  exercise  lordship  over  them,  and 
they  that  exercise  authority  upon  them  are  call- 
ed benefactors.  But  .ye  shall  not  be  so:  but  he 
that  is  greatest  among  you,  let  him  be  as  the 
younger;  and  he  that  is  chief,  as  he  that  doth 
serve.  For  whether  is  greater,  he  that  sitteth 
at  meat,  or  he  that  serveth  ?  is  not  he  that  sit- 
teth at  meat?  but  I  am  among  you  as  he  that 
serveth.  Ye  are.  they  which  have  continued 
with  me  in  my  temptations.  And  I  appoint 
unto  you  a  kingdom,  as  my  Father  hath  ap- 
pointed unto  me;  that  ye  may  eat  and  drink 
at  my  table  in  my  kingdom,  and  sit  on  thrones^ 
judging  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel.  And  the 
Lord  said,  Simon,  Simon,  behold,  Satan  hath  de- 
sired to  have  you,  that  he  may  sift  you  as  wheat : 
but  I  have  prayed  for  thee,  that  thy  faith  iail 
not;  and  when  thou  art  converted,  strengthen 
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tity  brethren.  And  he  aaid  unto  him,  Lord,  I 
am  ready  to  go  with  thee  both  into  prison  and 
to  death.  And  he  said,  I  tell  thee,  Peter,  the 
oodE  shall  not  crow  this  day,  before  that  thou 
diah  thrice  deny  that  thou  knowest  me.  And 
he  said  unto  them,  When  I  sent  you  without 
purse,  and  scrip,  and  shoes,  lacked  ye  any  thing  ? 
And  they  said,  Nothing.  Then  said  he  unto 
tiiem.  But  now,  he  that  hath  a  purse,  let  him 
take  it,  and  likewise  his  scrip :  and  he  that  hath 
no  sword,  let  him  sell  his  garment,  and  buy 
one.  For  I  say  unto  you.  That  this  that  is 
written  must  yet  be  accomplished  in  me.  And 
he  was  reckoned  among  the  transgressors:  for 
the  things  concerning  me  have  an  end.  And 
they  said.  Lord,  behold,  here  are  two  swords. 
And  he  said  unto  them,  It  is  enough.  And  he 
came  out,  and  went,  as  be  was  wont,  to  the 
mount  of  Olives,  and  his  disciples  also  followed 
him.  And  when  he  was  at  the  place,  he  said 
mito  them.  Pray,  that  ye  enter  not  into  tempta-- 
tion.  And  he  was  withdrawn  from  them  about 
a  stone's  cast,  and  kneeled  down  and  prayed, 
saying.  Father,  if  thou  be  willing,  remove  this 
cup  from  me:  nevertheless,  not  my  will,  but 
thine  be  done.  And  there  appeared  an  angel 
unto  him  from  heaven,  strengthening  him.  And 
being  in  an  agony,  he  prayed  more  earnestly; 
and  his  sweat  was  as  it  were  great  drops  of 
blood  felling  down  to  the  ground.  And  when 
he  rose  up  from  prayer,  and  was  come  to  his 
disciples,  he  found  them  sleeping  for  sorrow, 
and  said  unto  them,  Why  sleep  ye?  rise  and 
pray,  lest  ye  enter  into  temptation.  And  while 
he  yet  spake,  behold,  a  multitude,  and  he  that 
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was  called  Judas,  one  of  the  twelve,  went  be^ 
fore  them,  and  drew  near  unto  Jesus  to  kiss 
him.  But  Jesus  said  unto  him,  Judas,  foetrayest 
thou  the  Son  of  Man  with  a  kiss  ?  When  they 
who  were  about  him  saw  what  would  follow* 
they  said  unto  him.  Lord,  shall  we  smite  with 
the  sword?  And  one  of  them  smote  the  ser- 
vant of  the  high  priest,  and  cut  off  his  ri^t 
ear.  And  Jesus  answered  and  said.  Suffer  ye 
thus  far.  And  he  touched  his  ear,  and  healed 
him.  Then  Jesus  said  unto  the  chief  priests, 
and  captains  of  the  temple,  and  the  elders  who 
were  come  to  him,  Be  ye  come  out  as  against 
a  thief,  with  swords  and  staves?  When  I  was 
daily  with  you  in  the  temple,  ye  stretched  forth 
no  hands  against  me :  but  this  is  your  hour, 
and  the  power  of  darkness.  Then  took  they 
him,  and  led  him,  and  brought  him  into  the 
high  priest's  house :  and  Peter  followed  afiir  off. 
And  when  they  had  kindled  a  fire  in  the  midst 
of  the  hall,  and  were  set  down  tc^ther,  Peter 
sat  down  among  them.  But  a  certain  maid  be- 
held him,  as  he  sat  by  the  fire,  and  earnestly 
looked  upon  him,  and  said.  This  man  was  also 
with  him.  And  he  denied  him,  saying.  Woman, 
I  know  him  not.  And  after  a  little  while  an- 
other saw  him,  and  said.  Thou  art  also  of  them. 
And  Peter  said,  Man,  I  am  not.  And  about  the 
space  of  one  hour  after,  another  confidently  af- 
firmed, saying,  Of  a  truth  this  fellow  also  was 
with  him ;  for  he  is  a  Galilean.  And  Peter  said, 
Man,  I  know  not  what  thou  sayest.  And  im- 
mediately, while  he  yet  spake,  the  cock  crew. 
And  the  Lord  turned,  and  looked  upon  Peter; 
and  Peter  remembered  the  word  of  the  Lord,

how  he  had  said  unto  him.  Before  the  cock 
crow,  thou  idialt  deuy  me  thrice.  And  Peter 
went  out,  and  wept  bitterly.  And  the  men  that 
held  Jesus  mocked  him,  and  smote  him.  And 
when  they  had  blindfolded  him,  they  struck  him 
on  the  face,  and  asked  him,  saying,  Prophesy, 
who  is  it  that  smote  thee?  And  many  other 
things  blasphemously  spake  they  against  him. 
And  as  soon  as  it  was  day,  the  elders  of  the 
pet^le,  and  the  chief  priests,  and  the  scribes, 
came  together,  and  led  him  Into  their  council, 
saying.  Art  thou  the  Christ?  tell  us.  And  he 
said  unto  them^  If  I  tell  you,  ye  will  not  be- 
lieve :  and  if  I  also  ask  you,  ye  will  not  answer 
me,  nor  let  me  go.  Hereafter  shall  the  Son  of 
Man  sit  on  the  right  hand  of  the  power  of  God. 
Then  sud  they  all.  Art  thou  then  the  Son  of 
God?  And  he  said  unto  them.  Ye  say  that  I 
am.  And  they  said,  What  need  we  any  further 
witness  ?  for  we  ourselves  have  heard  of  his  own 
month.

THE  EPISTLE.    I  Cor.  xi.  17- 

rT  this  that  I  declare  unto  you,  I  praise  you 
not ;  that  ye  come  together  not  for  the  bet- 
ter, but  for  the  worse.  For  first  of  all,  when 
ye  come  tc^ther  in  the  church,  I  hear  that 
there  be  divisions  among  you,  and  I  partly  be- 
lieve it.  For  there  must  be  also  heresies  among 
yon,  that  they  who  are  approved  may  be  made 
manifest  among  you.  When  ye  come  tt^ther 
therefore  into  one  place,  this  is  not  to  eat  the 
I^ord's  supper:  for  in  eating  every  one  taketh 
before  other  his  own  supper ;  and  one  is  hungry, 
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and  another  is  drunken.  What,  have  ye  not 
houses  to  eat  and  to  drink  in?  or  despise  ye 
the  church  of  God,  and  shame  them  that  have 
not?  What  shall  I  say  to  you?  shall  I  praise 
you  in  this?  I  praise  you  not.  For  I  have  re- 
ceived of  the  Lord  that  which  also  I  delivered 
unto  you,  That  the  Lord  Jesus,  the  same  night 
in  which  he  was  betrayed,  took  bread ;  and  when 
he  had  given  thanks,  he  brake  it,  and  said,  Take, 
eat ;  this  is  my  body,  which  is  broken  for  you : 
this  do  in  remembrance  of  me.  After  the  same 
manner  also  he  took  the  cup,  when  he  had  sup- 
ped, saying,  This  cup  is  the  new  testament  in 
my  blood:  this  do  ye,  as  oft  as  ye  drink  it,  in 
remembrance  of  me.  For  as  often  as  ye  eat 
this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup,  ye  do  shew  the 
Lord's  death  till  he  come.  Wherefore,  whoso- 
ever shall  eat  this  bread,  and  drink  this  cup  of 
the  Lord,  unworthily,  shall  be  guilty  of  tha 
body  and  blood  of  the  Lord.  But  let  a  man 
examine  himself,  and  so  let  him  eat  of  that 
bread,  and  drink  of  that  cup.  For  he  that  eat- 
eth  and  drinketh  unworthily  eateth  and  drink- 
eth  damnation  to  himself,  not  discerning  the 
Lord's  body.  For  this  cause  many  are  weak 
and  sickly  among  you,  and  many  ^eep.  For  if 
we  would  judge  ourselves,  we  should  not  be 
judged.  But  when  we  are  judged,  we  are  chast- 
ened of  the  Lord,  that  we  should  not  be  con- 
demned with  the  world.  Wherefore,  my  bre- 
thren, when  ye  come  tt^ther  to  eat,  tarry  one 
for  another.  And  If  any  man  hunger,  let  him 
eat  at  home;  that  ye  come  not  togethee  unto 
condemnation.  And  the  rest  will  I  set  in  order 
when  I  come.

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TBE  aOSPEL.    St.Lnke  xsiH.  I. 

THE  whole  multitude  of  them  arose,  and 
led  him  unto  Pilate.  And  they  began  to 
accuse  him,  saying,  We  found  this  fellow  per- 
verting the  nation,  and  forbidding  to  give  tri- 
bute to  Csesar,  saying.  That  he  himself  is  Christ 
a  King.  And  Pilate  asked  him,  saying,  Art 
thou  the  King  of  the  Jews?  And  he  answered 
him,  and  said,  Thou  sayest  it.  Then  said  Pilate 
to  the  chief  priests,  and  to  the  people,  I  find 
no  fault  in  this  man.  And  they  were  the  more 
fierce,  saying,  He  stirreth  up  the  people,  teach- 
ing throughout  all  Jewry,  beginning  from  Gali- 
lee to  this  place.  When  Pilate  heard  of  Galilee, 
he  asked  whether  the  man  were  a  Galilean. 
And  as  soon  as  he  knew  that  he  belonged  un- 
to Herod's  jurisdiction,  he  sent  him  to  Herod, 
who  himself  was  also  at  Jerusalem  at  that  time. 
And  when  Herod  saw  Jraus  he  was  exceeding 
glad ;  for  he  was  desirous  to  see  him  of  a  long 
season,  because  he  had  heard  many  things  of 
him ;  and  he  hoped  to  have  seen  some  miracle 
done  by  him.  Then  he  questioned  with  him  in 
many  words;  but  he  answered  him  nothing. 
And  the  chief  priests  and  scribes  stood  and  ve- 
hemently accused  him.  And  Herod  with  his 
men  of  war  set  him  at  nou^t,  and  mocked 
him,  and  arrayed  him  in  a  goi^eous  robe,  and 
sent  him  again  to  Pilate.  And  the  same  day 
Pilate  and  Herod  were  made  friends  together; 
for  before  they  were  at  emnity  between  them- 
selves. And  Pilate,  when  he  had  called  toge- 
tiier  the  chief  priests,  and  the  rulers,  and  the 
people,  said  unto  them,  Ye  have  brought  this 
man  unto  me,  as  one  that  perverteth  the  peo- 
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pie :  and  behold,  I,  having  examined  him  before 
you,  have  found  no  fault  in  this  man  touching 
those  things  whereof  ye  accuse  him:  No,  nor 
yet  Herod:  for  I  sent  you  to  him;  and  lo,  no- 
thing worthy  of  death  is  done  unto  him.  I  will 
therefore  chastise  him,  and  release  him.  For  of 
necessity  he  must  release  one  unto  them  at  the 
feast.  And  they  cried  out  all  at  once,  saying. 
Away  with  this  man,  and  release  unto  us  Beu 
rabbas:  (who  for  a  certain  sedition  made  in 
the  city,  and  for  murder,  was  cast  into  prison.) 
Pilate  therefore,  willing  to  release  Jesus,  spake 
again  to  them.  But  they  cried,  saying,  Crucify 
him,  crucify  him.  And  he  said  unto  them  the 
third  time,  Why,  what  evil  hath  he  done?  I 
have  found  no  cause  of  death  in  him :  I  will 
therefore  chastise  him,  and  let  him  go.  And 
they  were  instant  with  loud  voices,  requiring 
that  he  might  be  crucified:  and  the  voices  of 
them  and  of  the  chief  priests  prevailed.  And 
Pilate  gave  sentence  that  it  should  be  as  they 
required.  And  he  released  imto  them  him  that 
for  sedition  and  murder  was  cast  into  prison, 
whom  they  had  desired ;  but  he  delivered  Jesus 
to  their  wilL  And  as  they  led  him  away,  they 
laid  hold  upon  one  Simon  a  Cyrenian,  coming 
out  of  the  country,  and  on  him  they  laid  the 
cro^  that  he  might  bear  it  after  Jesus.  And 
there  followed  him  a  great  company  of  people, 
and  of  women,  which  also  bewailed  and  lament- 
ed him.  But  Jesus,  turning  unto  them,  said, 
Daughters  of  Jerusalem,  weep  not  for  me,  but 
weep  for  yourselves,  and  for  your  children.  For 
behold,  the  days  are  coming,  in  the  which  they 
shall  say.  Blessed  are  the  barren,  and  the  womlis 
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that  never  bare,  and  the  paps  which  never  gave 
suck.  Then  shall  they  begin  to  say  to  the  moun- 
tuns.  Fall  on  us;  and  to  the  hills.  Cover  us. 
For  if  they  do  these  thiu^  in  a  green  tree, 
what  shall  be  done  in  the  dry?  And  there  were 
also  two  other,  malefactors,  led  with  him  to  foe 
put  to  death.  And  when  they  were  come  to 
the  place  which  is  called  Calvary,  there  they 
crucified  him;  and  the  malefactors,  one  on  the 
right  hand,  and  the  other  on  the  left.  Then  said 
Jesus,  Father,  forgive  them,  for  they  know  not 
what  they  do.  And  they  parted  his  raiment, 
and  cast  lots.  And  the  people  stood  beholding; 
and  the  rulers  also  with  them  derided  him, 
saying.  He  saved  others;  let  him  save  himself, 
if  he  be  Christ,  the  chosen  of  God.  And  the 
soldiers  also  mocked  him,  coming  to  him,  and 
c^fering  him  vin^ar,  and  saying,  If  thou  be  the 
King  of  the  Jews,  save  thyself.  And  a  super- 
scription also  was  written  over  him  in  letters 
of  Greek,  and  Latin,  and  Hebrew,  THIS  IS  THE 
KING  OF  THE  JEWS.  And  one  of  the  male- 
factors, which  were  hanged,  railed  on  him,  say- 
ing, If  thou  be  Christ,  save  thyself,  and  us.  But 
the  other  answering  rebuked  him,  saying,  Dost 
not  thou  fear  God,  seeing  thou  art  in  the  same 
condemnation?  And  we  indeed  justly;  for  we 
receive  the  due  reward  of  our  deeds,  but  this 
man  hath  done  nothing  amiss.  And  he  said  un- 
to Jesus,  Lord,  remember  me  when  thou  comest 
into  thy  kingdom.  And  Jesus  said  unto  him, 
.  Verily  I  say  unto  thee,  To-day  shalt  thou  be 
with  me  in  paradise.  And  it  was  about  the 
sixth  hour:  and  thei'e  was  a  darkness  over  all 
the  earth  until  the  ninth  hour.    And  the  sun 
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was  darkened*  and  the  vail  of  the  temple  was 
rent  in  the  midst.  And  when  Jesus  had  cried 
with  a  loud  voice,  he  said.  Father,  into  thj 
hands  I  commend  my  spirit :  and  having  said 
thus,  he  gave  up  the  ghost.  Now  when  the 
centurion  saw  what  was  done,  he  glorified  God, 
saying.  Certainly  this  was  a  righteous  man.  And 
all  the  people  that  came  together  to  that  sight, 
beholding  the  things  that  were  done,  smote  their 
breasts,  and  returned.  And  all  his  acquaintance, 
and  the  women  Uiat  followed  him  from  Galilee, 
stood  afar  o£^  beholding  these  things.

THE  EPISTLE.    Heb.  x.  I. 

THE  low  having  a  shadow  of  good  things 
to  come,  and  not  the  very  image  of  the 
things,  can  never  with  those  sacrifices,  which 
they  offered  year  by  year  continually,  make  the 
comers  thereunto  perfect:  for  then  would  they 
not  have  ceased  to  be  offered  ?  because  that  the 
worshippers  once  purged  should  have  had  no 
more  conscience  of  sins.  But  in  those  sacrifices 
there  is  a  remembrance  again  made  of  sins  every 
yeu*.  For  it  is  not  possible  that  the  blood  of 
bulls  and  of  goats  should  take  away  sins.  Where- 
fore, when  he  cometh  into  the  world,  he  saith. 
Sacrifice  and  offering  thou  wouldest  not,  but  a 
body  hast  thou  prepared  me :  In  burnt-offerings 
and  sacrifices  for  sin  thou  hast  had  no  pleasure : 
Then  said  I,  Lo,  I  come  (in  the  volume  of  the 
book  it  is  written  of  me)  to  do  thy  will,  O  God. 
Above,  when  he  said,  Sacrifice  and  offering,  and 
bumt-offerings,  and  offering  for  sin  thou  would- 
est not,  neither  hadst  pleasure  therein,  which 
are  offered  by  the  Law :  then  said  he,  Lo,  I 
f»me  to  do  thy  will,  O  God.  He  taketh  away 
the  first,  that  he  may  establish  the  second.  By 
the  which  will  we  are  sanctified,  through  the 
oflS»ing  of  the  body  of  Jesus  Christ  once  for  all. 
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And  every  priest  standeth  daily  miniBtering,  and 
offering  oftentimes  the  same  sacrifices,  which  can 
never  take  away  sins.  But  this  man,  after  he 
had  offered  one  sacrifice  for  sins,  for  ever  sat 
down  on  the  right  hand  of  God ;  from  hence- 
forth expecting  till  his  enemies  be  made  his 
foot-stool.  For  by  one  offering  he  hath  perfect- 
ed for  ever  them  that  are  sanctified:  AVhereof 
the  Holy  Ghost  also  is  a  witness  to  us :  for  after 
that  he  had  said  before.  This  is  the  covenant 
that  I  will  make  with  them  after  those  days, 
saith  the  Lord,  I  will  put  my  laws  into  their 
hearts,  and  in  their  minds  will  I  write  them ; 
and  their  sins  and  iniquities  will  I  remember  no 
more.  Now  whei*e  remission  of  these  is,  there 
is  no  more  offering  for  sin.  Having  therefore, 
brethren,  boldness  to  enter  into  the  holiest  by 
the  blood  of  Jesus,  by  a  new  and  living  way, 
which  he  hath  consecrated  for  us,  through  the 
vail,  that  is  to  say,  hia  flesh ;  and  having  an 
High  Priest  over  the  house  of  God ;  let  us  draw 
near  with  a  true  heart,  in  full  assurance  of  faith, 
having  our  hearts  sprinkled  from  an  evil  con- 
science, and  oar  bodies  washed  with  pure  water. 
Let  us  hold  fast  the  profession  of  our  faith  with- 
out wavering;  (for  he  is  faithful  that  promis- 
ed ;)  and  let  us  consider  one  another  to  provoke 
unto  love,  and  to  good  works ;  not  forsaking  the 
assembling  of  ourselves  together,  as  the  manner 
of  some  is ;  but  exhorting  one  another :  and  so 
much  the  more,  as  ye  see  the  day  approaching. 

THE  OO^EL.    St-Jolmux.  1. 

PILATE  therefore  took  Jesus,  and  scourged 
him.    And  the  soldiers  platted  a  crown  of 
thorns,  and  put  it  on  his  head,  and  they  put  on 
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him  a  purple  robe,  and  said,  Hail,  King  of  the 
Jews:  imd  they  smote  him  with  their  hands. 
Pilate  therefore  went  forth  again,  and  saith  nn- 
to  them,  Behold,  I  bring  him  forth  to  you,  that 
ye  may  know  that  I  find  no  fault  in  him.  Then 
came  Jeaus  forth,  wearing  the  crown  of  thorns, 
and  the  purple  robe.  And  Pilate  saith  unto  them. 
Behold  the  man !  When  the  chief  priests  there- 
fore and  officers  saw  him,  they  cried  out,  saying, 
Crucify  him,  crucify  him.  Pilate  saith  uuto  them, 
Take  ye  him,  and  crucify  him:  for  I  find  no 
feult  in  him.  The  Jews  answered  him,  We  have 
a  law,  and  by  our  law .  he  ought  to  die,  because 
he  made  himself  the  Son  of  God.  When  Pilate 
therefore  heard  that  saying,  he  was  the  more 
afraid ;  and  went  again  into  the  judgement-hall, 
and  saith  unto  Jesus,  Whence  art  thou  ?  But  Je- 
sus gave  him  no  answer.  Then  saith  Pilate  uuto 
him,  Speakest  thou  not  unto  me  ?  knowest  thou 
not  that  I  have  power  to  crucify  thee,  and  have 
power  to  release  thee?  Jesus  answered.  Thou 
couldest  have  no  power  at  all  against  me,  except 
it  veve  given  thee  fi>om  above:  therefore  he 
that  delivered  me  unto  thee  hath  the  greater 
sin.  And  from  thenceforth  Pilate  sought  to  re- 
lease him :  but  the  Jews  cried  out,  saying,  If  thou 
let  this  man  go,  thou  art  not  Ceesar's  friend: 
whosoever  maketh  himself  a  king  speaketh  a- 
gainst  Cffisar.  When  Pilate  therefore  heard  that 
saying,  he  brought  Jesus  forth,  and  sat  down  in 
the  judgement-seat,  in  a  place  that  is  called  the 
Pavement,  but  in  the  Hebrew,  Gabbatha.  And 
it  was  the  preparation  of  the  p^sover,  and  about 
the  sixth  hour:  and  he  saith  unto  the  Jews,  Be- 
hold your  King !  But  they  cried  out.  Away  with 
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him,  away  with  him,  crucify  him.  Pilate  saith 
uQto  them,  Shall  I  crucify  your  King  ?  The  diief 
priests  answered,  We  have  no  kii^  but  Csesar. 
Then  delivered  he  him  therefore  unto  them  to 
be  crucified :  and  they  took  Jesns,  and  led  him 
away.  And  he,  bearing  his  cross,  went  forth 
into  a  place  called  the  place  of  a  scull,  which 
is  called  in  the  Hebrew,  Golgotha:  where  they 
crucified  him,  and  two  other  with  him,  on  either 
side  one,  and  Jesus  in  the  midst.  And  Pilate 
wrote  a  title,  and  put  it  on  the  cross ;  and  the 
writing  was,  JESUS  OF  NAZARETH  THE 
KING  OF  THE  JEWS.  This  title  then  read 
many  of  the  Jews:  for  the  place  where  Jesus 
was  crucified  was  nigh  to  the  city :  and  it  was 
written  in  Hebrew,  and  Greek,  and  Latin.  Then 
said  the  chief  priests  of  the  Jews  to  Pilate,  Write 
not.  The  King  of  the  Jews ;  but  that  he  said,  I 
am  the  King  of  the  Jews.  Pilate  answered,  What 
I  have  written,  I  have  wntten.  Then  the  std- 
diers,  when  they  had  crucified  Jesus,  took  his 
garments,  and  made  four  paits,  to  every  soldier 
a  part;  and  also  his  coat:  now  the  coat  was 
without  seam,  woven  from  the  top  throughout. 
They  said  therefore  among  themselves.  Let  us 
not  rend  it,  but  cast  lots  for  it,  whose  it  shall 
foe :  that  the  Scripture  might  be  fulfilled,  which 
saith.  They  parted  my  raiment  among  them, 
and  for  my  vesture  they  did  cast  lots.  Th^e 
things  therefore  the  soldiers  did.  Now  there 
stood  by  the  cross  of  Jesus,  his  mother,  and  his 
mother's  sister,  Mary  the  wife  of  Cleophas,  and 
Mary  Magdalene.  When  Jesus  therefore  saw 
his  mother,  and  the  disciple  standing  by,  whom  i 
he  loved,  he  saith  unto  Ids  mother.  Woman,  be- 
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hold  thy  son.  Then  Baith  he  to  the  disciple,  Be- 
hold thy  mother.  And  from  that  hour  that  dis- 
ciple took  her  unto  his  own  home.  After  this, 
Jesus,  knowing  that  all  things  were  now  accom- 
plished, that  the  Scripture  might  be  fulfilled, 
saith,  I  thirst.  Now  there  was  set  a  vessel  full 
of  Tin^ar:  and  they  filled  a  spunge  with  vi- 
negar, and  put  it  upon  hyssop,  and  put  it  to  his 
mouth.  When  Jesus  therefore  had  received  the 
vin^ar,  he  said.  It  is  finished :  and  he  bowed  his 
head,  and  gave  up  the  ghost.  The  Jews  there- 
fore, because  it  was  the  preparation,  that  the 
bodies  should  not  remain  upon  the  cross  on  the 
sabbath-day,  (for  that  sabbath-day  was  an  high- 
day,)  besought  Pilate  that  their  legs  might  be 
broken,  and  that  they  might  be  taken  away. 
Then  came  the  soldiers,  and  brake  the  legs  of 
the  first,  and  of  the  other  which  was  crucified 
with  him.  But  when  they  came  to  Jesus,  and 
saw  that  he  was  dead  already,  they  brake  not 
his  legs.  But  one  of  the  soldiers  with  a  spear 
pierced  his  side,  and  forthwith  came  thereout 
blood  and  water.  And  he  that  saw  it  bare  re- 
cord, and  his  record  is  true:  and  he  knoweth 
that  he  saith  true,  that  ye  might  believe.  For 
these  things  were  done  that  the  Scripture  should 
be  fulfilled,  A  bone  of  him  shall  not  be  broken. 
And  again,  another  Scripture  saith.  They  shall 
k»ok  on  him  whom  they  pierced. 

THE  COLLECT. 

GRANT,  O  Lord,  that  as  we  are  baptized  into 
the  death  of  thy  blessed  Son  our  Saviour 
Jesus   Christ,  so   by  continual   mortifying   our 
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corrupt  a£[«ctions  we  may  be  bnried  with  him ; 
and  that  through  the  grave,  and  gate  of  death, 
we  may  pass  to  our  joyful  resurrection ;  for  his 
merits,  who  died,  and  was  buried,  and  rose  again 
for  us,  thy  Son  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

THE  EPISTLE.     I  St.  Peter  iii.  17- 

IT  is  better,  if  the  will  of  God  be  so,  that 
ye  suffer  for  well-doing,  than  for  evil-doing. 
For  Chi*i8t  also  hath  once  suffered  for  sios,  the 
just  for  the  unjust,  that  he  might  bring  us  to 
God,  being  put  to  death  in  the  flesh,  but  quick- 
ened by  the  Spirit.  By  which  also  he  went  and 
preached  unto  the  spirits  in  prison ;  whidi  some- 
time were  disobedient,  when  once  the  longnsuf- 
fering  of  God  waited  in  the  days  of  Noah,  while 
the  ark  was  a  preparing;  wherein  few,  that 
is,  eight  souls,  were  saved  by  water.  The  like 
figure  whereunto,  even  baptism,  doth  also  now 
save  us,  (not  the  putting  away  the  filth  of  the 
flesh,  but  the  answer  of  a  good  conscience  to- 
wards God,)  by  the  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ : 
who  is  gone  into  heaven,  and  is  on  the  right 
hand  of  God,  angels  and  authorities  and  powers 
being  made  subject  unto  him. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  Matth.  mvii.  57. 

WHEN  the  even  was  come,  there  came  a 
i*ich  man  of  Arimatheea,  named  Joseph, 
who  also  himself  was  Jesus'  disciple.  He  went 
to  Pilate,  and  be^ed  the  body  of  Jesus.  Then 
Pilate  commanded  the  body  to  be  delivered.  And 
when  Joseph  had  taken  the  body,  he  wrapped 
it  in  a  clean  linen  cloth,  and  laid  it  in  his  own 
new  tomb,  which  he  had  hewn  out  in  the  rock ; 
and  he  rolled  a  great  stone  to  the  door  of  the 
sepulchre,  and  departed.    And  there  was  Mary 
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Hagdalme,  and  the  other  Mary,  sitting-  over 
against  the  sepulchre.  Now  the  next  day  that 
followed  the  day  of  the  preparation,  the  chief 
prieets  and  Pharisees  came  tc^ther  unto  PUate^ 
saying  Sir,  we  remember  that  that  deceiver  said, 
while  he  was  yet  alive.  After  three  days  I  will 
rise  again.  Command  therefore  that  the  sepul- 
chre be  made  sure  until  the  third  day,  lest  his 
discijdes  come  by  night  and  steal  him  away,  and 
say  unto  the  people.  He  is  risen  from  the  dead : 
so  the  last  error  shall  be  worse  than  the  first. 
Pilate  said  unto  them.  Ye  have  a  watch;  go 
your  way,  make  it  as  sure  as  you  can.  So  they 
went  and  nuide  the  sepulchre  sure,  sealing  the 
sttme,  and  setting  a  watch.

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For  since  by  man  came  death  :  by-  man  came 
also  the  resurrection  of  the  dead. 

For  as  in  Adam  all  die  :  even  so  in  Christ 
shall  Eill  be  made  ^ive.    1  Cm",  xv.  20.

For  ye  are  dead,  and  your  life  is  hid  with  Christ 
in  God.  When  Christ,  who  is  our  life,  shall  ap- 
pear, then  shall  ye  also  appear  with  him  in  gloi*y. 
Mortify  therefore  your  members  which  are  upon 
the  earth ;  fornication,  nncleanness,  inordinate 
affection,  evil  concupiscence,  and  covetousness, 
which  is  idolatry:  For  which  things'  sake  the 
wrath  of  God  cometh  on  the  children  of  disobe- 
dience. In  the  which  ye  also  walked  some  tim^ 
when  ye  lived  in  them. 

THE  €H>SPEL.    St.  Jolin  xx.  1. 

THK  first   day  of  the  week    cometh  Mary 
Magdalene   early,  when  it  was  yet  .dark, 
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unto  the  sepulchre,  and  seeth  the  atone  taken 
away  from  the  sepulchre.  Then  she  i*unneth 
and  Cometh  to  Simon  Peter,  and  to  the  other 
disciple  whom  Jesus  loved,  and  saith  unto  them, 
They  have  taken  away  the  Lord  out  of  the  se- 
pulchre, and  we  know  not  where  they  have  laid 
him.  Peter  therefore  went  forth,  and  that  other 
disciple,  and  came  to  the  sepulchre.  So  they 
ran  both  together ;  and  the  other  disciple  did 
outrun  Peter,  and  came  first  to  the  sepulchre; 
and  he,  stooping  down  and  looking  in,  saw  the 
linen  clothes  lying;  yet  went  he  not  in.  Then 
oometh  Simon  Peter  following  him,  and  went 
into  the  sepulchre,  and  seeth  the  linen  clothes 
lie;  and  the  napkin  that  was  about  his  head, 
not  lying  with  the  linen  clothes,  but  wrapped 
tc^ether  in  a  place  by  itself.  Then  went  in  also 
that  other  disciple  which  came  first  to  the  se- 
pulchre, and  he  saw,  and  believed.  For  as  yet 
they  knew  not  the  Scripture,  that  he  must  rise 
again  from  the  dead.  Then  the  disciples  went 
away  again  unto  their  own  home.

PETER  Opened  his  mouth,  and  said.  Of  a 
truth  I  perceive  that  God  is  no  respecter 
of  persons ;  but  in  every  nation  he  that  feareth 
him,  and  worketh  righteousness,  is  accepted  with 
him.  The  word  which  God  sent  unto  the  chil- 
dren of  Israel,  preaching  peace  by  Jesus  Christ ; 
(he  is  Lord  of  all ;)  that  word  (I  say)  ye  know, 
which  was  published  throughout  all  Judsea,  and 
began  from  Galilee,  after  the  baptism  which  John 
preached :  how  God  anointed  Jesus  of  Nazareth 
with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  with  power;  who 
went  about  doing  good,  and  healing  aU  that 
were  oppressed  of  the  devil :  for  God  was  with 
him.  And  we  are  witnesses  of  all  things  which 
he  did,  both  in  the  land  of  the  Jews,  and  in 
Jerusalem;  whom  they  slew,  and  hanged  on  a 
tree :  Him  God  raised  up  the  third  day,  and 
shewed  him  openly;  not  to  all  the  people,  but 
unto  witnesses  chosen  before  of  God,  even  to  u^ 
who  did  eat  and  drink  with  him  after  he  rose 
from  the  dead.  And  he  commanded  us  to  preach 
unto  the  people,  and  to  testify  that  it  is  he  who 
was  ordained  of  God  to  be  the  Judge  of  quick 
and  dead.  To  him  give  all  the  prophets  witness, 
that  through  his  Name  whosoever  believeth  in 
him  shall  receive  remission  of  sins. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St-Luke  xjtiv.  IS. 

BEHOLD,  two  of  his  disciples  went  that  same 
day  to  a  village  called  Enunaus,  which  was 
from  Jerusalem  about  threescore  furlongs.  And 
they  talked  together  of  all  these  things  which 
had  happened.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  while 
they  communed  together,  and  reasoned,  Jesus 
himself  drew  near,  and  went  with  them.    But 
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their  eyes  were  holden,  that  they  should  not 
know  hun.  And  he  said  unto  them,  What  man- 
ner of  communications  are  these  that  ye  have 
one  to  another,  as  ye  walk,  and  are  sad?  And 
the  one  of  them,  whose  name  was  Cleopas,  an- 
swering, said  unto  him.  Art  thou  only  a  stranger 
in  Jerusalem,  and  hast  not  known  the  things 
which  are  come  to  pass  there  in  these  days? 
And  he  said  unto  them,  What  things  ?  And  they 
said  unto  him,  Concerning  Jesus  of  Nazareth, 
who  was  a  prophet  mighty  in  deed  and  word, 
before  God  and  all  the  people :  and  how  the 
diief  priests  and  our  rulers  delivered  him  to  he 
condemned  to  death,  and  have  crucified  him.  But 
we  trusted  that  it  had  been  he  which  should 
have  redeemed  Israel:  and  besides  all  this,  to- 
day is  the  third  day  since  these  things  were 
done.  Yea,  and  certain  women  also  of  our  com- 
pany made  us  astonished,  which  were  early  at 
the  sepulchre ;  and  when  they  found  not  his 
body,  they  came,  saying,  that  they  had  also  seen 
a  vision  of  uigels,  which  said  that  he  was  alive. 
And  certain  of  tfaem  which  were  with  us  went 
to  the  sepulchre,  and  found  it  even  so  as  the 
women  had  said ;  but  him  they  saw  not.  Then 
he  said  unto  them,  O  fools,  and  slow  of  heart 
to  believe  all  that  the  prophets  have  spoken: 
ought  not  Christ  to  have  suffered  these  things, 
and  to  enter  into  hia  glory  ?  And  beginning  at 
Moses,  and  all  the  prophete,  he  expounded  unto 
them  in  all  the  Scriptiires  the  things  concerning 
himself.  And  they  drew  nigh  unto  the  village 
whither  they  went ;  and  he  made  as  though  he 
would  have  gone  further :  but  they  constrained 
him,  .sayii^.  Abide  with  us,  for  it  is  towards 
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evening,  and  the  day  is  far  spent.  And  he  went 
in  to  tarry  with  them.  And  it  came  to  pass,  as 
he  sat  at  meat  with  them,  he  took  bread,  and 
blessed  it,  and  brake,  and  gave  to  them.  And 
their  eyes  were  opened,  and  they  knew  him,  and 
he  vanished  out  of  their  sight.  And  they  said  one 
to  another.  Did  not  our  heart  bum  within  us, 
while  he  talked  with  us  by  the  way,  and  while 
he  opened  to  us  the  Scriptures  ?  And  they  rose 
up  the  same  hour,  and  returned  to  Jerusalem,  and 
found  the  eleven  gathered  together,  and  them 
that  were  with  them,  saying,  The  Lord  is  risen 
indeed,  and  hath  appeared  to  Simon.  And  they 
told  what  things  were  done  in  the  way,  and  how 
he  was  known  of  them  in  breaking  of  bi*ead.

MEN  and  brethren,  children  of  the  stock  of 
Abraham,  and  whosoever  among  you  fear- 
eth  God,  to  you  is  the  word  of  this  salvation 
sent.  For  they  that  dwell  at  Jerusalem,  and  their 
rulers,  because  they  knew  him  not,  nor  yet  the 
voices  of  the  prophets  which  are  read  every  sab* 
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bath-day,  they  have  fulfilled  them  in  -condemning 
him.  And  though  they  found  no  cause  of  death 
in  him,  yet  desired  they  Pilate  that  he  should 
he  slain.  And  when  they  had  fulfilled  all  that 
was  written  of  him,  they  took  him  down  from 
the  tree,  and  laid  him  in  a  sepulchre.  But  God 
nused  him  from  the  dead :  and  he  was  seen 
many  days  of  them  which  came  up  with  him 
from  Galilee  to  Jerusalem,  who  are  his  witnesses 
unto  the  people.  And  we  declare  unto  you  glad 
tidings,  how  that  the  promise  which  was  made 
unto  the  fathers,  God  hath  fulfilled  the  same 
unto  us  their  children,  in  that  he  hath  raised  up 
Jesus  ^ain;  aa  it  is  also  written  in  the  second 
Ps^m,  Thou  art  my  Son,  this  day  have  I  h^otr 
ten  thee.  And  as  concerning  that  he  rdsed  him 
up  frt>m  the  dead,  now  no  more  to  return  to 
corruption,  he  said  on  this  wise,  I  will  give  you 
the  sure  mercies  of  David.  Wherefore  he  saith 
also  in  another  Psidm,  Thou  shalt  not  suffer 
thine  Holy  One  to  see  corruption.  For  David, 
after  he  had  served  his  own  generation  by  the 
will  of  God,  fell  on  sleep,  and  was  laid  unto  his 
fitthers,  and  saw  corruption :  But  he  whom  God 
raised  again  saw  no  corruption.  Be  it  known  un- 
to you  therefore,  men  and  brethren,  that  through 
this  man  is  preached  unto  you  the  forgiveness 
of  sins :  and  by  him  all  that  believe  are  justi- 
fied from  all  things,  from  which  ye  could  not 
be  justified  by  the  law  of  Moses.  Beware  there- 
fore, lest  that  come  upon  you  which  is  spoken 
of  in  the  prophets ;  Behold,  ye  despisers,  and 
wonder,  and  perish :  for  I  work  a  work  in  your 
days,  a  work  which  ye  shall  in  no  wise  believe^ 
though  a  man  declare  it  unto  you. 
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THE  GOSPEL.    St.  Luke  uur.  86. 

JESUS  himself  stood  in  the  midst  of  them* 
and  saith  ante  them.  Peace  he  unto  you.  But 
they  were  terrified  and  afirighted,  and  supposed 
that  they  had  seen  a  spirit.  And  he  said  unto 
them.  Why  are  ye  troubled,  and  why  do  thoughts 
arise  in  your  hearts  ?  Behold  my  hands  and  my 
feet,  that  it  is  I  myself:  handle  me,  and  see ;  for 
a  spirit  hath  not  flesh  and  bones,  as  ye  see  me 
have.  And  when  he  had  thus  spoken,  he  shewed 
them  his  hands  and  his  feet.  And  while  they 
yet  beUeved  not  for  joy,  and  wondered,  he  said 
unto  them,  Have  ye  here  any  meat  ?  And  they 
gave  him  a  piece  of  a  broiled  fish,  and  of  an 
honey-comb.  And  he  took  it,  and  did  eat  be- 
fore them.  And  he  said  unto  them,  These  are 
the  words  which  I  spake  unto  you,  while  I  was 
yet  with  you,  that  all  things  must  foe  fulfilled 
which  were  written  in  the  law  <^  Moses,  and  in 
the  Prophets,  and  in  the  Psalms  concerning  me. 
Then  opened  he  their  understanding,  that  they 
might  understand  the  Scriptures,  and  said  unto 
them,  Thus  it  is  written,  and  thus  it  behoved 
Christ  to  suffer,  and  to  rise  from  the  dead  the 
third  day ;  and  that  repentance  and  remission  of 
sins  should  be  preached  in  his  Name  among  all 
nations,  beginning  at  Jerusalem.  And  ye  are  wit* 
nrases  of  these  things.

Ami  there  are  three  that  bear  witness  in  earth, 
the  spirit,  and  the  water,  and  the  blood:  and 
diese  three  agree  in  one.  If  we  receive  the 
witness  of  men,  the  witness  of  God  is  greater : 
for  this  is  the  witness  of  God,  which  he  hath 
testified  of  his  Son.  He  that  believeth  on  the 
Son  of  God  hath  the  witness  in  himself :  he  that 
believeth  not  God  hath  made  him  a  liar,  because 
he  believeth  not  the  record  that  God  gave  of 
his  Son.  And  this  is  the  record,  that  God  hath 
given  to  us  eternal  life ;  and  this  life  is  in  his 
Son.  He  that  hath  the  Son  hath  life;  and  he 
that  hath  not  the  Son  hath  not  life.

For  what  glory  is  it,  if,  when  ye 
be  buffeted  for  your  faults,  ye  shall  take  it  pa- 
tiently ?  But  if,  when  ye  do  well,  and  suffer  for 
it,  ye  take  it  patiently ;  this  is  acceptable  with 
God.  For  even  hereunto  were  ye  called:  be- 
cause Christ  also  suffered  for  us,  leaving  us  an 
example,  that  ye  should  follow  his  steps :  vi^o 
did  no  sin,  neither  was  guile  found  in  his  mouth : 
who,  when  he  was  reviled,  reviled  not  again; 
when  he  suffered,  he  threatened  not;  but  com- 
mitted himself  to  him  that  ju^eth  righteously :

THE  former  treatise  have  I  made,  O  The- 
ophilus,  of  all  that  Jesus  began  both  to  do 
and  teach,  until  the  day  in  which  he  was  taken 
up,  after  that  he  through  the  Holy  Ghost  had 
given  commandments  unto  the  Apostles  whom 
he  had  chosen :  to  whom  also  he  shewed  him- 
self alive  after  his  passion,  by  many  in&llible 
proois ;  being  seen  of  them  forty  days,  and  speak- 
ing of  the  things  pertaining  to  the  Kingdom  of 
God :  and,  being  assembled  together  with  them, 
commanded  them  that  they  should  not  depart 
from  Jerusalem,  but  wait  for  the  promise  of  the 
Father,  which,  saith  he,  ye  have  heard  of  me. 
For  John  truly  baptized  with  water,  but  ye  shall 
be  baptized  with  the  Holy  Ghost  not  many  days 
hence.  When  they  therefore  were  come  tc^ther. 
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they  asked  of  him,  sayings  Lord,  wilt  thou  at 
this  time  restore  again  the  kingdom  to  Israel? 
And  he  said  unto  them,  It  is  not  for  you  to 
know  the  times  or  the  seasons,  which  the  Fa^ 
ther  hath  put  in  his  own  power.  But  ye  shall 
receive  power  after  that  the  Holy  Ghost  is  come 
upon  you;  and  ye  shall  he  witnesses  unto  me, 
both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judeea,  and  in  Sa- 
maria, and  unto  the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth. 
And  when  he  had  spoken  these  things,  while 
they  beheld,  he  was  taken  up,  and  a  cloud  re- 
ceived him  out  of  their  sight.  And  while  they 
looked  stedfastly  toward  heaven,  as  he  went  up, 
behold,  two  men  stood  by  them  in  white  ap- 
parel ;  which  also  said,  Ye  men  of  Galilee,  why 
stand  ye  gazing  up  into  heaven  ?  This  same  Je- 
sus, which  is  taken  up  from  you  into  heaven, 
shall  so  come,  in  like  manner  as  ye  have  seen 
him  go  into  heaven. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  Mark  xvi.  1*. 

JESUS  appeared  unto  the  eleven  as  they  sat 
at  meat,  and  upbraided  them  with  their  un- 
belief and  hardness  of  heart,  because  they  be- 
lieved not  them  which  had  seen  him  after  he 
was  risen.  And  he  said  unto  them,  Go  ye  into 
all  the  world,  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every 
creature.  He  that  believeth  and  is  baptized  shall 
be  saved ;  but  he  that  believeth  not  shall  be 
damned.  And  these  signs  shsiW  follow  them  that 
believe :  In  my  Name  shall  they  cast  out  devils ; 
they  shall  speak  with  new  tongues ;  they  shall 
take  up  serpents ;  and  if  they  drink  any  deadly 
thing,  it  shall  not  hurt  them;  they  shall  lay 
hands  on  the  sick,  and  they  shall  recover.  So 
then  after  the  Lord  had  spoken  unto  them,  he 
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was  received  up  into  heaven,  and  sat  on  the 
right  hand  of  God.  And  they  went  forth  and 
preached  every  where,  the  Lord  working  with 
them,  and  confirming  the  Word  with  signs  fol- 
lowing-

And  they 
were  all  amazed,  and  marvelled,  saying  one  to 
another.  Behold,  are  not  all  these  which  speak 
Galileans  ?  And  how  hear  we  every  man  in  our 
own  tongue  wherein  we  were  born  ?  Parthians, 
and  Medes,  and  Elamites,  and  the  dwellers  in 
Mesopotamia,  and  in  Judsea,  and  Cappadocia,  in 
Pontus,  and  Asia,  Phrygia,  and  Pamphylia,  in 
Egypt,  and  in  the  parts  of  Libya  about  Cyrene, 
and  strangers  of  Rome,  Jews,  and  Proselytes, 
Cretes,  and  Arabians,  we  do  hear  them  speak  in 
our  tongues  the  wonderful  works  of  God.

JESUS  said  unto  his  disciples,  If  ye  love  me^ 
keep  my  commandments.  And  I  will  pray 
the  Father,  and  he  shall  give  you  another  Com- 
forter, that  he  may  abide  with  you  for  ever; 
even  the  Spirit  of  truth,  whom  the  world  can- 
not receive,  because  it  seeth  him  not,  neither 
knoweth  him :  but  ye  know  him ;  for  he  dwell- 
eth  with  you,  and  shall  be  in  you.

Father,  and  ye  in  me,  and  I  in  you.  He  that 
hath  my  commandments,  and  keepeth  them,  he 
it  is  that  loveth  me ;  and  he  that  loveth  me  shall 
be  loved  of  my  Father,  and  I  will  love  him,  and 
will  manifest  myself  to  him.  Judas  saith  unto 
him,  (not  Iscariot,)  Lord,  how  is  it  that  thou 
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wilt  manifest  thyself  unto  us,  and  not  unto  the 
world  ?  Jesus  answei*ed  and  sud  unto  him,  If  a 
man  love  me,  he  will  keep  my  words,  and  my 
Father  will  love  him,  and  we  will  come  unto 
him,  and  make  our  abode  with  him.  He  that 
loveth  me  not  keepeth  not  my  sayings:  and  the 
word  which  ye  hear  is  not  miue,  but  the  Father*s 
which  sent  me.  These  things  have  I  spoken 
unto  you,  being  yet  present  with  you.  But  the 
Comforter,  which  is  the  Holy  Ghost,  whom  the 
Father  will  send  in  my  Name,  he  shall  teach 
you  all  things,  and  bring  all  things  to  your  re- 
membrance, whatsoever  I  have  said  unto  you. 
Peace  I  leave  with  you,  my  peace  I  give  unto 
you :  not  as  the  world  giveth,  give  I  unto  you; 
Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled,  neither  let  it 
be  afraid.  Ye  have  heard  how  I  said  unto  you, 
I  go  away,  and  come  again  unto  you.  If  ye 
loved  me,  ye  would  rejoice,  because  I  said,  I  go 
unto  the  Father :  for  my  Father  is  greater  than 
I.  And  now  I  have  told  you  before  it  come  to 
pass,  that,  when  it  is  come  to  pass,  ye  might 
believe.

THEN  Peter  opened  his  mouth,  and  said.  Of 
a  truth  I  perceive  that  God  is  no  respecter 
of  persons ;  but  in  every  nation  he  that  feareth 
him,  and  worketh  righteousness,  is  accepted  with 
him.  The  Word  which  God  sent  unto  the  chil- 
dren of  Israel,  preaching  peace  by  Jesus  Christ ; 
(he  is  Lord  of  all ;)  that  Word,  I  say,  ye  know, 
which  was  published  throughout  all  Judeea,  and 
b^an  from  Galilee  after  the  baptism  which 
John  preached :  how  God  anointed  Jesus  of  Na- 
ziu'eth  with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  with  power; 
who  went  about  doing  good,  and  healing  all 
that  were  oppressed  of  the  devil :  for  God  was 
with  him.  And  we  are  witnesses  of  all  things 
which  he  did,  both  in  the  land  of  the  Jews,  and 
in  Jerusalem ;  whom  they  slew,  and  hanged  on 
a  tree:  Him  God  raised  up  the  third  day,  and 
shewed  him  openly;  not  to  all  the  peopl*),  but 
unto  witnesses  chosen  before  of  Giod ;  even  to 
us  who  did  eat  and  drink  with  him  after  he 
rose  from  the  dead.  And  he  commanded  us  to 
preach  unto  the  people,  and  to  testify  that  it  is 
he  which  was  ordained  of  God  to  be  the  Judge 
of  quick  and  dead.  To  him  give  all  the  prophets 
witness,  that  through  his  Name  whosoever  be- 
lieveth  in  him  shall  receive  remission  of  sins. 
While  Peter  yet  spake  these  words,  the  Holy 
Ghost  fell  on  all  them  which  heard  the  word. 
And  they  of  the  circumcision,  which  believed, 
were  astonished,  aa  many  as  came  with  Peter, 
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because  that  on  the  Gentiles  also  was  poured 
cot  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  For  they  heard 
them  epe^k  with  tongues,  and  magnify  God. 
Then  answered  Peter,  Can  any  man  forbid  wa- 
ter, that  these  should  not  be  baptized,  which  have 
received  the  Holy  Ghost  as  well  as  we?  And 
he  commanded  them  to  be  baptized  in  the  Name 
of  the  Lord.  Then  prayed  they  him  to  tarry 
certain  days. 

THE  GOSPEL.    8t.  John  iii.  l6. 

/^  OD  SO  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  his 
vJT  <mly-begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  believ- 
eth  in  him  should  not  perish,  but  have  everlast- 
ing life.  For  God  sent  not  his  Son  into  the 
world  to  condemn  the  world,  but  that  the  world 
through  him  might  be  saved.  He  that  belier- 
eth  on  him  is  not  condemned:  but  he  that  be- 
lieveth  not  is  condemned  already ;  because  he 
hath  not  believed  in  the  Name  of  the  only-be- 
gotten Son  of  God.  And  this  is  the  condemna- 
tion, that  light  is  come  into  the  world,  and  men 
loved  darkness  rather  than  light,  because  their 
deeds  were  evil.  For  every  one  that  doeth  evil 
hateth  the  light,  neither  cometh  to  the  light,  lest 
his  deeds  should  be  reproved.  But  he  that  doeth 
truth  Cometh  to  the  light,  that  his  deeds  may  be 
made  manifest,  that  they  are  wrought  in  God.

"VTTHEN  the  Apostles,  which  were  at  Jeru- 
T  T  salem,  heard  that  Samaria  had  received 
the  word  of  God,  they  sent  unto  them  Peter  and 
John ;  who,  when  they  were  come  down,  prayed 
for  them,  that  they  might  receive  the  Holy 
Ghost:  (for  as  yet  he  was  fallen  upon  none  of 
them ;  only  they  were  baptized  in  the  Name  of 
the  Lord  Jesus.)  Then  laid  they  their  hands  on 
them,  and  they  reoeived  the  Holy  Ghost. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  JcAn  x.  I. 

VERILY,  verily  I  say  unto  you.  He  that 
entereth  not  by  the  door  into  the  sheep- 
fold,  but  climbeth  up  some  other  way,  the  same 
is  a  thief  and  a  robber.  But  he  that  entereth 
in  by  the  door  is  the  shepherd  of  the  sheep :  to 
him  the  porter  openeth ;  and  the  sheep  hear  his 
voice,  and  he  calleth  his  own  sheep  by  name, 
and  leadeth  them  out.  And,  when  he  putteth 
forth  his  own  sheep,  he  goeth  before  them,  and 
the  sheep  follow  him ;  for  they  know  his  voice. 
And  a  stranger  will  they  not  follow;  but  will 
flee  from  him ;  for  they  know  not  the  voice  of 
strangei*s.  This  parable  spake  Jesus  unto  them : 
but  they  understood  not  what  things  they  were 
which  he  spake  unto  them.  Then  said  Jesus 
unto  them  ^ain ;  Verily,  verily  I  say  unto  you, 
I  am  the  door  of  the  sheep.  All  that  ever  came 
before  me  are  thieves  and  robbers ;  but  the  sheep 
did  not  hear  them.  I  am  the  door;  by  me  if 
any  man  enter  in,  he  shall  be  saved,  and  shall 
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go  in  and  out,  and  find  pasture.  The  thief 
ccHneth  not  but  for  to  steal,  and  to  kill,  and  to 
destroy:  I  am  come  that  they  might  have  life, 
and  that  they  might  have  it  more  abundantly.

AFTER  this  I  looked,  and  behold,  a  door 
was  opened  in  heaven :  and  the  first  voice 
which  I  heard  was  as  it  were  of  a  trumpet  talk- 
ing with  me ;  which  said,  Come  up  hither,  and 
I  will  shew  thee  things  which  must  be  here- 
after. And  Immediately  I  was  in  the  Spirit; 
and  behold,  a  throne  was  set  in  heaven,  and 
one  sat  on  the  throne :  and  he  that  sat  was  to 
look  upon  like  a  jasper  and  a  sardine  stone :  and 
there  was  a  rainbow  round  about  the  throne, 
in  sight  like  unto  an  emerald.  And  round  about 
the  throne  were  four  and  twenty  seats;  and 
upon  the  seats  I  saw  four  and  twenty  elders 
sitting,  clothed  in  white  raiment;  and  they  had 
on  their  heads  crowns  of  gold :  and  out  of  the 
throne  proceeded  lightnings,  and  thunderings, 
and  voices.  And  there  were  seven  lamps  of 
fire  burning  before  the  throne,  which  are  the 
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seven  spirits  of  God.  And  before  the  throne 
there  was  a  sea  of  glass  like  unto  cry^al:  and 
in  the  midst  of  the  throne,  and  round  ab(mt  the 
throne,  were  four  beasts  full  of  eyes  before  and 
behind.  And  the  first  beast  was  like  a  lion,  and 
the  second  beast  like  a  calf,  and  the  third  beast 
had  a  ^e  as  a  man,  and  the  fourth  beast  was 
like  a  flying  eagle.  And  the  four  beasts  had 
each  of  them  six  wings  about  him ;  and  they 
were  full  of  eyes  within :  and  they  rest  not  day 
and  night,  saying,  Holy,  holy,  holy.  Lord  God 
Almighty,  which  was,  and  is,  and  is  to  come. 
And  when  those  beasts  give  glory,  and  honour, 
and  thanks,  to  him  that  sat  on  the  throne,  who 
liveth  for  ever  and  ever,  the  four  and  twenty  eld- 
ers fall  down  before  him  that  sat  on  the  throne, 
and  worship  him  that  liveth  for  ever  and  ever, 
and  cast  their  crowns  before  the  throne,  saying 
Thou  art  worthy,  O  Lord,  to  receive  glory,  and 
honour,  and  power ;  for  thou  hast  created  all 
thin^  and  for  thy  pleasure  they  are  and  wei-e 
created. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  John  Hi.  1. 

THERE  was  a  man  of  the  Pharisees,  named 
Nicodemus,  a  ruler  of  the  Jews :  the  same 
f;ame  to  Jesus  by  night,  and  said  unto  him.  Rab- 
bi, we  know  that  thou  art  a  teacher  come  irom 
God :  for  no  man  can  do  these  miracles  that  thou 
doest,  except  God  be  with  him.  Jesus  uiswered 
and  said  unto  him,  Verily,  verily  I  say  unto 
thee,  Except  a  man  be  bom  again,  he  cannot 
see  the  Kingdom  of  God.  Nicodemus  saitii  unto 
him.  How  can  a  man  be  bom  when  he  is  old  ? 
'ban  he  enter  the  second  time  into  his  mother's 
womb,  and  be  bom?    Jesus  answered.  Verily, 
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verily  I  say  unto  thee,  Except  a  man  be  bom 
of  water,  and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter 
into  the  Kingdom  of  God.  That  which  is  bom 
of  the  flesh  is  flesh ;  and  that  which  is  bom  of 
the  Spirit  is  spirit.  Marvel  not  that  I  said  unto 
thee,  Ye  must  be  bom  agmn.  The  wind  blow- 
eth  where  it  Hsteth,  and  thou  hearest  the  sound 
thereof,  but  canst  not  tell  whence  it  cometh, 
and  whither  it  goeth;  so  is  every  one  that  is 
bom  of  the  Spirit.  Nicodemus  answered  and 
said  unto  him.  How  can  these  things  be  ?  Jesus 
answered  and  said  unto  him.  Art  thou  a  master 
of  Israel,  and  knowest  not  these  things  ?  Verily, 
verily  I  say  unto  thee.  We  speak  that  we  do 
know,  and  testify  that  we  have  seen;  and  ye 
receive  not  our  witness.  If  I  have  told  you 
earthly  things,  and  ye  believe  not;  how  shall 
ye  believe,  if  I  tell  you  of  heavenly  things  ?  And 
no  man  hath  ascended  np  to  heaven,  but  he  that 
came  down  from  heaven,  even  the  Son  of  man, 
who  is  in  heaven.  And  aa  Moses  lifted  up  the 
serpent  in  the  wilderness,  even  so  must  the  Son 
of  man  be  lifted  up :  that  whosoever  believeth  in 
him  should  not  perish,  but  have  eternal  life.

BELOVED,  let  us  love  one  ajaother :  for  love 
is  of  God,  and  every  one  that  loveth  is  born 
of  God,  and  knoweth  God.  He  that  loveth  not 
knoweth  not  God ;  for  God  is  love.  In  this  was 
manifested  the  love  of  God  towards  us,  because 
that  God  sent  his  only-begotten  Son  into  the 
world,  that  we  might  live  through  him.  Here- 
in is  love,  not  that  we  loved  God,  but  that  he 
loved  us,  and  sent  his  Son  to  be  the  propitiation 
for  our  sins.  Beloved,  if  God  so  loved  us,  we 
ought  also  to  love  one  another.  No  man  bath 
seen  Gf)d  at  any  time.  If  we  love  one  another, 
God  dwelleth  in  us,  and  his  love  is  perfected  in 
us.  Hereby  know  we  that  we  dwell  in  him,  and 
he  in  us;  because  he  hath  given  us  of  his  Spi- 
rit. And  we  have  seen,  and  do  testify,  that  the 
Father  sent  the  Son  to  be  the  Saviour  of  the 
world.  Whosoever  shall  confess  that  Jesus  is 
the  Son  of  God,  God  dwelleth  in  him,  and  he 
in  God.  And  we  have  known  and  believed  the 
love  that  God  hath  to  us.  God  is  love ;  and  he 
that  dwelleth  in  love  dwelleth  in  God,  and  God 
in  him.  Herein  is  our  love  made  perfect,  that 
we  may  have  boldness  in  the  day  of  judgement ; 
because  as  he  is,  so  are  we  in  this  world.  There 
is  no  fear  in  love ;  but  perfect  love  casteth  out 
fear;  because  fear  hath  torment:  He  that  fear- 
eth  is  not  made  pei'fect  in  love.  We  love  him, 
because  he  first  loved  us.  If  a  man  say,  I  love 
God,  and  hateth  his  brother,  he  is  a  liar:  for 
he  that  loveth  not  his  brother,  whom  he  hath 
seen,  how  can  he  love  God,  whom  he  hath  not 
seen  ?  And  this  commandment  have  we  from  him, 
That  he  who  loveth  God  love  his  brother  also.

THERE  was  a  certain  rich  man,  which  was 
clothed  in  purple,  and  fine  linen,  and  fared 
sumptnoudy  every  day.  And  there  wae  a  cer- 
tain he^;ar  named  Lazarus,  which  was  laid  at 
bis  gate  full  of  sores,  and  desiring  to  be  fed  with 
the  crumbs,  which  fell  from  the  rich  man's  table : 
moreover,  the  dogs  came  and  licked  his  sores. 
And  it  came  to  pass,  that  the  beggar  died,  and 
was  carried  by  the  angels  into  Abraham's  bosom. 
The  rich  man  also  died,  and  was  buried :  and 
in  hell  he  lift  up  his  eyes  being  in  torments,  and 
seeth  Abraham  afar  off,  and  Lazarus  in  his  bo- 
som. And  he  cried  and  said.  Father  Abraham, 
have  mercy  on  me,  and  send  Lazarus,  that  he  may 
dip  iJie  tip  of  his  finger  in  water,  and  cool  my 
tongue;  for  I  am  tormented  in  this  flame.  But 
Abraham  said.  Son,  remember  that  thou  in  thy 
life-time  receivedst  thy  good  things,  and  likewise 
Lazarus  evil  things ;  but  now  he  is  comforted, 
ukd  thou  art  tormented.  And  besides  all  this, 
between  us  and  you  there  is  a  great  gulf  fixed : 
so  that  they  who  would  pass  from  hence  to  you 
cannot';  neither  can  they  pass  to  us,  that  would 
come  from  thence.  Then  he  said,  I  pray  thee 
therefore,  father,  that  thou  wouldest  send  him  to 
my  father's  house :  for  I  have  five  brethren ;  that 
he  may  testify  unto  them,  lest  they  also  come  into 
this  place  of  torment.  Abraham  saith  unto  him. 
They  have  Moses  and  the  prophets ;  let  them 
hear  them.  And  he  said.  Nay,  father  Abraham  ; 
but  if  one  went  unto  them  from  the  dead,  they 
will  repent.  And  he  said  unto  him.  If  they  hear 
not  Moses  and  the  prophets,  neither  will  they  be 
persuaded,  though  one  rose  from  the  dead.

OLORD,  who  never  failest  to  help  and  go- 
vern them  whom  thou  dost  bring  up  in  thy 
stedfast  fear  and  love ;  Keep  us,  we  beseech  theet 
under  the  protection  of  thy  good  providence, 
and  make  us  to  have  a  perpetual  fear  and  love 
of  thy  holy  Name;  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.

MARVEL  not,  my  brethren,  if  the  world 
hate  you.  We  know  that  we  have  passed 
from  death  unto  life,  because  we  love  the  bre- 
thren. He  that  loveth  not  his  brother  abideth 
in  death.  Whosoever  hateth  his  brother  is  a 
murderer ;  and  ye  know  that  no  murderer  hath 
eternal  life  abiding  in  him.  Hereby  perceive  we 
the  love  of  God,  because  he  laid  down  his  life 
for  us :  and  we  ought  to  lay  down  our  lives  for 
the  brethren.  But  whoso  hath  this  world's  good, 
and  seeth  his  brother  have  need,  and  shutteth 
up  his  bowels  of  compassion  from  him ;  how 
dwelleth  the  love  of  God  in  him  ?  My  little 
children,  let  us  not  love  in  word,  neither  in 
tongue ;  but  in  deed,  and  in  truth.  And  hereby 
we  know  that  we  are  of  the  truth,  and  shall 
assure  our  hearts  before  him.  For  if  our  heart 
condemn  us,  God  is  greater  than  our  heart,  and 
knoweth  all  things.  Beloved,  if  our  heart  con- 
demn us  not,  then  have  we  confidence  towards 
God.  And  whatsoever  we  ask,  we  receive  of 
him,  because  we  keep  his  commandments,  and 
do  those  things  that  are  pleasing  in  his  sight. 
And  this  is  his  commandment.  That  we  should 
believe  on  the  Name  of  his  Son  Jesus  Christ,

Lord,  it 
is  done  as  thou  hast  commanded,  and  yet  there 
is  room.  And  the  lord  said  unto  the  servant^ 
Go  out  into  the  high-ways  and  hedges,  and  com- 
pel them  to  come  in,  that  my  house  may  be  filled. 
For  I  say  unto  you,  That  none  of  those  men 
which  were  bidden  shall  taste  of  my  supper.

Like- 
wise, I  say  unto  you,  There  is  joy  in  the  pre- 
sence of  the  angels  of  God  over  one  sinner  that 
repenteth.

For 
the  earnest  expectation  of  the  creature  waiteth 
for  the  manifestation  of  the  sons  of  God.  For 
the  creature  was  made  subject  to  vanity,  not 
willingly,  but  by  reason  of  him  who  hath  sub- 
jected the  same  in  hope:  because  the  creature 
itself  also  shall  be  delivered  irom  the  bondage 
of  corruption,  into  the  glorious  liberty  of  the 
dhildren  of  God.    For  we  know  that  the  whole 
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creation  groanethf  and  travaileth  in  pain  t<^e- 
ther  until  now.  And  not  only  they,  but  our- 
selves also,  which  have  the  firBt-fruits  oi  the 
Spirit,  even  we  ourselves  groan  within  ourselves, 
waiting  for  the  adoption,  to  wit,  the  redemption 
of  our  body.

give,  and  it  shall  be  given  unto  you ;  good  mea- 
sure, pressed  down,  and  shaken  tc^ther,  and 
running  over,  shall  men  give  into  your  bosom.

Brother,  let  me  puU  out  the 
mote  that  is  in  thine  eye,  when  thou  thyself 
beholdest  not  the  beam  that  is  in  thine  own 
eye?  Thou  hypocrite,  cast  out  first  the  beam 
out  of  thine  own  eye,  and  then  shalt  thou  see 
clearly  to  pull  out  Uie  mote  that  is  in  thy  bro< 
ther's  eye.

And  they  beckoned  unto 
their  partners  which  were  in  the  other  ship, 
that  they  should  come  and  help  them.  And  they 
came,  and  filled  both  the  ships,  so  that  they  be- 
gan to  sink.  When  Simon  Peter  saw  it,  he  fell 
down  at  Jesus'  knees,  saying,  Depart  from  me, 
for  I  am  a  sinful  man,  O  Lord.  For  he  was  as- 
tonished, and  alt  that  were  with  him,  at  the 
draught  of  the  &hes  which  they  had  taken ; 
and  so  was  also  James,  and  John,  the  sons  of 
Zebedee,  which  were  partners  with  Simon.  And 
Jesus  said  unto  Simon,  Fear  not,  from  hence- 
forth thou  shalt  catch  men.  And  when  they 
had  brought  their  ships  to  land,  they  forsook 
all,  and  followed  him.

KNOW  ye  not,  that  so  many  of  us  as  were 
baptized  into  Jesus  Christ  were  baptized 
into  his  death?  Therefore  we  ai*e  buried  with 
him  by  baptism  into  death;  that  like  as  Christ 
was  raised  up  from  the  dead  by  the  glory  of  the 
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Fadier*  even  so  we  also  should  walk  in  newness 
of  life.  For  if  we  have  been  planted  together 
in  the  likeness  of  his  death,  we  shall  be  also  in 
the  likeness  of  his  resurrection:  knowing  this, 
that  our  old  man  is  crucified  with  him,  that  the 
body  of  sin  might  be  destroyed,  that  henceforth 
we  should  not  serve  sin.  For  he  that  is  dead 
is  freed  from  sin.  Now  if  we  be  dead  with 
Christ,  we  believe  that  we  shall  also  live  with 
him ;  knowing  that  Christ  being  raised  from 
the  dead  dieth  no  more ;  death  hath  no  more 
dominion  over  him.

of  hell-fire.  Therefore  if  thou  bring  thy  gift  to 
the  altar,  and  there  rememberest  that  thy  bro- 
ther hath  ought  against  thee;  leave  there  thy 
gift  before  the  altar,  and  go  thy  way,  first  be  re- 
conciled to  thy  brother,  and  then  come  and  ofier 
thy  gift.    Agree  with  thine  adversary  quicklyf 
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whiles  thou  art  in  the  way  with  him;  lest  at 
any  time  the  adversary  deUver  thee  to  the  jud^ 
and  the  judge  deliver  thee  to  the  officer,  fuid 
thou  be  cast  into  prison.  Verily  I  say  unto  thee, 
Thou  shalt  by  no  means  come  out  thence,  till 
thou  hast  paid  the  uttermost  fishing.

drink:  (for  they  drank  of  that  ^iritual  Rock 
Utat  followed  them ;  and  that  Rock  was  Christ) 
But  with  many  of  them  God  was  not  well  plead- 
ed ;  for  they  were  overthrown  in  the  wilderness. 
Now  these  things  were  our  examples,  to  the  in- 
tent we  should  not  lust  after  evil  things^  as  they 
also  lusted.  Neither  be  ye  idolater^  as  were 
some  of  them ;  as  it  is  written.  The  people  sat 
down  to  eat  and  drink,  and  rose  up  to  play. 
Neitlier  let  us  commit  fornication,  as  some  of 
them  committed,  and  fell  in  one  day  three  and 
twenty  thousand.  Neither  let  us  tempt  Christ, 
as  some  of  them  also  tempted,  and  were  destroy- 
ed of  serpents.  Neither  murmur  ye,  as  some 
of  them  also  murmured,  and  were  destroyed  of 
the  destroyer.  Now  all  these  things  happened 
unto  them  for  ensamples :  and  they  are  written 
f<H*  our  admonition,  upon  whom  the  ends  of  the 
world  are  come.  Wherefore  let  him  that  think- 
eth  he  standeth  take  heed  lest  he  fall.  There 
hath  no  temptation  taken  you,  but  such  as  is 
common  to  man :  but  God  is  faithful,  who  will 
not  suffer  you  to  be  tempted  above  that  ye, are 
able ;  but  will  with  the  temptation  also  make  a 
way  to  escape,  that  ye  may  be  able  to  bear  it. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  Luke  xvi.  I. 

JESUS  said  unto  his  disciples,  There  was  a 
certain  rich  man  which  had  a  steward ;  and 
the  same  was  accused  unto  him  that  he  had 
wasted  his  goods.  And  he  called  him,  and  said 
unto  him,  How  is  it  that  I  hear  this  of  thee? 
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Give  an  account  of  thy  steward^p;  for  thoa 
mayeet  be  no  longer  steward.  Then  the  stew- 
ard sud  within  himself,  What  E^all  I  do?  Amt 
my  lord  taketh  away  from  me  the  stewardship: 
I  cannot  dig,  to  beg  I  am  ashamed.  I  am  re^ 
solved  what  to  do,  that,  when  I  am  put  out  of 
ihe  Btewardship,  they  may  receive  me  into  their 
houses.  So  he  called  every  one  of  his  lord's  debt* 
ors  unto  him,  and  said  unto  the  first.  How  much 
owest  thou  unto  my  lord  ?  And  he  said.  An  hun- 
dred measures  of  oil.  And  he  said  unto  him. 
Take  thy  bill,  and  sit  down  quickly,  and  write 
fifty.  Then  said  he  to  another,  And  how  much 
owest  th<m  ?  And  he  said.  An  hundred  measures 
of  wheat.  And  he  said  unto  him.  Take  thy  bill, 
and  write  fourscore.  And  the  lord  commended 
the  unjust  steward,  because  he  had  done  wisely: 
for  the  children  of  this  world  are  in  their  gene^ 
ration  wiser  than  the  children  of  light.  And  I 
say  unto  you,  Make  to  yourselves  friends  of  the 
mammon  of  unrighteousness ;  that  ^hen  ye  &il, 
they  may  receive  you  into  everlasting  habita- 
tions.

CONCERNING  spiritual  gifts,  brethren,  I 
would  not  have  you  ignorant.    Ye  know

Wherefore  I 
give  you  to  understand,  that  no  man  speaking 
1^  the  Spirit  of  God  calleth  Jesus  accursed ;  and 
that  no  man  can  say  that  Jesus  is  the  Lord, 
bat  by  the  Holy  Ghost.  Now  there  are  diver- 
sities of  ^fts,  but  the  same  Spirit.  And  there 
are  difierences  of  administrations,  but  the  same 
Lord.  And  there  are  diversities  of  operations, 
bat  it  is  the  same  God,  who  worketh  all  in  all. 
Bat  the  manifestation  of  the  Spirit  is  given  to 
every  man  to  profit  withal.  For  to  one  is  given 
by  the  Spirit  the  word  of  wisdom ;  to  another 
the  word  of  knowledge  by  the  same  Spirit ;  to 
another  faith  by  the  same  Spirit ;  to  another  the 
gifts  of  healing  by  the  same  Spirit ;  to  imother 
the  woricing  of  miracles ;  to  another  prophecy ; 
to  {mother  discerning  of  spirits;  to  another  di- 
vers kinds  of  tongues ;  to  another  the  intei'pre- 
tation  of  tongues.  But  all  these  worketh  that 
one  and  the  self-same  Spirit,  dividing  to  every 
man  severally  as  he  will.

AND  when  he  was  come  near,  he  beheld  the 
_  city,  and  wept  over  it,  saying,  If  thou  hadst 
known,  even  thou,  at  least  in  this  thy  day,  the 
things  which  belong  unto  thy  peace!  but  now 
they  are  hid  from  thine  eyes.  For  the  days  shall 
come  upon  thee,  that  thine  enemies  shall  cast 
a  trench  about  thee,  and  compass  thee  round, 
and  keep  thee  in  on  every  side,  and  shall  lay 
thee  even  with  the  ground,  and  thy  children 
within  thee;  and  they  shall  not  leave  in  thee 
one  stone  upon  another;  because  thou  knewest 
not  the  time  of  thy  visitation.  And  he  went 
into  the  temple,  and  began   to  caat  out  them 
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that  sold  therein,  and  them  that  boi^ht,  saying 
unto  them.  It  is  written,  My  house  is  the  house 
of  prayer :  but  ye  have  made  it  a  den  of  thieves. 
And  he  taught  daily  in  the  temple.

For  I  delivered  unto  you  first  of  all, 
that  which  I  also  received,  how  that  Christ  died 
for  our  sins,  according  to  the  Scriptui*es;  and 
that  he  was  buried ;  and  that  he  rose  again  the 
third  day,  according  to  the  Scriptures;  and  that 
he  was  seen  of  Cephas,  then  of  the  twelve :  after 
that,  he  was  seen  of  above  five  hundred  brethren 
at  once ;  of  whom  the  greater  part  remain  unto 
this  present;  but  some  are  fallen  asleep:  after 
that,  he  was  seen  of  James ;  then  of  all  the  Apo- 
stles :  and  last  of  all,  he  was  seen  of  me  also,  as 
of  one  bom  out  of  due  time.  For  I  am  the  least 
of  the  Apostles,  that  am  not  meet  to  be  called 
an  Apostle,  because  I  persecuted  the  Church  of 
God.    But  by  the  grace  of  God  I  am  what  I 
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am:  and  his  grace  which  was  bestowed  upon 
me  was  not  in  vain ;  but  I  laboured  more  abun- 
dantly than  they  all ;  yet  not  I,  but  the  grace 
of  God  which  was  with  me.  Therefore  whe- 
ther it  were  I  or  they,  so  we  preach,  and  so  ye 
believed. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  Luke  iriii.  9. 

JESUS  spake  this  parable  unto  certain  which 
trusted  in  themselves  that  they  were  righ- 
teous, and  despised  others:  Two  men  went  up 
into  the  temple  to  pray ;  the  one  a  Pharisee,  and 
the  other  a  Publican.  The  Pharisee  stood  and 
prayed  thus  with  himself,  God,  I  thank  thee,  that 
I  am  not  as  other  men  are,  extortioners,  unjust, 
adulterers,  or  even  as  this  Publican :  I  fast  twice 
in  the  week,  I  give  tithes  of  all  that  I  possess. 
And  the  Publican,  standing  afar  off,  would  not 
lift  np  so  much  as  his  eyes  unto  heaven,  but 
raiote  upon  his  breast,  saying,  God  be  merciful 
to  me  a  sinner.  I  tell  you,  this  man  went  down 
to  his  house  justified  rather  than  the  other:  for 
every  one  that  exalteth  himself  shall  be  abased ; 
uid  he  that  humbleth  himself  shall  be  exalted.

SUCH  trust  hare  we  through  Christ  to  God- 
ward  :  not  that  we  are  sufficient  of  our- 
selves to  think  any  thing  as  of  ourselves;  but 
our  sufficiency  is  of  God.  Who  also  hath  made 
us  able  ministers  of  the  New  Testament;  not  of 
the  letter,  but  of  the  Spirit:  for  the  letter  kill- 
eth,  but  the  Spirit  giveth  life.  Sut  if  the  minis- 
tration of  death  written  and  engraven  in  stones 
was  glorious^  so  that  the  children  of  Israel  could 
not  sted&atly  behold  the  face  of  Moses  for  the 
glory  of  his  countenance,  which  glory  was  to  be 
done  away ;  how  shall  not  the  ministration  of  the 
Spirit  be  rather  glorious  ?  For  if  the  ministration 
of  condemnation  be  glory,  much  more  doth  the 
ministration  of  righteousness  exceed  in  glory. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  Mark  vii.  SI. 

JESUS,  departing  from  the  coaste  of  Tyre  and 
Sidon,  came  unto  the  sea  of  Galilee,  through 
the  midst  of  the  coasts  of  Decapolis.  And  they 
bring  unto  him  one  that  was  deaf,  and  had  an 
impediment  in  his  q>eech ;  and  they  beseech  hiio 
to  .put  his  hand  upon  him.  And  he  took  him 
aside  from  the  multitude,  and  put  his  fingers  in- 
to his  ears,  and  he  spit,  and  touched  his  tongue ; 
and  looking  up  to  heaven,  he  sighed,  and  saith 
unto  him,  Sphphathtt,  that  is.  Be  opened.  And 
straightway  his  ears  w^e  opened,  and  the  string 
of  his  tongue  was  loosed,  and  he  spake  plain. 
And  he  charged  them  that  they  should  tell  no 
man :  but  the  more  he  charged  them,  so  much 
the  more  a  great  deal  they  published  it;  and 
were  beyond  measure  astonished,  saying,  He  hath 
done  all  things  well;  he  maketh  both  the  deaf 
to  hear,  and  the  dumb  to  speak.

TO  Abraham  and  his  seed  were  the  promises 
made.  He  saith  not,  And  to  seeds,  as  of 
many ;  but  as  of  one ;  And  to  thy  seed,  which  is 
Christ.  And  this  I  say,  That  the  covenant  that 
was  confirmed  before  of  God  in  Christ,  the  Law, 
which  was  four  hundred  and  thirty  years  after, 
cannot  disannul,  that  it  should  make  the  promise 
of  none  effect.  For  if  the  inheritance  be  of  the 
Law,  it  is  no  more  of  promise ;  but  God  gave  it 
to  Abraham  by  promise.  Wherefore  then  serv- 
eth  the  Law?  It  was  added  because  of  trans- 
gressions, till  the  seed  should  come,  to  whom 
the  promise  was  made ;  and  it  was  ordained  by 
angels  in  the  hand  of  a  mediator.  Now  a  me- 
diator is  not  a  mediator  of  one ;  but  God  is  one. 
Is  the  Law  then  against  the  promises  <tf  God  ? 
God  forbid:  for  if  there  had  been  a  law  given 
which  could  have  given  life,  verily  righteous- 
ness should  have  been  by  the  Law.  But  the 
Scripture  hath  concluded  all  under  sin,  that  the 
promise  by  faith  of  Jesus  Christ  might  be  given 
to  them  that  believe. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  Luke  x.  23. 

BLESSED  are  the  eyes  which  see  the  things 
that  ye  see.    For  I  tell  you,  That  many 
prophets  and  kin^  have  desired  to  see  those 
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things  which  ye  see,  and  have  not  seen  them; 
and  to  hear  those  things  which  ye  hear,  and 
have  not  heard  them.  And  behold,  a  certain 
Lawyer  stood  up,  and  tempted  him,  saying. 
Master,  what  shall  I  do  to  inherit  eternal  life  ? 
He  said  unto  him,  What  is  written  in  the  Law  ? 
how  readest  thou  ?  And  he  answering  said.  Thou 
shalt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thy  heart, 
and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with  all  thy  strength, 
and  with  all  thy  mind;  and  thy  neighbour  as 
thyself.  And  he  said  unto  him.  Thou  hast  an- 
swered right;  this  do,  and  thou  shalt  live.  But 
he,  willing  to  justify  himself,  said  unto  Jesus, 
And  who  is  my  neighbour?  And  Jesus  answer- 
ing said,  A  certain  man  went  down  from  Jeru- 
salem to  Jericho,  and  fell  among  thieves,  which 
stripped  him  of  his  raiment,  and  wounded  him, 
and  departed,  leaving  him  half  dead.  And  by 
chance  there  came  down  a  cei*tain  Priest  that 
way,  and,  when  he  saw  him,  he  passed  by  on 
the  other  side.  And  likewise  a  Levite,  when  he 
was  at  the  place,  came  and  looked  on  him,  and 
passed  by  on  the  other  side.  But  a  cei*tam  Sa- 
maritan, as  he  journeyed,  came  where  he  was; 
and,  when  he  saw  him,  he  had  compassion  on 
him,  and  went  to  him,  and  bound  up  his  wounds, 
pouring  in  oil  and  wine,  and  set  him  on  his  own 
beast,  and  brought  him  to  an  inn,  and  took  care 
of  him.  And  on  the  morrow,  when  he  departed, 
he  took  out  two  pence,  and  gave  them  to  the 
host,  and  said  unto  him,  Take  care  of  him ;  and 
whatsoever  thou  spendest  more,  when  I  come 
again,  I  will  repay  thee.  Which  now  of  these 
thre^  thinkest  thou,  was  neighbour  unto  him 
that  fell  among  the  thieves?  And  he  said,  He  I 
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that  shewed  mercy  on  him.    Then  said  Jesus 
unto  him,  Go,  aad  do  thou  likewise.

Sut  if  ye  be  led  by  the  Spirit,  ye  are 
not  under  the  law.  Now  the  works  of  the  flesh 
are  manifest,  which  are  these,  adultery,  fornica- 
tion, uncleanaess,  lasciviousness,  idolati'y,  witch- 
craft, hatred,  variance,  emulations,  wrath,  strife, 
seditions,  heresies,  envyings,  murders,  drunken- 
ness, revellings,  and  such  like :  of  the  which  I 
tell  you  before,  as  I  have  also  told  you  in  time 
past.  That  they  who  do  ^ch  things  shall  not 
inherit  the  kingdom  of  dod.  But  the  fruit  of 
Uie  Spirit  is  love,  joy,  peace,  long-sufiering,  gen- 
tleness, goodness,  faith,  meekness,  temperance: 
against  such  there  is  no  law.  And  they  that 
are  Christ's  have  crucified  the  flesh,  with  the 
affections  and  lusts.

AND  it  came  to  pass,  as  Jesus  went  to  Je- 
.  rusalem,  that  he  passed  thi*ough  the  midst 
of  Samaria,  and  Gqlilee.  And  as  he  entered  intd 
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a  certain  village,  there  met  him  ten  men  that 
were  lepers,  which  stood  afar  off.  And  they 
lifted  up  their  voices,  and  said,  Jesus,  Master, 
have  mercy  on  vs.  And  when  he  saw  them,  he 
said  unto  them,  Go,  shew  yourselves  unto  the 
priests.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that,  as  they  went^ 
they  were  cleansed.  And  one  of  them,  when 
he  saw  that  he  was  healed,  turned  hack,  and 
with  a  loud  voice  glorified  God,  and  fell  down 
on  his  &ce  at  his  feet,  givii^  him  thanks;  and 
he  was  a  Samai'itan.  And  Jesus  answering  said« 
Were  thei*e  not  ten  cleansed?  but  where  ate 
the  nine?  There  are  not  found  that  returned 
to  give  glory  to  God,  save  this  stranger.  And 
he  said  unto  him,  Arise,  go  thy  way,  thy  faith 
hath  made  thee  whole.

YE  see  how  lai^  a  letter  I  have  written 
unto  you  with  mine  own  hand.  As  many 
as  desire  to  make  a  fair  shew  in  the  flesh,  they 
constrain  you  to  be  circumcised;  only  lest  they 
should  suffer  persecution  for  the  cross  of  Christ. 
For  neither  they  themselves  who  are  circum- 
cised keep  the  law;  but  desire  to  have  you  cir- 
cumcised, that  they  may  glory  in  your  flesh.  But 
God  forbid  that  I  should  glory,  save  in  the  cross 
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of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  by  whcnn  the  world 
is  crucified  unto  me,  and  I  unto  the  world.  For 
in  Christ  Jesus  neither  circumcision  availeth  any 
thing',  nor  uncircumcision,  but  a  new  creature. 
And  as  many  as  walk  according  to  this  rule, 
peace  be  on  them,  and  mercy,  and  upon  the  Is- 
rael of  God.  From  henceforth  let  no  man  trou- 
ble me ;  for  I  bear  in  my  body  the  marks  of  the 
Lord  Jesus.  Brethren,  the  grace  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  be  with  your  spirit.   Amen. 

THE  GOSPEL.    6t.  Msttb.  vi.  84. 

NO  man  can  serve  two  masters:  for  either 
he  will  hate  the  one,  and  love  the  other; 
or  else  he  will  hold  to  the  one,  and  despise 
the  other.  Ye  cannot  serve  God  and  Manunon. 
Therefore  I  say  unto  you,  Take  no  thought  for 
your  life,  what  ye  shall  eat,  or  what  ye  shall 
drink ;  nor  yet  for  your  body,  what  ye  shall 
put  on:  Is  not  the  life  more  than  meat,  and 
the  body  than  raiment?  Behold  the  fowls  of 
the  air ;  for  they  sow  not,  neither  do  they  reap» 
nor  gather  into  barns;  yet  your  heavenly  Fa^ 
ther  feedeth  them.  Are  ye  not  much  better  than 
they  ?  Which  of  you  by  taking  thought  can  add 
one  cubit  unto  his  stature  ?  And  why  take  ye 
thought  for  raiment  ?  Consider  the  lilies  of  the 
field  how  they  gi'ow:  they  toil  not,  neither  do 
th^  spin :  and  yet  I  say  unto  you,  That  even 
Solomon  in  all  his  glory  was  not  arrayed  like 
one  of  these.  Wherefore,  if  God  so  clothe  the 
grass  of  the  field,  which  to-day  is,  and  to-mor- 
row is  cast  into  the  oven;  shall  he  not  much 
more  clothe  you,  O  ye  of  little  faith  ?  Therefore 
take  no  thought,  saying, What  shall  we  eat?  or 
what  shall  we  drink  ?  or  wherewithal  shall  we 
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be  clothed?  (for  after  all  thefie  thinga  do  the 
Gentiles  seek :)  for  your  heavenly  Father  know- 
eth  that  ye  have  need  of  all  these  things.  But 
seek  ye  first  the  kingdom  of  God,  and  his  righ- 
teousness, and  all  these  things  shall  be  added 
unto  you.  Take  therefore  no  thought  for  the 
morrow ;  for  the  morrow  shall  take  thought  for 
the  thinga  of  itself:  sufficient  unto  the  day  is  the 
■evil  thereof

,  8US  went  into  a  city  called  Nairn ;  and  many 
of  his  disciples  went  with  him,  and  much  people. 
Now  when  he  came  nigh  to  the  gate  of  the 
city,  behold,  there  was  a  dead  man  carried  out, 
the  only  son  of  his  mother,  and  she  was  a  wi- 
dow; and  much  people  of  the  city  was  with 
her.  And  when  the  Lord  saw  her,  he  had  com- 
passion on  her,  and  said  unto  her,  Weep  not; 
And  he  came  and  touched  the  bier,  (and  they 
that  bare  him  stood  still,)  and  he  said,  Young 
man,  I  say  unto  thee.  Arise.  And  he  that  was 
dead  sat  up,  and  began  to  speak:  and  he  deli- 
vered him  to  his  mother.  And  there  came  a  fear 
on  all,  and  they  glorified  God,  saying,  That  a. 
great  Prophet  is  risen  up  among  us,  and  that 
God  hath  visited  his  people.  And  this  rumour 
of  faim  went  forth  throughout  all  Judsea,  and 
throughout  all  the  region  round  about.

And  he 
put  forth  a  parable  to  those  which  were  bid- 
den, when  he  marked  how  they  chose  out  the 
chief  rooms,  saying  unto  them.  When  thou  art 
bidden  of  any  man  to  a  wedding,  sit  not  down 
in  the  highest  room ;  lest  a  more  honourable 
man  than  thou  be  bidden  of  him ;  and  he  that 
bade  thee  and  him  come  and  say  to  thee.  Give 
this  man  place;  and  thou  begin  with  shame  to 
take  the  lowest  room.  But  when  thou  art  bid- 
den, go  and  sit  down  in  the  lowest  room ;  that, 
when  he  that  bade  thee  cometfa,  he  may  say 
^nto  thee,  Friend,  go  up  higher :  then  shalt  thou 
have  worship  in  the  presence  of  them  that  lit 
at  meat  with  thee.  For  whosoever  exalteth 
himself  shall  be  abased ;  and  he  that  humbleth 
himself  shall  be  exalted.

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saying,  The  Lord  said  unto  my  Lord,  Sit  thoa 
on  my  right  hand,  till  I  make  thine  enemies  thy 
foot-Btool  ?  If  David  then  call  him  Lord,  how  is 
he  his  Son?  And  no  man  was  able  to  answer 
him  a  word;  neither  durst  any  man  from  that 
day  forth  ask  him  any  more  questions.

tike .  devil.  Let  him  that  stole  steal  no  more ; 
but  rather  let  him  labour^  working  with  his 
hands  the  thing  which  is  good,  that  he  may 
have  to  give  to  him  that  needeth.

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heard  thereof,  he  was  wroth ;  and  he  sent  forth 
his  armies,  and  destroyed  those  murderers,  and 
burnt  up  their  city.  Then  saith  he  to  his  ser- 
vants, The  wedding  is  ready,  but  they  who  were 
bidden  were  not  worthy.  Go  ye  therefore  into 
the  high-ways,  and  as  many  as  ye  shall  find  bid 
to  the  marriage.  So  those  servants  went  out 
into  the  high-ways,  and  gathered  together  all, 
as  many  as  they  found,  both  bad  and  good ;  and 
the  wedding  was  furnished  with  guests.  And 
when  the  king  came  in  to  see  the  guests,  he 
saw  there  a  man  which  had  not  on  a  wedding- 
garment.  And  he  saith  unto  him,  Friend,  how 
earnest  thou  in  hither,  not  having  a  wedding- 
garment  ?  And  he  was  speechless.  Then  said  the 
king  to  the  servants,  Bind  him  hand  and  foot, 
and  take  him  away,  and  cast  him  into  outer  dark- 
ness: there  shall  be  weeping  and  gnashing  of 
teeth.   For  many  are  called,  but  few  are  chosen.

Yesterday  at  the  seventh 
hoar  the  fever  left  him.  So  the  &ther  knew 
that  it  iras  at  the  same  hour,  in  the  which  Je- 
sus said  unto  him,  Thy  son  Uveth ;  and  himself 
believed,  and  his  whole  house.  This  is  again  the 
second  miracle  that  Jesus  did,  when  he  was  come 
oat  oS  Judsea  into  Galilee.

And 
when  he  had  b^un  to  reckon,  one  was  brought 
unto  him,  which  owed  him  ten  thousand  talents. 
But  forasmuch  as  he  had  not  to  pay,  his  lord 
commanded  him  to  be  sold,  and  his  wife  and 
children,  and  all  that  he  had,  and  payment  to 
be  made.  The  servant  therefore  fell  down  and 
worshipped  him,  saying,  Lord,  have  patience 
with  me,  and  I  will  pay  thee  all.  Then  the 
lord  of  that  servant  was  moved  with  compas- 
sion, and  loosed  him,  and  forgave  him  the  debt 
But  the  same  servant  went  out,  and  found  one 
of  his  fellow-servants,  which  owed  him  an  hun- 
dred pence ;  and  he  laid  hands  on  him,  and  took 
him  by  the  throat,  saying.  Pay  me  that  thou 
owest.  And  his  fellow-servant  fell  down  at  his 
feet,  and  besought  him,  saying,  Have  patience 
with  me,  and  I  will  pay  thee  all.  And  he  would 
not;  but  went  and  cast  him  into  prison,  till  he 
should  pay  the  debt.  So  when  his  fellownser- 
vants  saw  what  was  done-,  they  were  very  sorry, 
and  came  and  told  unto  their  lord  all  that  was 
done.  Then  his  lord,  after  that  he  had  called 
him,  said  unto  him,  O  thou  wicked  servant,  I 
forgave  thee  all  that  debt,  because  thou  desir- 
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edstme ;  shouldest  not  thou  also  have  had  comi- 
pasaion  on  thy  fellow-servant,  even  as  I  had  pity 
on  thee  ?  And  his  lord  was  wroth,  and  delivered 
him  to  the  tormentors,  till  he  should  pay  all  that 
waa  due  unto  him.  So  likewise  shall  my  hea- 
venly Father  do  also  unto  you,  if  ye  from  your 
hearts  for^ve  not  every  one  his  brother  their  .

heard  of  it,  and  knew  the  grace  of  God  in  truth. 
As  ye  also  learned  of  Epaphras,  our  dear  fellow- 
servant,  who  is  for  you  a  faithful  minister  of 
Christ;  who  also  declared  unto  us  your  lore  in 
the  Spirit.  For  this  cause  we  also,  since  the 
day  we  heard  it,  do  not  cease  to  pray  for  you, 
and  to  desire  that  ye  might  be  filled  with  the 
knowledge  of  his  will  in  all  wisdom  and  spiri- 
tual understanding:  that  ye  might  walk  worthy 
of  the  Lord  unto  all  pleasing,  being  fruitful  in 
every  good  work,  and  increasing  in  the  know- 
ledge of  God ;  strengthened  with  all  might,  ac- 
cording to  his  glorious  power,  unto  all  patience 
&nd  long-suffering  with  joyfulness  -,  giving  thanks 
unto  the  Father,  which  hath  made  us  meet  to 
be  partakers  of  the  inheritance  of  the  saints  in 
light. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  Mfttth.  ix.  18. 

WHILE  Jesus  spake  these  things  unto 
John's  disciples,  behold,  there  came  a  cer- 
tain ruler,  and  worshipped  him,  saying,  My  daugh- 
ter is  even  now  dead ;  but  come  and  lay  thy  hand 
upon  her,  and  she  shall  live.  And  Jesus  arose, 
and  followed  him,  and  so  did  his  disciples.  (And 
behold,  a  woman,  which  was  diseased  with  an 
issue  of  blood  twelve  years,  came  behind  him, 
and  touched  the  hem  of  his  garment ;  for  she  said 
Within  herself,  If  I  may  but  touch  his  garment, 
1  shall  be  whole.  But  Jesus  turned  him  about, 
and,  when  he  saw  her,  he  said,  Daughter,  be  of 
good  comfort,  thy  faith  hath  made  thee  whole. 
And  the  woman  was  made  whole  from  that 
hour.)    And  when  Jesus  came  into  the  ruler's 
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house,  and  saw  the  minstrels  and  the  people 
making  a  noise,  he  said  unto  them.  Give  place; 
for  the  maid  is  not  dead,  hut  sleepeth.  And 
they  laughed  him  to  scorn.  But  when  the  peo- 
ple were  put  forth,  he  went  in^  and  took  her 
by  the  hand,  and  the  maid  arose.  And  the  fame 
hereof  went  abroad  into  all  that  land.

In 
his  days  Judah  shall  be  saved,  and  Israel  shall 
dwell  safely:  and  this  is  his  Name  whereby  he 
shall  be  caUed.

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  John  vi.  5. 

WHEN  Jesus  then  lift  up  his  eyes,  and  saw 
a  great  company  come  unto  him,  he  saith 
unto  Philip,  Whence  shall  we  buy  bread  thai 
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these  may  eat  ?  (And  this  he  said  to  prove  him ; 
for  he  himself  knew  what  he  would  do.)  Philip 
answered  him.  Two  hundred  peny-worth  of  bread 
is  not  sufficient  for  them,  that  every  one  of  them 
may  take  a  little.  One  of  his  disciples,  Andrew, 
Simon  Peter's  brother,  saith  unto  him.  There  is 
a  lad  here,  which  hath  five  barley-loaves,  and 
two  small  fishes;  fout  what  are  they  among  so 
many  ?  And  Jesus  said,  Make  the  men  sit  down. 
Now  there  was  much  grass  in  the  place.  So  the 
men  sat  down,  in  number  about  five  thousand. 
And  Jesus  took  the  loaves,  and,  when  he  had 
given  thanks,  he  distributed  to  the  disciples,  and 
the  disciples  to  them  that  were  set  down,  and 
likewise  of  the  fishes,  as  much  as  they  would. 
When  they  were  filled,  he  said  unto  his  dis- 
ciples, Gather  up  the  fragments  that  remain, 
that  nothing  be  lost.  Therefore  they  gathered 
them  together,  and  filled  twelve  baskets  with  the 
fragments  of  the  five  barley-loaves,  which  remain- 
ed over  and  above  unto  them  that  had  eaten. 
Then  those  men,  when  they  had  seen  the  mi- 
racle that  Jesus  did,  said.  This  is  of  a  truth  that 
Prophet  that  should  come  into  the  world.

ALMIGHTY  God,  who  didst  give  such  grace 
unto  thy  holy  Apostle  Saint  Andrew,  that 
he  readily  obeyed  the  calling  of  thy  Son  Jesus

THE  EPISTLE.    Rom.  x.  9. 

IF  thou  shalt  confess  with  thy  mouth  the  Lord 
Jesus,  and  shalt  believe  in  thine  heart  that 
God  hath  raised  him  from  the  dead,  thou  shalt 
be  saved.  For  with  the  heart  man  believeth 
unto  righteousness,  and  with  the  mouth  con- 
fession is  made  unto  salvation.  For  the  Scrip- 
ture saith,  Whosoever  believeth  on  him  shall  not 
be  ashamed.  For  there  is  no  difference  between 
the  Jew  and  the  Greek :  for  the  same  Lord  over 
all  is  rich  unto  all  that  call  upon  him.  For  who- 
soever shall  call  upon  the  Name  of  the  Lord 
shall  be  saved.  How  then  shall  they  call  on 
him,  in  whom  they  have  not  believed  ?  And 
how  shall  they  believe  in  him,  of  whom  they 
have  not  heard  ?  And  how  shall  they  hear  with- 
out a  preacher?  And  how  shall  they  preach, 
except  they  be  sent?  As  it  is  written,  How 
beautiful  are  the  feet  of  them  that  preach  the 
Gospel  of  peace,  and  bring  glad  tidings  of  good 
things!  But  they  have  not  ^1  obeyed  the  Gos*' 
pel.  For  Esaias  saith,  Lord,  who  hath  believed 
our  report?  So  then  faith  cometh  by  hearing, 
and  hearing  by  the  Word  of  God.  But  I  say. 
Have  they  not  heard  ?  Yes  verily,  their  sound 
went  into  all  the  earth,  and  theiir  words  unto 
the  ends  of  the  world.  But  I  say.  Did  not  Israel 
know?  Fii-st  Moses  saith,  I  will  provoke  ytou 
to  jealousy  by  them  that  are  no  people,  and  by 
a  foolish  nation  I  will  anger  you.  But  Esaias 
is  very  bold,  and  saith,  I  was  found  of  them  that 
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sought  me  not;  I  was  made  manifest  unto  them 
that  asked  not  after  me.  But  to  Israel  he  saith, 
All  day  long  I  have  stretched  forth  my  hands 
unto  a  disobedient  and  gainsaying  people. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St-Matth.  iv.  18. 

JESUS,  walking  by  the  sea  of  Galilee,  saw  two 
brethren,  Simon  called  Peter,  and  Andrew 
his  brother,  casting  a  net  into  the  sea,  (for  they 
were  fishers;)  and  he  saith  unto  them,  Follow 
me ;  and  I  will  make  you  fishers  of  men.  And 
they  straightway  left  their  nets,  and  followed 
him.  And  going  on  ^m  thence  he  saw  other 
two  brethren,  James  the  son  of  Zebedee»  and 
John  his  brother,  in  a  ship  with  Zebedee  their 
father,  mending  their  nets ;  and  he  called  them. 
And  they  immediately  left  the  ship  and  their 
father,  and  followed  him. 

THE  COLLECT. 

ALMIGHTY  and  everliving  God,  who  for 
.  the  more  confirmation  of  the  faith  didst 
suffer  thy  holy  Apostle  Thomas  to  be  doubtful 
in  thy  Son's  resurrection ;  Grant  us  so  perfectly, 
and  without  all  doubt,  to  believe  in  thy  Son  Jesus 
Christ,  that  our  faith  in  thy  sight  may  never 
be  repi'oved.  Hear  us,  O  Lord,  through  the 
same  Jesus  Christ,  to  whom,  with  thee  and  the 
Holy  Ghost,  be  all  honour  and  glory,  now  and 
for  eTermoi*e.

THE  EPISTLE.    Ephes.  ii.  19- 

NOW  therefore  ye  are  no  more  strangers 
and  foreigners,  but  fellow-citizens  with  the 
Baiots,  uad  of  the  houshold  of  God ;  and  are  built 
upon  the  foundation  of  the  Apostles  and  Pro- 
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phets,  Jesus  Christ  himself  being  the  chief  cot* 
ner-stone ;  in  whom  all  the  building,  fitly  firamed 
t(^ther,  groweth  unto  an  holy  temple  in  the 
Lord;  in  whom  ye  also  are  builded  tc^ther  for 
an  habitation  of  God,  through  the  Spirit. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  John  xx.  24. 

THOMAS,  one  of  the  twelve,  called  Didymns, 
was  not  with  them  when  Jesus  came.  The 
other  disciples  therefore  said  unto  him.  We  have 
seen  the  Lord.  But  he  said  unto  them,  Except 
I  shall  see  in  his  hands  the  print  of  the  nails, 
and  put  my  finger  into  the  print  of  the  nails, 
and  thrust  my  hand  into  his  side,  I  will  not  be- 
lieve. And  after  eight  days  again  his  disciples 
were  within,  and  Thomas  with  them :  then  came 
Jesus,  the  doors  being  shut,  and  stood  in  the 
midst,  and  said.  Peace  be  unto  you.  Then  saith 
he  to  Tl^omas,  Reach  hither  thy  finger,  and  be- 
hold my  hands ;  and  reach  hither  thy  hand,  and 
thrust  it  into  my  side ;  and  be  not  faithless,  but 
believing.  And  Thomas  answered  and  said  unto 
him.  My  Lord,  and  my  God.  Jesus  saith  unto 
him,  Thomas,  because  thou  hast  seen  me,  thou 
hast  believed;  blessed  are  they  that  have  not 
seen,  and  yet  have  believed.  And  many  other 
signs  truly  did  Jesus  in  the  presence  of  his  dis- 
ciples, which  are  not  written  in  this  book.  But 
these  are  written,  that  ye  might  believe  that 
Jesus  is  the  Christ,  the  Son  of  God;  and  that 
believing  ye  might  have  life  through  his  Name.

A  ND  Saul,  yet  breathing  out  threatenings  and 
XjL  slaughter  against  the  disciples  of  the  Lord, 
went  unto  the  high  priest,  and  desired  of  him 
letters  to  Damascus  to  the  synagogues,  that,  if 
he  found  any  of  this  way,  whether  they  were 
men  or  women,  he  might  bring  them  bound 
unto  Jerusalem.  And,  as  he  journeyed,  he  came 
near  Damascus,  and  suddenly  there  shined  round 
about  him  a  light  irom  heaven.  And  he  fell  to 
the  earth,  and  heard  a  voice  saying  unto  him, 
Saul,  Saul,  why  persecutest  thou  me?  And  he 
said,  Who  art  thou.  Lord?  And  the  Lord  said, 
I  'am  Jesus  whom  thou  persecutest:  it  is  hard 
for  thee  to  kick  against  the  pricks.  And  he, 
tremblii^  and  astonished,  said.  Lord,  what  wilt 
thou  have  me  to  do?  And  the  Lord  said  unto 
him,  Arise,  and  go  into  the  city,  and  it  shall  be 
told  thee  what  thou  must  do.  And  the  men 
which  journeyed  with  him  stood  speechless,  hear- 
ing a  voice,  but  seeing  no  man.  And  Saul  arose 
from  the  earth,  and  when  his  eyes  were  opened 
he  saw  no  man ;  but  they  led  him  by  the  hand, 
and  brought  him  into  Damascus.  And  he  was 
three  days  without  sight,  and  neither  did  eat 
nor  drink.  And  there  was  a  certain  disciple  at 
Damascus,  named  Ananias,  and  to  him  said  the 
Lord  in  a  vision,  Ananias.  And  he  said,  Behold, 
I  am  here.  Lord.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  him. 
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Arise,  and  go  into  the  street  which  is  called 
Straight,  and  enquire  in  the  house  of  Judas  for 
one  called  Saul,  of  Tarsus :  for  behold,  he  pray- 
eth,  and  hath  seen  in  a  vision  a  man  named 
Ananias,  coming  in,  and  putting  his  hand  on 
him,  that  he  might  receive  his  sight  Then 
Ananias  answered,  Lord,  I  have  heard  by  many 
of  this  man,  how  much  evil  he  hath  done  to  thy 
saints  at  Jerusalem ;  and  here  he  hath  authority 
from  the  chief  priests  to  bind  all  that  call  on 
thy  Name.  But  the  Lord  said  unto  him,  Go  thy 
way ;  for  he  is  a  chosen  vessel  unto  me,  to  bear 
my  Name  before  the  Gentiles,  and  kings,  and 
the  children  of  Israel :  for  I  will  shew  him  how 
great  things  he  must  suffer  for  my  Name's  sake. 
And  Ananias  went  his  way,  and  entered  into  the 
house ;  and,  putting  his  hands  on  him,  said,  Bro- 
ther Saul,  the  Lord,  (even  Jesus  that  appeared 
unto  thee  in  the  way  as  thou  camest,)  hath  sent 
me,  that  thou  mightest  receive  thy  sight,  and  be 
filled  with  the  holy  Ghost.  And  immediately 
there  fell  from  his  eyes  as  it  had  been  scales; 
and  he  received  sight  forthwith,  and  arose,  and 
was  baptized.  And  when  he  had  received  meat, 
he  was  strengthened.  Then  was  Saul  certain 
days  with  the  disciples  which  were  at  Damas- 
cus. And  straightway  he  preached  Christ  in  the 
synagogues,  that  he  is  the  Son  of  God.  But  all 
that  heard  him  were  amazed,  and  said.  Is  not 
this  he  that  destroyed  them  which  called  on  this 
Name  in  Jerusalem,  and  came  hither  for  that  in- 
tent, that  he  might  bring  them  bound  unto  the 
chief  priests  ?  But  Saul  increased  the  more  in 
strength,  and  confounded  the  Jews  which  dwelt 
at  Damascus,  proving  that  this  is  very  Christ

PETER  answered  and  said  unto  Jesus,  Be- 
hold, we  have  forsaken  all,  and  followed 
thee ;  what  shall  we  have  therefore  ?  And  Jesus 
said  unto  them,  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  That  ye 
which  have  followed  me,  in  the  r^eneration 
when  the  Son  of  man  shall  sit  in  the  throne  of 
his  glory,  ye  also  shall  sit  upon  twelve  thrones, 
judging  the  twelve  trihes  of  Israel.  And  every 
one  that  hath  forsaken  houses,  or  brethren,  or 
sisters,  or  father,  or  mother,  or  wife,  or  children, 
or  lands,  for  my  Name's  sake,  shall  receive  an 
hundred-fold,  and  shall  inherit  everlasting  life.

But  who  may  abide  the  day 
of  his  coming?    and  who  shall  stand  when  he 
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appeareth?  for  he  is  like  a  refiner's  fire,  and 
like  filers*  soap.  And  he  shall  sit  as  a  refiner 
and  purifier  of  silver ;  and  he  shall  purify  the 
sons  of  Levi,  and  purge  them  as  gold  and  silvert 
that  they  may  ofier  unto  the  Lord  an  offering 
in  righteousness.

AND  when  the  days  of  her  purification,  ac- 
_  cording  to  the  Law  of  Moses,  were  accom- 
plished, they  brought  him  to  Jerusalem,  to  pre- 
sent him  to  the  Lord;  (as  it  is  written  in  the 
Law  of  the  Lord,  Every  male  that  openeth  the 
womb  shall  be  called  holy  to  the  Lord ;)  and  to 
offer  a  sacrifice,  according  to  that  which  is  said 
in  the  Law  of  the  Lord,  A  pair  of  turtle-doves* 
or  two  young  pigeons.  And  behold,  there  was 
a  man  in  Jerusalem,  whose  name  was  Symeon ; 
and  the  same  man  was  just  and  devout,  wait^ 
ing  for  the  consolation  of  Israel :  and  the  Holy 
Ghost  was  upon  him.  And  it  was  revealed  unto 
him  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  that  he  should  not  see 
death,  before  he  had  seen  the  Lord's  Christ.  And 
he  came  by  the  Spirit  into  the  temple ;  and  when 
the  parents  brought  in  the  child  Jesus,  to  do  for 
him  after  the  custom  of  the  law,  then  took  he 
bira  up  in  his  arms,  and  blessed  God,  and  stud« 
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htxAf  now  lettest  thou  thy  servant  depart  in 
peace,  according  to  thy  word:  for  mine  eyes 
have  seen  thy  salvation,  which  thou  hast  pre- 
pared before  the  face  of  all  people;  a  light  to 
lighten  the  Gentiles,  and  the  glory  of  thy  people 
Israel.  And  Joseph  and  his  mother  marvelled  at 
those  things  which  were  spoken  of  him.  And 
Symeon  blessed  them,  and  said  unto  Mary  his 
mother,  Behold,  this  child  is  set  for  the  fall  and 
rising  again  of  many  in  Israel;  and  for  a  sign 
which  shall  be  spoken  against;  (yea,  a  sword 
shall  pierce  through  thy  own  soul  also ;)  that 
the  thoughts  of  many  hearts  may  be  revealed. 
And  there  was  one  Anna  a  prophetess,  the  daugh- 
ter of  Phanuel,  of  the  tribe  of  Aser ;  she  was  of 
a  great  age,  and  had  lived  with  an  husband 
seven  years  from  her  virginity:  and  she  was  a 
widow  of  about  fourscore  and  four  yeare ;  which 
departed  not  from  the  temple,  but  served  God 
with  fastings  and  prayers  night  and  day.  And 
she  coming  in  that  instant  gave  thanks  likewise 
ante  the  Lord,  and  spake  of  him  to  all  them 
that  looked  for  redemption  in  Jerusalem.  And 
when  they  had  performed  all  things  according 
to  the  law  of  the  Lord,  they  returned  into  Ga^- 
lilee  to  their  own  city  Nazareth.  And  the  child 
grew,  and  waxed  strong  in  spirit,  filled'  with 
wisdom ;  and  the  grace  of  God  was  upon  him.

FOB  THE  EPISTLE.    Acta  i.  15. 

IN  those  days  Peter  stood  up  in  the  midst  of 
the  disciples,  and  said,  (the  number  of  the 
names  together  were  about  an  hundred  and 
twenty,)  Men  and  brethren,  this  Scripture  must 
needs  have  been  fulfilled,  which  the  Holy  Ghost 
by  the  mouth  of  David  spake  before  concern- 
ing Judas,  which  was  guide  to  them  that  took 
Jesus :  for  he  was  numbered  with  us,  and  had 
obtained  part  of  this  ministry.  Now  this  man 
purchased  a  field  with  the  reward  of  iniquity; 
and  falling  headlong  he  burst  asunder  in  the 
midst,  and  all  his  bowels  gushed  out.  And  it 
was  known  unto  all  the  dwellers  at  Jerusalem, 
insomuch  as  that  field  is  called  in  their  proper 
tongue,  Aceldama,  that  is  to  say,  The  field  of 
blood.  For  it  is  written  in  the  book  of  Psalms, 
Let  his  habitation  be  desolate,  and  let  no  man 
dwell  therein;  and.  His  bishoprick  let  another 
take.  Wherefore,  of  these  men  which  have  com- 
panied  with  us  all  the  time  that  the  Lord  Jesus 
went  in  and  out  among  us,  beginning  from  the 
baptism  of  John,  unto  that  same  day  that  he 
was  taken  up  from  us,  must  one  be  ordained  to 
be  a  witness  with  us  of  his  resurrection.  And 
they  appointed  two,  Joseph  called  Barsabas,  who 
was  surnamed  Justus,  and  Matthias.  And  they 
prayed,  and  said,  Thou,  Lord,  which  knowest 
the  hearts  of  all  men,  shew  whether  of  these 
two  thou  hast  chosen ;  that  he  may  take  part 
of  this  ministry  and  apostleship,  fr<»n  which 
Judas  by  tran^ession  fell,  that  he  might  go  to 
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his  own  place.  And  they  gave  forth  their  lots; 
and  the  lot  fell  upon  Matthias,  and  he  was  num- 
bered with  the  eleven  Apostles. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  Matth.  xi.  25. 

AT  that  time  Jesus  answered  and  said,  I  thank 
.  thee,  O  Father,  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth, 
because  thou  hast  hid  these  things  from  the  wise 
and  prudent,  and  hast  revealed  them  unto  babes. 
Even  so,  Father,  for  so  it  seemed  good  in  thy 
sight.  All  things  are  delivered  unto  me  of  my 
Father :  and  no  man  knoweth  the  Son,  but  the 
Father;  neither  knoweth  any  man  the  Father, 
save  the  Son,  and  he  to  whomsoever  the  Son 
will  reveal  him.  Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that  la- 
bour and  are  heavy  laden,  and  I  will  give  you 
rest.  Take  my  yoke  upon  you,  and  learn  of  me ; 
for  I  am  meek  and  lowly  in  heart:  and  ye  shall 
find  rest  unto  your  souls.  For  my  yoke  is  easy, 
and  my  burden  is  light.

AND  in  the  sixth  month  the  angel  Gabriel 
,  was  sent  from  God  unto  a  city  of  Galilee 
named  Nazareth,  to  a  Virgin  espoused  to  a  man 
whose  name  was  Joseph,  of  the  house  of  David ; 
and  the  Virgin's  name  was  Mary.  And  the  angel 
came  in  unto  her,  and.  said.  Hail,  thou  that  art 
highly  favoured,  the  Lord  is  with  thee;  blessed 
art  thou  among  women.  And  when  she  saw  him 
she  was  troubled  at  his  saying,  and  cast  in  her 
mind  what  manner  of  salutation  this  should  be. 
And  the  angel  said  unto  her,  Fear  not,  Mary; 
for  thou  hast  found  favour  with  God.  And  be- 
hold, thou  shalt  conceive  in  thy  womb,  and  bring 
forth  a  Son,  and  shalt  call  his  name  JESUS.  He 
shall  be  gi'eat,  and  shall  be  called  the  Son  of  the 
Highest;  and  the  Lord  God  shall  give  unto  him 
the  throne  of  his  father  David.  And  he  shall 
reign  over  the  house  of  Jacob  for  ever ;  and  of 
his  kingdom  there  shall  be  no  end.  Then  said 
Mary  unto  the  angel.  How  shall  this  be,  seeing 
I  know  not  a  man?  And  the  angel  answered 
and  said  unto  her.  The  Holy  Ghost  shall  come 
upon  thee,  and  the  power  of  the  Highest  shall 
overshadow  thee :  therefore  also  that  holy  thing 
which  shall  be  bom  of  thee  shall  be  called  the 
Son  of  God.    And  behold,  thy  cousin  Elizabeth 
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afae  hath  also  conceived  a  son  in  her  old  age; 
and  this  is  the  sixth  month  with  her  who  was 
called  barren :  for  with  God  nothing  shall  be 
impossible.  And  Mary  said,  Behold  the  handmaid 
of  the  Lord;  be  it  unto  me  according  to  thy 
word.   And  the  angel  departed  from  her. 

THE  COLLECT. 

0  ALMIGHTY  God,  who  hast  instructed  thy 
holy  Church  with  the  heavenly  doctrine  of 
thy  Evangelist  Saint  Mark ;  Give  us  grace,  that, 
being  not  like  children  carried  away  with  every 
blast  of  vain  doctrine,  we  may  be  established  in 
the  truth  of  thy  holy  Gospel ;  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 

THE  EPISTLE.    Ephes.  iv.  7- 

UNTO  every  one  of  us  is  given  grace,  accord- 
ing to  the  measure  of  the  gift  of  Christ. 
Wherefore  he  saith,  When  he  ascended  up  on 
high,  he  led  captivity  captive,  and  gave  gitts 
unto  men.  (Now  that  he  ascended,  what  is  it  but 
that  he  also  descended  first  into  the  lower  parts 
of  the  eai'th?  He  that  descended  is  the  same 
also  that  ascended  up  far  above  all  heavens,  that 
he  might  fill  all  things.)  And  he  gave  some  Apo- 
stles, and  some  Prophets,  and  some  Evangelists, 
and  some  Pastors  and  Teachers ;  for  the  perfect- 
ing of  the  saints,  for  the  work  of  the  ministry, 
for  the  edifying  of  the  body  of  Christ ;  till  we  all 
come  in  the  unity  of  the  faith,  and  of  the  know- 
ledge of  the  Son  of  God,  unto  a  perfect  man, 
unto  the  measure  of  the  stature  of  the  fulness  of 
Christ ;  that  we  henceforth  be  no  more  children, 
tossed  to  and  fro,  and  carried  about  with  eveiy 
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wind  of  doctrine,  by  the  sleight  of  men,  and  cun- 
ning craftiness,  whereby  they  lie  in  wait  to  de- 
ceive ;  but  speaking  the  truth  in  love,  may  grow 
up  into  him  in  all  things,  which  is  the  head,  even 
Christ :  from  whom  the  whole  body  fitly  joined 
together,  and  compacted  by  that  which  every 
joint  supplieth,  according  to  the  effectual  work- 
ing in  the  measure  of  every  part,  maketh  in- 
crease of  the  body,  unto  the  edifying  of  itself  in 
love. 

THE  OOSPEL.     St.  John  xr.  I. 

I  AM  the  true  vine,  and  my  Father  is  the  hus- 
bandman. Every  bi*anch  in  me  that  beareth 
not  fruit  he  taketh  away ;  and  every  branch  that 
beareth  fruit,  he  purgeth  it,  that  it  may  bring 
forth  more  fruit.  Now  ye  are  clean  through  the 
word  which  I  have  spoken  unto  you.  Abide  in 
me,  and  I  in  you.  As  the  branch  cannot  hear 
fruit  of  itself,  except  it  abide  in  the  vine ;  no 
more  can  ye,  except  ye  abide  in  me.  I  am  the 
vine,  ye  are  the  branches.  He  that  abideth  in 
me,  and  I  in  him,  the  same  bringeth  forth  much 
fruit ;  for  without  me  ye  can  do  nothing.  If  a 
man  abide  not  in  me,  he  is  cast  forth  as  a  branch, 
and  is  withered ;  and  men  gather  them,  and  cast 
them  into  the  fire,  and  they  are  burned.  If  ye 
abide  in  me,  and  my  words  abide  in  you,  ye  shall 
ask  what  ye  will,  and  it  shall  be  done  unto  you. 
Herein  is  my  Father  glorified,  that  ye  bear  much 
fruit ;  so  shall  ye  be  my  disciples.  As  the  Fa^ 
ther  hath  loved  me,  so  have  I  loved  you  :  con- 
tinue  ye  in  my  love.  If  ye  keep  my  command- 
ments, ye  shall  abide  in  my  love ;  even  as  I  have 
kept  my  Father's  commandments,  and  abide  in 
his  love.    These  things  have  I  spoken  unto  yaa.

But  let  patience  have  her  perfect 
work,  that  ye  may  be  perfect  and  entire,  want- 
ing nothing.  If  any  of  you  lack  wisdom,  let  him 
ask  of  God,  that  ^veth  to  all  men  liberally,  and 
nphraideth  not,  and  it  shall  be  given  him.  But 
let  him  ask  in  faith,  nothing  wavering;  for  he 
that  wavereth  is  like  a  wave  of  the  sea,  driven 
with  the  wind,  and  tossed.  For  let  not  that 
man  think  that  he  shall  receive  any  thing  of 
the  Lord.  A  double-minded  man  is  unstable  in 
all  his  ways.  Let  the  brother  of  low  degree  re- 
joice in  that  he  is  exalted;  but  the  rich  in  that 
he  is  made  low ;  because  as  the  flower  of  the 
grass  he  shall  pass  away.  For  the  sun  is  no 
sooner  risen  with  a  burning  heat,  but  it  wither- 
eth  the.  grass, .  and  the  flower  thereof  falletb, 
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-and  the  grace  of  the  fashion  of  it  perisheth :  so 
also  shall  the  rich  man  fade  away  in  his  ways. 
Blessed  is  the  man  that  endureth  temptation; 
for  when  he  is  tried,  he  shall  receive  the  crown 
of  life,  which  the  Lord  hath  promised  to  tiiem 
that  love  him. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St.  John  xiy.  l . 

AND  Jesus  said  unto  his  disciples.  Let  not 
_  your  heart  he  troubled ;  ye  believe  in  God, 
believe  also  in  me.  In  my  Father's  house  are 
many  mansions ;  if  it  were  not  so,  I  would  have 
told  you.  I  go  to  prepsu%  a  place  for  you :  uid 
if  I  go  and  prepare  a  place  for  you,  I  will  come 
again,  and  receive  you  unto  myself,  that  where 
I  am,  there  ye  may  be  also.  And  whither  I  go 
ye  know,  and  the  way  ye  know.  Thomas  saith 
unto  him.  Lord,  we  know  not  whither  thou  go- 
est,  and  how  can  we  know  the  way  ?  Jesus  saith 
unto  him,  I  am  the  way,  the  truth,  and  the  life : 
no  man  cometh  unto  the  Father  but  by  me.  If 
ye  had  known  me,  ye  should  have  known  my 
Father  also :  and  from  henceforth  ye  know  him, 
and  have  seen  him.  Philip  saith  unto  him,  Lord, 
shew  us  the  Father,  and  it  sufficeth  ua.  Jesua 
saith  unto  him.  Have  I  been  so  long  time  with 
you,  and  yet  hast  thou  not  known  me,  Philip  ? 
He  that  hath  seen  me  hath  seen  the  Father; 
and  how  sayest  thou  then.  Shew  us  the  Father  ? 
Believest  thou  npt  that  I  am  in  the  Father,  and 
the  Father  in  me?  The  words  that  I  speak  un- 
to you  I  speak  not  of  myself;  but  the  Father 
that  dwelleth  in  me,  he  doeth  the  works.  Be- 
lieve me,  that  I  am  in  the  Father,  and  the  Fa- 
ther in  me;  or  else  believe  me  for  the  very 
works*  sake.    Verily,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  He 
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that  believeth  on  me,  the  works  that  I  do  shall 
he  do  alBo ;  and  greater  works  than  these  shall 
he  do ;  because  I  go  unto  my  Father.  And  what- 
soever ye  shall  ask  in  my  Name,  that  will  I 
do,  that  the  Father  may  foe  glorified  in  the  Son. 
If  ye  shall  ask  any  thing  in  my  Name,  I  will 
do  it.

TIDINGS  of  these  things  came  unto  the  ears 
of  the  Church  which  was  in  Jerusalem;

go  as  far  as  Antioch.  Who,  when  he  came,  and 
had  seen  the  grace  of  God,  was  glad ;  and  ex- 
horted them  all,  that  with  purpose  of  heart  they 
would  cleave  unto  the  Lord.  For  he  was  a  good 
man,  and  full  of  the  holy  Ghost,  and  of  faith : 
and  much  people  was  added  unto  the  Lord.  Then 
.departed  Barnabas  to  Tarsus,  for  to  seek  Saul. 
-And  when  he  had  found  him,  he  brought  him 
unto  Antioch.  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  a  whole 
year  they  assembled  themselves  with  the  Church, 
and  taught  much  people :  and  the  disciples  were 
called  Christians  first  in  Antioch.  And  in  these 
days  came  prophets  from  Jerusalem  unto  An- 
tioch. And  there  stood  up  one  of  them  named 
Agabu^  and  signified  foy  the  Spirit,  that  there 
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should  be  great  dearth  throughout  all  the  world ; 
which  came  to  pass  in  the  days  of  Claudius  Cae- 
sar. Then  the  disciples,  every  man  according  to 
his  abiUty»  determined  to  send  relief  unto  the 
brethren  which  dwelt  in  Judsea.  Which  also 
they  did,  and  sent  it  to  the  elders  by  the  hands 
of  Barnabas  and  Saul. 

THE  GOSPEL.    St-  John  xv.  12. 

THIS  is  my  commandment,  That  ye  love  one 
another,  as  I  have  loved  you.  Greater  love 
hath  no  man  than  this,  that  a  man  lay  down 
his  life  for  his  friends.  Ye  are  my  friends,  if  ye 
do  whatsoever  I  command  you.  Henceforth  I 
call  you  not  servants;  for  the  servant  knoweth 
not  what  his  lord  doeth :  but  I  have  called  you 
friends ;  for  all  things  that  I  have  heard  of  my 
Father  I  have  made  known  unto  you.

Speak  ye  comfortably  to  Jerusa- 
lem, and  cry  unto  her,  That  her  warfare  is  accom- 
pli^ed;  that  her  iniquity  is  pardoned:  for  she 
hath  received  of  the  Lord's  hand  double  for  all 
her  sins.  The  voice  of  him  that  crieth  in  the  wil- 
derness, Prepare  ye  the  way  of  the  Lord,  make 
straight  in  the  desert  a  high-way  for  our  God. 
Every  valley  shall  be  exalted,  and  every  mountain 
and  hill  shall  be  made  low,  and  the  crooked  shall 
be  made  straight,  and  the  rough  places  plain.  And 
the  glory  of  the  Lord  shall  be  revealed,  and  all 
flesh  shall  see  it  tc^ether:  for  the  mouth  of  the 
Lord  hath  ^wken  it.  The  voice  said.  Cry.  And 
he  said.  What  shall  I  cry?  All  flesh  is  grass,  and 
all  the  goodliness  thereof  is  as  the  flower  of  the 
field.  The  grass  withereth,  the  flower  fadeth, 
because  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  bloweth  upon  it : 
surely  the  people  is  grass.  The  grass  wi^ereth, 
the  flower  &deth ;  but  the  word  of  our  God  shall 
stand  for  ever.  O  Zion,  that  bringest  good  tidings, 
get  thee  up  into  the  high  mountain :  O  Jerusa- 
lem, that  bringest  good  tidings,  lift  up  thy  voice 
with  strength ;  lift  it  up,  be  not  afraid :  say  unto 
the  cities  of  Judah,  Behold  your  God.  Behold,  the 
Lord  God  will  come  with  strong  hand,  and  his 
arm  shall  rule  for  him:  behold,  his  reward  is 
with  him,  and  his  work  before  him.  He  shall  feed 
his  flock  like  a  shepherd;  be  shall  gather  the 
lambs  with  his  arm,  and  cari-y  them  in  his  bosom, 
and  shall  gently  lead  those  that  are  with  young. 

THE  QOSPEL.    St.  Lnke  i.  57- 

ELISABETH'S  full  tune  came  that  she  should 
be  delivered ;  and  she  brought  forth  a  son^ 
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And  her  neighbours  and  her  cousins  heard  how 
the  Lord  had  shewed  great  mercy  upon  her; 
and  they  rejoiced  with  her.  And  it  came  to 
pass,  that  on  the  eighth  day  they  came  to  cir- 
cumcise the  child;  and  they  called  him  Zacha- 
rias,  after  the  name  of  his  father.  And  his  mo- 
ther answered  and  said.  Not  so;  but  he  shall 
be  called  John.  And  they  said  unto  her,  There 
is  none  of  thy  kindred  that  is  called  by  this 
name.  And  they  made  signs  to  his  father,  how 
he  would  have  him  called.  And  he  asked  for 
a  writing-table,  and  wrote,  saying,  His  name  is 
John.  And  they  marvelled  all.  And  his  mouth 
was  opened  immediately,  and  his  tongue  loosed, 
and  he  spake,  and  praised  God.  And  fear  came 
on  all  that  dwelt  round  about  them ;  and  all 
these  sayings  were  noised  abroad  throughout  all 
the  hill-country  of  Judaea.  And  all  they  that 
had  heard  them  l^d  them  up  in  their  hearts, 
saying.  What  manner  of  child  shall  this  be  ?  And 
the  hand  of  the  Lord  was  with  him.  And  his 
father  Zacharias  was  filled  with  the  holy  Ghost, 
and  prophesied,  saying,  Blessed  be  the  Lord  God 
of  Israel:  for  he  hath  visited  and  redeemed  his 
people,  and  hath  raised  up  an  horn  of  salvation 
for  us  in  the  house  of  bis  servant  David ;  as  he 
spake  by  the  mouth  of  his  holy  prophets,  which 
have  he&a  since  the  world  began  ;  that  we  should 
be  saved  from  our  enemies,  and  from  the  hand 
of  all  that  hate  us;  to  perform  the  mercy  pro- 
mised to  our  fathers,  and  to  remember  his  holy 
covenant;  the  oath  which  he  sware  to  our  &■ 
ther  Abraham,  that  he  would  grant  unto  us,  that 
we,  being  delivered  out  of  the  hands  of  our  ene- 
mies, might  serve  him  without  fear,  in  holiness 
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and  righteousness  before  him  all  the  days  of  onr 
life.  And  thou.  Child*  shalt  be  called  the  Pro- 
phet of  the  Highest:  for  thou  shalt  go  before 
the  fac»  of  the  Lord  to  prepare  his  ways;  to 
give  knowledge  of  salvation  unto  his  people,  by 
the  remission  of  their  sins,  through  the  tender 
mercy  of  our  Grod,  whereby  the  day-spring  from 
on  high  hath  visited  us;  to  give  light  to  them 
that  sit  in  darkness  and  in  the  shadow  of  death, 
to  guide  our  feet  into  the  way  of  peace.  And 
the  ctdld  grew,  and  waxed  strong  in  spirit ;  and 
was  in  the  deserts  till  the  day  of  his  shewing 
unto  Israel.

ABOUT  that  time  Herod  the  king  stretched 
.  forth  his  hands  to  vex  certain  of  the  Church. 
And  he  killed  James  the  brother  of  John  with 
the  sword.  And,  because  he  saw  it  pleased  the 
Jews,  he  proceeded  further  to  take  Peter  also. 
(Then  were  the  days  of  unleavened  bread.)  And 
when  he  had  apprehended  him,  he  put  him  in 
prison,  and  delivered  him  to  four  quaternions  of 
soldiers  to  keep  him,  intending  after  Easter  to 
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bring  him  forth  to  the  people.  Peter  tlietefore 
was  kept  in  prison ;  but  prayer  was  made  witii- 
out  ceasing  of  the  Church  unto  God  for  him. 
And  when  Herod  would  have  brought  him  forth, 
the  same  nij^t  Peter  was  sleeping  between  two 
soldiers,  bound  with  two  chains ;  and  the  keep- 
ers before  the  door  kept  the  prison.  And  behold^ 
the  angel  of  the  Lord  came  upon  him,  and  a 
light  shined  in  the  prison ;  and  he  smote  Peter 
ou  the  side,  and  raised  him  up,  saying,  Arise  up 
quickly.  And  his  chains  fell  off  from  his  hands. 
And  the  angel  said  unto  him,  Gird  thyself  and 
bind  on  thy  sandals:  and  so  he  did.  And  he 
saith  unto  him.  Cast  thy  garment  about  thee, 
and  foUow  me.  And  he  went  out  and  followed 
him ;  and  wist  not  that  it  was  true  which  was 
d(me  by  tibe  angel ;  but  thought  he  saw  a  vision.

Ye  sh^l  drink  indeed  of  my  cup,  and 
be  baptized  with  the  baptism  that  I  am  baptized 
with :  but  to  sit  on  my  right  hand,  and  on  my 
left,  is  not  mine  to  give;  but  it  shall  be  given 
to  them  for  whom  it  is  prepared  of  my  Father. 
And  when  the  ten  heard  it,  they  were  moved 
with  indignation  against  the  two  brethren.  But 
Jesus  called  them  untd  him,  and  said.  Ye  know 
that  the  princes  of  the  Gentiles  exercise  domi- 
nion over  them,  and  they  that  are  great  exercise 
authority  upon  them.  But  it  shall  not  be  so 
among  you :  but  whosoever  will  be  great  among 
you,  let  him  be  your  minister;  and  whosoever 
will  be  chief  among  you,  let  him  be  your  ser- 
vant :  even  as  the  Son  of  man  came  not  to  be 
ministered  unto,  but  to  minister,  and  to  give  his 
jife  a  ransom  for  many.

There  came  also  a  mul- 
titude out  of  the  cities  round  about  unto  Jeru- 
salem, bringing  sick  folks,  and  them  which  were 
vexed  with  unclean  spirits ;  and  they  were  heal- 
ed every  one.

AND  there  was  also  a  strife  among  them, 
which  of  them  should  be  accounted  the 
greatest.  And  he  said  unto  them.  The  kings  of 
the  Gentiles  exercise  lordship  over  them ;  and 
they  that  exercise  authority  upon  them  are  call- 
ed benefactors.  But  ye  shall  not  be  so:  but  he 
that  is  greatest  among  you,  let  him  be  as  the 
younger;  and  he  that  is  chief,  as  he  that  doth 
serve.

thee  to  enter  into  life  halt  or  maimed,  rather 
than  having  two  hands  or  two  feet  to  be  oast 
into  everlasting  fire.  And  if  thine  eye  o£fend 
thee,  pluck  it  out,  and  cast  it  from  thee:  it  is 
better  for  thee  to  enter  into  life  with  one  eye, 
rather  than  having  two  eyes  to  be  cast  into 
faell-fire.  Take  heed  that  ye  despise  not  one  of 
these  little  ones ;  for  I  say  unto  you,  That  in 
heaven  their  angels  do  always  behold  the  face 
of  my  Father  which  is  in  heaven.

I 
wiU  therefore  put  you  in  remembrance,  though 
ye  once  knew  this,  how  that  the  Lord,  having 
saved  the  people  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  after- 
ward destroyed  them  that  believed  not.  And  the 
angels  which  kept  not  their  first  estate,  but  left 
their  own  habitation,  he  hath  reserved  in  everlast^ 
ing  chains  under  darkness  unto  the  judgement 
of  the  great  day.  Even  as  Sodom  and  Gomor- 
rha,  and  the  cities  about  them  in  like  manner 
giving  themselves  over  to  fornication,  and  going 
after  strange  flesh,  are  set  forth  for  an  example, 
suffering  the  vengeance  of  eternal  fire.  Like- 
vrise  also  these  filthy  dreamers  defile  the  flesh, 
demise  dominion,  and  speak  evil  of  dignities.

own :  but  because  ye  are  not  of  the  world,  but 
I  have  chosen  you  out  of  the  world,  therefore 
the  world  hateth  you.

If  I  had  not  come  and  spoken  unto  them,  they 
had  not  had  sin:  but  now  they  have  no  cloke 
for  their  sin.  He  that  hateth  me  hateth  my  Fa^ 
ther  fdso.  If  I  had  not  done  among  them  the 
works  which  none  other  man  did,  they  had  not 
had  sin ;  but  now  have  they  both  seen,  and  hated 
both  me  and  my  Father.  But  this  cometh  to 
pass,  that  the  word  might  be  fulfilled  that  is 
written  in  their  law.  They  hated  me  without  a 
cause.  But  when  the  Comforter  is  come,  whom 
I  will  send  unto  you  from  the  Father,  even  the 
Spirit  of  truth,  which  proceedeth  from  the  Fa- 
ther, he  shall  testify  of  me.  And  ye  also  shall 
bear  witness,  because  ye  have  been  with  me  from 
the  beginning.

DEARLY  beloved,  on day  next  I  pur- 
pose, through  God's  assistance,  to  adminis- 
ter to  all  such  as  shall  be  religiously  and  devoutly 
disposed  the  most  comfortable  Sacrament  of  the 
Body  and  Blood  of  Christ;  to  be  by  them  re- 
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oeived  in  rememhrance  of  his  meritorious  Cros? 
and  Passion ;  whereby  alone  we  obtain  remission 
of  our  sins,  and  are  made  partakers  of  the  King* 
dom  of  heaven.  Wherefore  it  is  onr  duty  to  ren> 
der  most  humble  and  hearty  thanks  to  Almighty 
God  our  heavenly  Father,  for  that  he  hath  given 
his  Son  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  not  only  to  die 
for  ns,  but  also  to  be  our  spiritual  food  and  sus^ 
tenance  In  that  holy  Sacrament.

.sinfiilnesa,  and  to  confess  yourselves  to  Almighty 
God,  with  full  purpose  of  amendment  of  life.  And 
if  ye  shall  perceive  your  offences  to  be  such  as 
are  not  only  against  God,  but  also  against  your 
neighbours;  then  ye  shall  reconcile  yourselves 
unto  them ;  being  ready  to  make  restitution  and 
satis&ction,  according  to  the  uttermost  of  your 
powers,  for  all-  injuries  and  wrongs  done  by  you 
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to  any  other;  and  being  likewise  ready  to  for- 
give others  that  have  ofiended  you,  as  ye  would 
hare  forgiveness  of  your  offences  at  God's  hand : 
for  otherwise  the  receiving  of  the  holy  Commu- 
nion doth  nothing  else  but  increase  your  damna- 
tion. Therefore  if  any  of  you  be  a  blasphemer 
of  God,  an  hinderer  or  slanderer  of  his  Word, 
an  adulterer,  or  be  in  malice,  or  envy,  or  in 
any  other  grievous  crime,  repent  you  of  your 
sins,  or  else  come  not  to  that  holy  Table;  lest, 
after  the  taking  of  that  holy  Sacrament,  the  devil 
enter  into  you*  as  he  entered  into  Judas,  and  fill 
you  full  of  all  iniquities,  and  bring  you  to  de- 
struction both  of  body  and  soul. 

And  because  it  is  requisite,  that  no  man  should 
come  to  the  holy  Communion,  but  with  a  full 
trust  in  God's  mercy,  and  with  a  quiet  consci- 
ence ;  therefore  if  there  be  any  of  you,  who  by 
this  means  cannot  quiet  his  own  conscience  here- 
in, but  requireth  further  comfort  or  counsel,  let 
him  come  to  me,  or  to  some  other  discreet  and 
learned  Minister  of  God's  Word,  and  open  his 
grief;  that  by  the  ministry  of  God's  holy  Word 
he  may  receive  the  benefit  of  absolution,  toge- 
ther witli  ghostly  counsel  and  advice,  to  the 
quieting  of  his  conscience,  and  avoiding  of  all 
scruple  and  doubtfulness. 

V  Or,  in  eate  he  shall  tee  ihe  people  negligent  to  came  to  the  holy  Commu~ 
nion,  instead  <^tke/onaer,  he  shaU  tue  this  Exhortation. 

T"VEARLY  beloved  brethren,  on I  in- 

I  '  tend,  by  God's  grace,  to  celebrate  the  Lord's 
Supper:  unto  which,  in  God's  behalf,  I  bid  you 
all  that  are  here  present;  and  beseech  you,  for 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ's  sake,  that  ye  will  not 
refuse  to  come  thereto,  being  so  lovingly  called 
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and  bidden  by  God  himself.  Ye  know  how  grier- 
CDS  and  unkind  a  thing  it  is,  when  a  man  hath 
•prepared  a  rich  feast,  decked  his  table  with  all 
kind  of  provision,  so  that  there  lacketh  nothing 
-bat  the  guests  to  sit  down ;  and  yet  they  who 
:are  called  (without  any  cause)  most  unthaiikfully 
refuse  to  come.  Which  of  you  in  such  a  case 
would  not  be  moved?  Who  would  not  think  a 
■great  injuiy  and  wrong  done  nnto  him  ?  Where- 
fore, most  dearly  beloved  in  Christ,  take  ye  good 
heed,  lest  ye,  withdrawing  yourselves  from  this 
holy  Supper,  provoke  God's  indignation  against 
you.  It  is  an  easy  matter  for  a  man  to  say,  I 
will  not  communicate,  because  I  am  othei'wise 
hindered  with  worldly  business.  But  such  ex- 
cuses are  not  so  easily  accepted  and  allowed  be- 
fore God.  If  any  man  say,  I  am  a  grievous  sin- 
ner, and  therefore  am  afraid  to  come :  wherefore 
then  do  ye  not  repent  and  amend  ?  When  God 
calleth  you,  are  ye  not  ashamed  to  say  ye  will 
not  c(mie  ?  When  ye  should  return  to  God,  will 
ye  excuse  yourselves,  and  say  ye  are  not  ready  ? 
Consider  earnestly  with  yourselves  how  little 
such  feigned  excuses  will  avail  before  God.  They 
that  refused  the  feast  in  the  Gospel,  because  they 
had  bought  a  farm,  or  would  try  their  yokes  of 
oxen,  or  because  they  w&ve  married,  were  not 
so  excused,  but  counted  unworthy  of  the  hea- 
venly feast.  I,  for  my  part,  shall  be  ready ;  and, 
according  to  mine  Office,  I  bid  you  in  the  Name 
of  God,  I  call  you  in  Christ's  behalf,  I  exhort 
you,  as  ye  love  your  own  salvation,  that  ye  will 
be  partakers  of  this  holy  Communion.  And  as 
the  Son  of  God  did  vouchsafe  to  yield  up  his 
soul  by  death  upon  the. Cross  for  your  salvation; 
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so  it  is  your  duty  to  receive  the  Communion  in 
remembrance  of  the  sacrifice  of  his  death,  as  he 
himself  hath  commanded:  which  if  ye  shall  neg- 
lect to  do,  consider  with  yourselves  how  great 
injury  ye  do  unto  God,  and  how  sore  punish- 
ment hangeth  over  your  heads  for  the  same; 
when  ye  wilfully  abstain  firom  the  Lord's  Table, 
and  separate  from  your  brethreo,  who  come  to 
feed  on  the  banquet  of  that  most  heavenly  food. 
These  things  if  ye  earnestly  consider,  ye  will  by 
God's  grace  return  to  a  better  mind :  for  the  ob- 
taining whereof  we  shall  not  cease  to  make  our 
humble  petitions  unto  Almighty  God  our  hea- 
venly Father. 

IT  At  Ike  time  of  the  cekbralion  cf  the  Conrmunwn,  the  CommunicanU 
being  conveniently  placed  Jot  the  receiving  of  the  hiiltf  Sacrament,  tht 
Prtett  shall  say  this  Exhortation. 

DEARLY  beloved  in  the  Lord,  ye  that  mind 
to  come  to  the  holy  Communion  of  the 
Body  and  Blood  of  our  Saviour  Christ,  must 
consider  how  Saint  Paul  exhortetii  all  persons 
diligently  to  try  and  examine  themselves,  before 
they  presume  to  eat  of  that  Bread,  and  drink 
of  that  Cup..  For  as  the  benefit  is  great,  if  with 
a  true  penitent  heart  and  lively  inith  we  receive 
that  holy  Sacrament ;  (for  then  we  spiritually  eat 
the  flesh  of  Christ,  and  drink  his  blood;  then 
we  dwell  in  Christ,  and  Christ  in  us;  we  are 
one  with  Christ,  and  Christ  with  us;)  so  is  the 
danger  gi'eat,  if  we  receive  the  same  unworthily. 
For  then  we  are  guilty  of  the  Body  and  Blood 
of  Christ  our  Saviour;  we  eat  and  drink  our  own 
damnation,  not  considering  the  Lord's  Body; 
we  kindle  God's  wrath  against  us ;  we  provoke 
him  to  plague  us  with  divers  diseases,  and  sundry 
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kinds  of  death.  Judge  therefore  yourselves,  bre- 
thren, that  ye  be  not  judged  of  the  Lord ;  re- 
pent you  truly  for  your  sins  past ;  have  a  lively 
and  stedfast  faith  in  Christ  our  Saviour ;  amend 
your  lives,  and  be  in  perfect  charity  with  all 
men ;  so  shall  ye  be  meet  partakers  of  those 
holy  mysteries.  And  above  all  things  ye  must 
give  most  humble  and  hearty  thanks  to  God,  the 
Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  for  the 
redemption  of  the  world  by  the  death  and  pas- 
sion of  our  Saviour  Christ,  both  God  and  man ; 
who  did  humble  himself,  even  to  the  death  upon 
the  Cross,  for  us,  miserable  sinners,  who  lay  in 
darkness  and  the  shadow  of  death ;  that  he  might 
make  us  the  children  of  God«  and  exalt  us  to 
everlasting  life.  And  to  the  end  that  we  should 
alway  remember  the  exceeding  great  love  of  our 
Master,  and  only  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ,  thus  dy- 
ing for  us,  and  the  innumerable  benefits  which 
by  his  precious  blood-shedding  he  hath  obtain-^ 
ed  to  us;  he  hath  instituted  and  ordained  holy 
mysteries,  as  pledges  of  his  love,  and  for  a  con- 
tinual remembrance  of  his  death,  to  our  great 
and  endless  comfort.

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T  And  in  Cathedral  and  Collegiate  Ckurche*,  and  CoUegu,  mhere  there 
are  many  PriesU  and  Deacons,  theif  shall  all  receive  the  Comviunion 
with  the  Priest  every  Sunday  at  the  least,  except  they  have  a  reasom- 
able  cause  to  the  contrary.

IT  The  Bread  and  Wine  for  the  Communion  shall  beprmnded  by  the 
Curate  and  the  Church-tvardens  at  the  charges  of  the  Parish. 

V  And  note,  that  every  Parishioner  shall  communicate  at  the  least  three 
times  in  the  year,  of  tvhich  Easter  la  be  one.  And  yearly  at  Easter 
every  Parishioner  shall  reckon  with  the  Parson,  Vicar,  or  Curate,  or 
his  or  their  Deputy  or  Deputies ;  and  pay  to  them  or  him  all  Ecclesi- 
astical Duties,  accuilomably  due,  then  and  at  that  time  to  be  paid. 

IT  After  the  Divine  Service  ended,  the  money  given  at  the  Offertory  shall 
be  disposed  of  to  such  pious  and  charitable  uses,  at  the  Minister  and 
Church-tvardens  shall  think  Jit.  Wherein  if  they  disagree,  it  shall  be 
disposed  of  as  the  Ordinary  shall  appoinl. 


"  AITHEREAS  it  ia  ordained  in  this  Office  for  the  Administration  oF 
"  the  Lord's  Supper,  that  the  Communicants  should  receive  the  same 

"  kneeling ;  (which  order  is  well  meant,  for  a  signification  of  our  humble 
'*  and  eroteful  acknowledgement  of  the  benefits  of  Christ  therein  given 
'*  to  ail  worthy  Receivers,  and  for  the  avoiding  of  such  profiuiation  and 
''  disorder  in  the  holy  Communion,  as  might  otherwise  ensue ;)  yet,  lest 
''  the  same  kneeling  should  by  anv  persons,  either  out  of  ignorance  and 
"  infirmity,  or  out  of  malice  uid  obstinacy,  be  misconstrued  and  de- 
"  praved ;  It  is  hereby  declared,  That  thereby  no  adoration  is  intended, 
''  or  ought  to  be  done,  either  unto  the  Sacramental  Brettd  or  Wine  there 
'  bodily  received,  or  unto  any  Corporal  Presence  of  Christ's  natural 
"  Flesh  and  Blood.  For  the  Sacramental  Bread  and  Wine  remain  stitl 
"  in  their  ve^  natural  substances,  and  therefore  may  not  be  adored ;  (for 
"  that  were  Idolatry,  to  be  abhorred  of  all  faithful  Christians;)  and  tlie 
"  natural  Body  and  Btood  of  our  Saviour  Christ  are  in  Heaven,  and  not 
"  here ;  it  being  against  the  truth  of  Christ's  natural  Body  to  be  at  one 
"  time  in  more  places  than  one."

PUBLICK  BAPTISM  OF  INFANTS. 

TO  BE  USED  IN  THE  CHURCH. 


V  The  ptopU  are  la  be  admonished,  thai  it  is  most  convenient  that  Bap- 
tism  should  not  be  administered  but  upon  Sundays,  and  other  Hoiif- 
daifs,  when  the  most  number  of  people  come  together  ;  as  nieli  for  that 


the  Congregation  there  present  may  testify  the  receiving  of  them  that 
be  nenly  baptized  into  the  number  of  Christ's  Church;  as  also  because 
in  the  Baptism  of  Infants  every  Man  present  may  be  put  in  remem- 
brance ofnis  oren  profession  made  to  God  in  his  Baptitm.  For  rvhich 
cause  also  it  is  expedient  that  Baptism  be  minittened  in  the  vulgar 
tongue.  Nevertheless,  {if  necessity  so  require,)  Children  may  be  bap- 
tised upon  any  other  day. 
V  And  note,  that  there  shall  bejor  every  Male-child  to  be  baptised  Imo 
Godfathers  and  one  Godmother  ;  and  for  every  Female,  one  Godfather 
and  two  Godmothers. 


^  When  there  are  Children  to  be  baptized,  the  Parents  shall  give  know- 
ledge thereof  over  night,  or  in  the  mm'ning  before  the  beginning  ^ 
Morning  Prayer,  to  the  Curate.  And  then  the  Godfathers  and  God- 
mothers, and  the  people  milk  the  Children,  must  be  ready  at  the  Font, 
either  immediately  afler  the   last  Lesson   at  Morning   Prayer,  or  else 


by  his  discretion  shall  appant.  And  the  Priest  coming  to  the  Font, 
(which  is  then  to  be  JUled  mith  pure  Water,)  and  standing  there, 
shall  say, 

XM.  ATH  tbis  Cbild  been  already  baptized,  or  no ? 

T  If  they  anmer.  No :  Then  shall  the  Priest  proceed  asfoiloreeth. 

DEARLY  beloved,  fbrasmucb  as  all  men  are  conceived 
and  born  in  ein;  and  that  our  Saviour  Christ  saith, 
None  can  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God,  except  he  be  re- 
generate and  bom  anew  of  Water  and  of  the  holy  Ghost ; 
I  beseech  you  to  call  upon  God  the  Father,  through  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that  of  his  bounteous  mercy  he  will 
grant  to  this  Child  that  thing  which  by  nature  he  cannot 
have;  that  he  may  be  baptized  with  Water  and  the  holy 
Ghost,  and  received  into  Christ's  holy  Church,  and  be  made 
a  livelif  member  of  the  same. 

f  Then  shall  the  Priest  say. 
Let  US  pray. 

ALMIGHTY  and  everlasting  God,  wlio  of  thy  great 
mercy  didst  save  Noah  and  his  iamily  in  the  ark 
from  j)erishing  by  water;    and  also  didst  safely  lead  the 
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children  of  Israel  tliy  people  through  the  Red  Sea,  figur- 
ing thereby  thy  holy  Baptism ;  and  by  the  Baptism  of  thy 
well-beloved  Son  Jesus  Christ,  in  the  river  Jordan,  didst 
saactify  Water  to  the  mystical  washing  away  of  sin ;  We 
beseech  thee,  for  thme  infinite  mercies,  that  thou  wilt 
mercifully  look  upon  this  Child;  wash  him  aad  sanctify 
him  with  the  holy  Ghost;  that  he,  being  delivered  from 
thy  wrath,  may  be  received  into  the  ark  of  Christ's  Church ; 
and  being  sted&st  in  faith,  joyful  through  hope,  and  rooted 
in  charity,  may  so  pass  the  waves  of  this  troublesome  world, 
that  finally  he  may  come  to  the  land  of  everlasting  life, 
there  to  reign  with  thee  world  without  end ;  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.    Amen. 

ALMIGHTY  and  immortal  God,  the  aid  of  all  that 
need,  the  helper  of  all  that  flee  to  thee  for  succour, 
the  life  of  them  that  believe,  and  the  resurrection  of  the 
dead;  We  call  upon  thee  for  this  Infant,  that  he,  coming 
to  thy  holy  Baptism,  may  receive  remission  of  his  sins  by 
spiritual  regeneration.  Receive  him,  O  Lord,  as  thou  hast 
promised  by  thy  well-beloved  Son,  saying,  Ask,  and  ye 
shall  have;  seek,  and  ye  shall  find;  knock,  and  it  shall 
be  opened  unto  you:  So  ^ve  now  unto  us  that  ask;  let 
us  that  seek  find ;  open  the  gate  unto  us  that  knock ;  that 
this  Infant  may  enjoy  the  everlasting  benediction  of  thy 
heavenly  washing,  and  may  come  to  the  eternal  kingdom 
-which  thou  hast  promised  by  Christ  our  Lord.  Amen. 
IT  Then  thatt  the  people  Hand  up,  and  the  Prietl  tkaH  tatf. 
Hear  the  words  of  the  Gospel,  written  by  Saint  Mark,  in 
the  tenth  Chapter,  at  the  thirteenth  Verse. 

THEY  brought  young  children  to  Christ,  that  he 
should  touch  them;  and  his  disciples  rebuked  those 
that  brought  them.  But  when  Jesus  saw  it,  he  was  much 
displeased,  and  said  unto  them.  Suffer  the  little  children  to 
come  unto  me,  and  forbid  them  not;  for  of  such  is  the 
kingdom  of  God.  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  Whosoever  shall 
not  receive  the  kingdom  of  God  as  a  little  child,  he  shall 
not  enter  therein.  And  he  took  them  up  in  his  arms,  put 
his  hands  upon  them,  and  blessed  them. 
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It  Afler  the  Gospel  it  read,  the  Minuter  shall  mate  this  brief  Exhortation 

upon  Ike  words  of  Ike  Gospel, 

BELOVED,  ye  hear  in  this  Gospel  the  words  of  our 
Saviour  Christ,  that  he  commanded  the  children  to 
be  brought  unto  him;  how  be  blamed  those  that  would 
bare  kept  them  from  him ;  how  be  exhortetb  all  men  to 
follow  their  inuocency.

in  OS  evermore.  Give  thy  holy  Spirit  to  0as  Infant,  that 
he  may  be  bom  again,  and  be  made  an  hew  of  everlasting 
salvation;  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  livetL  and 
relgneth  with  thee  and  the  Holy  Spirit,  now  and  for  ever.

DEARLY  beloved,  ye  have  brought  Mis  CMld  here 
to  be  baptized,  ye  have  prayed  that  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  would  vouchsafe  to  recave  Mm,  to  release  Mm  of 
Am  sins,  to  sanctify  Mm  with  the  holy  Ghost,  to  give  Mm 
the  kingdom  of  beaven,  and  everlasting  life.

Grant  that  all  carnal  affections  may  die  in  kirn,  and  that 
all  things  belonging  to  the  Spirit  may  live  and  grow  in  him. 
Amen. 

Grant  that  he  may  have  power  and  strength  to  hare 
victoiy,  and  to  triumph,  against  the  devil,  the  world,  and 
the  flesh.

FORASMUCH  as  t/tts  Child  hath  promiBed  by  you  Am 
BuretieB  to  renounce  the  devil  and  all  his  works,  to  be- 
lieve in  God,  and  to  serve  him ;  ye  must  remember,  that  it  - 
is  your  parts  and  duties  to  see  that  this  Infaid  be  taught, 
so  soon  as  he  shall  be  able  to  leun,  what  a  solemn  vow, 
promise,  and  profession,  he  hath  here  made  by  yon.  And 
that  he  may  know  these  things  the  better,  ye  shall  call 
upon  him  to  hear  Sermons;  and  chiefly  ye  shall  provide, 
that  he  may  learn  the  Creed,  the  Lord's  Prayer,  and  the 
Ten  Commandments,  in  the  vulgar  tongue,  and  all  other 
diiags  which  a  Christian  ought  to  know  and  believe  to 
his  soul's  health;  and  that  this  Child  may  be  virtuously 
brought  up  to  lead  a  godly  and  a  christian  life;  remem- 
bering always,  that  Baptism  doth  represent  unto  us  our 
profession ;  which  is,  to  follow  the  example  of  our  Saviour 
Christ,  and  to  be  made  like  unto  him ;  that,  as  he  died, 
and  rose  agtun  for  us,  so  should  we,  who  are  baptized,  die 
from  sin,  and  rise  again  unto  righteousness;  continually 
mortifying  all  our  evil  and  corrupt  affections,  and  daily 
proceeding  in  all  virtue  and  godliness  of  Uving. 

IT  Then  shall  he  add  and  say, 

YE  are  to  take  care  that  this  ChOd  be  brought  to  the 
Bishop  to  be  confirmed  by  him,  so  soon  as  he  can 
say  the  Creed,  the  Lord's  Prayer,  and  the  Ten  Command- 
ments, in  the  vulgar  tongue  and  be  fiirther  instructed  in 
the  Church-Catechism  set  forth  for  that  purpose. 

IT  is  certain  by  God's  Word,  that  Cliildren  which  are  baptized,  dying 
before  they  commit  actual  sin,  are  undoubtedly  SAved. 

To  take  aivay  all  scruple  concerning  the  use  of  the  sign  of  the  Cross 
is  Baptism;  the  true  explication  thereof,  and  the  just  reasons  for  the 
retaining  of  it,  may  be  seen  in  the  xxxth  Canon,  Urst  published  in  the

fl  The  Curates  of  every  Partth  thai!  oflert  admonish  the  people,  that  they 
defer  not  the  Baptism  of  Iheir  Children  longer  Ihan  the  Jirst  or  lecond 
Sunday  next  after  Ikei'r  birlk,  or  other  Holy-day  faUiitg  between,  un- 
less  upon  a  great  and  reasonable  cause,  to  be  approved  by  the  Curate. 

f  And  also  they  shall  tvarn  Ihem,  thai  tvilkout  like  great  cause  and  ne- 
cessitt/  ihcy  procure  not  Iheir  Children  to  be  baptized  at  home  in  their 
houses.  But  when  need  shall  compel  them  so  to  do,  then  Baptism 
shall  be  administered  on  tkisjashion: 

f  First,  let  the  Minister  of  the  Parish  (or,  in  his  absence,  any  other 
lawful  Minister  that  can  be  procured)  with  them  that  are  present  call 
upon  God,  and  say  the  lord's  Prayer,  and  so  many  of  the  Collects 
avpdnted  to  be  said  before  in  the  Form  of  Publick  Baptism,  as  the 
time   and   present    ej:igcnce    will   suffer.     And   then,  the    Child  being 

■  named  by  some  one  that  is  present,  the  Minister  shall  pour  Water 
upon  it,  saying  these  words; 

NX  baptize  thee  In  the  Name  of  the  Father, -and  of 
.  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost    Amen. 

%   Then,  all  kneeling   down,  the  Minister  shall   give   thanks  unto   God, 
and  say, 

WE  yield  thee  hearty  thanks,  most  merciful  Father, 
that  it  hath  pleased  thee  to  regenerate  this  Infant 
with  thy  holy  Spirit,  to  receive  Mm  for  thine  own  Child 
by  adoption,  and  to  incorporate  him  into  thy  holy  Church. 
And  we  humbly  beseech  thee  to  grant,  that  w  he  is  now 
made  partaker  of  the  death  of  thy  Son,  so  he  may  be  also 
of  his  resurrection ;  and  that  finally,  with  the  residue  of  thy 
Saints,  he  may  inherit  thine  everlasting  kingdom ;  through 
the  same  thy  Son  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

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IT  Bnl  if  the  Child  were  baptized  lif  any  other  lanful  Minister,  (hen  the 
Minister  of/he  Parish,  where  the  Child  mas  horn  or  chriglened,  shall 
examiKe  and  Irif  tvhether  the  Child  be  lanifuUy  baptized,  or  no.  In 
trhich  case,  if  those  that  bring  any  CkUd  to  the  Church  do  answer,  that 
ike  same  Child  is  already  baptized,  then  shall  the  Minister  examine 
them  further,  saying, 

BY  whom  was  tbis  Child  Iraptized  ? 
Who  was  preeent  when  this  Child  was  baptized  ? 
Because  some  things  essential  to  this  Sacrament  maf 
happen  to  be  omitted  through  fear  or  haste,  in  such  times 
of  extremity ;  therefore  I  demand  further  of  you, 
With  what  matter  was  this  Child  baptized  ? 
With  what  words  was  this  Child  baptized  ? 

IF  And  if  the  Minister  shall  find  by  the  answers  of  such  as  brinir  the 
Child,  that  all  things  were  done'as  they  ought  lo  be;  then  sk,i)l  not 
he  christen  the  Child  again,  but  shall  receive  him  as  one  of  the  flock 
of  true  christian  people,  saying  thus, 

I  CERTIFY  you,  that  in  this  case  all  is  well  done,  and 
according  unto  due  order,  concerning  the  baptizing  of 
this  Child;  who  being  bom  in  ori^nal  sin,  and  in  the 
wrath  of  God,  is  now,  by  the  laver  of  Regeneration  in  Bap- 
tism, received  into  the  number  of  the  children  of  God,  and 
heirs  of  everlasting  Me:  for  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  doth 
not  deny  his  grace  and  mercy  unto  such  In&nts,  but  most 
lovingly  doth  call  them  unto  him,  as  the  holy  Ciospel  doth 
witness  to  our  comfort  on  this  wise. 
St.  Mark  X.  13. 

THEY  brought  yoimg  children  to  Christ,  that  he  should 
touch  them ;  and  his  disciples  rebuked  those  that 
brought  them.  But  when  Jesus  saw  it,  he  was  much  dis- 
pleased, and  said  unto  them,  Sufier  the  little  children  to 
come  unto  me,  and  forbid  them  not ;  for  of  such  is  the  king- 
dom of  God.

'^ich  is  bom  of  the  flesb  is  flesh ;  and  that  which  is  bom 
of  the  Spirit  is  spirit.  Marvel  not  that  I  said  unto  tbe^ 
Ye  must  be  bom  again.  The  wind  blowetb  where  it  list- 
eth,  and  thou  hearest  the  sound  thereof;  but  canst  not  tell 
when<»  it  cometh,  and  whither  it  goeth:  so  is  every  one 
that  is  bom  of  the  Spirit. 

IT  After  mhich  he  shall  say  this  Exhortation  ftUcming. 

BELOVED,  ye  hear  in  this  Gospel  the  express  words 
of  our  Saviour  Christ,  that  except  a  man  be  bom  of 
water  and  of  the  Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom 
of  God.  Whereby  ye  may  perceive  the  great  necessity  of 
this  Sacrament,  where  it  may  be  liad.  Likewise,  immedi- 
ately before  his  ascension  into  heaven,  (as  we  read  in  the 
last  Chapter  of  Swnt  Mark's  Gospel,)  he  gave  command  to 
his  disciples,  saying,  Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach 
the  Gospel  to  every  creature.  He  that  believeth  and  is 
baptized  shall  be  saved ;  but  he  that  believeth  not  shall  be 
damned.  Which  also  sheweth  unto  us  the  great  benefit 
we  reap  thereby.  For  which  cause  Saint  Peter  the  Apo- 
stle, when  upon  his  first  preaching  of  the  Gospel  many  were 
pricked  at  the  heart,  and  s^d  to  him  and  the  rest  of  the 
Apostles,  Men  and  brethren,  what  shall  we  do?  replied 
and  said  unto  them.  Repent,  and  be  baptized  every  one  of 
you  for  the  remission  of  sins,  and  ye  shall  receive  the  gift 
of  the  Holy  Ghost.  For  the  promise  is  to  you  and  your 
children,  and  to  all  that  are  atar  off,  even  as  many  as  the 
Lord  our  God  shall  call.  And  with  many  other  words  ex- 
horted be  th^n,  saying,  Save  yourselves  from  this  untoward 
generation.    For  (as  the  same  Apostle  testifieth  in  another 
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place)  even  Baptism  doth  also  now  save  us,  (not  the  put- 
ting away  of  the  filth  of  the  flesh,  but  the  answer  of  a 
good  conscience  towards  God,)  by  the  resurrection  of  Je* 
sus  Christ.  Doabt  ye  not  therefore,  but  earnestly  b^eve, 
that  he  will  &Tourably  receire  these  present  persons,  truly 
repenting,  and  coming  unto  him  by  faith ;  that  he  will 
grant  them  remission  of  their  sins,  and  b^tow  upon  them 
the  holy  Ghost;  that  he  will  ^ve  them  the  blessing  of 
eternal  life,  and  make  them  partakers  of  his  eTerlasting 
kingdom. 

Wherefore  we  being  thus  persuaded  of  the  good  will 
of  our  heavenly  Father  towards  Aese  persons,  declared  by

us;  so  should  w^  who  are  baptized,  die  from  sin,  and  rise 
again  unto  righteousness;  continually  mortifying  all  our 
evil  and  corrupt  affections,  and  daily  proceeding  in  all 
virtue  and  godliness  of  living.

Answer.  My  duty  towards  God,  is  to  believe  in  him, 
to  fear  him,  and  to  love  him  with  all  my  heart,  with  all 
my  mind,  with  all  my  soul,  and  with  all  my  strength;  to 
worship  him,  to  give  him  thanks,  to  put  my  whole  trust  in 
him,  to  call  upon  him,  to  honour  his  holy  Name  and  his 
Word,  and  to  serve  him  truly  all  the  days  of  my  life.

Question.  What  is  the  outward  visible  sign  or  form  in 
Baptism? 
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Answer.  Water;  wherein  the  person  is  baptized  In  tie 
Name  (f  Ae  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  &e  Hofy 
Ghost. 

Question.    What  is  the  inward  and  epiritual  grace? 

Answer.  A  death  imto  sin,  and  a  new  birth  onto  right- 
eongnesB :  for  being  bj  nature  bom  in  sin,  and  the  children 
of  wrath,  we  are  hereby  made  the  children  of  grace. 

Questum.    What  is  required  of  persons  to  be  baptized  ? 

Ansicer.  Repentance,  whereby  they  forsake  sin ;  and 
Faith,  whereby  they  stedfastly  bdieve  the  promises  of  God 
made  to  them  in  that  Sacrament. 

Question.  Why  then  are  Iniants  baptiaed,  when  by  rea- 
son of  their  tender  age  they  cannot  perform  them  ? 

Answer.  Because  they  promise  them  both  by  their  Sure- 
ties; whidi  promise,  when  tbey  come  to  age,  themselves 
are  bound  to  perform. 

Question.  Why  was  the  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper 
(vdained? 

Answer.  For  the  continual  remembrance  of  the  sacri- 
fice of  the  death  of  Christ,  and  of  the  benefits  which  we 
receiTe  thereby. 

Question.  What  is  the  outward  part  or  sign  of  the 
Lord's  Supper? 

Aiiswer.  Bread  and  Wine,  which  the  Lord  hath  com- 
manded to  be  received. 

Question.    What  is  the  inward  part,  or  thing  signified  ? 

Atiswer.  The  Body  and  Blood  of  Christ,  which  are 
verily  and  indeed  taken  and  received  by  the  feithfiil  in  the 
Lord's  Supper. 

Question.  What  are  the  benefits  whereof  we  are  par- 
takers thereby  ? 

Amwer.  The  strengthening  and  refreshing  of  our  souls 
1^  the  Body  and  Blood  of  Christ,  as  our  bodies  are  by  the 
Bread  and  Wine. 

Qtiesiion,  What  is  required  of  them  who  come  to  the 
Lord's  Supper? 

Answer.  To  eiamine  themselves,  whether  they  rqront 
them  truly  of  their  former  sins,  stedfostly  purposing  td 
lead  a  new  life;  have  a  lively  fUth  in  God's  mercy  throng 
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Christ,  with  a  thankfiil  remembrence  of  his  death ;  and  be 
in  charity  with  all  men. 

IT  The  Curate  qf  every  Parish  ihall  diligently  tipon  Sundajft  and  Holy 
dayt,  after  the  second  Lesson  at  Evening  Prayer,  openly  tn  the  Church 
instruct  and  examine  so  many  Children  o/*  his  Parish  sent  unto  him, 
as  he  shall  think  convenient,  in  some  part  of  this  Catechism. 

IT  Jnd  all  Fathers,  Mothers,  Masters,  and  Dames,  shall  cause  their 
Children,  Servants,  and  Apprentices,  {which  have  not  learned  their 
Catechism,)  to  come  to  the  Church  at  the  time  appointed,  and  obe- 
dienllu  to  hear,  and  be  ordered  by  the  Curate,  unlit  such  time  as  they 
have  learned  all  that  is  here  appointed  for  them  to  learn. 

K  So  soon  as  Children  are  come  to  a  competent  age,  and  can  tay,  in 
their  Mother  Tongue,  the  Creed,  the  lAird's  Prayer,  and  the  Ten 
Commandments;  and  also  can  ansnier  to  the  other  Questions  of  this 
short  Catechism  ;  they  shall  be  brought  to  the  Bishop.  And  every  one 
shall  have  a  Godfather,  or  a  Godmother,  as  a  IVitness  of  their  Con- 
firmation. 

fl'  And  whensoever  the  Bishop  shall  give  knowledge  for  Children  to  be 
brought  unto  him  for  their  Conjirmation,  the  Curate  of  every  Parish 
shall  either  bring,  or  send  in  writing,  with  his  hand  subscribed  there- 
unto, the  names  of  all  such  persons  within  his  Parish,  as  he  shall  think 
Jit  to  be  presented  to  the  Bishop  to  be  conjirmed.  And,  if  the  Bithop 
approve  iff  them,  he  shall  ctmfim  them  in  manner  folloming. 
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CONFIRMATION, 

OR  LAYING  ON  OF  HANDS  UPON  THOSE  THAT  ABE  BAPTIZED 
AND  COME  TO  YEARS  OF  DISCRETION. 

V  Upon  the  day  appointed,  all  that  are  to  be  then  confirmed,  being 
placed,  and  standing  in  order,  before  the  Bishop;  he  {or  somt  other 
Minitter  appointed  by  him)  shall  read  this  Preface  folloniing. 

TO  the  end  that  Confirmation  may  be  ministered  to  the 
more  edifying  of  such  as  shall  receive  it,  the  Church 
hath  thought  good  to  order,  Tliat  none  hereafter  shall  be 
Confirmed,  hut  such  as  can  say  the  Creed,  the  Lord's 
Prayer,  and  the  Ten  CommandmentB ;  and  can  also  an- 
swer to  such  other  Questions,  as  in  the  short  Catechism 
are  contuned :  which  order  is  very  convenient  to  be  observ- 
ed ;  to  the  end,  that  children,  being  now  come  to  the  years 
of  discretion,  and  having  learned  what  their  Godfathers 
and  Godmothers  promised  for  them  in  Baptism,  they  may 
themselves,  with  their  own   mouth  and  consent,   openly 
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before  the  Church,  ratify  and  eonfirm  the  same;  and  also 
promise,  that  by  the  grace  of  God  they  will  evermore 
endeaTour  themselves  ftdthfally  to  observe  such  things,  as 
they,  by  their  own  confession,  have  assented  unto. 

V  Then  tkaU  the  BUkop  tay, 

DO  ye  here,  in  the  presence  of  God,  and  of  this  congre- 
gation, renew  the  solemn  promise  and  vow  that  was 
made  in  yow  name  at  your  Baptism;  ratifying  and  con- 
firming the  same  in  yom-  own  persons,  and  acknowledging 
yourselves  boond  to  believe,  and  to  do,  all  those  things, 
which  your  Godfathers  and  Godmothers  then  undertook 
for  you? 

IT  And  every  one  shall  audibly  antrver,

%  First  the  Banns  of  all  Ikal  are  to  be  married  togdlier  must  be  pub- 
lished in  the  Church  three  several  Sundays,  during  the  time  of  Morn- 
ing Service,  or  of  Evening  Service,  (if  there  be  no  Morning  Service,) 
immediatelif  after  the  sciond  Lesson  ;  the  Curate  saying  a_fier  the  nc- 
ciislomcd  manner, 

I  PUBLISH  the  Banns  of  Marriage  between  M.  of 
and  N.  of .    If  any  of  you  know  cause,  or  just 

impediment,  why  these  two  persons  should  not  be  joined 
together  in  holy  Matrimony,  ye  are  to  declare  it.  This 
is  the  first  [second,  or  ihird}  time  of  asking. 

%  And  if  the  persons  that  are  to  be  married  dwell  in  divers  Parishes, 
the  Banns  must  be  asked  in  both  Parishes j  and  the  CurxUe  of  the 
one  Parish  shall  not  solemnise  Matrimony  betwixt  them,  without  a 
Cerlijicale  of  Ike  Banns  being  thrice  asked,  from  the  Curate  of  ike 
other  Parisk. 

T  At  the  daif  and  time  appointed  fir  sole7nni::ation  of  Mairiinonif,  the 
persons  to  be  married  shall  come  into  the  body  of  the  Church  with  their 
friends  and  neighbours :  and  there  standing  together,  the  Man  on  the 
riglU  hand,  and  the  Woman  on  the  left,  the  Priest  shall  say, 

D£ABLY  beloved,  we.  are  gathered  together  here  in 
the  si^t  of  God,  and  in  the  face  of  this  congrega- 
tion, to  join  together  this  Man  and  this  Woman  in  holy 
Matrimony;  which  is  an  honourable  estate,  instituted  of 
God  in  the  time  of  man's  innocency,  signi^iug  unto  us 
the  mystical  union  that  is  betwixt  Christ  and  his  Church; 
which  holy  estate  Christ  adorned  and  beautified  with  his 
presence,  and  first  miracle  that  he  wrooght,  in  Cana  of 
Galilee;  and  is  commended  of  Saint  Paul  to  be  honour- 
able among  all  men :  and  therefore  is  not  by  any  to  be 
enterprised,  nor  taken  in  hand,  unadvisedly,  lightly,  or 
wantonly,  to  satisfy  men's  carnal  lusts  and  appetites,  like 
brute  beasts  that  have  no  understanding;  but  reverently, 
discreetly,  advisedly,  soberly,  and  in  the  fear  of  God ;  duly 
considering  the  causes  for  which  Matrimony  was  ordained. 

First,  It  was  ordained  for  the  procreation  of  children, 
to  be  brought  up  in  the  fear  and  nurture  of  the  Lord,  and 
to  the  praise  of  his  holy  Name. 

Secondly,  It  was  orduned  for  a  remedy  against  sin,  and 
to  avoid  fornication ;  that  such  persons  as  have  not  the  gift 
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of  continency  mi^t  many,  and  keep  themselvee  nndefiled 
members  of  Christ's  body. 

Thirdly,  It  was  ordained  for  the  mutual  society,  help, 
and  comfort,  that  the  one  ou^t  to  have  of  the  other,  both 
in  prosperity  and  adversity.  Into  which  holy  estate  these 
two  persons  present  come  now  to  be  joined.  Therefore  if 
any  man  can  shew  any  just  cause,  why  they  may  not  law- 
fully be  joined  togetha*,  let  him  now  speak,  or  else  here- 
after for  ever  hold  his  peace. 

IT  And  aim,  speating  unto  the  persons  that  tkall  be  married,  he  shall  tay, 

I  REQUIRE  and  charge  you  both,  as  ye  will  answer  at 
the  dreadful  day  of  judgement  when  the  secrets  oif  ail 
hearts  shall  be  disclosed,  that  if  either  of  you  know  any 
impediment,  why  ye  may  not  be  lawfiUIy  joined  together  in 
Matrimony,  ye  do  now  confess  it.  For  be  ye  well  assured, 
that  BO  many  as  are  coupled  togeth^  otherwise  than  God's 
Word  doth  allow  are  not  joined  together  by  God ;  neither 
is  their  Matrimony  lawful. 

IT  At  which  day  of  Marriage,  if  any  man  do  aUtdge  and  declare  anif  im- 
pediment,  why  they  may  not  be  coupled  together  in  Matrimony,  by  God's 
Lam,  or  the  Laws  of  this  Realm;  and  will  be  hound,  and  sufficient 
sureties  with  him,  to  the  parties;  or  else  put  in  a  Caution  (to  the  full 
value  of  such  charges  as  the  persons  to  be  married  do  thereby  sustain) 
to  prove  his  allegation :  then  the  solemnization  must  be  deferred,  until 
Slick  time  as  the  truth  be  tried. 
Vlfno  impediment  be  alledged,  then  shall  the  Curate  say  unto  the  Man,

IT  ThU  Prayer  nexlfoUoning  ihall  be  omitlej,  where  the  Woman  is  patt 
child-bearing. 

0  MERCIFUL  Lord,  and  heavenly  Father,  by  whose 
gracious  gift  mankind  is  increased ;  We  beseech  thee, 
assist  with  thy  blessing  these  two  persons,  that  they  may 
both  be  fruitful  in  procreation  of  children,  and  also  live 
together  so  long  in  godly  love  and  honesty,  that  they  may 
see  their  children  christianly  and  virtuously  brought  up, 
to  thy  praise  and  honour ;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 
Amen. 

OGOD,  who  by  thy  mighty  power  hast  made  all  things 
of  nothing ;  who  also  (after  other  things  set  in  order) 
didst  appoint,  that  out  of  man  (created  after  thine  own 
image  and  similitude)  woman  should  take  her  beginning ; 
and,  knitting  them  together,  didst  teach  that  it  should 
never  be  lawful  to  put  asunder  those  whom  thou  by  Matri- 
mony hadst  made  one:  O  God,  who  hast  consecrated  the 
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state  of  Matrimony  to  such  an  excellent  mystery,  that  in 
it  is  signified  and  repiesented  the  spiritual  marriage  and 
unity  betwixt  Christ  and  his  Church;  Look  merafiilly 
upon  these  thy  servants,  that  both  this  man  may  love  his 
wife,  according  to  thy  Word,  (as  Christ  did  love  his  spouse 
the  Church,  who  gave  himself  for  it,  loving  and  cherishing 
it  even  as  his  own  flesh,)  and  also  that  this  woman  may  be 
loving  and  amiable,  faithftd  and  obedient  to  her  husband ; 
and  in  all  quietness,  sobriety,  and  peace,  be  a  follower  of 
holy  and  godly  matrons.  O  Lord,  bless  them  both,  and 
grant  them  to  inherit  thy  everlasting  kingdom;  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.   Amen. 

If  Then  shall  the  Priest  sny, 

A  LMIGHTY  God,  who  at  the  beginning  did  create 
-^^  our  first  parents,  Adam  and  Eve,  and  did  sanctify 
and  join  them  tt^ether  in  marriage;  Pour  upon  you  the 
riches  of  his  grace,  sanctify  and  bless  you,  that  ye  may 
please  him  both  in  body  and  soul,  and  live  together  in  holy 
love  unto  your  lives'  end.   Amen. 

It  Afier  nhich,  y  there  he  no  Sermon  declaring  the  duties  ff  Man  and 

Wife,  the  Minister  shall  read  as/olloniefh. 

ALL  ye  that  are  married,  or  that  intend  to  take  the 
holy  estate  of  Matrimony  upon  you,  hear  what  the 
holy  Scripture  doth  say  as  touching  the  duty  of  husbands 
towards  their  wives,  and  wives  towards  their  husbands. 

Saint  Paul,  in  his  Epistle  to  the  Ephesians,  the  fifth 
Chapter,  doth  give  this  commandment  to  all  married  men ; 
Husbands,  love  your  wives,  even  as  Christ  also  loved  the 
Church,  and  gave  himself  for  it,  that  he  might  sanctify  and 
cleanse  it  with  the  washing  of  water,  by  the  Word ;  that 
he  might  present  it  to  himself  a  glorious  Church,  not  hav- 
ing spot,  or  wrinkle,  or  any  such  thing ;  but  that  it  should 
be  holy,  and  without  blemish.  So  ought  men  to  love  their 
wives  as  their  own  bodies.  He  that  loveth  his  wife  loveth 
himself:  for  no  man  ever  yet  hated  his  own  flesh,  but 
nourisheth  and  cherisheth  it,  even  as  the  Lord  the  Chnrch: 
for  we  are  members  of  his  body,  of  his  flesh,  and  of  his 
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bones.  For  this  cause  shall  a  man  leave  his  father  and 
ntother,  and  shall  be  joined  unto  his  wife ;  and  they  two 
shall  be  one  flesh.  This  is  a  great  mystery ;  but  I  speak 
concerning  Christ  and  the  Church.  Nevertheless,  let  every 
one  of  you  in  particular  so  love  his  wife,  even  as  himself. 

Likewise  tiie  same  Saint  Paul,  writing  to  the  Colos- 
sians,  speaketh  thus  to  all  men  that  are  married;  Hus- 
bands, love  your  wives,  and  be  not  bitter  against  them. 

Hear  also  what  Saint  Peter,  the  Apostle  of  Christ,  who 
was  himself  a  married  man,  saith  unto  them  that  are  mar- 
ried; Ye  husbands,  dwell  with  your  wives  according  to 
knowledge;  giving  honour  unto  the  wife,  as  unto  the 
weaker  vessel,  and  as  being  heirs  tt^ether  of  the  grace  of 
life,  that  your  prayers  be  not  hindered. 

Hitherto  ye  have  heard  the  duty  of  the  husband  toward 
the  wife.  Now  likewise,  ye  wives,  hear  and  learn  your 
duties  toward  your  husbands,  even  as  it  is  plainly  set  forth 
in  holy  Scripture. 

Saint  Paul,  in  the  aforenamed  Epistle  to  the  Ephesians, 
teacheth  you  thus;  Wives,  submit  yourselves  unto  your 
own  husbands,  as  unto  the  Lord.  For  the  husband  i$  the 
head  of  the  wife,  even  as  Christ  is  the  head  of  the  Church : 
and  he  is  the  Saviour  of  the  body.  Therefore  as  the 
Church  is  subject  unto  Christ,  so  let  the  wives  be  to  their 
own  husbands  in  every  thing.  And  again  he  saith.  Let 
the  wife  see  that  she  reverence  her  husband. 

And  in  his  Epistle  to  the  Colossians,  Saint  Paul  giveth 
you  this  short  lesson ;  Wives,  submit  yourselves  unto  your 
own  husbands,  as  it  is  fit  in  the  Lord. 

Saint  Peter  also  doth  instruct  you  very  well,  thus  say- 
ing; Ye  wives,  be  in  subjection  to  your  own  husbands; 
that,  if  any  obey  not  the  Word,  they  also  may  without 
the  Word  be  won  by  the  conversation  of  the  wives ;  while 
they  behold  your  chaste  conversation  coupled  with  fear. 
Whose  adorning,  let  it  not  be  that  outward  adorning  of 
plaiting  the  hair,  and  of  wearing  of  gold,  or  of  putting  on 
of  apparel ;  but  let  it  be  the  hidden  man  o{  the  heart,  in 
that  which  is  not  corruptible ;   even  the  ornament  of  s 
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meek  and  qmet  spirit,  which  is  in  the  sight  of  God  of 
great  price.  For  after  this  manner  in  the  old  time  the 
holy  women  also,  who  trusted  in  God,  adorned  themselves, 
being  in  subjection  unto  their  own  husbands ;  even  as  Sa- 
rah obeyed  Abraham*  calling  him  lord;  whose  daughters 
ye  are  as  long  as  ye  do  well,  and  are  not  a&aid  vrith  any 
amazement.

IT  When  any  person  m  sick,  notice  shall  be  given  thereof  to  the  Minister 
of  the  Parish;  tvho,  coming  into  the  sick  person's  house,  shall  say, 

X  EACE  be  to  this  house,  and  to  all  that  dwell  in  it. 

IT  When  he  cometh  into  the  sick  man's  presence  he  shall  say,  kneeling 
down, 

REMEMBER  not,  Lord,  our  iniquities,  nor  the  ini- 
quities of  our  forefathers :  Spare  us,  good  Lord,  spare 
thy  people,  whom  thou  hast  redeemed  with  thy  most  pre- 
cious blood,  and  be  not  angry  with  us  for  ever. 
Answer.     Spare  us,  good  Lord. 

fl  JVirti  the  Minister  shall  say. 

Let  us  pray. 
Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us. 

Christ,  have  mercy  upon  us. 
Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us. 

OUR  Father,  which  art  in  heaven,  Hallowed  be  thy 
Name.  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will  be  done  in 
earth,  As  it  is  in  heaven.  Give  us  this  day  our  daily 
bread.  And  forgive  us  our  trespasses,  As  we  foi^ve  them 
that  trespass  against  us.  Ajid  lead  us  not  into  tempta- 
tion ;  But  deliver  us  from  evil.  Amen. 
Minister.  Q  Lord,  save  thy  servant ; 
Answer.      Which  putteth  his  trust  in  thee. 
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Minister.  Send  him  help  from  thy  holy  place ; 

Answer.  And  evennore  mightily  defend  him.

OLORD,  look  down  from  heaven,  behold,  visit,  and  re- 
lieve this  tby  servant.  Look  upon  him  with  the  eyea 
of  thy  mercy,  give  him  comfort  and  sure  confidence  in  thee, 
defend  him  from  the  danger  of  the  enemy,  and  keep  him 
in  perpetual  peace  and  safety;  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.   Amen, 

HKAR  us.  Almighty  and  most  merciful  God  and  Sa- 
viour; extend  thy  accustomed  goodness  to  this  thy 
servant  who  is  grieved  with  sickness.  Sanctify,  we  beseech 
thee,  this  thy  &therly  correction  to  him ;  that  the  sense 
of  his  weakness  may  add  strength  to  his  faith,  and  serious- 
ness to  his  repentance :  That,  if  it  shall  be  thy  good  plea- 
sure to  restore  him  to  hi»  former  health,  he  may  lead  the 
residue  of  his  life  in  thy  fear,  and  to  thy  glory :  or  else, 
^ve  him  grace  so  to  take  thy  visitation,  that,  afrer  this 
painful  life  ended,  he  may  dwell  with  thee  in  life  ever- 
lasting ;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.   Amen. 

IT  Then  shall  the  Minister  exhort  the  sicic  person  afier  this  form,  or 
other  Uke. 

DEARLY  beloved,  know  this,  that  Almighty  God  ia 
the  Lord  of  life  and  death,  and  of  all  things  to  them 
pertuning,  as  youth,  strength,  health,  age,  weakness,  and 
sickness.  Wherefore,  whatsoever  your  sickness  is,  know 
you  certainly,  that  it  is  Grod*s  visitation.  And  for  what 
cause  soever  this  sickness  is  sent  unto  you ;  whether  it  be 
to  try  your  patience  for  the  example  of  others,  and  that 
your  faith  may  be  found  in  the  day  of  the  Lord  laudable, 
glorious,  and  honourable,  to  the  increase  of  glory  and  end-

less  felicity;  or  else  it  be  sent  unto  you  to  correct  and 
amend  in  you  whatsoever  doth  offend  the  eyes  of  your 
heavenly  Father;  know  you  certtunly,  that  if  you  truly 
repent  you  of  your  sins,  and  bear  your  sickness  patiently, 
trusting  in  God's  mercy,  for  his  dear  Son  Jesus  Christ's 
sake,  and  render  unto  him  humble  thanks  for  his  fatherly 
visitation,  submitting  yourself  wholly  imto  his  will,  it  shall 
turn  to  your  profit,  and  help  you  forward  in  the  right  way 
that  leadeth  unto  everlasting  life. 

IT  I/ihe  perxun  visited  be  very  sick,  then  the  Curate  maj/  end  hh  exkor- 
tation  in  this  place,  or  else  proceed. 

TAKE  therefore  in  good  part  the  chastisement  of  the 
Lord :  For  (as  Sfiint  Paul  saith  in  the  twelfth  Chap- 
ter to  the  Hebrews)  whom  the  Lord  loveth  he  chasteneth, 
and  scourgeth  every  son  whom  he  receiveth.  If  ye  endure 
chastening, -.God  dealeth  with  you  as  with  sons;  for  what 
son  is  he  whom  the  father  chasteneth  not?  But  if  ye  be 
without  chastisement,  whereof  all  are  partakers,  then  are 
ye  bastards,  and  not  sons.  Furthermore,  we  have  had  fa- 
thers of  our  flesh,  which  corrected  us,  and  we  gave  them 
reverence :  shall  we  not  much  rather  be  in  subjection  unto 
the  Father  of  spirits,  and  live  ?  For  they  verily  for  a  few 
days  chastened  us  after  their  own  pleasure ;  but  he  for  our 
profit,  that  we  might  be  partakers  of  his  holiness.  These 
words,  good  brother,  are  written  in  holy  Scripture  for  our 
comfort  and  instruction;  that  we  should  patiently,  and 
with  thanksgiving,  bear  our  heavenly  Father's  correction, 
whensoever  by  any  manner  of  adversity  it  shall  please  his 
gradous  goodness  to  visit  ua.  And  there  should  be  no 
greater  comfort  to  Christian  persons,  than  to  be  made  like 
unto  Christ,  by  suffering  patiently  adversities,  troubles, 
uid  sicknesses.  For  he  himself  went  not  up  to  joy,  hut 
first  he  suffered  pain ;  he  entered  not  into  his  glory  before 
he  was  crucified.  So  truly  our  way  to  eternal  joy  is  to 
suffer  here  with  Christ ;  and  our  door  to  enter  into  eter- 
nal life  is  gladly  to  die  with  Christ;  that  we  may  rise 
agun  from  death,  and  dwell  witli  him  in  everlasting  life. 
Now  therefore,  taking  your  sickness,  which  is  thus  pro- 
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fitable  for  you,  patiently,  I  exhort  yoa,  in  the  Name  of 
Grod,  to  remember  the  profession  which  you  made  unto 
God  in  your  Baptism.  And  forasmuch  as  after  this  life 
there  is  an  account  to  be  given  unto  the  righteous  Judge, 
by  whom  all  must  be  judged,  without  respect  of  persons,  I 
require  you  to  examine  yourself  and  your  estate,  both  to^ 
ward  God  and  man;  so  that,  accusing  and  condemning 
yourself  for  your  own  faults,  you  may  find  mercy  at  our 
heavenly  Father's  hand  for  Christ's  sake,  and  not  be  ac- 
cused and  condemned  in  that  fearful  judgement.  There- 
fore I  shall  rehearse  to  you  the  Articles  of  our  Faith,  that 
you  may  know  whether  you  do  believe  as  a  Christian  man 
should,  or  no. 

U  Here  the  Minister  thatl  rehearse  the  Article*  of  the  Faith,  saying 
thus, 

DOST  thou  believe  in  God  the  Father  Almighty,  Maker 
of  heaven  and  earth  ? 

And  in  Jesus  Christ  his  only-begotten  Son  our  Lord? 
And  that  he  was  conceived  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  bom  of 
the  Virgin  Mary ;  that  he  suffered  under  Pontius  Pilat^ 
was  crucified,  dead,  and  buried;  that  he  went  down  into 
hell,  and  also  did  rise  again  the  third  day;  that  he  as- 
cended into  heaven,  and  sitteth  at  the  right  hand  of  God 
the  Father  Almighty ;  and  from  thence  shall  come  again 
at  the  end  of  the  world,  to  judge  the  quick  and  the  dead  ? 

And  dost  thou  believe  in  the  Holy  Ghost;  the  holy 
Catholick  Church;  the  Communion  of  Sunts;  the  Re* 
mission  of  sins ;  the  Kesurrection  of  the  flesh ;  and  ever- 
lasting life  after  death  ? 

IT  The  sick  person  shaU  anstver, 

All  this  I  atedfastly  believe. 

H  Then  shall  the  Minister  eramine  whether  he  repent  him  truly  of  his 
sins,  and  be  in  charity  with  all  Ike  world ;  exhorting  him  to  forgive, 
Jrom  the  bottom  of  his  heart,  all  persons  that  have  offended  kim  ;  and 
if  he  hath  offended  any  other,  to  ask  them  forgiveness  i  and  where 
he  hath  done  injury  or  nrone  to  any  man,  that  he  make  amends  tn 
the  uttermost  of  his  power.  And  if  ^  hoik  not  before  disposed  of  his 
etx>ds,  let  him  then  be  admonished  to  make  his  Will,  and  to  declare 
his  Debts,  nhat  he  ometh,  and  what  is  otving  unto  him;  for  the  better 

.    discharging  of  his  conscience,  and  the  quietness  of  hit  Executors.    But 
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men  tkould  often  be  put  in  remembrance  lo  take  order  Jbr  ike  sellUng 

oflkeir  temporal  estates,  whilst  they  are  in  kealik. 
%  These  words  before  rcliearsed  -may  be  said  before  the  Minister  begin 

his  Pra;^er,  as  he  shall  see  cause. 
It  The  Minister  should  not  omit  eamestly  to  move  such  sick  persons  as 

are  of  ability  to  be  liberal  to  the  poor. 
K  Here  shall  the  sict  person  be  moved  to  make  a  special  Confession  g/"  his 

sins,  if  he  feel  his  conscience  troubled  with  aa^  weighty  matter.    After 

tvhich  Confession,  the  Priest  shall  absolve  him  {tf  he  humbly  and  heartily 

desire  it)  after  this  tort. 

OUR  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  hath  left  power  to  his 
Church  to  ahsolve  all  nnners  who  truly  repent  and 
beliere  in  hint,  of  his  great  mercy  forgive  thee  thine  of- 
fences: And  by  his  authority  committed  to  me,  I  absolve 
thee  from  all  thy  sins.  In  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and 
of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost.   Amen. 

V  And  then  the  Priest  shall  say  the  Collect  following.

OMOST  merciful  God,  who,  according  to  the  multi- 
tude of  thy  mercies,  dost  so  put  away  the  sins  of  those 
who  truly  repent,  that  thou  rememberest  them  no  more; 
Open  thine  eye  of  mercy  upon  this  thy  servant,  who  most 
earnestly  desireth  pardon  and  forgiveness.

And  forasmuch  as  he  putteth  his  full  trust 
only  in  thy  mercy,  impute  not  unto  him  his  former  sins, 
but  strengthen  htm  with  thy  blessed  Spirit;  and,  when 
thou  art  pleased  to  take  him  hence,  take  him  unto  thy 
favour,  through  the  merits  of  thy  most  dearly  beloved  Son 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.   Amen. 

IT  Then  shall  the  Minitler  say  this  Psalm.

Glory  be  to  the  Father,  and  to  the  Son  :  and  to  the 
Holy  Ghost; 

As  it  was  in  the  banning,  is  now,  and  ever  shall  be  : 
world  without  end.   Amen. 

IT  Adding  this. 

O  SAVIOUR  of  the  world,  who  by  thy  Cross  and  pre- 
cious Blood  hast  redeemed  us,  Save  us,  and  help  us, 
we  humbly  beseech  thee,  O  Lord.

those  heavenly  habitations,  where  the  souls  of  them  that 
sleep  in  the  Lord  Jesus  enjoy  perpetual  rest  and  felicity. 
Grant  this,  O  Lord,  for  thy  mercies*  sake,  in  the  same  thy 
Son  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  liveth  and  reigneth  with 
thee  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  ever  one  God,  world  without 
end.

Christ  hath  suffered  death  upon  the  Cross  for  him,  and  shed  his  Blood 
for  his  redemption,  earnestly  remembering  the  benefts  he  hath  thereby, 
and  giving  him  hearty  thanks  therefore,  he  doth  eat  and  drink  the 
Body  and  Blood  of  our  Saviour  Christ  .proftably  to  his  Soufs  health, 
although  he  do  not  receive  the  Sacrament  with  his  mouth.

themselves. 
%  The  Priest  and  Clerks  meeting  the  Corpse  at  the  entrance  g/"  the 

Church-yard,  and  going  before  it,  either  tnto  the  Church,  or  towards 

the  Grave,  shall  say,  or  sing, 

I  AM  the  resurrection  and  the  life,  saith  the  Lord  :  he 
that  believeth  in  me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet  shall 
he  lire  :  and  whosoever  liveth  and  believeth  in  me  shall 
never  die.    St.  John  xi.  25,  26. 

I  KNOW  that  my  Redeemer  liveth,  and  that  he  shall 
stand  at  the  latter  day  upon  the  earth.  And  though 
after  my  skin  worms  destroy  this  body,  yet  in  my  flesh 
shall  I  see  God  :  whom  I  shall  see  for  myself,  and  mine 
eyes  shall  behold,  and  not  another.

Shew  thy  servants  thy  work  :  said  their  children  thy 
glory. 

And  the  gloiious  Majesty  of  the  Lord  our  God  be  upon 
us  :  prosper  thou  the  work  of  our  hands  upon  us,  O  prosper 
thou  our  handy-work. 

Glory  be  to  the  Father,  and  to  the  Son  :  and  to  the 
Holy  Ghost; 

As  it  was  in  the  beginning,  is  now,  and  ever  shall  be  : 
world  without  end.   Amen. 

H  Then  shall  fallom  the  Lesson  taken  out  of  the  ^Jleenth  Chapter  of  the 
fiyrmer  Ephtte  of  Saint  Paul  to  the  Corinthians. 
1  Cor.  XV.  20. 
f  OW  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead,  and  become  the 
first-fruits  of  them  that  slept.  For  since  by  man 
came  death,  by  nian  came  also  the  resurrection  of  the  dead. 
For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Christ  shall  all  be  made 
alive.  But  every  man  iu  his  own  order:  Christ  the  first- 
fruits  ;  afterward  they  that  are  Christ's,  at  his  coming.  Then 
Cometh  the  end,  when  he  shall  have  delivered  up  the  king- 
dom to  God,  even  the  Father;  when  he  shall  have  put 
down  all  rule,  and  all  authority,  and  power.  For  he  mnst 
reign,  till  he  hath  put  all  enemies  under  his  feet.  The 
last  enemy  that  shall  be  destroyed  is  death.  For  he  hath 
put  all  things  under  his  feet.  But  when  he  saith,  all 
things  are  put  under  him,  it  is  manifest  that  he  is  ex- 
cepted, which  did  put  all  things  under  him.  And  when 
all  things  shall  be  subdued  unto  him,  then  shall  the  Son 
also  himself  be  subject  unto  him  that  put  all  things  under 
him.  that  Gfod  may  be  all  in  all.  Else  what  shall  they  do 
which  are  baptized  for  the  dead,  if  the  dead  rise  not  at 
all?  Why  are  they  then  baptized  for  the  dead?  and  why 
stand  we  in  jeopardy  every  hour?  I  protest  by  your  re- 
joicing, which  I  have  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord,  I  die  daily. 
If  after  the  manner  of  men  I  have  fought  with  beasts  at 
Ephesus,  what  advantageth  it  me,  if  the  dead  rise  not? 
Let  us  eat  and  drink,  for  to-morrow  we  die.  Be  not  de- 
ceived :  evil  communicationB  corrupt  good  manners.  Awake 
to  righteousness,  and  sin  not ;  for  some  have  not  the  know- 
ledge of  God.    I  speak  this  to  your  shame.   But  some  man 
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wUI  say.  How  are  the  dead  raised  up  ?  and  with  what  body 
do  tbey  come?  Thou  fool,  that  which  thou  sowest  is  not 
quickened,  except  it  die.  And  that  which  thou  sowest, 
tiiou  sowest  not  that  body  that  shall  be,  but  bare  grain, 
it  may  chance  of  wheat,  or  of  some  other  grain :  But  God 
gireth  it  a  body,  as  it  hath  pleased  him,  and  to  every  seed 
bis  own  body.  All  flesh  is  not  the  same  flesh ;  but  there 
is  one  kind  of  flesb  of  men,  another  flesh  6f  beasts,  another 
of  fishes,  and  another  of  birds.  There  are  also  celestial 
bodies,  and  bodies  terrestrial ;  but  the  glory  of  the  celestial 
is  one,  and  the  glory  of  the  terrestrial  is  another.  There 
is  one  glory  of  the  sun,  and  another  glory  of  the  moon, 
and  another  glory  of  the  stars ;  fm*  one  star  difiereth  from 
another  star  in  glory.  So  also  is  the  resurrection  of  the 
dead :  It  is  sown  in  corruption ;  it  is  raised  in  incorrup- 
tion :  It  is  sown  in  dishonour ;  it  is  raised  in  glory :  It  is 
sown  in  weakness ;  it  is  raised  in  power :  It  is  sown  a, 
natural  body;  it  is  raised  a  spiritu^  body.  There  is  a 
natural  body,  and  there  is  a  spiritual  body.  And  so  it  is 
written,  The  first  man  Adam  was  made  a  living  soul ;  the 
last  Adam  was  made  a  quickening  spirit.  Howbeit,  that 
was  not  first  which  is  spiritual,  but  that  which  is  natural ; 
and  aflerward  that  which  is  spiritual.  The  first  man  is 
of  the  earth,  earthy :  the  second  man  is  the  Lord  from 
heaven.  As  is  the  earthy,  such  are  they  that  are  earthy : 
and  as  is  the  heavenly,  such  are  they  also  that  are  hea- 
venly. And  as  we  have  borne  the  image  of  the  earthy, 
we  shall  also  bear  the  image  of  the  heavenly.  Now  this 
1  say,  brethren,  that  flesh  and  blood  cannot  inherit  the 
kingdom  of  God;  neither  doth  comiptiou  inherit  incor-i 
ruption.  Behold,  I  shew  you  a  mystery:  We  sball  not 
all  sleep,  but  we  shall  all  be  changed,  in  a  moment,  in  the 
twinkling  of  an  eye,  at  the  last  trump,  (for  the  trumpet 
shall  sound,)  and  the  dead  shall  be  raised  incorruptible^ 
and  we  shall  be  changed.  For  this  corruptible  must  put 
on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  must  put  on  immortality.- 
So  when  this  corruptible  shall  have  put  on  incorruption, 
and  this  mortal  shall  have  put  on  immortality;  then  shall 
be  brought  to  pass  the  saying  that  is  written.  Death  is 
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swallowed  up  in  Tictory.  O  death,  where  is  thy  stiog? 
O  grave,  where  is  thy  victory  ?  The  sting  of  death  is  un, 
and  the  strength  of  sin  is  the  law.  But  thanks  be  to  God, 
which  ^veth  us  the  victory  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
Therefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  be  ye  stedfast,  unmove- 
able,  always  abounding  in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  forasmuch 
as  ye  know  that  your  labour  is  not  in  vain  in  the  Lord. 

IT  ffken  they  come  to  the  Grave,  while  the  Corpse  is  made  ready  to  he 
laid  into  the  earth,  the  Priesl  shall  say,  or  the  Priest  and  Clerics  thedl 

sing  .- 

MAN  that  is  bom  of  a  woman  hath  but  a  short  time 
to  live,  and  is  full  of  misery.

6  Therefore  the  ungodly  shall  not  be 
able  to  stand  in  the  judgement  :  neither 
the  sinners  in  the  congregation  of  the 
righteous. 

7  But  the  Lord  knoweth  the  way  of  the 
righteous  :  and  the  way  of  the  ungodly 
shall  perish.

WHY  do  the  heathen  so  furiously  rage 
together  :  and  why  do  the  people 
imagine  a  rain  thing  ? 

2  The  kings  of  the  earth  stand  up,  and 
the  rulers  ta^e  counsel  together  :  against 
the  Lord,  and  against  his  Anointed. 

3  Let  us  break  their  bonds  asunder  : 
and  cast  away  their  cords  from  us. 

4  He  that  dwelleth  in  heaven  shall 
laugh  them  to  scorn  :  the  Lord  shall  have 
them  in  derision. 

5  Then  shall  he  speak  unto  them  in  his 
wrath  :  and  vex  them  in  his  sore  displea- 
sure. 

6  Yet  have  I  set  my  King  :  upon  my 
holy  hill  of  Sion. 

7  I  will  preach  the  law,  whereof  the 
Lord  hath  said  unto  me  :  Thou  art  my 
Son,  this  day  have  I  begotten  thee. 

8  Desire  of  me,  and  I  shall  give  thee  the 
heathen  for  thine  inheritance  :  and  the  ut- 
most parts  of  the  earth  for  thy  possession. 

9  Thou  shalt  bruise  them  with  a  rod  of 
iron  :  and  break  them  in  pieces  like  a 
potter's  vessel. 

10  Be  wise  now  therefore,  O  ye  kings  :  be 
learned,  ye  that  are  judges  of  the  earth. 

11  Serve  the  Lord  in  fear  :  and  rejoice 
unto  him  with  reverence. 

12  Kiss  the  Son,  lest  he  be  angry,  and 
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so  ye  perish  from  the  right  way  :  if  his 
wrath  be  kindled,  (yea,  but  a  little,)  blessed 
are  all  they  that  put  their  trust  in  him.

LORD,   how  are   they   increased   that 
trouble  me  :  many  are  they  that  rise 
against  me.

3  But  thou,  O  Lord,  art  my  defender  :

HEAR  me  when  I  call,  O  God  of  my 
righteousness  :  thou  hast  set  me  at 
liberty  when  I  was  in  trouble ;  have  mercy 
upon  me,  and  hearken  unto  my  prayer. 
2  O  ye  sons  of  men,  how  long  will  ye

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blaspheme  mine  honour  :  and  have  such 
pleasure  in  vanify,  and  seek  after  leasing? 

3  Know  this  also,  that  the  Lord  hath 
chosen  to  himself  the  man  that  is  godly  : 
when  I  call  upon  the  Lord,  he  will  hear 
me. 

i  Stand  in  awe,  and  sin  not  :  commune 
with  your  own  heart,  and  in  your  cham- 
ber, and  be  stiU. 

6  Offer  the  sacrifice  of  righteousness  : 
and  put  your  trust  in  the  Lord. 

6  There  be  many  that  say  :  Who  will 
shew  us  any  good  ? 

7  Lord,  lift  thou  up  :  the  Ught  of  thy 
countenance  upon  us. 

8  Thou  hast  put  gladness  in  my  heart  : 
since  the  time  that  their  com,  and  wine, 
and  oil,  increased. 

9  I  will  lay  me  down  in  peace,  and  take 
my  rest  :  for  it  is  thou,  Lord,  only,  that 
makest  me  dwell  in  safety. 

PSALM  V.    Verba  mea  auribm. 

PONDER  my  words,  O  Lord  :  consider 
my  meditation. 

2  O  hearken  thou  unto  the  voice  of  my 
calling,  my  King,  and  my  God  :  for  unto 
thee  will  I  make  my  prayer. 

3  My  voice  shalt  thou  hear  betimes,  O 
Lord  :  early  in  the  morning  will  I  direct 
my  prayer  unto  thee,  and  will  look  up. 

4  For  thou  art  the  God  that  hast  no  plea- 
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sure  in  wickedness  :  neither  shall  any  evil 
dwell  with  thee. 

5  Such  as  be  foolish  shall  not  stand  in 
thy  sight  :  for  thou  hatest  all  them  that 
work  vanity. 

6  Thou  shalt  destroy  them  that  speak 
leasing  :  the  Lord  will  abhor  both  the 
blood-thirsty  and  deceitful  man. 

7  But  as  for  me,  I  will  come  into  thine 
house,  even  upon  the  multitude  of  thy 
mercy  :  and  in  thy  feai'  will  I  worship 
toward  thy  holy  temple.

soul  :  O  save  me  for  thy  mercy's  sake. 

6  For  in  death  no  man  remembereth 
thee  :  and  who  will  give  thee  thanks  in 
the  pit  ? 

6  I  am  weary  of  my  groaning;  every 
night  wash  I  my  bed  :  and  water  my  couch 
with  my  tears. 

7  My  beauty  is  gone  for  very  trouble  : 
and  worn  away  because  of  all  mine  ene- 
mies. 

8  Away  from  me,  all  ye  that  work  va- 
nity :  for  the  Lord  hath  heard  the  voice 
of  my  weeping. 

9  The  Lord  hath  heard  my  petition  : 
the  Lord  will  receive  my  prayer. 

10  All  mine  enemies  shall  be  confound- 
ed, and  sore  vexed  :  they  shall  be  turned 
back,  and  put  to  shame  suddenly. 
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PSALM  Vn.   Domine,  Dem  metis. 

OLORD  my  God,  in  thee  have  I  put 
my  trust  :  save  me  from  all  them  that 
persecute  me,  and  deliver  me ; 

2  Lest  he  devour  my  soul,  like  a  lion,  and 
tear  it  in  pieces  :  while  there  is  none  to  help. 

3  O  Lord  my  God,  if  I  have  done  any 
such  thing  :  or  if  there  be  any  wickedness 
in  my  hands ; 

4  If  I  have  rewarded  evil  unto  him  that 
dealt  friendly  with  me  :  yea,  I  have  delivered 
him  that  without  any  cause  is  mine  enemy; 

6  Then  let  mine  enemy  persecute  my 
soul,  and  take  me  :  yea,  let  him  tread  my 
life  down  upon  the  earth,  and  lay  mine 
honour  in  the  dust. 

6  Stand  up,  O  Lord,  in  thy  wrath,  and 
lift  up  thyself,  because  of  the  indignation 
of  mine  enemies  :  arise  up  for  me  in  the 
judgement  that  thou  hast  commanded. 

7  And  so  shall  the  congregation  of  the 
people  come  about  thee  :  for  their  sakes 
therefore  lift  up  thyself  again. 

8  The  Lord  shall  judge  the  people ;  give 
seatence  with  me,  O  Lord  :  according'  to 
my  righteousness,  and  according  to  the 
innocency  that  is  in  me. 

9  O  let  the  wickedness  of  the  ungodly 
come  to  an  end  :  but  guide  thou  the  just. 

10  For  the  righteous  God  :  trieth  the 
very  hearts  and  reins. 
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11  My  help  cometli  of  God  :  who  pre- 
serveth  them  that  are  true  of  heart. 

12  God  is  a  righteous  Judge,  strong,  and 
patient :  and  God  is  provoked  every  day. 

13  If  a  man  will  not  turn,  he  will  whet 
his  sword  :  he  hath  bent  his  bow,  and 
made  it  ready. 

14  He  hath  prepared  for  him  the  instru- 
ments of  death  :  he  ordaineth  his  arrows 
against  the  persecutors. 

15  Behold,  he  travaileth  with  mischief  : 
he  hath  conceived  sorrow,  and  brought 
forth  ungodliness. 

16  He  hath  graven  and  digged  up  a  pit : 
and  is  fallen  himself  into  die  destruction 
that  he  made  for  other. 

17  For  his  travail  shall  come  upon  his 
own  head  :  and  his  wickedness  shall  fall 
on  his  own  pate. 

18  I  will  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord, 
according  to  his  righteousness  :  and  I  will 
praise  the  Name  of  the  Lord  most  High. 

PSALM  VIIL   Domine,  Dominus  noster, 

OLORD  our  Govemour,  how  excellent 
is  thy  Name  in  all  the  world  :  thou  that 
hast  set  thy  glory  above  the  heavens ! 

2  Out  of  the  mouth  of  veiy  babes  and 
sucklings  hast  thou  ordained  strength,  be- 
cause of  thine  enemies  :  that  thou  mightest 
still  the  enemy,  and  the  avenger. 

3  For  I  will  consider  thy  heavens,  even 
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the  works  of  thy  fingers  :  the  moon  and. 
the  stars,  which  thou  hast  ordained. 

4  What  is  man,  that  thou  art  mindful 
of  him  :  and  the  son  of  man,  that  thou 
visitest  him  ? 

5  Thou  madest  him  lower  than  the  angels : 
to  crown  him  with  glory  and  worship. 

6  Thou  makest  him  to  have  dominion  of 
the  works  of  thy  hands  :  and  thou  hast  put 
all  things  in  subjection  under  his  feet ; 

7  All  sheep  and  oxen  :  yea,  and  the 
beasts  of  the  field ; 

8  The  fowls  of  the  air,  and  the  fishes  of 
the  sea  :  and  whatsoever  walketh  through 
the  paths  of  the  seas. 

9  O  Iiord  our  Govemour  :  how  excel- 
lent is  thy  Kame  in  all  the  world !

PSALM  K.    Cari/ltebor  tiM. 
WELL  give  thanks  unto  thee,  O  Lord, 
with  my  whole  heart  :  I  will  speak  of 
all  thy  marvellous  works. 

2  I  will  be  glad  and  rejoice  in  thee  : 
yea,  my  songs  will  I  make  of  thy  Name, 
O  thou  most  Highest. 

3  While  mine  enemies  are  driven  back  : 
they  shall  fall  and  perish  at  thy  presence. 

4  For  thou  hast  maintained  my  right 
and  my  cause  :  thou  art  set  in  the  throne 
that  judgest  right. 
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5  Thou  hast  rebuked  the  heathen,  and 
destroyed  the  ungodly  :  thou  hast  put  out 
their  name  for  ever  and  ever. 

6  O  thou  enemy,  destructions  are  come 
to  a  perpetual  end  :  even  as  the  cities 
which  thou  hast  destroyed ;  their  memo- 
rial is  perished  with  them. 

7  But  the  Ix)rd  shall  endure  for  ever :  he 
hath  also  prepared  his  seat  for  judgement. 

8  For  he  shall  judge  the  world  in  righ- 
teousness :  and  minister  true  judgement 
unto  the  people. 

9  The  Lord  also  will  be  a  defence  for 
the  oppressed  :  even  a  refuge  in  due  time 
of  trouble. 

10  And  they  that  know  thy  Name  will 
put  their  trust  in  thee  :  for  thou,  Lord, 
hast  never  failed  them  that  seek  thee. 

11  O  praise  the  Lord  which  dwelleth  ia 
Sion  :  shew  the  people  of  his  doings. 

12  For,  when  he  maketh  inquisition  for 
blood,  he  remembereth  them  :  and  forget- 
teth  not  the  complaint  of  the  poor. 

:  13  Have  mercy  upon  me,  O  Lord;  con- 
sider the  trouble  which  I  suffer  of  them 
that  hate  me  :  thou  that  liflest  me  up  from 
the  gates  of  death. 

14  That  I  may  shew  all  thy  praises 
within  the  ports  of  the  daughter  of  Sion  : 
I  will  rejoice  in  thy  salvation. 

15  The  heathen  are  sunk  down  in  the 
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pit  that  they  niade  :  in  the  same  net  which 
they  hid  privily,  is  their  foot  taken. 

16  The  Lord  is  known  to  execute  judge- 
jnent  :  the  ungodly  is  trapped  in  the  work 
of  his  own  hands. 

17  The  wicked  shall  be  turned  into  hell  : 
and  all  the  people  that  forget  God. 

18  For  the  poor  shall  not  alway  be  for- 
gotten :  the  patient  abiding  of  the  meek 
shall  not  perish  for  ever. 

19  Up,  Lord,  and  let  not  man  have  the 
upper  hand  :  let  the  heathen  be  judged  in 
thy  sight. 

20  Put  them  in  fear,  O  Lord :  that  the  hea- 
then may  know  themselves  to  be  but  men. 

PSALM  X.    m  quid,  amine  f 

TjlTHY  standest  thou  so  far  off,  O  Lord  : 
*T    and  hidest  thy  face  in  the  neediid 
time  of  trouble  ? 

2  The  ungodly  for  his  own  lust  doth  per- 
secute the  poor  :  let  them  be  taken  in  the 
crafty  wiliness  that  they  have  imagined. 

3  For  the  ungodly  hath  made  boast  of 
his  own  heart's  desire  :  and  speaketh  good 
of  the  covetous,  whom  God  abhorreth. 

i  The  ungodly  is  so  proud,  that  he 
careth  not  for  God  :  neither  is  God  in  all 
his  thoughts. 

5  His  ways  are  alway  grievous  :  thy 
judgements  are  far  above  out  of  his  sight, 
and  therefore  defieth  he  all  his  enemies. 
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6  For  he  hath  said  in  his  heart,  Tush, 
I  shall  never  be  cast  down  :  there  shall  no 
harm  happen  unto  me. 

7  His  mouth  is  full  of  cursing,  deceit, 
and  fraud  :  under  his  tongue  is  ungodliness 
and  vanity. 

8  He  sitteth  lurking  in  the  thievish 
comers  of  the  streets  :  and  privily  in  his 
lurking  dens  doth  he  murder  the  innocent ; 
his  eyes  are  set  against  the  poor. 

9  For  he  lieth  waiting  secretly,  even  as 
a  lion  lurketh  he  in  his  den  :  that  he  may 
ravish  the  poor. 

10  He  doth  ravish  the  poor  :  when  he 
getteth  him  into  his  net. 

11  He  falleth  down,  and  humbleth  him- 
self :  that  the  congregation  of  the  poor 
may  fall  into  the  hands  of  his  captains. 

12  He  hath  said  in  his  heart,  Tush,  God 
hath  forgotten  :  he  hideth  away  his  face, 
and  he  will  never  see  it. 

13  Arise,  O  Lord  God,  and  lift  up  thine 
hand  :  forget  not  the  poor. 

14  Wherefore  should  the  wicked  blas- 
pheme God  :  while  he  doth  say  in  hb 
heart.  Tush,  thou  God  carest  not  for  it. 

15  Surely  thou  hast  seen  it  :  for  thou 
beholdest  ungodliness  and  wrong. 

16  That  thou  mayest  take  the  matter  into 
thine  hand :  the  poor  committeth  himself  unto 
thee;  for  thou  art  the  helper  of  the  friendless. 
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17  Break  thou  the  power  of  the  ungodly 
and  malicious  :  take  away  his  ungodliness, 
and  thou  shalt  find  none. 

18  The  Lord  is  King  for  ever  and  ever  : 
and  the  heathen  are  perished  out  of  the  land. 

19  Lord,  thou  hast  heard  the  desire  of 
the  poor  :  thou  preparest  their  heart,  and 
thine  ear  hearkeneth  thereto ; 

20  To  help  the  fatherless  and  poor  unto 
their  right  :  that  the  man  of  the  earth  be 
no  more  exalted  against  them. 

PSALM  XL    In  Domino  txmfido. 

IN  the  Lord  put  I  my  trust  :  how  say 
ye  then  to  my  soul,  that  she  should  flee 
as  a  bird  unto  the  hill  ? 

2  For  lo,  the  ungodly  bend  their  bow, 
and  make  ready  their  arrows  within  the 
quiver  :  that  they  may  privily  shoot  at 
them  which  are  true  of  heart 

3  For  the  foundations  will  be  cast  down  : 
and  what  hath  the  righteous  done  ? 

4  The  Lord  is  in  his  holy  temple  :  the 
Lord's  seat  is  in  heaven. 

5  His  eyes  consider  the  poor  :  and  bis 
eye-lids  try  the  children  of  men. 

6  The  Lord  alloweth  the  righteous  :  but 
the  ungodly,  and  him  that  delighteth  in 
wickedness  doth  his  soul  abhor. 

7  Upon  the  ungodly  he  shall  rain  snares, 
fire  and  brimstone,  storm  and  tempest  : 
this  shall  be  their  portion  to  drink. 
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8  For  the  righteous  Lord  loveth  right- 
eousness :  his  countenance  will  behold  the 
thing  that  is  just.

PSALM  XII.    Salvum  mefac. 

H!ELF  me,  Lord,  for  there  is  not  one 
godly  man  leil  :  for  the  faithfiil  are 
minished  from  among  the  children  of  men. 

2  They  talk  of  vanity  every  one  with  his 
neighbour  :  they  do  but  flatter  with  their 
lips,  and  dissemble  in  their  double  heart. 

3  The  Lord  shall  root  out  all  deceitful 
lips  :  and  the  tongue  that  speaketh  proud 
things ; 

4  Which  have  said,  With  our  tongue 
will  we  prevail  :  we  are  they  that  ought  to 
speak,  who  is  lord  over  us  ? 

5  Now  for  the  comfortless  troubles'  sake 
of  the  needy  :  and  because  of  the  deep 
sighing  of  the  poor, 

6  I  will  up,  saith  the  Lord  :  and  will 
help  every  one  from  him  that  swelleth 
against  him,  and  will  set  him  at  rest. 

7  The  words  of  the  Lord  are  pure  words  : 
even  as  the  silver,  which  from  the  earth  is 
tried,  and  purified  seven  times  in  the  fire. 

8  Thou  shalt  keep  them,  O  Lord  :  thou 
shalt  preserve  him  from  this  generation 
for  ever. 

9  The  ungodly  walk  on  every  side  :  when 
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the  j  are  exalted,  the  children  of  men  are 
put  to  rebuke. 

PSALM  Xin.    Ueqae  qm,  Damimf 

HOW  long  wilt  thou  forget  me,  O  Lord, 
for  ever  :  how  long  wilt  thou  hide  thy 
face  from  me  ? 

2  How  long  shall  I  seek  counsel  in  my 
soul,  and  be  so  vexed  in  my  heart  :  how 
long  shall  mine  enemies  triumph  over  me? 

3  Consider,  and  hear  me,  O  Lord  my 
God  :  lighten  mine  eyes,  that  I  sleep  not 
in  death. 

4  Lest  mine  enemy  say,  I  have  prevailed 
against  him  :  for  if  I  be  cast  down,  they 
that  trouble  me  will  rejoice  at  it. 

5  But  my  trust  is  in  thy  mercy  :  and 
my  heart  is  joyful  in  thy  salvation. 

6  I  will  sing  of  the  Lm'd,  because  he  hath 
dealt  so  lovingly  with  me  :  yea,  I  will  praise 
the  Name  of  the  Lord  most  Highest. 

PSALM  XIV.    Dixit  insipiens. 

THE  fool  hath  said  in  his  heart  :  There 
is  no  God. 

2  They  are  corrupt,  and  become  abomi- 
nable in  their  doings  :  there  is  none  that 
doeth  good,  no  not  one. 

3  The  Lord  looked  down  fi'om  heaven 
upon  the  children  of  men  :  to  see  if  there 
were  any  that  would  understand,  and  seek 
after  God. 

4  But  they  are  all  gone  out  of  the  way, 
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they  are  altogether  become  abominable  : 
there  is  none  that  doeth  good,  no  not  one. 

6  Their  throat  is  an  open  sepulchre,  with 
their  tongues  have  they  deceived  :  the 
poison  of  asps  is  under  their  lips. 

6  Their  mouth  is  fidl  of  cursing  and  bit- 
terness :  their  feet  are  swift  to  shed  blood. 

7  Destruction  and  unhappiness  is  in  their 
ways,  and  the  way  of  peace  have  they  not 
known  :  there  is  no  fear  of  God  before 
their  eyes. 

8  Have  they  no  knowledge,  that  they  are 
all  such  workers  of  mischief :  eating  up  my 
people  as  it  were  bread,  and  call  not  upon 
the  Lord  ? 

9  There  were  they  brought  in  great 
fear,  even  where  no  fear  was  :  for  God  is 
in  the  generation  of  the  righteous. 

10  As  for  you,  ye  have  made  a  mock 
at  the  counsel  of  the  poor  :  because  he 
putteth  his  trust  in  the  Lord. 

11  Who  shall  give  salvation  unto  Israel 
out  of  Sion  ?  When  the  Lord  turneth  the 
captivity  of  his  people  :  then  shall  Jacob 
rejoice,  and  Israel  shall  be  glad.

3  He  that  hath  used  no  deceit  in  his 
tongue,  nor  done  evil  to  his  neighbour  : 
and  hath  not  slandered  his  neighbour. 

4  He  that  setteth  not  by  himself,  but  is 
lowly  in  his  own  eyes  :  and  maketh  much 
of  them  that  fear  the  Lord. 

5  He  that  sweareth  unto  his  neighbour, 
and  disappointeth  him  not :  though  it  were 
to  his  own  hindrance. 

6  He  that  hath  not  given  his  money 
upon  usury  :  nor  taken  reward  against  the 
innocent. 

7  Whoso  doeth  these  things  :  shall  never 
&1I. 

PSALM  XVI.    Comerva  me,  D&mine. 

PRESERVE  me,  O  God  :  for  in  thee 
have  I  put  my  trust. 

2  O  my  soul,  thou  hast  said  unto  the 
Lord  :  Thou  art  my  God,  my  goods  are 
nothing  unto  thee. 

3  All  my  delight  is  upon  the  saints,  that 
are  in  the  earth  :  and  upon  such  as  excel 
in  virtue. 

4  But  they  that  run  after  another  god  : 
shall  have  great  trouble. 

5  Their  drink-offerings  of  blood  will  I 
not  offer  :  neither  make  mention  of  their 
names  within  my  lips. 
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6  The  Lord  himself  is  the  portion  of 
mine  inheritance,  and  of  my  cup  :  thou 
shalt  maintain  my  lot. 

7  The  lot  is  fallen  unto  me  in  a  fair 
ground  :  yea,  I  have  a  goodly  heritage. 

8  I  will  thank  the  Lord  for  giving  me 
warning  :  my  reins  also  chasten  me  in  the 
night-season. 

9  I  have  set  God  always  before  me  :  for  he 
is  on  my  right  hand,  therefore  I  shall  not  fall. 

10  Wherefore  my  heart  was  glad,  and 
my  glory  rejoiced  :  my  flesh  also  shall  rest 
in  hope. 

11  For  why. J*  thou  shalt  not  leave  my 
soul  in  hell  :  neither  shalt  thou  suffer  thy 
Holy  One  to  see  corruption. 

12  Thou  shalt  shew  me  the  path  of  life ;  in 
thy  presence  is  the  fulness  of  joy :  and  at  thy 
right  hand  there  is  pleasure  for  evermore. 

PSALM  XVII.    Exaudi,  Domim. 

HEAR  the  right,  O  Lord,  consider  my 
complaint   :   and  hearken   unto   my 
pi'ayer,  that  goeth  not  out  of  feigned  lips. 

2  Let  my  sentence  come  forth  from  thy 
presence  :  and  let  thine  eyes  look  upon  the 
thing  that  is  equal. 

3  Thou  hast  proved  and  visited  mine 
heart  in  the  night-season ;  thou  hast  tried 
me,  and  shalt  find  no  wickedness  in  me  : 
for  I  am  utterly  purposed  that  my  mouth 
shall  not  offend. 
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4  Because  of  men's  works,  that  are  done 
against  the  words  of  thy  lips  :  I  have  kept 
me  from  the  ways  of  the  destroyer. 

5  O  hold  thou  up  my  goings  in  thy 
paths  :  that  my  footsteps  slip  not. 

6  I  have  called  upon  thee,  O  God,  for 
thou  shalt  hear  me  :  incline  thine  ear  to 
me,  and  hearken  unto  my  words. 

7  Shew  thy  marvellous  loving-kindness, 
thou  that  art  the  Saviour  of  them  which 
put  their  trust  in  thee  :  from  such  as  resirt 
thy  right  hand. 

8  Keep  me  as  the  apple  of  an  eye  :  hide 
me  under  the  shadow  of  thy  wings, 

9  From  the  ungodly  that  trouhle  me  : 
mine  enemies  compass  me  round  about  to 
take  away  my  soul. 

10  They  are  inclosed  in  their  own  fat  ; 
and  their  mouth  speaketh  proud  things. 

11  They  lie  waiting  in  our  way  on  evei-y 
side :  turning  their  eyes  down  to  the  ground ; 

12  Like  as  a  lion  that  is  greedy  of  his 
prey  :  and  as  it  were  a  lion's  whelp,  lurk- 
ing in  secret  places. 

13  Up,  Lord,  disappoint  him,  and  cast 
him  down  :  deliver  my  soul  from  the  un- 
godly, which  is  a  sword  of  thine ; 

14  From  the  men  of  thy  hand,  O  Lord, 
from  the  men,  I  say,  and  from  the  evil  world  : 
which  have  their  portion  in  this  life,  whose 
bellies  thou  fillest  with  thy  hid  treasure. 
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15  They  have  children  at  their  desire  : 
and  leave  the  rest  of  their  substance  for 
their  babes. 

16  But  as  for  me,  I  will  behold  thy  pre- 
sence in  i-ighteousness  :  and  when  I  awake 
up  after  thy  likeness,  I  shall  be  satisfied 
with  it.

PSALM  XVni.   DUigam  te,  Domine. 
WILL  love  thee,  O  Lord,  my  strength ;

the  Lord  is  my  stony  rock,  and  my  de- 
fence :  my  Saviour,  my  God,  and  my  might, 
in  whom  I  will  trust,  my  buckler,  the  horn 
also  of  my  salvation,  and  my  reAige. 

2  I  will  call  upon  the  Lord,  which  is 
worthy  to  be  praised  :  so  shall  I  be  safe 
from  mine  enemies. 

3  The  sorrows  of  death  compassed  me  : 
and  the  overflowings  of  ungodliness  made 
me  afi-aid. 

4  The  pains  of  hell  came  about  me  :  the 
snares,  of  death  overtook  me. 

5  In  my  trouble  I  will  call  upon  the 
Lord  :  and  complain  unto  my  God. 

6  So  shall  he  hear  my  voice  out  of  his  holy 
temple  :  and  my  complaint  shall  come  be- 
fore him,  it  shall  enter  even  into  his  ears. 

7  The  earth  trembled  and  quaked  :  the 
very  foundations  also  of  the  hills  shook,  and 
were  removed,  because  he  was  wroth. 
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8  There  went  a  smoke  out  in  his  pre- 
sence :  and  a  consuming  fire  out  of  his 
mouth,  so  that  coals  were  kindled  at  it. 

9  He  bowed  the  heavens  also,  and  came 
down  :  and  it  was  dark  under  his  feet. 

10  He  rode  upon  the  cherubims,  and 
did  fly  :  he  came  flying  upon  the  wings 
of  the  wind. 

11  He  made  darkness  his  secret  place  : 
his  pavilion  round  about  him  with  dark 
water,  and  thick  clouds  to  cover  him. 

12  At  the  brightness  of  his  presence  his 
clouds  removed  :  hail-stones,  and  coals  of 
fire. 

;  13  The  Lord  also  thundered  out  of  hea- 
ven, and  the  Highest  gave  his  thunder  : 
hail-stones,  and  coals  of  fire. 

14  He  sent  out  his  arrows,  and  scati 
tered  them  :  he  cast  forth  lightnings,  and 
destroyed  them. 

15  The  springs  of  waters  were  seen,  and 
the  foundations  of  the  round  world  were 
discovered,  at  thy  chiding,  O  Lord  :  at 
the  blasting  of  the  breath  of  thy  displea- 
sure. 

16  He  shall  send  down  from  on  high  to 
fetch  me  :  and  shall  take  me  out  of  many 
waters. 

17  He  shall  deliver  me  from  my  strong- 
est enemy,  and  from  them  which  hate  me  : 
for  they  are  too  mighty  for  me. 
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18  They  prevented  me  in  the  day  of  my 
trouble  :  but  the  Lord  was  my  upholder. 

19  He  brought  me  forth  also  into  a  place 
of  liberty  :  he  brought  me  forth,  even  be- 
cause he  had  a  favour  unto  me. 

20  The  Lord  shall  reward  me  after  my 
righteous  dealing  :  according  to  the  clean- 
ness of  my  hands  shall  he  recompense  me. 

21  Because  I  have  kept  the  ways  of  the 
Ijord  :  and  have  not  forsaken  my  God,  as 
the  wicked  doth. 

22  Tor  I  have  an  eye  unto  all  his  laws  : 
and  will  not  cast  out  his  commandments 
from  me. 

23  I  was  also  uncorrupt  before  him  : 
and  eschewed  mine  own  wickedness. 

24  Therefore  shall  the  Lord  reward  me 
after  my  righteous  dealing  :  and  according 
unto  the  cleanness  of  my  hands  in  his  eye- 
sight 

25  With  the  holy  thou  shalt  be  holy :  and 
with  a  perfect  man  thou  shalt  be  perfect. 

26  With  the  clean  thou  shalt  be  clean  : 
and  with  the  ftoward  thou  shalt  learn  firo- 
wardness. 

27  For  thou  shalt  save  the  people  that 
are  in  adversity  :  and  shalt  bring  down 
the  high  looks  of  the  proud. 

28  Thou  also  shalt  light  my  candle  :  the 
Lord  my  God  shall  make  my  darkness  to 
be  light. 
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29  For  in  thee  I  shall  discomfit  an  host 
of  men  :  and  with  the  help  of  my  God  I 
shall  leap  over  the  wall. 

30  The  way  of  God  is  an  undefiled  way  : 
the  word  of  the  IJord  ako  is  tried  in  the 
fire ;  he  is  the  defender  of  sdl  them  that 
put  their  trust  in  him. 

31  For  who  is  God,  but  the  Lord  :  or 
who  hath  any  strength,  except  our  God  ? 

32  It  is  Grod,  that  girdeth  me  with  strength 
of  war  :  and  maketh  my  way  perfect. 

33  He  maketh  my  feet  like  harts'  feet  : 
and  setteth  me  up  on  high. 

31  He  teacheth  mine  hands  to  fight  : 
and  mine  arms  shall  break  even  a  bow  of 
steel. 

35  Thou  hast  given  me  the  defence  of 
thy  salvation  :  thy  right  hand  also  shall 
hold  me  up,  and  thy  loving  correction  shall 
make  me  great. 

36  Thou  shalt  make  room  enough  under 
me  for  to  go  :  that  my  footsteps  shall  not 
slide. 

37  I  will  follow  upon  mine  enemies,  and 
overtake  them  :  neither  will  I  turn  again 
till  I  have  destroyed  them. 

38  I  will  smite  them,  that  they  shall  not 
be  able  to  stand  :  but  fall  under  my  feet. 

39  Thou  hast  girded  me  with  strength 
unto  the  battle  :  thou  shalt  throw  down 
mine  enemies  under  me. 
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40  Thou  hast  made  mine  enemies  also 
to  turn  their  backs  upon  me  :  and  I  shall 
destroy  them  that  hate  me. 

41  They  shall  cry,  but  there  shall  be  none 
to  help  them  :  yea,  even  unto  the  IJord  shall 
they  cry,  but  he  shall  not  hear  them. 

^  I  will  beat  them  as  small  as  the  dust 
before  the  wind  :  I  will  cast  them  out  as 
the  clay  in  the  streets. 

43  Thou  shalt  deliver  me  from  the  striv- 
ings of  the  people  :  and  thou  shalt  make 
me  the  head  of  the  heathen. 

44  A  people  whom  I  have  not  known  : 
shall  serve  me. 

43  As  soon  as  they  hear  of  me,  they 
shall  obey  me  :  but  the  strange  children 
shall  dissemble  with  me. 

46  The  strange  children  shall  fail  :  and 
be  afraid  out  of  their  pi-isons. 

47  The  Lord  liveth,  and  blessed  be  my 
'strong  helper  :  and  praised  be  the  God  of 
my  salvation. 

48  Even  the  God  that  seeth  that  I  be 
avenged  :  and  subdueth  the  people  unto  me. 

49  It  is  he  that  delivereth  me  from  my 
cruel  enemies,  and  setteth  me  up  above 
mine  adversaries  :  thou  shalt  rid  me  from 
the  wicked  man. 

50  For  this  cause  will  I  give  thanks 
unto  thee,  O  Lord,  among  the  Gentiles  : 
and  sing  praises  unto  thy  Name. 
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51  Great  prosperity  giveth  he  unto  his 
King  :  and  sheweth  loving-kindness  unto 
David  his  Anointed,  and  unto  his  seed  for 


MORNING   PRAYER. 
PSALM  XIX.  Codiemrrant. 

THE    heavens    declare    the    gloiy   of 
Ood  :  and  the  firmament  sheweth  his 
handy-work. 

2  One  day  telleth  another  :  and  one 
night  certifieth  another. 

3  There  is  neither  speech  nor  language  : 
but  their  voices  are  heard  among  them. 

4  Their  sound  is  gone  out  into  all  lands  : 
and  their  words  into  the  ends  of  the  world. 

5  In  them  hath  he  set  a  tabernacle  for 
the  sun  :  which  Cometh  forth  as  a  bride- 
groom out  of  his  chamber,  and  rejoiceth  as 
a  giant  to  run  his  course. 

6  It  goeth  forth  from  the  uttermost  part 
of  the  heaven,  and  runneth  about  unto  the 
end  of  it  again  :  and  there  is  nothing  hid 
from  the  heat  thereof. 

7  The  law  of  the  Lord  is  an  undefiled 
law,  converting  the  soul  :  the  testimony  of 
the  Lord  is  sure,  and  giveth  wisdom  unto 
the  simple. 

8  The  statutes  of  the  Lord  are  right,  and 
rejoice  the  heart  :  the  commandment  of  the 
Lord  is  pure,  and  giveth  light  unto  the  eyes. 
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9  The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  clean,  and 
endureth  for  ever  :  the  judgements  of  the 
Lord  are  true,  and  righteous  altogether. 

10  More  to  be  desired  are  they  than 
gold,  yea,  than  much  fine  gold  :  sweeter 
also  than  honey,  and  the  honey-comb. 

11  Moreover,  by  them  is  thy  servant 
taught  :  and  in  keeping  of  them  there  is 
great  reward. 

12  Who  can  tell  how  ofl  he  offendeth  : 
O  cleanse  thou  me  from  my  seci-et  faults. 

13  Keep  thy  servant  also  from  presump- 
tuous sins,  lest  they  get  the  dominion  over 
me  ;  so  shall  I  be  nndefiled,  and  innocent 
from  the  great  offence. 

14  Let  the  words  of  my  mouth,  and  the 
meditation  of  my  heart  :  be  alway  accept- 
able in  thy  sight, 

15  O  Lord  :  my  strength,  and  my  re- 
deemer. 

PSALM  XX.   Exaudiat  te  Dominus. 

THE  Lord  hear  thee  in  the  day  of  trou- 
ble :  the  Name  of  the  God  of  Jacob 
defend  thee ; 

2  Send  thee  help  from  the  sanctuaiy  : 
and  strengthen  thee  out  of  Sion ; 

3  Remember  all  thy  offerings  :  and  ac- 
cept thy  burnt^sacrifice ; 

4  Grant  thee  thy  heart's  desire  :  and 
fulfil  all  thy  mind. 

.    5  We  will  rejoice  in  thy  salvation,  and 
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triumph  in  the  Name  of  the  Lord  our  God  : 
the  Lord  perform  all  thy  petitions. 

6  Now  know  I,  that  the  Lord  helpeth 
his  Anointed,  and  will  hear  him  from  his 
holy  heaven  :  even  with  the  wholesome 
strength  of  his  right  hand. 

7  Some  put  their  trust  in  chariots,  and 
some  in  horses  :  but  we  wiU  remember  the 
Name  of  the  Lord  our  God. 

8  They  are  brought  down,  and  feUen  : 
but  we  are  risen,  and  stand  upright 

9  Save,  Lord,  and  hear  us,  O  Xing  of 
heaven  :  when  we  call  upon  thee. 

PSALM  XXI.   Bomine,  in  mrtute  taa. 

THC  King  shall  rejoice  in  thy  strength, 
O  Lord  :  exceeding  glad  shall  he  be 
of  thy  salvation. 

2  Thou  hast  given  him  his  heart's  de- 
sire :  and  hast  not  denied  him  the  request 
of  his  lips. 

3  For  thou  shalt  prevent  him  with  the 
blessings  of  goodness  :  and  shalt  set  a 
crown  of  pure  gold  upon  his  head. 

i  He  asked  life  of  thee,  and  thou  gavest 
him  a  long  life  :  even  for  ever  and  ever. 

5  His  honour  is  great  in  thy  salvation  : 
glory  and  great  worship  shdt  thou  lay 
upon  him. 

6  For  thou  shalt  give  him  everlasting 
felicity  :  and  make  him  glad  with  the  joy 
of  thy  countenance. 
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:  7  And  why?  because  the  King  put- 
teth  his  trust  in  the  Lord  :  and  in  the 
mercy  of  the  most  Highest  he  shall  not 
miscarry. 

8  All  thine  enemies  shall  feel  thy  hand  : 
thy  right  hand  shall  find  out  them  that 
hate  thee. 

9  Thou  shalt  make  them  like  a  fiery 
oven  in  time  of  thy  wrath  :  the  Lord  shall 
destroy  them  in  his  displeasure,  and  the 
fire  shall  consume  them. 

10  Their  fruit  shalt  thou  root  out  of  the 
earth  :  and  their  seed  from  among  the 
children  of  men. 

,  11  For  they  intended  mischief  against 
thee  :  and  imagined  such  a  device  as  they 
are  not  able  to  perform. 

12  Therefore  shalt  thou  put  them  to 
flight  :  and  the  strings  of  thy  bow  shalt 
thou  make  ready  against  the  face  of  them. 

13  Be  thou  exalted,  Lord,  in  thine  own 
strength  :  so  will  we  sing,  and  praise  thy 
power.

MY  God,  my  God,  look  upon  me ;  why 
hast  thou  forsaken  me  :  and  art  so 
far  from  my  health,  and  from  the  words  of 
my  complaint  ?

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thou  hearest  not  :  and  in  the  night-season 
also  I  take  no  rest.

6  But  as  for  me,  I  am  a  worm,  and  no 
man  :  a  very  scorn  of  men,  and  the  out- 
cast of  the  people. 

7  All  they  that  see  me  laugh  me  to 
scorn  :  they  shoot  out  their  lips,  and  shake 
their  heads,  saying, 

8  He  trusted  in  God,  that  he  would 
deliver  him  :  let  hira  deliver  him,  if  he 
will  have  him. 

9  But  thou  art  he  that  took  me  out  of  my 
mother's  womb  :  thou  wast  my  hope,  when 
I  hanged  yet  upon  my  mother's  breasts. 

10  I  have  been  left  unto  thee  ever  since 
I  was  bom  :  thou  art  my  God  even  from 
my  mother's  womb. 

11  O  go  not  from  me,  for  trouble  is  hard 
at  hand  :  and  there  is  none  to  help  me. 

12  Many  oxen  are  come  about  me  :  &t 
bulls  of  Bitsan  close  me  in  on  every  side. 

13  They  gape  upon  me  with  their  mouths : 
as  it  were  a  ramping  and  a  roaring  lion. 

14  I  am  poured  out  like  water,  and  all  my 
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bones  are  out  of  joint  :  my  heart  also  in  the 
midst  of  my  body  is  even  like  melting  wax. 

15  My  strength  is  dried  up  like  a  potsherd, 
and  my  tongue  cleaveth  to  my  gums  :  and 
thou  shalt  bring  me  into  the  dust  of  death. 

16  For  many  dogs  are  come  about  me  : 
and  the  council  of  the  wicked  layeth  siege 
against  me. 

17  They  pierced  my  hands  and  my  feet ; 
I  may  tell  all  my  bones  :  they  stand  star- 
ing and  looking  upon  me. 

18  They  pai't  my  garments  among  them  : 
and  cast  lots  upon  my  vesture. 

19  But  be  not  thou  far  from  me,  O 
Lord  :  thou  art  my  succour,  haste  thee  to 
help  me. 

20  Deliver  my  soul  from  the  sword  :  my 
darling  from  the  power  of  the  dog. 

21  Save  me  from  the  lion's  mouth  :  thou 
hast  heard  me  also  from  among  the  horns 
of  the  unicorns. 

22  I  will  declare  thy  Name  unto  my 
brethren  :  in  the  midst  of  the  congrega- 
tion will  I  praise  thee. 

23  O  praise  the  Lord,  ye  that  fear  him  : 
magnify  him,  all  ye  of  the  seed  of  Jacob, 
and  fear  him,  all  ye  seed  of  Israel ; 

24  For  he  hath  not  despised,  nor  abhor- 
red, the  low  estate  of  the  poor  :  he  hath 
not  hid  his  iace  from  him,  but  when  he 
called  unto  him  he  heard  him. 
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35  My  praise  is  of  thee  in  the  great  con- 
gregation :  my  vows  will  I  perform  in  the 
sight  of  them  that  fear  him. 

36  The  poor  shall  eat,  and  be  satisfied  : 
they  that  seek  after  the  Lord  shall  praise 
him ;  your  heart  shall  live  for  ever. 

37  AH  the  ends  of  the  world  shall  re- 
member themselves,  and  be  turned  unto 
the  Lord  :  and  all  the  kindreds  of  the 
nations  shall  worship  before  him. 

28  For  the  kingdom  is  the  Lord's  :  and 
he  is  the  Govemour  among  the  people. 

29  All  such  as  be  &t  upon  earth  :  have 
eaten,  and  worshipped. 

30  All  they -that  go  down  into  the  dust 
shall  kneel  before  him  :  and  no  man  hath 
quickened  his  own  soul. 

31  My  seed  shall  serve  him  :  they  shall 
be  counted  unto  the  Lord  for  a  generation. 

33  They  shall  come,  and  the  heavens  shall 
declare  his  righteousness :  unto  a  people  that 
shall  be  bom,  whom  the  Lord  hath  made. 
PSALM  XXni.  Dominus  regU  me. 

THE  Lord  is  my  shepherd  :  therefore 
can  I  lack  nothing. 

2  He  shall  feed  me  in  a  green  pasture :  and 
lead  me  forth  beside  the  waters  of  comfort. 

3  He  shall  convert  my  soul  :  and  bring 
me  forth  in  the  paths  of  righteousness,  for 
his  Name's  sake. 

i  Yea,  though  I  walk  through  the  valley 
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of  the  shadow  of  death,  I  will  fear  no  evil  : 
for  thou  art  with  me ;  thy  rod  and  thy  staff 
comfort  me. 

5  Thou  shalt  prepare  a  table  before  me 
against  them  that  trouble  me  :  thou  hast 
anointed  my  head  with  oil,  and  my  cup 
shall  be  fulL 

6  But  thy  loving-kindness  and  mercy  shall 
follow  me  all  the  days  of  my  life  :  and  I  will 
dwell  in  the  house  of  the  Lord  for  ever. 

MORNING  PEATBB. 
PSALM  XXIV.    Domini  eat  terra. 

THE  earth  is  the  Lord's,  and  all  that 
therein  is  :  the  compass,  of  the  world, 
and  they  that  dwell  therein. 

2  For  he  hath  founded  it  upon  the  seas  : 
and  prepared  it  upon  the  floods. 

3  Who  shall  ascend  into  the  hill  of  the 
Lord  :  or  who  shall  rise  up  in  his  holy  place  ? 

4  £ven  he  that  hath  clean  hands,  and  a 
pure  heart  :  and  that  hath  not  lift  up  his 
mind  unto  vanity,  nor  swoi-n  to  deceive  his 
neighbour. 

5  He  shall  receive  the  blessing  from  the 
Lord  :  and  righteousness  from  the  God  of 
his  salvation. 

6  This  is  the  generation  of  them  that 
seek  him  :  even  of  them  that  seek  thy  face, 
O  Jacob. 

7  Lift  up  your  heads,  O  ye  gates,  and 
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be  ye  lift  up,  ye  everlasting  doors  :  and 
the  King  of  glory  shall  come  in. 

8  Who  is  the  King  of  glory  :  it  is  the 
Lord  strong  and  mighty,  even  the  Lord 
mighty  in  battle. 

9  Lift  up  your  heads,  O  ye  gates,  and 
be  ye  lift  up,  ye  everlasting  doors  :  and 
the  King  of  glory  shall  come  in. 

10  Who  is  the  King  of  glory  :  even  the 
Lord  of  hosts,  he  is  the  King  of  glory. 

PSALM  XXV.    Ad  te,  Damine,  Imwi. 

UNTO  thee,  O  Lord,  will  I  lift  up  my 
soul ;  my  God,  I  have  put  my  trust  in 
thee  :  O  let  me  not  be  confounded,  neither 
let  mine  enemies  triumph  over  me. 

2  For  all  they  that  hope  in  thee  shall 
not  be  ashamed  :  but  such  as  transgress 
without  a  cause  shall  be  put  to  confiision. 

3  Shew  me  thy  ways,  O  Lord  :  and  teach 
me  thy  paths. 

4  Lead  me  forth  in  thy  truth,  and  learn 
me  :  for  thou  art  the  God  of  my  salvation ; 
in  thee  hath  been  my  hope  all  the  day  long. 

5  Call  to  remembrance,  O  Lord,  thy  ten- 
der mercies  :  and  thy  loving-kindnesses, 
which  have  been  ever  of  old. 

6  O  remember  not  the  sins  and  offences  of 
my  youth  :  but  according  to  thy  mercy  think 
thou  upon  me,  O  Lord,  for  thy  goodness. 

7  Gracious  and  righteous  is  the  Lord  : 
therefore  will  he  teach  sinners  in  the  way. 
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8  Them  that  are  meek  shall  he  guide  in 
judgement  :  and  such  as  are  gentle,  them 
shall  he  learn  his  way. 

9  All  the  paths  of  the  Lord  are  mercy 
and  truth  :  unto  such  as  keep  his  covenant, 
and  his  testimonies. 

10  For  thy  Name's  sake,  O  Lord  :  be 
merciful  unto  my  sin,  for  it  is  great. 

11  What  man  is  he,  that  feareth  the 
Lord  :  him  shall  he  teach  in  the  way  that 
he  shall  choose. 

12  His  soul  shall  dwell  at  ease  :  and  his 
seed  shall  inherit  the  land. 

13  The  secret  of  the  Lord  is  among  them 
that  fear  him  :  and  he  will  shew  them  his 
covenant. 

14  Mine  eyes  are  ever  looking  unto  the 
Lord  :  for  he  shall  pluck  my  feet  out  of 
the  net. 

15  Turn  thee  unto  me,  and  have  mercy 
upon  me  :  for  I  am  desolate,  and  in  misery. 

16  The  soiTows  of  my  heart  are  enlarg- 
ed :  O  bring  thou  me  out  of  my  troubles. 

17  Look  upon  my  adversity  and  misery  : 
and  forgive  me  all  my  sin. 

18  Consider  mine  enemies,  how  many 
they  are  :  and  they  bear  a  tyrannous  hate 
against  me. 

19  O  keep  my  soul,  and  deliver  me  :  let 
me  not  be  confounded,  for  I  have  put  my 
trust  in  thee. 
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20  Let  perfectness  and  righteous  dealing 
wait  upon  me  :  for  my  hope  hath  been  in 
thee. 

21  Deliver  Israel,  O  God  :  out  of  all  his 
troubles. 

PSALM  XXVI.   Judica  m,  Domine. 

BE  thou  my  Judge,  O  Lord,  for  I  have 
walked  innocently  :  my  trust  hath 
been  also  in  the  Lord,  therefore  shall  I 
not  &11. 

2  Examine  me,  O  Lord,  and  prove  me  : 
try  out  my  reins  and  my  heart. 

3  For  thy  loving^kindness  is  ever  before 
mine  eyes  :  and  I  will  walk  in  thy  truth. 

4  I  have  not  dwelt  with  vain  pereons  : 
neither  will  I  have  fellowship  with  the 
deceitfiil. 

5  I  have  hated  the  congregation  of  the 
wicked  :  and  will  not  sit  among  the  un- 
godly. 

6  I  will  wash  my  hands  in  innocency,  O 
Lord  :  and  so  will  I  go  to  thine  altar ; 

7  That  I  may  shew  the  voice  of  thanks- 
giving :  and  tell  of  all  thy  wondrous  works. 

8  Lord,  I  have  loved  the  habitation  of 
thy  house  :  and  the  place  where  thine 
honour  dwelleth. 

9  O  shut  not  up  my  soul  with  the  sin- 
ners :  nor  my  life  with  the  blood-thii°sty ; 

10  In  whose  hands  is  wickedness  :  and 
their  right  hand  is  fiill  of  gifts. 
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11  But  as  for  me,  I  will  walk  inno- 
cendy  :  O  deliver  me,  and  be  merciful 
unto  me. 

12  My  foot  standeth  right  :  I  will  praise 
the  Lord  in  the  congi-egations.

6  Draw  me  out  of  the  net,  that  they 
have  laid  privily  for  me  :  for  thou  art  my 
strength.

Grod  of  truth. 

7  I  have  hated  them  that  hold  of  super- 
stitious vanities  :  and  my  trust  hath  been 
in  the  Lord.

26  O  love  the  Lord,  all  ye  his  saints  :  for 
the  Lord  preserveth  them  that  are  faithful, 
and  plenteously  rewardeth  the  proud  doer. 

27  Be  strong,  and  he  shall  establish  your 
heart  :  all  ye  that  put  your  trust  in  the 
Lord.

10  All  my  bones  shall  say,  Lord,  who 
is  like  unto  thee,  who  deliverest  the  poor 
from  him  that  is  too  strong  for  him  :  yea, 
the  poor,  and  him  that  is  in  misery,  from 
him  that  spoileth  him  ? 

11  False  witnesses  did  rise  up  :  they  laid 
to  my  chai^  things  that  I  knew  not 
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12  They  rewarded  me  evil  for  good  :  to 
the  great  discomfort  of  ray  soul. 

13  Nevertheless,  when  they  were  sick,  I 
put  on  sackcloth,  and  humbled  my  soul 
with  fasting  :  and  my  prayer  shaU  turn 
into  mine  own  bosom. 

14  I  behaved  myself  as  though  it  had 
been  my  friend,  or  my  brother  :  I  went 
heavily,  as  one  that  moumeth  for  his  mo- 
ther. 

15  But  in  mine  adversity  they  rejoiced, 
and  gathered  themselves  together  :  yea,  the 
very  abjects  came  together  against  me  un- 
awares, making  mouths  at  me,  and  ceased 
not. 

16  With  the  flatterers  were  busy  mock- 
ers :  who  gnashed  upon  me  with  their  teeth. 

17  Lord,  how  long  wilt  thou  look  upon 
this :  O  deliver  my  soul  from  the  calamities 
which  they  bring  on  me,  and  my  darling 
from  the  lions. 

18  So  will  I  give  thee  thanks  in  the 
great  congregation  :  I  will  praise  thee 
among  much  people. 

19  O  let  not  them  that  are  mine  ene- 
mies triumph  over  me  ungodly  :  neither 
let  them  wink  with  their  eyes  that  hate 
me  without  a  cause. 

20  And  why?  their  communing  is  not  for 
peace  :  but  they  imagine  deceitfal  words 
against  them  that  are  quiet  in  the  land. 
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21  They  gaped  upon  me  with  their 
mouths,  and  said  :  Fie  on  thee,  fie  on 
thee,  we  saw  it  with  our  eyes. 

22  This  thou  hast  seen,  O  Lord  :  hold 
not  thy  tongue  then,  go  not  far  from  me, 
OLord. 

23  Awake,  and  stand  up  to  judge  my 
quarrel  :  avenge  thou  my  cause,  my  Gcod, 
and  my  Lord. 

24  Judge  me,  O  Lord  my  God,  accord- 
ing to  thy  righteousness  :  and  let  them  not 
triumph  over  me. 

25  Let  them  not  say  in  their  hearts, 
There,  there,  so  would  we  have  it  :  neither 
let  them  say,  We  have  devoured  him. 

26  Let  them  he  put  to  confusion  and 
shame  together,  that  rejoice  at  my  trouble : 
let  them  be  clothed  with  rebuke  and  dis- 
honour, that  boast  themselves  against  me. 

27  Let  them  be  glad  and  rejoice,  that 
favour  my  righteous  dealing :  yea,  let  them 
say  alway.  Blessed  be  the  Lord,  who  hath 
pleasure  in  the  prosperity  of  his  servant. 

28  And  as  for  my  tongue,  it  shall  be 
talking  of  thy  righteousness  :  and  of  thy 
praise  all  the  day  long. 

PSALM  XXXVI.    Dixit  injunlus. 

MY  heart  sheweth  me  the  wickedness 
of  the  ungodly  :  that  there  is  no  fear 
of  God  before  his  eyes. 

2  For  he  flattereth  himself  in  his  own 
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sight  :  until  his  ahominahle  sin  be  found 
out. 

3  The  words  of  his  mouth  are  unright- 
eous, and  iull  of  deceit :  he  hath  left  off  to 
behave  himself  wisely,  and  to  do  good. 

4  He  imagineth  mischief  upon  his  bed, 
and  hath  set  himself  in  no  good  way  :  nei- 
ther doth  he  abhor  any  thing  that  is  evil. 

6  Thy  mercy,  O  Lord,  reacheth  unto 
the  heavens  :  and  thy  fiuthfiilness  unto  the 
clouds. 

6  Thy  righteousness  standeth  like  the 
strong  mountains  :  thy  judgements  are  like 
the  great  deep. 

7  Thou,  Lord,  shalt  save  both  man  and 
beast ;  How  excellent  is  thy  mercy,  O  God : 
and  the  children  of  men  shall  put  their 
trust  under  the  shadow  of  thy  wings. 

8  They  shall  be  satisfied  vrith  me  plen- 
teousness  of  thy  house  :  and  thou  shalt 
give  them  drink  of  thy  pleasiues,  as  out 
of  the  river. 

9  For  with  thee  is  the  well  of  life  :  and 
in  thy  light  shall  we  see  light. 

10  O  continue  forth  thy  loving-kindness 
unto  them  that  know  thee  :  and  thy  right- 
eousness unto  them  that  are  true  of  heart 

11 0  let  not  the  foot  of  pride  come  against 
me  :  and  let  not  the  hand  of  the  ungodly 
cast  me  down. 

12  There  are  they  fallen,  all  that  work 
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wickedness  :  they  are  cast  down,  and  shall 
not  be  able  to  stand. 

EVENING  PRAYER 
FSALU  XXXVn.    Ncli  ammlari. 

FRET  not  thyself  because  of  the  un- 
godly :  neither  be  thou  envious  against 
the  evil  doers. 

3  For  they  shall  soon  be  cut  down  like 
the  grass  :  and  be  withered  even  as  the 
green  herb. 

3  Put  thou  thy  trust  in  the  Lord,  and 
be  doing  good  :  dwell  in  the  land,  and 
verily  thou  shalt  be  fed. 

4  Delight  thou  in  the  Lord  :  and  he 
shall  give  thee  thy  heart's  desire. 

5  Commit  thy  way  unto  the  Lord,  and 
put  thy  trust  in  him  :  and  he  shall  bring 
it  to  muss. 

6  He  shall  make  thy  righteousness 'as 
clear  as  the  light :  and  thy  just  dealing  as 
the  noon-day. 

7  Hold  thee  still  in  the  Lord,  and  abide 
patiently  upon  him  :  but  grieve  not  thyself 
at  him,  whose  way  doth  prosper,  against 
the  man  that  doeth  after  evil  counsels. 

8  Leave  off  &om  wrath,  and  let  go  dis- 
pleasure :  fret  not  thyself,  else  shalt  thou 
be  moved  t»  do  evil. 

9  Wicked  doers  shall  be  rooted  out :  and 
they  that  patiently  abide  the  Lord,  those 
shall  inhent  the  Itmd. 
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10  Yet  a  little  while,  and  the  ungodly 
shall  be  dean  gone  :  thou  shalt  look  after, 
his  place,  and  he  shall  he  away. 

11  But  the  meek-spirited  shall  possess 
the  earth  :  and  shall  be  refreshed  in  the 
multitude  of  peace. 

12  The  ungodly  seeketh  counsel  against 
the  just :  and  gnasheth  upon  him  with  his 
teeth. 

13  The  Lord  shall  laugh  him  to  scorn  : 
for  he  hath  seen  that  his  day  is  coming. 

14  The  ungodly  have  drawn  out  the 
sword,  and  have  bent  their  bow  :  to  cast 
dawn  the  poor  and  needy,  and  to  slay  such 
as  are  of  a  right  conversation. 

15  Their  sword  shall  go  through  their 
own  heart  :  and  their  bow  shall  be  bro- 
ken. 

16  A  small  thing  that  the  righteous 
hath  :  is  better  than  great  riches  of  the 
ungodly. 

17  For  the  arms  of  the  ungodly  shall 
be  broken  :  and  the  Lord  upholdeth  the 
righteous. 

18  The  Lord  knoweth  the  days  of  the^ 
godly  :  and  their  inheritance  shall  endure 
for  ever. 

19  They  shall  not  be  confounded  in  the 
perilous  time  :  and  in  the  days  of  dearth 
they  shall  have  enough. 

20  As  for  the  ungodly,  they, shall,  petidis 
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and  the  enemies  of  the  Lord  shall  con- 
sume as  the  fat  of  lambs  :  yea,  even  as  the 
smoke,  shall  they  consume  away. 

21  The  ungodly  borroweth,  and  payeth 
not  agam  :  but  the  righteous  is  merciful, 
and  hberal. 

22  Such  as  are  blessed  of  God  shall  pos- 
sess the  land  :  and  they  that  are  cursed  of 
him  shall  he  rooted  out. 

23  The  Lord  ordereth  a  good  man's 
going  :  and  maketh  his  way  acceptable  to 
himself. 

24  Though  he  fall,  he  shall  not  be  cast 
away  :  for  the  Lord  upholdeth  him  with 
his  hand. 

25  I  have  been  young,  and  now  am  old  : 
and  yet  saw  I  never  the  righteous  forsaken, 
nor  his  seed  beting  their  bread. 

26  The  righteous  is  ever  merciful,  and 
lendeth  :  and  his  seed  is  blessed. 

27  Flee  from  evil,  and  do  the  thing  that 
is  good  :  and  dwell  for  evermore. 

28  For  the  Lord  loveth  the  thing  that  is 
right :  he  forsaketh  not  his  that  be  godly, 
but  thgr  are  preserved  for  ever. 

29  The  unrighteous  shall  be  punished  : 
as  for  the  seed  of  the  ungodly,  it  shall  be 
rooted  out. 

30  The  righteous  shall  inherit  the  land  : 
and  dwell  therein  for  ever. 

31  The  mouth  of  the  righteous  is  ezer- 
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cised  in  wisdom  :  and  his  tongue  will  be 
talking  of  judgement 

32  The  law  of  his  God  is  in  his  heart  : 
and  his  goings  shall  not  slide. 

33  The  ungodly  seeth  the  righteous  :  and 
seeketh  occasion  to  slay  him. 

34  The  Lord  will  not  leave  him  in  his 
hand :  nor  condemn  him  when  he  is  judged. 

35  Hope  thou  in  the  Lord,  and  keep  his 
way,  and  he  shall  promote  thee,  tliat  thou 
shedt  possess  the  land  :  when  the  ungodly 
shall  perish,  thou  shalt  see  it. 

36  I  myself  have  seen  the  ungodly  in 
great  power  :  and  flourishing  like  a  green 
bay-tree. 

37  I  went  by,  and  lo,  he  was  gone  :  I 
sought  him,  but  his  place  could  no  where 
be  found. 

38  Keep  innocency,  and  take  heed  imto 
the  thing  that  is  right :  for  that  shall  bring 
a  man  peace  at  the  last. 

39  As  for  the  transgressors,  they  shall 
perish  together :  and  the  end  of  the  ungodly 
is,  they  shall  be  rooted  out  at  the  last. 

40  But  the  salvation  of  the  righteous 
Cometh  of  the  Lord  :  who  is  also  their 
strength  in  the  time  of  trouble. 

41  And  the  Lord  shall  stand  by  them, 
and  save  them  :  he  shall  deliver  them  firom 
the  ungodly,  and  shall  save  them,  because 
they  put  their  trust  in  him.

PSALM  XXXVin.    Domim,  ne  in  furore. 

PUT  me  not  to  rebuke,  O  Lord,  in  thine 
anger   :   neither  chasten  me  in  thy 
heavy  displeasm*. 

2  For  thine  arrows  stick  fast  in  me  : 
and  thy  hand  presseth  me  sore. 

3  There  is  no  health  in  my  flesh,  because 
of  thy  displeasure  :  neither  is  there  any 
rest  in  my  Dones,  by  reason  of  my  sin. 

4  For  my  wickednesses  are  gone  over 
my  head  :  and  are  Uke  a  sore  burden,  too 
heavy  for  me  to  bear. 

5  My  wounds  stink,  and  are  corrupt  : 
through  my  foolishness. 

6  I"am  brought  into  so  great  trouble  and 
misery :  that  I  go  mourning  all  the  day  long. 

7  For  my  loins  are  filled  with  a  sore  dis^ 
ease :  and  there  is  no  whole  part  in  my  body. 

8  I  am  feeble,  and  sore  smitten  :  I  have 
roared  for  the  very  disquietness  of  my  heart. 

9  Lord,  thou  knowest  aU  my  desire  : 
and  my  groaning  is  not  hid  from  thee. 

10  My  heart  panteth,  my  strength"  hath 
%iiled  me  :  and  the  sight  of  mine  eyes  is 
gone  from  ma 

11  My  lovers  and  my  neighbours  did 
stand  looking  upon  my  trouble  :  and  my 
kinsmen  stood  afar  off. 

12  They  also  that  sought  after  my  life  laid 
mares  for  me  :  and  they  that  went  about 
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to  do  me  evil  talked  of  wickedness,  and 
imagined  deceit  all  the  day  long. 

13  As  for  me,  I  was  Kke  a  deaf  man, 
and  heard  not  :  and  as  one  that  is  dumb, 
who  doth  not  open  his  mouth. 

14  I  became  even  as  a  man  that  heareth 
not  :  and  in  whose  mouth  are  no  reproofs. 

16  For  in  thee,  O  Lord,  have  I  put  my 
trust  :  thou  shalt  answer  for  me,  O  Lord 
my  God. 

16  I  have  required  that  they,  even  mine 
enemies,  should  not  triumph  over  me  :  for 
when  my  foot  sUpped,  they  rejoiced  greatly 
against  me. 

17  And  I,  truly,  am  set  in  the  plague  : 
and  my  heaviness  is  ever  in  my  sight. 

18  For  I  will  confess  my  wickedness  : 
and  be  sony  for  my  sin. 

19  But  mine  enemies  live,  and  are  migh- 
ty :  and  they  that  hate  me  wrongftdly  are 
many  in  number. 

20  They  also  that  reward  evil  for  good 
are  against  me  :  because  I  follow  the  thing 
that  good  is. 

21  Forsake  me  not,  O  Lord  my  Crod  : 
be  not  thou  fer  from  me. 

22  Haste  thee  to  help  me  :  O  Lord  Giod 
of  my  salvation. 

PSALM  XXXIX.   Diri,  custodiam. 

I    SAID,  I  will  take  heed  to  my  ways  : 
that  I  offend  not  in  my  tongue. 
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2  I  will  keep  mj  mouth  as  it  were  with  a 
bridle  :  while  the  ungodly  is  in  my  sight. 

3  I  held  my  tongue,  and  spake  nothing  : 
I  kept  silence,  yea,  even  from  good  words ; 
but  it  was  pain  and  grief  to  me. 

i  ]Vfy  heart  was  hot  within  me,  and 
while  I  was  thus  musing  the  lire  kindled  : 
and  at  the  last  I  spake  with  my  tongue ; 

6  Lord,  let  me  know  mine  end,  and  the 
number  of  my  days  :  that  I  may  be  certi- 
fied how  long  I  have  to  live. 

6  Behold,  thou  hast  made  my  days  as  it 
were  a  span  long  :  and  mine  age  is  even  as 
nothing  in  respect  of  thee ;  and  verily  every 
man  living  is  altogether  vanity. 

7  for  man  walketh  in  a  vain  shadow, 
and  disquieteth  himself  in  vain  :  he  heap- 
eth  up  riches,  and  cannot  tell  who  shall 
gather  them. 

8  And  now.  Lord,  what  is  my  hope  : 
truly  my  hope  is  even  in  thee. 

9  Deliver  me  from  all  mine  offences  :  and 
make  me  not  a  rebuke  unto  the  foolish. 

10  I  became  dumb,  and  opened  not  my 
mouth  :  for  it  was  thy  doing. 

11  Take  thy  plague  away  from  me  :  I 
am  even  consumed  by  the  means  of  thy 
heavy  hand. 

12  When  thou  with  rebukes  dost  chasten 
man  for  sin,  thou  makest  his  beauty  to  con- 
sume away,  like  as  it  were  a  moth  frettii^ 
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a  garment  :  every  man  therefore  is  but 
vanity. 

13  Hear  my  prayer,  O  Lord,  and  with 
thine  ears  consider  my  calling  :  hold  not 
thy  peace  at  my  tears. 

14  For  I  am  a  stranger  with  thee  :  and 
a  sojourner,  as  all  my  rathers  were. 

15  O  spare  me  a  little,  that  I  may  re- 
cover my  strength  :  before  I  go  hence,  tmd 
be  no  more  seen. 

PSALM  XL.   £a:pet^ns  expeetam. 

I  WAITED  patiently  for  the  Lord  :  and  he 
inclined  unto  me,  and  heard  my  calling. 

2  He  brought  me  also  out  of  the  horrible 
pit,  out  of  the  mire  and  clay  :  and  set  my 
feet  upon  the  rock,  and  ordered  my  goings. 

3  And  he  hath  put  a  new  song  in  my 
mouth  :  even  a  thanksgiving  unto  our  God. 

4  Many  shall  see  it,  and  fear  :  and  shall 
put  their  trust  in  the  Lord. 

5  Blessed  is  the  man  that  hath  set  his 
hope  in  the  Lord  :  and  turned  not  unto  the 
proud,  and  to  such  as  go  about  with  lies.

10  In  the  Tolmue  of  the  book  it  is  writ- 
ten of  me,  that  I  should  fidfll  thy  will,  O 
my  God  :  I  am  content  to  do  it ;  yea,  thy 
law  is  within  my  heart. 

11  I  hare  declared  thy  righteousness  in 
the  great  congregation :  lo,  I  will  not  refrain 
my  lips,  O  Lord,  and  that  thou  knowest. 

12 1  have  not  hid  thy  righteousness  with- 
in my  heart  :  my  talk  hath  been  of  thy 
truth,  and  of  thy  salvation. 

13 1  have  not  kept  back  thy  loving  mercy 
and  truth  :  from  the  great  congregation. 

14  Withdraw  not  3iou  thy  mercy  from 
me,  O  Lord  :  let  thy  loving-kindness  and 
thy  truth  alway  preserve  me. 

15  For  innumerable  troubles  are  come 
about  me ;  my  sins  have  taken  such  hold 
upon  me  that  I  am  not  able  to  look  up  :  yea, 
they  are  more  in  number  than  the  hairs  of 
my  head,  and  my  heart  hath  failed  me. 

16  O  Lord,  let  it  be  thy  pleasure  to  deli- 
ver me  :  make  haste,  O  Lord,  to  help  me. 

17  Let  them  be  ashamed,  and  confounded 
together,  that  seek  after  my  soul  to  destroy 
it :  let  them  be  driven  backward,  and  put 
to  rebuke,  that  wish  me  evil. 
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18  Let  them  be  desolate,  and  rewarded 
with  shame  :  that  say  mito  me.  Fie  upon 
thee,  fie  upon  thee. 

19  Let  all  those  that  seek  thee  he  joyfid 
and  glad  in  thee  :  and  let  such  as  love  thy 
salvation  say  alway,  The  Lord  be  praised. 

20  As  for  me,  I  am  poor  and  needy  : 
hut  the  Lord  careth  for  me. 

21  Thou  art  my  helper  and  redeemer  : 
make  no  long  tarrying,  O  my  God.

PSALM  XU.    Beatia  jui  intelligit. 

BLESSED  is  he  that  considereth  the 
poor  and  needy  :  the  Lord  shall  de- 
liver him  in  the  time  of  trouble. 

2  The  Lord  preserve  him,  and  keep  him 
alive,  that  he  may  be  blessed  upon  earth  : 
and  dehver  not  tiiou  him  into  the  will  of 
his  enemies. 

3  The  Lord  comfort  him,  when  he  lieth 
sick  upon  his  bed  :  make  thou  all  his  bed 
in  his  sickness. 

4 1  said,  Lord,  be  merciful  imto  me  :  heal 
my  soul,  for  I  have  sinned  against  thee. 

6  Mine  enemies  speak  evil  of  me  :  When 
shall  he  die,  and  his  name  perish  ? 

6  And  if  he  come  to  see  me,  he  speaketh 
vanity  :  and  his  heart  conceiveth  falshood 
within  himself,  and  when  he  cometh  forth 
he  telleth  it. 
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7  All  mine  enemies  whisper  together 
against  me  :  eyen  against  me  do  they  ima- 
gine this  evil. 

8  Let  the  sentence  of  guiltiness  proceed 
against  him  :  and  now  that  he  lieth,  let 
him  rise  up  no  more. 

9  Yea,  even  mine  own  familiar  friend, 
whom  I  trusted  :  who  did  also  eat  of  my 
bread,  hath  laid  great  wait  for  me. 

10  But  be  thou  merciftil  unto  me,  O 
Lord  :  raise  thou  me  up  again,  and  I  shall 
reward  them. 

11  By  this  I  know  thou  favourest  me :  that 
mine  enemy  doth  not  triumph  against  me. 

12  And  when  I  am  in  my  health,  thou 
upholdest  me  :  and  shalt  set  me  before  thy 
face  for  ever. 

13  Blessed  be  the  Lord  God  of  Israel  : 
world  without  end.   Amen. 

PSALM  XLn.    Quemadmodum. 

LIKE  as  the  hart  desireih  the  water- 
brooks  :  so  longeth  my  soul  after  thee, 
OGod. 

2  My  soul  is  athirst  for  God,  vea,  even 
for  the  living  God  :  when  shall  I  come  to 
appear  before  the  presence  of  God  ? 

3  My  tears  have  been  my  meat  day  and 
night :  while  they  daily  say  unto  me,  Where 
is  now  thy  God  ? 

4  Now  when  I  think  thereupon,  I  pour 
out  my  heart  by  myself  :  for  I  went  with 
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the  mvdtitude,  and  brought  them  forth  into 
the  house  of  God ; 

B  In  the  voice  of  praise  and  thanksgiv- 
ing :  among  such  as  keep  holy-daj. 

6  Why  Mt  thou  so  full  of  heaviness,  O 
my  soul  :  and  why  art  thou  so  disquieted 
within  me  ? 

7  Put  thy  trust  in  God  :  for  I  will  yet 
give  him  thanks  for  the  help  of  his  coun- 
tenance. 

8  My  God,  my  soul  is  vexed  within  me  : 
therefore  will  I  remember  thee  concerning 
the  land  of  Jordan,  and  the  little  hOl  of 
Hermon. 

9  One  deep  calleth  another,  because  of 
the  noise  of  the  water-pipes  :  all  thy  waves 
and  storms  are  gone  over  me. 

10  The  Lord  hath  granted  his  loving- 
kindness  in  the  day-time  :  and  in  the  night- 
season  did  I  sing  of  him,  and  made  my 
prayer  unto  the  God  of  my  life. 

Hi  will  say  unto  the  God  of  my  strength. 
Why  hast  thou  forgotten  me  :  why  go  I  thus 
heavily,  while  the  enemy  oppresseth  me  ?

PSALM  XLin.    Judica  me,  Deus. 

GIVE  sentence  with  me,  O  God,  and 
defend  my  cause  against  the  ungodly 
people  :  O  deliver  me  from  the  deceitful 
and  wicked  man. 

2  For  thou  art  the  God  of  my  strength, 
why  hast  thou  put  me  from  thee  :  and  why 
go  I  so  heavily,  while  the  enemy  oppress- 
eth  me? 

3  O  send  out  thy  light  and  thy  truth, 
that  they  may  lead  me  :  and  bring  me  unto 
thy  holy  hill,  and  to  thy  dwelling. 

4  And  that  I  may  go  unto  the  altar  of 
God,  even  unto  the  God  of  my  joy  and 
gladness  :  and  upon  the  harp  will  I  give 
thanks  unto  thee,  O  God,  my  God.

2  How  thou  hast  driven  out  the  heathen 
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with  thy  hand,  and  planted  them  in  :  how 
thou  hast  destroyed  the  nations,  and  cast 
them  out. 

3  For  they  gat  not  the  land  in  possession 
through  their  own  sword  :  neither  was  it 
their  own  arm  that  helped  them ; 

4  But  thy  right  hand,  and  thine  arm, 
and  the  light  of  thy  countenance  :  because 
thou  hadst  a  favour  unto  them. 

5  Thou  art  my  King,  O  God  :  send  help 
unto  Jacob. 

6  Through  thee  will  we  overthrow  our 
enemies  :  and  in  thy  Name  will  we  tread 
them  under,  that  rise  up  against  us. 

7  For  I  will  not  trust  in  my  bow  :  it  is 
not  my  sword  that  shall  help  me ; 

8  But  it  is  thou  that  savest  us  from  our 
enemies  :  and  puttest  them  to  coniiision 
that  hate  us. 

9  We  make  our  boast  of  God  all  day 
long  :  and  will  praise  thy  Name  for  ever. 

10  But  now  thou  art  far  off,  and  puttest 
us  to  coniiision  :  and  goest  not  forth  with 
our  armies. 

H  Thou  makest  us  to  turn  our  backs 
upon  our  enemies  :  so  that  they  which 
hate  us  spoil  our  goods. 

12  Thou  lettest  us  be  eaten  up  like  sheep : 
and  hast  scattered  us  among  the  heathen. 

13  Thou  sellest  thy  people  for  nought  : 
and  takest  no  money  for  them. 
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14  Thou  makest  us  to  be  rebuked  of  our 
neighbours :  to  be  laughed  to  scorn,  and  had 
in  derision  of  them  that  are  round  about  us. 

15  Thou  makest  us  to  be  a  by-word 
among  the  heathen  :  and  that  the  people 
shake  their  heads  at  us. 

16  Mj  confiision  is  daily  before  me  :  and 
the  shame  of  my  face  hath  covered  me ; 

17  For  the  voice  of  the  slanderer  and 
blasphemer  :  for  the  enemy  and  avenger. 

18  And  though  all  this  be  come  upon 
us,  yet  do  we  not  forget  thee  :  nor  behave 
ourselves  frowardly  in  thy  covenant. 

19  Our  heart  is  not  turned  back  :  neither 
our  steps  gone  out  of  thy  way ; 

20  No,  not  when  thou  hast  smitten  us 
into  the  place  of  dragons  :  and  covered  us 
with  the  shadow  of  death. 

21  If  we  have  forgotten  the  Name  of  our 
God,  and  holden  up  our  hands  to  any  strange 
god  :  shall  not  God  search  it  out?  for  he 
knoweth  the  very  secrets  of  the  heart. 

22  For  thy  sake  also  are  we  killed  all 
the  day  long  :  and  are  counted  as  sheep 
appointed  to  be  slain. 

23  Up,  Lord,  why  sleepest  thou  :  awake, 
and  be  not  absent  from  us  for  ever. 

24  Wherefore  hidest  thou  thy  &ce  :  and 
forgettest  our  misery  and  trouble  ? 

25  For  our  soul  is  brought  low,  even  unto 
the  dust :  our  bellj  cleaveth  unto  the  groundi 
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26  Arise,  and  help  us  :  and  deliver  us 
for  thy  mercy's  sake. 

PSALM  XLV.    Eruetamt eormeum. 

MY  heart  is  inditing  of  a  good  matter  : 
I  speak  of  the  things  which  I  have 
made  unto  the  King. 

2  My  tongue  is  the  pen :  of  a  ready  writer. 

3  Thou  art  fairer  than  the  children  of 
men  :  full  of  grace  are  thy  lips,  because 
God  hath  bless^  thee  for  ever. 

4  Gird  thee  with  thy  sword  upon  thy 
thigh,  O  thou  most  Mighty  :  according  to 
thy  worship  and  renown. 

5  Good  luck  have  thou  with  thine  ho- 
nour :  ride  on,  because  of  the  word  of  truth, 
of  meekness,  and  righteousness  ;  and  thy 
right  hand  shall  teach  thee  terrible  things. 

6  Thy  arrows  are  very  sharp,  and  the 
people  shall  be  subdued  unto  thee  :  even 
in  the  midst  among  the  King's  enemies. 

1  Thy  seat,  O  God,  endureth  for  ever :  the 
sceptre  of  thy  kingdom  is  a  right  sceptre. 

8  Thou  hast  loved  righteousness,  and 
hated  iniquity  :  wherefore  God,  even  thy 
God,  hath  anointed  thee  with  the  oil  of 
gladness  above  thy  fellows. 

9  All  thy  garments  smell  of  myrrh,  aloes, 
and  cassia  :  out  of  the  ivory  palaces,  where- 
by they  have  made  thee  glad. 

10  Kings'  daughters  were  among  thy  ho- 
nourable women  :  upon  thy  right  hand  did 
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stand  the  queen  in  a  vesture  of  gold,  wrought 
about  with  divers  colours. 

11  Hearken,  O  daughter,  and  consider, 
incline  thine  ear  :  forget  also  thine  own 
people,  and  thy  father's  house. 

12  So  shall  the  King  have  pleasure  in 
thy  beauty  :  for  he  is  Uiy  Lord  God,  and 
worship  thou  him. 

13  And  the  daughter  of  Tyre  shall  be 
there  with  a  gift  :  like  as  the  rich  also 
among  the  people  shall  make  their  suppli- 
cation before  thee. 

14  The  King's  daughter  is  all  glorious 
within  :  her  clothing  is  of  wrought  gold. 

15  She  shall  be  brought  unto  the  King 
in  raiment  of  needle-work  :  the  virgins  that 
be  her  fellows  shall  bear  her  company,  and 
shall  be  brought  unto  thee. 

16  With  joy  and  gladAess  shall  they  be 
brought  :  and  shall  enter  into  the  King's 
palace. 

17  Instead  of  thy  fathers  thou  shalt  have 
children  :  whom  thou  mayest  make  princes 
in  all  lands. 

18  I  will  remember  thy  Name  from  one 
generation  to  another  :  therefore  shall  the 
people  give  thanks  unto  thee,  world  with- 
out end. 

PSALM  XLVL    Deia  noeter  rtfiigwrn. 

GOD  is  our  hope  and  strength  :  a  very 
'  present  help  in  trouble. 
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2  Therefore  will  we  not  fear,  though  the 
earth  be  moved  :  and  though  the  hilb  be 
carried  into  the  midst  of  the  sea. 

3  Though  the  waters  thereof  rage  and 
swell :  and  though  the  mountains  shake  at 
the  tempest  of  the  same. 

4  The  rivers  of  the  flood  thereof  shall 
make  glad  the  city  of  God  :  the  holy- 
place  of  the  tabernacle  of  the  most  High- 
est 

5  God  is  in  the  midst  of  her,  therefore 
shall  she  not  be  removed  :  God  shall  help 
her,  and  that  right  early. 

6  The  heathen  make  much  ado,  and 
the  kingdoms  are  moved  :  but  God  hath 
shewed  his  voice,  and  the  earth  shall  melt 
away. 

7  The  Lord  of  hosts  is  with  us  :  the 
God  of  Jacob  is  our  refuge. 

8  O  come  hither,  and  behold  the  works 
of  the  Lord  :  what  destruction  he  hath 
brought  upon  the  earth. 

9  He  maketh  wars  to  cease  in  all  the 
world  :  he  breaketh  the  bow,  and  knappeth 
the  spear  in  sunder,  and  bumeth  the  cha- 
riots in  the  fire. 

10  Be  still  then,  and  know  that  I  am 
God  :  I  will  be  exalted  among  the  heathen, 
and  I  will  be  exalted  in  the  earth. 

11  The  Lord  of  hosts  is  with  us  :  the 
God  of  Jacob  is  our  refuge. 
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EVENING  PRATER. 
PSALM  XLVn.    Otme»gesta,^etudite. 

OCLAP  your  hands  together,  all  ye 
people  :  O  sing  unto  God  with  the 
voice  of  melody. 

2  For  the  Lord  is  high,  and  to  be  feared : 
he  is  the  great  King  upon  all  the  earth. 

3  He  shall  subdue  the  people  under  us  : 
and  the  nations  under  our  feet. 

4  He  shall  choose  out  an  heritage  for  us : 
even  the  worship  of  Jacob,  whom  he  loved. 

5  God  is  gone  up  with  a  merry  noise  : 
and  the  Lora  with  the  sound  of  the  trump. 

6  O  sing  praises,  sing  praises  unto  our  God : 
O  sing  praises,  sing  praises  unto  our  King. 

7  For  God  is  the  King  of  all  the  earth  : 
sing  ye  praises  with  understanding. 

8  God  reigneth  over  the  heathen  :  God 
sitteth  upon  his  holy  seat. 

9  The  princes  of  the  people  are  joined 
unto  the  people  of  the  God  of  Abraham  : 
for  God,  which  is  very  hi^  exalted,  doth 
defend  the  earth,  as  it  wei-e  with  a  shield. 

FSALU  XLVm.    Magmu  Dommu. 

GBEAT  is  the  Lord,  and  highly  to  be 
praised  :  in  the  city  of  oiu:  God,  even 
upon  his  holy  hill. 

3  The  hill  of  Sion  is  a  fair  place,  and  the 
joy  of  the  whole  earth  :  upon  the  north-side 
Ueth  the  city  of  the  great  King ;  God  is  well 
known  in  her  palaces  as  a  sure  refuge. 


Day  9.  THE  PSALMS. 

3  For  lo,  the  kings  of  the  earth  :  are 
gathered,  and  gone  by  together. 

4  They  marvelled  to  see  such  things  :  they 
were  astonished,  and  suddenly  cast  down. 

5  Fear  came  thei-e  upon  them,  and  sor- 
row :  as  upon  a  woman  in  her  travail. 

6  Thou  shalt  break  the  ships  of  the  sea  : 
through  the  east-wind. 

7  liike  as  we  have  heard,  so  have  we 
seen  in  the  city  of  the  Lord  of  hosts,  in  the 
city  of  our  God  :  God  upholdeth  the  same 
for  ever. 

8  We  wait  for  thy  loving-kindness,  O 
God  :  in  the  midst  of  thy  temple. 

9  0  God,  according  to  thy  Name,  so  is 
thy  praise  unto  the  world's  end  :  thy  right 
hand  is  full  of  righteousness. 

10  Let  the  mount  Sion  rejoice,  and  the 
daughter  of  Judah  be  glad  :  because  of  thy 
judgements. 

11  Walk  about  Sion,  and  go  round  about 
her  :  and  tell  the  towers  thereof. 

12  Mark  well  her  bulwarks,  set  up  her 
houses  :  that  ye  may  tell  them  that  come 
after. 

13  For  this  God  is  our  God  for  ever  and 
ever  :  he  shall  be  our  guide  unto  death. 

PSALM  XLIX.    Attdile  hoe,  oitmes. 

OHEAR  ye  this,  all  ye  people  :  ponder 
it  with  your  ears,  all  ye  that  dwell  in 
the  world; 
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2  High  and  low,  rich  and  poor  :  one 
with  another. 

3  My  mouth  shall  Speak  of  wisdom  :  and 
my  heart  shall  muse  of  understanding. 

4  I  wiU  incline  mine  ear  to  the  parable  : 
and  shew  my  dark  speech  upon  the  harp. 

5  Wherefore  should  I  fear  in  the  days 
of  wickedness  :  and  when  the  wickedness 
of  my  heels  compasseth  me  roimd  about  ? 

6  There  be  some  that  put  their  trust  in 
their  goods  :  and  boast  themselves  in  the 
multitude  of  their  riches. 

7  But  no  man  may  deliver  his  brother  : 
nor  make  agreement  unto  God  for  him ; 

8  For  it  cost  more  to  redeem  their  souls ; 
so  that  he  must  let  that  alone  for  ever ; 

9  Yea,  though  he  live  long  :  and  see  not 
the  grave. 

10  For  he  seeth  that  wise  men  also  die, 
and  perish  together :  as  well  as  the  ignorant 
and  foolish,  and  leave  their  riches  for  other. 

11  And  yet  they  think  that  their  houses 
shall  continue  for  ever :  and  that  their  dwell- 
ing-places shall  endure  from  one  generation 
to  another;  and  call  the  lands  after  their 
own  names. 

12  Nevertheless,  man  will  not  abide  in  ho- 
nour :  seeing  he  may  be  compared  unto  the 
beasts  that  perish ;  this  is  the  way  of  them. 

13  This  is  their  foolishness  :  and  their 
posterity  praise  their  saying. 
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14  They  lie  in  the  hell  like  sheep,  death 
gnaweth  upon  them,  and  the  righteous  shall 
have  domination  over  them  in  the  morn- 
ing :  their  beauty  shall  consume  in  the 
sepulchre  out  of  their  dwelling. 

15  But  Ood  hath  delivered  my  soul  from 
the  place  of  hell  :  for  he  shall  receive  me. 

16  Be  not  thou  afraid,  though  one  be 
made  rich  :  or  if  the  glory  of  his  house  be 
increased ; 

17  For  he  shall  carry  nothing  away  with 
him  when  he  dieth  :  neither  shall  his  pomp 
follow  him. 

18  For  while  he  lived,  he  counted  him- 
self an  happy  man  :  and  so  long  as  thou 
doest  well  unto  thyself,  men  will  speak, 
good  of  thee. 

19  He  shall  follow  the  generation  of  his 
fathers  :  and  shall  never  see  light. 

20  Man  being  in  honour  hath  no  under- 
standing :  but  is  compared  unto  the  beasts 
that  perish. 

MORNING  PRAYER. 
FSAliU  L.    Deus  dearum. 

THE  Lord,  even  the  most  mighty  God, 
hath  spoken  :  and  called  the  world, 
from  the  iTsing  up  of  the  sun,  unto  the 
going  down  thereof. 

2  Out  of  Sion  hath  God  appeared  :  in 
perfect  beauty. 
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3  Our  God  shall  come,  and  shall  not 
keep  silence  :  there  shall  go  before  him  a 
consuming  6re,  and  a  mighty  tempest  shall 
be  stirred  up  round  about  hun.

7  Hear,  O  my  people,  and  I  will  speak  : 
I  myself  will  testify  against  thee,  O  Israel ; 
for  I  am  God,  even  thy  God. 

8  I  will  not  wprove  thee  because  of 
thy  sacrifices,  or  for  thy  burnt-offerings  : 
because  they  were  not  alway  befoi-e  me. 

9  I  will  take  no  bullock  out  of  thine 
house  :  nor  he-goat  out  of  thy  folds. 

10  For  all  the  beasts  of  the  forest  are 
mine  :  and  so  are  the  cattle  upon  a  thou- 
sand hills. 

11  I  know  all  the  fowls  upon  the  moun- 
tains :  and  the  wild  beasts  of  the  field  are 
in  my  sight. 

12  If  I  be  hungry,  I  will  not  tell  thee  : 
for  the  whole  world  is  mine,  and  all  that 
is  therein. 

13  Thinkest  thou  that  I  will  eat  bulls' 
flesh  :  and  drink  the  blood  of  goats  ? 
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14  Offer  unto  God  thanksgiving  :  and 
pay  thy  vows  unto  the  most  Highest. 

15  And  call  upon  me  in  the  time  of 
trouble  :  so  will  I  hear  thee,  and  thou 
shalt  praise  me. 

16  But  unto  the  ungodly  said  God :  Why 
dost  thou  preach  my  laws,  and  takest  my 
covenant  in  thy  mouth ; 

17  Whereas  thou  hatest  to  be  reformed  : 
and  hast  cast  my  words  behind  thee  ? 

18  When  thou  sawest  a  thief,  thou  con- 
sentedst  unto  him  :  and  hast  been  partaker 
with  the  adulterers. 

19  Thou  hast  let  thy  mouth  speak  wick- 
edness :  and  with  thy  tongue  thou  hast  set 
forth  deceit. 

20  Thou  satest,  and  spakest  against  thy 
brother  :  yea,  and  hast  slandered  thine  own 
mother's  son. 

21  These  things  hast  thou  done,  and  I 
held  my  tongue,  and  thou  thoughtest  wick- 
edly, that  I  am  even  such  a  one  as  thyself : 
but  I  will  reprove  thee,  and  set  before  thee 
the  things  that  thou  hast  done. 

22  O  consider  this,  ye  that  forget  God  : 
lest  I  pluck  you  away,  and  there  be  none 
to  deliver  you. 

23  Whoso  offereth  me  thanks  and  praise, 
he  honoureth  me  :  and  to  him  that  order- 
eth  his  conversation  right  will  I  shew  the 
salvation  of  God. 
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PSALM  IX   Miserere  mei,  Dem. 

HAVE  mercy  upon  me,  O  God,  after; 
thy  great  goodiiess  :  according  to  the 
multitude  of  thy  mercies  do  away  mine 
offences. 

2  Wash  me  throughly  from  my  wicked- 
ness :  and  cleanse  me  from  my  sin. 

3  For  I  acknowledge  my  faults  :  and 
my  sin  is  ever  before  me. 

4  Against  thee  only  have  I  sinned,  and 
done  this  evil  in  thy  sight  :  that  thou 
mightest  be  justified  in  thy  saying,  and 
clear  when  thou  art  judged. 

6  Behold,  I  was  shapen  in  wickedness  : 
and  in  sin  hath  my  mother  conceived  me. 

6  But  lo,  thou  requirest  truth  in  the 
inward  parts  :  and  shalt  make  me  to  un- 
derstand wisdom  secretly. 

7  Thou  shalt  purge  me  with  hyssop,  and. 
I  shall  be  clean  :  thou  shalt  wash  me,  and 
I  shall  be  whiter  than  snow. 

8  Thou  shalt  make  me  hear*  of  joy  and 
gladness  :  that  the  bones  which  thou  hast 
broken  may  rejoice. 

9  Turn  thy  face  &om  my  sins  :  and  put 
out  all  my  misdeeds. 

10  Make  me  a  clean  heart,  O  God  :  and 
renew  a  right  spirit  within  me. 

11  Cast  me  not  away  from  thy  presence  : 
and  take  not  thy  holy  Spirit  from  me. 

12  O  give  me  the  comfort  of  thy  help 
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again   :   and   stablish   me  with  thy  free 
Spirit. 

13  Then  shall  I  teach  thy  ways  unto  the 
wicked  :  and  sinners  shall  be  converted 
nnto  thee. 

14  Deliver  me  from  blood-guiltiness,  O 
God,  thou  that  art  the  God  of  my  health  : 
and  my  tongue  shall  sing  of  thy  righteous- 
ness. 

16  Thou  shalt  open  my  lips,  O  Lord  : 
and  my  mouth  shall  shew  thy  praise. 

16  For  thou  desirest  no  sacrifice,  else 
would  I  give  it  thee  :  but  thou  delightest 
not  in  burnt-offerings. 

17  The  sacrifice  of  God  is  a  troubled 
spirit  :  a  broken  and  contrite  heart,  O 
God,  shalt  thou  not  despise. 

18  O  be  fevonrable  and  gracious  unto 
Sion  :  build  thou  the  walls  of  Jerusalem. 

19  Then  shalt  thou  be  pleased  with  the 
sacrifice  of  righteousness,  with  the  bumt> 
offerings  and  oblations  :  then  shall  they 
offer  young  bullocks  upon  thine  altar. 

PSALM  Ln.    Quid  gloriariif 

WHY  boastest  thou  thyself,  thou  ty- 
rant :  that  thou  canst  do  mischief; 

2  Whereas  the  goodness  of  God  :  endur- 
eth  yet  daily  ? 

3  Thy  tongue  imagineth  wickedness  :  and 
with  lies  thou  cuttest  like  a  sharp  razor. 

4  Thou  hast  loved  unrighteousness  more 
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than  goodness  :  and  to  talk  of  lies  more 
than  righteousness. 

5  Thou  hast  loved  to  speak  all  words 
that  may  do  hurt :  O  thou  false  tongue. 

6  Therefore  shall  God  destroy  thee  for 
ever  :  he  shall  take  thee,  and  pluck  thee 
out  of  thy  dwelling,  and  root  thee  out  of 
the  land  of  the  living. 

7  The  righteous  also  shall  see  this,  and 
fear  :  and  ^all  laugh  him  to  scorn ; 

8  Ix>,  this  is  we  man  that  took,  not 
God  for  his  strength  :  but  trusted  unto  the 
multitude  of  his  riches,  and  strengthened 
himself  in  his  wickedness. 

9  As  for  me,  I  am  like  a  green  olive-tree 
in  the  house  of  God  :  my  trust  is  in  the 
tender  mercy  of  God  for  ever  and  ever. 

10  I  will  always  give  thanks  unto  thee 
for  that  thou  hast  done  :  and  I  will  hope 
in  thy  Name,  for  thy  saints  like  it  welL 

EVENING  PRAYER. 
PSALM  Lm.    Dimt  innpimi. 

THE  foolish  body  hath  said  in  his  heart  : 
There  is  no  God. 
3  Corrupt  are  they,  and  become  abomi- 
nable in  their  wickedness  :  there  is  none 
that  doeth  good. 

3  God  looked  down  from  heaven  upon  the 
children  of  men  :  to  see  if  there  were  any, 
that  would  understand,  and  seek  after  God. 
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4  But  they  are  all  gone  out  of  the  way,  they 
are  altogether  become  abominable  :  there  is 
also  none  that  doeth  good,  no  not  one. 

5  Are  not  they  without  understanding 
that  work  wickedness  :  eating  up  my  peo- 
ple as  if  they  would  eat  bread  ?  they  have 
not  called  upon  God. 

6  They  were  afraid  where  no  fear  was  : 
for  God  hath  broken  the  bones  of  him  that 
besieged  thee ;  thou  hast  put  them  to  con- 
fusion, because  God  hath  despised  them. 

7  Oh,  that  the  salvation  were  given  unto 
Israel  out  of  Sion  :  Oh,  that  the  Lord 
would  deliver  his  people  out  of  captivity ! 

8  Then  should  Jacob  rejoice  :  and  Israel 
should  be  right  glad. 

PSALM  LIV.    Dfus,  in  Tiomitie. 

SAVE  me,  O  God,  for  thy  Name's  sake  : 
and  avenge  me  in  thy  strength. 

2  Hear  my  prayer,  O  God  :  and  hearken 
unto  the  words  of  my  mouth. 

3  For  strangers  are  risen  up  against  me  : 
and  tyrants,  which  have  not  God  before 
then-  eyes,  seek  after  my  soul. 

4  Behold,  God  is  my  helper  :  the  Lord 
is  with  them  that  uphold  my  soul. 

5  He  shall  reward  evil  unto  mine  ene- 
mies :  destroy  thou  them  in  thy  truth. 

6  An  offering  of  a  free  heart  will  I  give 
thee,  and  praise  thy  Name,  O  Lord  :  be- 
cause it  is  so  comfortable. 
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7  For  he  hath  delivered  me  out  of  all 
my  trouble  :  and  mine  eye  hath  seen  his 
desire  upon  mine  enemies. 

PSALM  LV.    Emudi,  Dem. 

HEAR  my  prayer,  O  God  :  and  hide 
not  thyself  from  my  petition. 

2  Take  heed  unto  me,  and  hear  me  :  how 
I  mourn  in  my  prayer,  and  am  vexed. 

3  The  enemy  crieth  so,  and  the  ungodly 
Cometh  on  so  fest  :  for  they  are  minded  to 
do  me  some  mischief;  so  maliciously  are 
they  set  against  me. 

4  My  heart  is  disquieted  within  me  :  and 
the  fear  of  death  is  &llen  upon  me. 

5  Feariiilness  and  trembling  are  come 
upon  me  :  and  an  horrible  dread  hath  over- 
whelmed me. 

6  AndlsaidgOthatlhadwingslikeadove : 
for  then  would  I  flee  away,  and  be  at  rest. 

7  Lo,  then  would  I  get  me  away  fai°  off  : 
and  remain  in  the  wilderness. 

8  I  would  make  haste  to  escape  :  because 
of  the  stormy  wind  and  tempest. 

9  Destroy  their  tongues,  O  Lord,  and 
divide  them  :  for  I  have  spied  imrighte- 
ousness  and  strife  in  the  city. 

10  Day  and  night  they  go  about  within 
the  walls  thereof :  mischief  also  and  sorrow 
are  in  the  midst  of  it. 

11  Wickedness  is  therein  :  deceit  and 
guile  go  not  out  of  their  streets. 
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12  For  it  is  not  an  open  enemy,  that  hath 
done  me  this  dishonour  :  for  then  I  could 
have  borne  it 

13  Neither  was  it  mine  adversary,  that 
did  magnify  himself  against  me  :  for  then 
peradventure  I  would  have  hid  myself  from 
him. 

14  But  it  was  even  thou,  my  companion  : 
my  guide,  and  mine  own  familiar  fnend. 

15  We  took  sweet  counsel  together  :  and 
walked  in  the  house  of  God  as  friends. 

16  Let  death  come  hastily  upon  them, 
and  let  them  go  down  quick  into  hell  : 
for  wickedness  is  in  their  dwellings,  and 
among  them. 

17  As  for  me,  I  will  call  upon  God  :  and 
the  liOrd  shall  save  me. 

18  In  the  evening,  and  morning,  and  at 
noon-day  will  I  pray,  and  that  instantly  : 
and  he  shall  hear  my  voice. 

19  It  is  he  that  hath  delivered  my  soul 
in  peace  from  the  battle  that  was  against 
me  :  for  there  were  many  with  me. 

20  Yea,  even  God,  that  endureth  for  feverj 
shall  hear  me,  and  bring  them  down  :  for 
they  will  not  turn,  nor  fear  God. 

21  He  laid  his  hands  upon  such  as  be 
at  peace  with  him  :  and  he  brake  his  co- 
venant. 

22  The  words  of  his  mouth  were  softer 
than  butter,  having  war  in  his  heart  :  his 
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words  were  smoother  than  oil,  and  yet  be 
they  very  swords. 

23  O  cast  thy  burden  upon  the  Lord, 
and  he  shall  nourish  thee  :  and  shall  not 
suffer  the  righteous  to  fall  for  ever. 

24  And  as  for  them  :  thou,  O  God,  shalt 
bring  them  into  the  pit  of  destruction. 

25  The  blood-thirsty  and  deceitful  men 
shall  not  live  out  luilf  their  days  :  ne- 
vertheless, my  trust  shall  be  in  thee,  O 
Lord.

8  Thou  tellest  my  flittings ;  put  my  tears 
into  thy  bottle  :  are  not  these  things  noted 
in  thy  book  ? 

9  Whensoever  I  call  upon  thee,  then  shall 
mine  enemies  be  put  to  flight :  this  I  know ; 
for  God  is  on  my  side. 

10  In  God's  woid  will  I  rejoice  :  in  the 
Lord's  word  will  I  comfort  me, 

11  Yea,  in  God  have  I  put  my  trust  :  I 
will  not  be  a&aid  what  man  can  do  unto 
me. 

12  Unto  thee,  O  God,  will  I  pay  my 
vows  :  unto  thee  will  I  give  thanks. 

13  For  thou  hast  delivered  my  soul  from 
death,  and  my  feet  from  felling  :  that  I  may 
walk  before  God  in  the  light  of  the  living. 

PSALM  LVn.    Miaerart  mei,  Dem. 

BE  merciful  unto  me,  O  God,  be  merciful 
unto  me,  for  my  soul  trusteth  in  thee  : 
and  under  the  shadow  of  thy  wings  shall  be 
my  refoge,  until  this  tyranny  be  over-past. 

2  I  will  call  unto  the  most  high  God  : 
even  unto  the  God  that  shall  perform  the 
cause  which  I  have  in  hand.

8  The  earth  shook,  and  the  heavens 
dropped  at  the  presence  of  God  :  even  as 
Sinai  also  was  moved  at  the  presence  of 
God,  who  is  the  God  of  Israel. 

9  Thou,  O  God,  sentest  a  gracious  rain 
upon  thine  inheritance  :  and  refreshedst  it 
when  it  was  weary. 

10  Thy  congregation  shall  dwell  there- 
in :  for  thou,  O  God,  hast  of  thy  goodness 
prepared  for  the  poor. 

11  The  Lord  gave  the  word  :  great  was 
the  company  of  the  preachers. 

12  Kings  with  their  armies  did  flee,  and 
were  discomfited  :  and  they  of  the  houshold 
divided  the  spoil. 

13  Though  ye  have  lien  among  the  pots, 
yet  shall  ye  be  as  the  wings  of  a  dove  : 
that  is  covered  with  silver  wings,  and  her 
feathers  like  gold. 

14  When  the  Almighty  scattered  kings 
for  their  sake  :  then  were  they  as  white  as 
snow  in  Salmon. 

15  As  the  hill  of  Basan,  so  is  God's  hill : 
even  an  high  hill,  as  the  hill  of  Basan. 

16  Why  hop  ye  so,  ye  high  hills  ?  this  is 
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God's  hill,  in  the  which  it  pleaseth  him  to 
dwell  :  yea,  the  JLord  will  abide  in  it  for 
ever. 

17  The  chariots  of  God  are  twenty  thou- 
sand, even  thousands  of  angels  :  and  the 
Lord  is  among  them,  as  in  the  holy  place 
of  Sinai. 

18  Thou  art  gone  up  on  high,  thou  hast 
led  captivity  captive,  and  received  gifts  for 
men  :  yea,  even  for  thine  enemies,  that  the 
Lord  God  might  dwell  among  them. 

19  Praised  be  the  Lord  daily  :  even  the 
God  who  helpeth  us,  and  poureth  his  be- 
nefits upon  us. 

20  He  is  our  God,  even  the  God  of 
whom  Cometh  salvation  :  God  is  the  Lord, 
by  whom  we  escape  death. 

21  God  shall  wound  the  head  of  his  ene- 
mies :  and  the  hairy  scalp  of  such  a  one 
as  goeth  on  still  in  his  wickedness. 

22  The  Lord  hath  said,  I  will  bring  my 
people  again,  as  I  did  from  Basan  :  mine 
own  will  I  bring  again,  as  I  did  sometime 
from  the  deep  of  the  sea. 

23  That  thy  foot  may  be  dipped  in  the 
blood  of  thine  enemies  :  and  that  the  tongue 
of  thy  dogs  may  be  red  through  the  same. 

24  It  is  wdl  seen,  O  God,  how  thou 
goest  :  how  thou,  my  God  and  King,  goest 
in  the  sanctuary. 

25  The  singers  go  before,  the  minstrels 
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follow  after  :  in  the  midst  ai'e  the  damsels 
plajring  with  the  timbrels. 

26  Give  thanks,  O  Israel,  unto  God  the 
Lord  in  the  congregations  :  from  the  ground 
of  the  heart. 

27  There  is  little  Benjamin  their  ruler, 
and  the  princes  of  Judah  their  counsel  : 
the  princes  of  Zabulon,  and  the  princes  of 
Nephthali. 

28  Thy  God  hath  sent  forth  strength  for 
thee  :  stablish  the  thing,  O  God,  that  thou 
hast  wrought  in  us, 

29  For  thy  temple's  sake  at  Jerusalem  : 
so  shall  kings  bring  presents  unto  thee. 

30  When  the  company  of  the  spear-men, 
and  multitude  of  the  mighty  are  scattered 
abroad  among  the  beasts  of  the  people,  so 
that  they  humbly  bring  pieces  of  silver  : 
and  when  he  hath  scatter^  the  people  that 
delight  in  war ; 

31  Then  shall  the  princes  come  out  of 
Egypt :  the  Morians'  land  shall  soon  stretch 
out  her  hands  unto  God. 

32  Sing  unto  God,  O  ye  kingdoms  of  the 
earth  :  O  sing  praises  unto  the  Lord ; 

33  Who  sitteth  in  the  heavens  over  all 
{ix>m  the  beginning  :  lo,  he  doth  send  out 
his  voice,  yea,  and  that  a  mighty  voice. 

34  Ascribe  ye  the  power  to  God  over 
Israel  :  his  worship,  and  strength  is  in  the 
clouds. 
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35  O  God,  wonderful  art  thou  in  thy 
holy  places  :  even  the  God  of  Israel ;  he 
will  give  strength  and  power  unto  his  peo- 
ple ;  blessed  be  God.

PSALM  LXIX.    Salmmmefac. 

SAVE  me,  O  God  :  for  the  waters  are 
come  in,  even  unto  my  soul. 

2  I  stick  &st  in  the  deep  mire,  where  no 
ground  is  :  I  am  come  into  deep  waters, 
so  that  the  floods  run  over  me. 

3  I  am  weary  of  crying;  my  throat  is 
dry  :  my  sight  feileth  me  for  waiting  so 
long  upon  my  God.

7  And  why  ?  for  thy  sake  have  I  suffered 
reproof :  shame  hath  covered  my  face. 

8  I  am  become  a  stranger  imto  my  bre- 
thren :  even  an  alien  unto  my  mother's 
children. 
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9  For  the  zeal  of  thine  house  hath  even 
eaten  me  :  and  the  rebukes  of  them  that 
rebuked  thee  are  fallen  upon  me. 

10  I  wept,  and  chastened  myself  with  last- 
ing :  and  that  was  turned  to  my  reproof. 

11  I  put  on  sackcloth  also  :  and  they 
jested  upon  me. 

12  They  that  sit  in  the  gate  speak  against 
me :  and  the  drunkards  make  songs  upon  me. 

13  But,  Lord,  I  make  my  prayer  unto 
thee  :  in  an  acceptable  time. 

14  Hear  me,  O  God,  in  the  midtitude  of 
thy  mercy  :  even  in  the  truth  of  thy  sal- 
vation. 

15  Take  me  out  of  the  mire,  that  I  sink 
not  :  O  let  me  be  delivered  from  them  that 
hate  me,  and  out  of  the  deep  waters. 

16  Let  not  the  water-flood  drown  me, 
neither  let  the  deep  swallow  me  up  :  and 
let  not  the  pit  shut  her  mouth  upon  me. 

17  Hear  me,  O  Lord,  for  thy  loving-kind- 
ness is  comfortable  :  turn  thee  unto  me  ac- 
cording to  the  multitude  of  thy  mercies. 

18  And  hide  not  thy  fece  from  thy  ser- 
vant, for  I  am  in  trouble  :  O  haste  thee, 
and  hear  me. 

19  Draw  nigh  unto  my  soul,  and  save  it : 
O  deliver  me,  because  of  mine  enemies. 

20  Thou  hast  known  my  reproof,  my 
shame,  and  my  dishonour  :  mine  adver- 
saries are  all  in  thy  sight.

11  Tush,  say  they,  how  should  God  per- 
ceive it  :  is  there  knowledge  in  the  most 
High.' 

12  Lo,  these  are  the  ungodly,  these  pro- 
sper in  the  world,  and  these  have  riches  in 
possession  :  and  I  said.  Then  have  I  cleansed 
my  heart  in  vain,  and  washed  mine  hands 
in  innocency.

4  The  earth  is  weak,  and  all  the  in- 
habiters  thereof  :  I  bear  up  the  pillars  of 
it. 

5  I  said  unto  the  fools.  Deal  not  so 
madly  :  and  to  the  ungodly.  Set  not  up 
your  horn. 

6  Set  not  up  your  horn  on  high  :  and 
speak  not  with  a  stiff  neck. 

7  For  promotion  cometh  neither  from 
the  east,  nor  from  the  west  :  nor  yet  from 
the  south. 

8  And  why  ?  God  is  the  Judge  :  he  put- 
teth  down  one,  and  setteth  up  another. 

9  For  in  the  hand  of  the  Lord  there  is  a 
cup,  and  the  wine  is  red  :  it  is  fiill  mixed, 
and  he  poureth  out  of  the  same. 
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10  As  for  the  dregs  thereof  :  all  the 
ungodly  of  the  earth  shall  drink  them,  and 
suck  them  out. 

11  But  I  will  talk  of  the  God  of  Jacob  : 
and  praise  him  for  ever. 

12  All  the  horns  of  the  ungodly  also  will 
I  break  :  and  the  horns  of  the  righteous 
shall  be  exalted. 

PSALM  LXXVI.    Nctm  in  Judaa. 

IN  Jewry  is  God  known  :  his  Name  is 
great  in  Israel. 

2  At  Salem  is  his  tabernacle  :  and  his 
dwelling  in  Sion. 

3  There  brake  he  the  arrows  of  the  bow  : 
the  shield,  the  sword,  and  the  battle. 

4  Thou  art  of  more  honour  and  might : 
than  the  hills  of  the  robbers. 

5  The  proud  are  robbed,  they  have  slept 
their  sleep  :  and  all  the  men  whose  hands 
were  mighty  have  found  nothing. 

6  At  Siy  rebuke,  O  God  of  Jacob  :  both 
the  chariot  and  horse  are  fallen. 

7  Thou,  even  thou  art  to  be  feared  :  and 
who  may  stand  in  thy  sight  when  thou  art 
angry? 

8  Thou  didst  cause  thy  judgement  to  be 
heard  from  heaven  :  the  earth  ti-embled, 
and  was  still, 

9  When  God  arose  to  judgement  :  and 
t»  help  all  the  meek  upon  earth. 

10  The  fierceness  of  man  shall  turn  to 
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thy  praise  :  and  the  fierceness  of  them  shalt 
thou  refrain. 

11  Promise  unto  the  Lord  your  God,  and 
keep  it,  all  ye  that  are  round  about  him  : 
bring  presents  unto  him  that  ought  to  be 
feared. 

12  He  shall  refrain  the  spirit  of  princes  : 
and  is  wonderful  among  the  kings  of  the 
earth. 

FSALM  LXXVn.    Voce  mm  ad  Bominum. 

I  WILL  cry  unto  God  with  my  voice  : 
even  unto  God  will  I  cry  with  my  voice, 
and  he  shall  hearken  unto  me. 

2  In  the  time  of  my  trouble  I  sought  the 
Lord  :  my  sore  ran,  and  ceased  not  in  the 
night-season  ;  my  soul  refrised  comfort. 

3  When  I  am  in  heaviness,  I  will  think 
upon  God  :  when  my  heart  is  vexed,  I  will 
complain. 

4  Thou  boldest  mine  eyes  waking  :  I  am 
so  feeble,  that  I  cannot  speak. 

5  I  have  considered  die  days  of  old  : 
and  the  years  that  are  past. 

6  I  call  to  remembrance  my  song  :  and 
in  the  night  I  commune  with  mine  own 
heart,  and  search  out  my  spirits. 

7  Will  the  Lord  absent  himself  for  ever : 
and  will  he  be  no  more  intreated  P 

8  Is  his  mercy  clean  gone  for  ever  :  and 
is  his  promise  come  utterly  to  an  end  for 
evermore  ? 
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9  Hath  God  forgotten  to  be  gracious  : 
and  will  he  shnt  up  his  loving-kindness  in 
displeasure  ? 

10  And  I  said,  It  is  mine  own  infirmity : 
but  I  will  remember  the  years  of  the  right 
hand  of  the  most  Highest. 

11  I  will  remember  the  works  of  the 
liord  :  and  call  to  mind  thy  wondera  of 
old  time. 

12  I  will  think  also  of  all  thy  works  : 
and  my  talking  shall  be  of  thy  doings. 

13  Thy  way,  O  God,  is  holy  :  who  is  so 
great  a  God  as  our  God  ? 

14  Thou  art  the  God  that  doeth  won- 
ders :  and  hast  declared  thy  power  among 
the  peopl& 

16  Thou  hast  mightily  delivered  thy  peo- 
ple :  even  the  sons  of  Jacob  and  Joseph. 

16  The  waters  saw  thee,  O  God,  the 
waters  saw  thee,  and  were  afraid  :  the 
depths  also  were  troubled. 

17  The  clouds  poured  out  water,  the 
air  thundered  :  and  thine  arrows  went 
abroad. 

18  The  voice  of  thy  thunder  was  heard 
round  about  :  the  lightnings  shone  upon 
the  ground ;  the  earth  was  moved,  and 
shook  withal. 

19  Thy  way  is  in  the  sea,  and  thy  paths 
in  the  great  waters  :  and  thy  footsteps  are 
not  known. 
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20  Thou  leddest  thy  people  like  sheep  : 
by  the  hand  of  Moses  and  Aaron. 

EVENING  PRATER. 

PSALM  LXXVni.    AUendite,popuU. 

HEAR  my  law,  O  my  people  :  incline 
your  ears  unto  the  words  of  my  month. 

2  I  will  open  my  mouth  in  a  parable  : 
I  will  declare  hard  sentences  of  old ; 

3  Which  we  have  heard  and  known  : 
and  such  as  our  fathers  have  told  us ; 

4  That  we  should  not  hide  them  &om 
the  children  of  the  generations  to  come :  but 
to  shew  the  honour  of  the  Lord,  his  mighty 
and  wonderful  works  that  he  hath  done. 

5  He  made  a  covenant  with  Jacob,  and 
gave  Israel  a  law  :  which  he  commanded 
our  fore&thers  to  teach  their  children ; 

6  That  their  posterity  might  know  it  : 
and  the  children  which  were  yet  unborn ; 

7  To  the  intent  that  when  they  came  up : 
they  might  shew  their  children  the  same ; 

8  That  they  might  put  their  trust  in 
God  :  and  not  to  forget  the  works  of  God, 
but  to  keep  his  commandments ; 

9  And  not  to  be  as  their  forefathers, 
a  faithless  and  stubborn  generation  :  a 
generation  that  set  not  their  heart  aright, 
and  whose  spirit  cleaveth  not  stedfastly 
unto  God ; 

10  Like  as  the  children  of  Ephraim :  who 
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being  harnessed,  and  carrying  bows,  turned 
themselves  back  in  the  day  of  battle. 

11  They  kept  not  the  covenant  of  God  : 
and  would  not  walk  in  his  law ; 

12  But  forgat  what  he  had  done  :  and 
the  wonderful  works  that  he  had  shewed 
for  them. 

13  Marvellous  things  did  he  in  the  sight 
of  our  forefathers,  in  the  land  of  Egypt  : 
even  in  the  field  of  Zoan. 

14  He  divided  the  sea,  and  let  them  go 
through  :  he  made  the  waters  to  stand  on 
an  heap. 

15  In  the  day-time  also  he  led  them 
with  a  cloud  :  and  all  the  night  through 
with  a  light  of  fire. 

16  He  clave  the  hard  rocks  in  the  wil- 
derness :  and  gave  them  drink  thereof,  as 
it  had  been  out  of  the  great  depth. 

17  He  brought  waters  out  of  the  stony 
rock  :  so  that  it  gushed  out  like  the  rivers. 

18  Yet  for  all  this  they  sinned  more 
against  him  :  and  provoked  the  most  High- 
est in  the  wilderness. 

19  They  tempted  God  in  their  hearts  : 
and  required  meat  for  their  lust. 

20  They  spake  against  God  also,  saying  : 
Shall  God  prepare  a  table  in  the  wilder- 
ness? 

21  He  smote  the  stony  rock  indeed,  that 
the   water   gushed   out,  and  the   streams 
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flowed  withal :  but  can  he  give  bread  also, 
or  provide  flesh  for  his  people  ? 

22  When  the  Lord  heard  this,  he  was 
wroth  ;  so  the  fire  was  kindled  in  Jacob, 
and  there  came  up  heavy  displeasure  against 
Israel ; 

23  Because  they  believed  not  in  God  : 
and  put  not  their  trust  in  his  help. 

21  So  he  commanded  the  clouds  above  : 
and  opened  the  doors  of  heaven. 

25  He  mned  down  manna  also  upon 
them  for  to  eat :  and  gave  them  food  from 
heaven. 

26  So  man  did  eat  angels'  food  :  for  he 
sent  them  meat  enough. 

27  He  caused  the  east-wind  to  blow 
under  heaven  :  and  through  his  power  he 
brought  in  the  south-west-wind. 

28  He  rained  flesh  upon  them  as  thick 
as  dust  :  and  feathered  fowls  like  as  the 
sand  of  the  sea. 

29  He  let  it  fell  among  their  tents  :  even 
round  about  their  habitation. 

30  So  they  did  eat,  and  were  well  filled ; 
for  he  gave  them  their  own  desire  :  they 
were  not  disappointed  of  their  lust. 

31  But  while  the  meat  was  yet  in  their 
mouths,  the  heavy  wrath  of  God  came  upon 
them,  and  slew  the  wealthiest  of  them  : 
yea,  and  smote  down  the  chosen  men  that 
were  in  Israel. 
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32  But  for  all  this  they  sinned  yet  more : 
and  believed  not  his  wondrous  works. 

33  Therefore  their  days  did  he  consume 
in  vanity  :  and  their  years  in  trouble. 

34  When  he  slew  them,  they  sought  him ; 
and  turned  them  early,  and  enquired  after 
God. 

35  And  they  remembered  that  God  was 
their  strength  :  and  that  the  high  God  was 
their  redeemer. 

36  Nevertheless,  they  did  but  flatter  him 
with  their  mouth  :  and  dissembled  with 
him  in  their  tongue. 

37  For  their  heart  was  not  whole  with 
him  :  neither  continued  they  stedfast  in  his 
covenant. 

38  But  he  was  so  merciful,  that  he  for- 
gave their  misdeeds  :  and  destroyed  them 
not. 

39  Tea,  many  a  time  turned  he  his  wrath 
away  :  and  would  not  suffer  his  whole 
displeasiu'e  to  arise. 

40  For  he  considered  that  they  were  but 
flesh  :  and  that  they  were  even  a  wind  that 
passeth  away,  and  cometh  not  again. 

41  Many  a  time  did  they  provoke  him 
in  the  wilderness  :  and  grieved  him  in  the 
desert. 

42  They  turned  back,  and  tempted  God  : 
and  moved  the  Holy  One  in  Israel. 

43  They  thought  not  of  his  hand  :  and 
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of  the  day  when  he  delivered  them  from 
the  hand  of  the  enemy ; 

44  How  he  had  wrought  his  miracles  in 
Egypt  :  and  his  wonders  in  the  field  of 
Zoan. 

45  He  turned  their  waters  into  blood  :  so 
that  they  might  not  drink  of  the  rivers. 

46  He  sent  lice  among  them,  and  devour- 
ed them  up  :  and  frogs  to  destroy  them. 

47  He  gave  their  tnut  unto  the  cater- 
pillar :  and  their  labour  unto  the  grass- 
hopper. 

48  He  destroyed  their  vines  with  hail- 
stones :  and  their  mulberry-trees  with  the 
frost 

49  He  smote  their  cattle  also  with  hail- 
stones :  and  their  flocks  with  hot  thunder- 
bolts. 

50  He  cast  upon  them  the  iiiriousness  of 
his  wrath,  anger,  displeasure,  and  trouble  : 
and  sent  evil  angels  among  them. 

51  He  made  a  way  to  his  indignation,, 
and  spared  not  their  soul  from  death  :  but 
gave  their  life  over  to  the  pestilence ; 

52  And  smote  all  the  first-born  in 
Egypt  :  the  most  principal  and  mightiest 
in  the  dwellings  of  Ham. 

53  But  as  for  his  own  people,  he  led 
them  forth  like  sheep  :  and  carried  them 
in  the  wilderness  like  a  flock. 

54  He  brought  them  out  safely,  that  they 
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sbould  not  fear  :  and  overwhelmed  their 
enemies  with  the  sea. 

65  And  brought  them  within  the  bor- 
ders of  his  sanctuary  :  even  to  his  mountain 
which  he  purchased  with  his  right  hand. 

56  He  cast  out  the  heathen  also  before 
them  :  caused  their  land  to  be  divided 
among  them  for  an  heritage,  and  made  the 
tribes  of  Israel  to  dwell  in  their  tents. 

£7  So  they  tempted,  and  displeased  the 
most  high  God  :  and  kept  not  his  testi- 
monies ; 

58  But  turned  their  backs,  and  fell  away, 
like  their  forefathers  :  starting  aside  like  a 
broken  bow. 

59  For  they  grieved  him  with  their  hill- 
altars  :  and  provoked  him  to  displeasure 
with  their  images. 

60  When  God  heard  this,  he  was  wroth  : 
and  took  sore  displeasure  at  Israel. 

61  So  that  he  forsook  the  tabernacle  in 
Silo  :  even  the  tent  that  he  had  pitched 
among  men. 

62  He  delivered  their  power  into  cap- 
tivity :  and  their  beauty  into  the  enemy's 
hand. 

63  He  gave  his  people  over  also  unto  the 
sword  :  and  was  wroth  with  his  inheritance. 

64  The  fire  consumed  their  young  men  : 
and  their  maidens  were  not  given  to  mar- 
riage. 
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65  Their  priests  were  slain  with  the 
sword :  and  there  were  no  widows  to  make 
lamentation. 

66  So  the  Lord  awaked  as  one  out  of 
sleep :  and  like  a  giant  refreshed  with  wine. 

67  He  smote  his  enemies  in  the  hinder 
parts  :  and  put  them  to  a  perpetual  shame. 

68  He  refused  the  tabernacle  of  Joseph  : 
and  chose  not  the  tribe  of  Ephraim ; 

69  But  chose  the  tribe  of  Judah  :  even 
the  hill  of  Sion  which  he  loved. 

70  And  there  he  built  his  temple  on 
high  :  and  laid  the  foundation  of  it  like  the 
ground  which  he  hath  made  continually. 

71  He  chose  David  also  his  servant :  and 
took  him  away  from  the  sheep-folds. 

72  As  he  was  following  the  ewes  great 
with  young  ones  he  took  him  :  that  he 
might  feed  Jacob  his  people,  and  Israel  his 
inheritance. 

73  So  he  fed  them  with  a  faithful  and 
true  heart :  and  ruled  them  prudently  with 
all  his  power. 

MORNING  PRAYEE. 
PSALM  LXXIX   Daa,  venenmL 

OGOD,  the  heathen  are  come  into  thine 
inheritance  :  thy  holy  temple  have  they 
defiled,  and  made  Jerusalem  an  heap  of 
stones. 

2  The  dead  bodies  of  thy  servants  have 
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they  g^ven  to  be  meat  unto  the  fowls  of 
the  air  :  and  the  flesh  of  thjr  saints  unto 
the  beasts  of  the  land. 

3  Their  blood  have  they  shed  like  water 
on  every  side  of  Jerusalem  :  and  there  was 
no  man  to  bury  them. 

4  We  are  become  an  open  shame  to  our 
enemies  :  a  very  scorn  and  derision  unto 
them  that  are  round  about  us. 

5  liOrd,  how  long  wilt  thou  be  angry  ; 
shall  thy  jealousy  bum  like  fire  £)r  ever  ? 

6  Pour  out  thine  indignation  upon  the 
heathen  that  have  not  known  thee  :  and 
upon  the  kingdoms  that  have  not  called 
upon  thy  Name. 

I  For  they  have  devoured  Jacob  :  and 
laid  waste  his  dwelling-place. 

8  O  remember  not  our  old  sins,  but  have 
mercy  upon  us,  and  that  soon  :  for  we  are 
come  to  great  misery. 

9  Help  us,  O  God  of  our  salvation,  for 
the  glory  of  thy  Name  :  O  deliver  us,  and 
be  merciful  unto  our  sins,  for  thy  Name's 
sake. 

10  Wherefore  do  the  heathen  say :  Where 
is  now  their  God  ? 

II  O  let  the  vengeance  of  thy  servants' 
blood  that  is  shed  :  be  openly  shewed  upon 
the  heathen  in  our  sight. 

12  O  let  the  sorrowful  sighing  of  the 
prisoners  come  before  thee  :  according  to 
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the  greatness  of  thy  power,  preserve  thou 
those  that  are  appointed  to  die. 

13  And  for  the  blasphemy  wherewith  our 
neighbours  have  blasphemed  thee  :  reward 
thou  them,  O  Lord,  seven-fold  into  their 
bosom. 

14  So  we,  that  are  thy  people,  and  sheep 
of  thy  pasture,  shall  give  thee  thanks  for 
ever  :  and  will  alway  be  shewing  forth  thy 
praise  from  generation  to  generation. 

PSALM  LXXX.    Qui  regU  Itrad. 

HEAR,  O  thou  Shepherd  of  Israel, 
thou  that  leadest  Joseph  like  a  sheep : 
shew  thyself  also,  thou  that  sittest  upon  the 
cherubims. 

2  Before  Ephraim,  Benjamin,  and  Ma- 
nasses  :  stir  up  thy  strength,  and  come, 
and  help  us. 

3  Turn  us  again,  O  God  :  shew  the 
light  of  thy  countenance,  and  we  shall  be 
whole. 

4  O  Lord  God  of  hosts  :  how  long  wilt 
thou  be  angry  with  thy  people  that  pray- 
eth? 

6  Thou  feedest  them  with  the  bread  of 
tears  :  and  givest  them  plenteousness  of 
tears  to  drink. 

6  Thou  hast  made  us  a  very  strife  unto 
our  neighbours  :  and  our  enemies  laugh  us 
to  scorn. 

7  Turn  us  again,  thou  GoA  of  hosts  : 
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shew  the  light  of  thj  countenance,  and  we 
shall  be  whole. 

8  Thou  hast  brought  a  vine  out  of  E- 
gypt :  thou  hast  cast  out  the  heathen,  and 
planted  it 

9  Thou  madest  room  for  it  :  and  when 
it  had  taken  root  it  filled  the  land. 

10  The  hills  were  covered  with  the  sha- 
dow of  it  :  and  the  boughs  thereof  were 
like  the  goodly  cedar-trees. 

11  She  stretched  out  her  branches  unto 
the  sea  :  and  her  boughs  unto  the  river. 

12  Why  hast  thou  then  broken  down 
her  hedge  :  that  all  they  that  go  by  pluck 
off  her  grapes  ? 

13  The  wild  boar  out  of  the  wood  doth 
root  it  up  :  and  the  wild  beasts  of  the  field 
devour  it. 

14  Turn  thee  again,  thou  God  of  hosts, 
look  down  from  heaven  :  behold,  and  visit 
this  vine ; 

15  And  the  place  of  the  vineyard  that  thy 
right  hand  hath  planted  :  and  the  branch 
that  thou  madest  so  strong  for  thyself. 

16  It  is  burnt  with  fire,  and  cut  down  : 
and  they  shall  perish  at  the  rebuke  of  thy 
countenance. 

17  Let  thy  hand  be  upon  the  man  of  thy 
right  hand  :  and  upon  the  son  of  man, 
whom  thou  madest  so  strong  for  thine  own 
self. 
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18  And  so  will  not  we  go  back  from 
thee  :  O  let  us  live,  and  we  shall  call  upon 
thy  Name. 

19  Turn  us  again,  O  Lord  God  of  hosts : 
shew  the  light  of  thy  countenance,  and  we 
shall  be  whole. 

PSALM  LXXXI.  EamUate  Deo. 

SING  we  merrily  unto  God  our  strength  : 
make  a  cheerful  noise  unto  the  God  of 
Jacob. 

2  Take  the  psalm,  bring  hither  the  ta- 
bret :  the  merry  harp  with  the  lute. 

3  Blow  up  the  trumpet  in  the  new-moon  : 
even  in  the  time  appointed,  and  upon  our 
solenm  feast-day. 

4  For  this  was  made  a  statute  for  Israel  : 
and  a  law  of  the  God  of  Jacob. 

5  This  he  ordained  in  Joseph  for  a  tes- 
timony :  when  he  came  out  of  the  land  of 
Egypt,  and  had  heard  a  strange  language. 

6  I  eased  his  shoulder  from  the  burden  : 
and  his  hands  were  delivered  from  making 
the  pots. 

7  Thou  calledst  upon  me  in  troubles, 
and  I  delivered  thee  :  and  heard  thee  what 
time  as  the  storm  fell  upon  thee. 

8  I  proved  thee  also  :  at  the  waters  of 
strife. 

9  Hear,  O  my  people,  and  I  will  assure 
thee,  O  Israel  :  if  thou  wilt  hearken  unto 
me. 
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10  There  shall  no  strange  god  be  in  thee : 
neither  shalt  thou  worship  any  other  god. 

11  I  am  the  Lord  thy  God,  who  brought 
thee  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  :  open  thy 
mouth  wide,  and  I  shall  fill  it. 

12  But  my  people  would  not  hear  my 
voice  :  and  Israel  would  not  obey  me. 

13  So  I  gave  them  up  unto  their  own 
hearts'  lusts  :  and  let  diem  foUow  their 
own  imaginations. 

14  O  that  my  people  would  have  heark- 
ened unto  me  :  for  if  Israel  had  walked  in 
my  ways, 

15  I  should  soon  have  put  down  their 
enemies  :  and  turned  my  hand  against  their 
adversaries. 

16  The  haters  of  the  Lord  should  have 
been  found  liars  :  but  their  time  should 
have  endured  for  ever. 

17  He  should  have  fed  them  also  with  the 
finest  wheat-flour  :  and  with  honey  out  of 
the  stony  rock  should  I  have  satisfied  thee. 

EVENING  PBATEB. 
PSALM  LXXXn.  Deua  atetit. 

GOD  standeth  in  the   congregation  of 
princes  :  he  is  a  Judge  among  gods. 

2  How  long  will  ye  give  wrong  judge- 
ment :  and  accept  the  persons  of  the  un- 
godly? 

3  Defend  the  poor  and  &therless  :  see 
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that  such  as  are  in  need  and  necessity  have 
right. 

i  Deliver  the  out-cast  and  poor  :  save 
them  from  the  hand  of  the  ungodly. 

5  They  will  not  be  learned  nor  under- 
stand, but  W£dk  on  still  in  darkness  :  all  the 
foundations  of  the  earth  are  out  of  course. 

6  I  have  said,  Ye  are  gods  :  and  ye  are 
all  the  children  of  the  most  Highest. 

7  But  ye  shall  die  like  men  :  and  fell 
like  one  of  the  princes. 

8  Arise,  O  God,  and  judge  thou  the 
earth  :  for  thou  shalt  take  all  heathen  to 
thine  inheritance. 

PSALM  LXXXm.   Daa,quKmaiaf 

HOLD  not  thy  tongue,  O  God,  keep 
not  still  silence  :  refrain  not  thyself, 
OGod. 

2  For  lo,  thine  enemies  make  a  murmur- 
ing :  and  they  that  hate  thee  have  lift  up 
their  head. 

3  They  have  imagined  craftily  against 
thy  people  :  and  taken  counsel  against  thy 
secret  ones. 

4  They  have  said,  Come,  and  let  us  root 
them  out,  that  they  be  no  more  a  people  : 
and  that  the  name  of  Israel  may  be  no 
more  in  remembrance. 

5  For  they  have  cast  their  heads  toge- 
ther with  one  consent :  and  are  confederate 
against  thee ; 
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6  The  tabernacles  of  the  Edomites,  and  the 
Ismaelites  :  the  Moabites,  and  Hagarens; 

7  Gebal,  and  Anunon,  and  Amalek  :  the 
Philistines,  with  them  that  dwell  at  Tyre. 

8  Assur  also  is  joined  with  them  :  and 
have  holpen  the  children  of  Lot. 

9  But  do  thou  to  them  as  unto  the 
Madianites  :  unto  Sisera,  and  unto  Jabin 
at  the  brook  of  Kison ; 

10  Who  perished  at  Endor  :  and  became 
as  the  dung  of  the  earth. 

11  Make  them  and  their  princes  like 
Oreb  and  Zeb  :  yea,  make  all  tjieir  princes 
like  as  Zeba  and  Salmana ; 

12  Who  say.  Let  us  take  to  ourselves  : 
the  houses  of  God  in  possession. 

13  O  my  God,  make  them  like  unto  a 
wheel :  and  as  the  stubble  before  the  wind ;

OLORD  God  of  my  salvation,  I  have 
cried  day  and  night  before  thee  :  O  let 
my  prayer  enter  into  thy  presence,  incline 
thine  ear  imto  my  calling.

12  Shall  thy  wondrous  works  be  known 
in  the  dark  :  and  thy  righteousness  in  the 
land  where  all  things  are  forgotten  ? 

13  Unto  thee  have  I  cried,  O  liOrd  :  and 
early  shall  my  prayer  come  before  thee. 

14  Lord,  why  abhorrest  thou  my  soul  : 
and  hidest  thou  thy  &ce  from  me  ? 

15  I  am  in  misery,  and  like  unto  him 
that  is  at  the  point  to  die  :  even  from  my 
youth  up  thy  terrors  have  I  suffered  with 
a  troubled  mind. 

16  Thy  wrathfiil  displeasure  goeth  over 
me  :  and  the  fear  of  thee  hath  imdone  me. 

17  They  came  round  about  me  daily  like 
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water  :   and   compassed   me   together   on 
every  side. 

18  My  lovers  and  friends  hast  thou  put 
away  from  me  :  and  hid  mine  acquaintance 
out  of  my  sight 

EVENING  PRAYER. 
PSALM  LXXXIX.   Miserkordias  Domini. 

MY  song  shall  be  alway  of  the  loving- 
kindness  of  the  Lord  :  with  my  mouth 
will  I  ever  be  shewing  thy  truth  from  one 
generation  to  another. 
.  2  For  I  have  said,  Mercy  shall  be  set 
up  for  ever  :  thy  truth  shalt  thou  stablish 
in  the  heavens.

8  God  is  very  greatly  to  be  feared  in  the 
council  of  the  saints  :  and  to  be  had  in 
reverence  of  all  them  that  are  round  about 
him. 
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9  O  Lord  God  of  hosts,  who  is  like  unto 
thee  :  thy  truth,  most  mighty  Lord,  is  on 
every  side. 

10  Thou  rulest  the  raging  of  the  sea  :  thou 
stillest  the  waves  thereof  when  they  arise. 

11  Thou  hast  subdued  !Egypt,  and  de- 
stroyed it  :  thou  hast  scatter^}  thine  ene- 
mies abroad  with  thy  mighty  arm. 

12  The  heavens  are  thine,  the  earth  also 
is  thine  :  thou  hast  laid  the  foundation  of 
the  round  world,  and  all  that  therein  is. 

13  Thou  hast  made  the  north  and  the 
south  :  Tabor  and  Hermon  shall  rejoice  in 
thy  Name. 

14  Thou  hast  a  mighty  arm  :  strong  is 
thy  hand,  and  high  is  thy  right  hand. 

15  Righteousness  and  equity  are  the 
habitation  of  thy  seat  :  mercy  and  truth 
shall  go  before  thy  face. 

16  Blessed  is  ihe  people,  O  Lord,  that 
can  rejoice  in  thee  :  they  shall  walk  in  the 
light  of  thy  countenance. 

17  Their  delight  shall  be  daily  in  thy 
Name  :  and  in  thy  righteousness  shall  they 
make  their  boast. 

18  For  thou  art  the  glory  of  their 
strength  :  and  in  thy  loving-kindness  thou 
shalt  lift  up  our  horns. 

19  For  the  Lord  is  our  defence  :  the 
Holy  One  of  Israel  is  our  King. 

20  Thou  spakest  sometime  in  visions  unto 
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thy  saints,  and  saidst  :  I  have  laid  help 
upon  one  that  b  mighty;  I  have  exalted 
one  chosen  out  of  the  people. 

21  I  have  found  David  my  servant :  with 
my  holy  oil  have  I  anointed  him. 

22  Hy  hand  shall  hold  him  fast  :  and 
my  arm  shall  strengthen  him. 

23  The  enemy  shall  not  be  able  to  do 
him  violence  :  the  son  of  wickedness  shall 
not  hurt  him. 

24  I  will  smite  down  his  foes  before  his 
face  :  and  plague  them  that  hate  him. 

25  My  truth  also  and  my  mercy  shall 
be  with  him  :  and  in  my  Name  shall  his 
horn  be  exalted. 

26  I  will  set  his  dominion  also  in  the 
sea  :  and  his  right  hand  in  the  floods. 

27  He  shall  call  me,  Thou  art  my  Fa- 
ther :  my  God,  and  my  strong  salvation. 

28  And  I  will  make  him  my  first-born  : 
higher  than  the  kings  of  the  earth. 

29  My  mercy  will  I  keep  for  him  for 
evermore  :  and  my  covenant  shall  stand 
fiist  with  him. 

30  His  seed  also  will  I  make  to  endure 
for  ever  :  and  his  throne  as  the  days  of 
heaven. 

31  But  if  his  children  forsake  my  law  : 
and  walk  not  in  my  judgements ; 

32  If  they  break  my  statutes,  and  keep

38  Thou  hast  broken  the  covenant  of 
thy  servant  :  and  cast  his  crown  to  the 
ground. 

39  Thou  hast  overthrown  all  his  hedges  : 
and  broken  down  his  strong  holds. 

40  All  they  that  go  by  spoil  him  :  and 
he  is  become  a  reproach  to  his  neighbours. 

41  Thou  hast  set  up  the  right  hand  of 
his  enemies  :  and  made  all  his  adversaries 
to  rejoice. 

42  Thou  hast  taken  away  the  edge  of 
his  sword  :  and  givest  him  not  victory  in 
the  battle. 

43  Thou  hast  put  out  his  glory  :  and  cast 
his  throne  down  to  the  ground. 
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41  The  days  of  his  youth  hast  thou  short- 
ened :  and  covered  him  with  dishonour. 

45  Lord,  how  long  wilt  thou  hide  thy- 
self, for  ever  :  and  shall  thy  wrath  bum 
like  fire  ? 

46  O  remember  how  short  my  time  is  : 
wherefore  hast  thou  made  all  men  for 
nought .' 

47  What  man  is  he  that  liveth,  and  shall 
not  see  death  :  and  shall  he  deliver  his  soul 
from  the  hand  of  hell  P 

48  Lord,  where  are  thy  old  loving-kind- 
nesses :  which  thou  swarest  unto  David  in 
thy  truth  ? 

49  Kemember,  Lord,  the  rebuke  that  thy 
servants  have  :  and  how  I  do  bear  in  my 
bosom  the  rebukes  of  many  people ; 

50  Wherewith  thine  enemies  have  blas- 
phemed thee,  and  slandered  the  footsteps 
of  thine  Anointed  :  Praised  be  the  Lord 
for  evermore.    Amen,  and  Amen. 

MOENING  PRATER. 
PSALM  XC.   Damme,  rtfu^um. 

LORD,  thou  hast  been  our  refuge  :  from 
one  generation  to  another. 

2  Before  the  mountains  were  brought 
forth,  or  ever  the  earth  and  the  world  were 
made  :  thou  art  God  from  everlasting,  and 
world  without  end. 

3  Thou  tumest  man  to    destruction   : 
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again  tliou  sayest,  Come  again,  ye  children 
of  men. 

4  For  a  thousand  years  in  thy  sight  are 
but  as  yesterday  :  seeing  that  is  past  as  a 
watch  in  the  night. 

5  As  soon  as  thou  scatterest  them  they 
are  even  as  a  sleep  :  and  fede  away  sud- 
denly like  the  grass. 

6  In  the  morning  it  is  green,  and  grow- 
eth  up  :  but  in  the  evening  it  is  cut  down, 
dried  up,  and  withered. 

7  For  we  consume  away  in  thy  dis- 
pleasure :  and  are  afraid  at  thy  wrathfid 
indignation. 

8  Thou  hast  set  our  misdeeds  before 
thee  :  and  our  secret  sins  in  the  light  of 
thy  countenance. 

9  For  when  thou  art  angry  all  our  days 
are  gone  :  we  bring  our  years  to  an  end, 
as  it  were  a  tale  that  is  told. 

10  The  days  of  our  age  are  threescore 
years  and  ten ;  and  though  men  be  so 
strong  that  they  come  to  fourscore  years  : 
yet  is  their  strength  then  but  labour  and 
sorrow;  so  soon  passeth  it  away,  and  we 
are  gone. 

11  But  who  regardeth  the  power  of  thy 
wrath  :  for  even  thereafter  as  a  man  fear- 
eth,  so  is  thy  displeasure. 

12  So  teach  us  to  number  our  days  :  that 
we  may  apply  our  hearts  unto  wisdom. 
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13  Tiim  thee  again,  O  lord,  at  the  last  : 
and  be  gracious  unto  thy  servants. 

14  O  satisfy  us  with  thy  mercy,  and  that 
soon  :  30  shsill  we  rejoice  and  be  glad  all 
the  days  of  otir  life. 

15  Comfoi't  us  again  now  after  the  time 
that  thou  hast  plagued  us :  and  for  the  years 
wherein  we  have  suffered  adversity. 

16  Shew  thy  servants  thy  work  :  and 
their  children  thy  glory. 

17  And  the  glorious  Majesty  of  the  Lord 
our  God  be  upon  us  :  prosper  thou  the 
work  of  our  hands  upon  us,  O  prosper  thou 
our  handy-work. 

FSALM  XCI.    Qui  habitat. 

WHOSO   dwelleth   under  the   defence 
of  the  most  High  :  shall  abide  under 
the  shadow  of  the  Almighty. 

2  I  will  say  unto  the  Lord,  Thou  art  my 
hope,  and  my  strong  hold  :  my  God,  in 
him  will  I  trust. 

3  For  he  shall  deliver  thee  firom  the 
snare  of  the  hunter  :  and  from  the  noisome 
pestilence. 

4  He  shall  defend  thee  under  liis  wings, 
and  thou  shalt  be  safe  imder  his  feathers  : 
his  faithfulness  and  truth  shall  be  thy  shield 
and  buckler. 

6  Thou  shalt  not  be  afraid  for  any  terror  by 

night  :  nor  for  the  arrow  that  flieth  by  day ; 

6   For  the   pestilence   that   walketh   in 
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darkness  :  nor  for  the  sickness  that  destroy- 
eth  in  the  noon-day. 

7  A  thousand  shall  &11  beside  thee,  and 
ten  thousand  at  thy  right  hand  :  but  it  shall 
not  come  nigh  thee. 

8  Yea,  with  thine  eyes  shalt  thou  behold  : 
and  see  the  reward  of  the  ungodly. 

9  For  thou,  Ijord,  art  my  hope  :  thou 
hast  set  thine  house  of  defence  very  high. 

10  There  shall  no  evil  happen  unto  thee  : 
neither  shall  any  plague  come  nigh  thy 
dwelling. 

11  For  he  shall  give  his  angels  charge 
over  thee  :  to  keep  thee  in  all  thy  ways. 

12  They  shall  bear  thee  in  their  hands  : 
that  thou  hurt  not  thy  foot  against  a  stone. 

13  Thou  shalt  go  upon  the  lion  and  ad- 
der :  the  young  lion  and  the  dragon  shalt 
thou  tread  under  thy  feet. 

14  Because  he  hath  set  his  love  upon  me, 
therefore  will  I  deliver  him  :  I  will  set  him 
up,  because  he  hath  known  my  Name. 

15  He  shall  call  upon  me,  and  I  will  hear 
him  :  yea,  I  am  with  him  in  trouble ;  I  will 
deliver  him,  and  bring  him  to  honour. 

16  With  long  life  will  I  satisfy  him  :  and 
shew  him  my  salvation. 

FSALM  XCn.   Bonum  eet  can/iteri. 

IT  is  a  good  thing  to  give  thanks  unto 
the  Lord  :  and  to  sing  praises  unto  thy 
Name,  O  most  Highest ; 
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2  To  tell  of  thy  loving-kindnesg  early 
in  the  morning  :  and  of  thy  truth  in  the 
night-season ; 

3  Upon  an  instrument  often  strings,  and 
upon  the  lute  :  upon  a  loud  instrument, 
and  upon  the  harp.

6  An  unwise  man  doth  not  well  consider 
this  :  and  a  fool  doth  not  understand  it. 

7  When  the  ungodly  are  green  as  the 
grass,  and  when  all  the  workers  of  wick- 
edness do  flourish  :  then  shall  they  be  de- 
stroyed for  ever ;  but  thou,  Lord,  art  the 
most  Highest  for  evermore. 

8  For  lo,  thine  enemies,  O  Lord,  lo,  thine 
enemies  shall  perish  :  and  all  the  workers 
of  wickedness  shall  be  destroyed. 

9  But  mine  horn  shall  be  exalted  like 
the  horn  of  an  unicorn  :  for  I  am  anointed 
with  fresh  oil 

10  Mine  eye  also  shall  see  his  lust  of  mine 
enemies  :  and  mine  ear  shall  hear  his  desire 
of  the  wicked  that  arise  up  against  me. 

11  The  righteous  shall  flourish  like  a 
palm-tree  :  and  shall  spread  abroad  like  a 
cedar  in  Libanus. 
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12  Such  as  are  planted  in  the  house  of 
the  Lord  :  shall  flourish  in  the  courts  of 
the  house  of  our  God. 

13  They  also  shall  bring  forth  more  fruit 
in  their  age  :  and  shall  be  fat  and  well-liking. 

14  Ibat  they  may  shew  how  true  the 
Lord  my  strength  is  :  and  that  there  is  no 
unrighteousness  in  him.

PSALM  XCm.   Domima  regnant. 

TI£E  Lord  is  King,  and  hath  put  on  glo- 
rious apparel :  the  Lord  hath  put  on  his 
apparel,  and  girded  himself  with  strength. 

2  He  hath  made  the  round  world  so  sure  : 
that  it  cannot  be  moved. 

3  Ever  since  the  world  began  hath  thy 
seat  been  prepared  :  thou  art  from  ever- 
lasting.

6  Thy  testimonies,  O  Lord,  are  very  sure  : 
holiness  becometh  thine  house  for  ever. 

PSALM  XCrv.   Dem  uUimum. 

OLORD  God,  to  whom  vengeance  be- 
longeth  :  thou  God,  to  whom  venge- 
ance belongeth,  shew  thyself. 
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2  Arise,  thou  Judge  of  the  vrorld  :  and 
reward  the  proud  after  their  deserving. 

3  Lord,  how  long  shall  the  ungodly  : 
how  long  shall  the  ungodly  triumph  ? 

4  How  long  shall  all  wicked  doers  speak 
so  disdainfully  :  and  make  such  proud 
boasting  ? 

5  They  smite  down  thy  people,  O  Lord  : 
and  trouble  thine  heritage. 

6  They  murder  the  widow,  and  the  stran- 
ger :  and  put  the  fatherless  to  death. 

7  And  yet  they  say,  Tush,  the  Lord  shall 
not  see  :  neither  shall  the  God  of  Jacob 
regai'd  it. 

8  Take  heed,  ye  unwise  among  the  peo- 
ple :  O  ye  fools,  when  will  ye  understand  ? 

9  He  that  planted  the  ear,  shall  he  not 
hear  :  or  he  that  made  the  eye,  shall  he  not 
see? 

10  Or  he  that  nurtureth  the  heathen  : 
it  is  he  that  teacheth  man  knowledge,  shall 
not  he  punish  ? 

11  The  Lord  knoweth  the  thoughts  of 
man  :  that  they  are  but  vain. 

12  Blessed  is  the  man  whom  thou  chasten- 
est,  O  Lord  :  and  teachest  him  in  thy  law ; 

13  That  thou  mayest  give  him  patience 
in  time  of  adversity  :  until  the  pit  be  dig- 
ged up  for  the  ungodly. 

14  For  the  Lord  will  not  fell  his  people  : 
neither  will  he  forsake  his  inheritance ; 
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15  Until  righteousness  turn  again  unto 
judgement  :  all  such  as  are  true  in  heart 
shall  follow  it. 

16  Who  win  rise  up  with  me  against  the 
wicked  :  or  who  will  take  my  pai't  against 
the  evil-doers  ? 

17  If  the  Lord  had  not  helped  me  :  it 
had  not  failed  but  my  soul  had  been  put 
to  silence. 

18  But  when  I  said,  My  foot  hath  slipt  : 
thy  mercy,  O  Lord,  held  me  up. 

19  In  the  multitude  of  the  sorrows  that 
I  had  in  my  heart  :  thy  comforts  have  re- 
freshed my  soul. 

20  Wilt  thou  have  any  thing  to  do  with 
the  stool  of  wickedness  :  which  imagineth 
mischief  as  a  law  ? 

21  They  gather  them  together  against 
the  soul  of  the  righteous  :  and  condemn 
the  innocent  blood. 

22  But  the  Lord  is  my  refuge  :  and  my 
God  is  the  strength  of  my  confidence. 

23  He  shall  recompense  them  their  wicked- 
ness, and  destroy  them  in  their  own  malice : 
yea,  the  Lord  our  God  shall  destroy  them.

which  is  great,  wonderful,  and  holy. 

4  The  King's  power  loveth  judgement ; 
thou  hast  prepared  equity  :  thon  hast  exe- 
cuted judgement  and  righteousness  in  Jacob. 

5  O  magnify  the  Lord  our  God  :  and  fall 
down  before  his  footstool,  for  he  is  holy. 

6  Moses  and  Aaron  among  his  priests, 
and  Samuel  among  such  as  call  upon  his 
Hame  :  these  called  upon  the  Lord,  and 
he  heard  them.

10  There  shall  no  deceitful  person  dwell 
in  my  house  :  he  that  telleth  lies  shall  not 
tarry  in  my  sight. 

11  I  shall  soon  destroy  all  the  imgodly 
that  are  in  the  land  :  that  I  may  root 
out  all  wicked  doers  from  the  city  of  the 
liOrd.

PSALM  dl.  Domine,  eaxiudi. 
EAR  my  prayer,  O  Lord  :  and  let  my

crying  come  unto  thee. 

2  Hide  not  thy  face  from  me  in  the  time 
of  my  trouble  :  incline  thine  ear  unto  me 
when  I  call ;  O  hear  me,  and  that  right 
soon. 

3  For  my  days  are  consumed  away  like 
smoke  :  and  my  bones  are  burnt  up  as  it 
were  a  fire-brand. 

4  My  heart  is  smitten  down,  and  wither- 
ed like  grass  :  so  that  I  forget  to  eat  my 
bread. 

5  For  the  voice  of  my  groaning  :  my 
bones  will  scarce  cleave  to  my  flesh. 
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6  I  am  become  like  a  pelican  in  the  wil- 
derness :  and  like  an  owl  that  is  in  the 
desert. 

7  I  have  watched,  and  am  even  as  it 
were  a  sparrow  :  that  sitteth  alone  upon 
the  house-top. 

8  Mine  enemies  revile  me  all  the  day 
long  :  and  they  that  are  mad  upon  me  are 
sworn  together  against  me. 

9  For  I  have  eaten  ashes  as  it  were  bread : 
and  mingled  my  drink  with  weeping ; 

10  And  that  because  of  thine  indigna- 
tion and  wrath  :  for  thou  hast  taken  me 
up,  and  cast  me  down. 

11  My  days  are  gone  like  a  shadow  : 
and  I  am  withered  like  grass. 

12  But,  thou,  O  Lord,  shalt  endure  for 
ever  :  and  thy  remembrance  throughout  all 
generations. 

13  Thou  shalt  arise,  and  have  mercy  upon 
Sion  :  for  it  is  time  that  thou  have  mercy 
upon  her,  yea,  the  time  is  come. 

14  And  why  ?  thy  servants  think  upon 
her  stones  :  and  it  pitieth  them  to  see  her 
in  the  dust.

19  For  he  hath  looked  down  from  his 
sanctuary  :  out  of  the  heaven  did  the  Lord 
behold  the  earth ; 

20  That  he  might  hear  the  mournings  of 
such  as  are  in  captivity  :  and  deliver  the 
children  appointed  unto  death ; 

21  That  they  may  declare  the  Name  of 
the  Lord  in  Sion  :  and  his  worship  at 
Jerusalem ; 

22  When  the  people  are  gathered  to- 
gether :  and  the  kingdoms  also,  to  serve 
the  Lord. 

23  He  brought  down  my  strength  in  my 
journey  :  and  shortened  my  days. 

24  But  I  said,  O  my  Ciod,  take  me  not 
away  in  the  midst  of  mine  age  :  as  for  thy 
years,  they  endure  throughout  all  genera- 
tions. 

25  Thou,  Lord,  in  the  beginning  hast 
laid  the  foundation  of  the  earth  :  and  the 
heavens  are  the  work  of  thy  hands. 

26  They  shall  perish,  but  thou  shalt 
endure  :  they  all  shall  wax  old  as  doth  a 
garment; 

27  And  as  a  vesture  shalt  thou  change 
them,  and   they   shall   be   changed   :   but 
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thou  art  the  same,  and  thy  years  shall  not 
fail. 

28  The  children  of  thy  servants  shall 
continue  :  and  their  seed  shall  stand  fast 
in  thy  sight.

2  Praise  the  Lord,  O  my  soul  :  and  for- 
get not  all  his  benefits ; 

3  Who  forgiveth  all  thy  sin  :  and  heal- 
eth  all  thine  infirmities ; 

4  Who  saveth  thy  life  from  destruction  : 
and  crowneth  thee  with  mercy  and  loving- 
kindness  ; 

5  Who  satisfieth  thy  mouth  with  good 
things  :  making  thee  young  and  lusty  as 
an  eagle. 

6  The  Lord  executeth  righteousness  and 
judgement :  for  all  them  that  are  oppressed 
with  wrong. 

7  He  shewed  his  ways  unto  Moses  :  his 
works  unto  the  children  of  Israel. 

8  The  Lord  is  full  of  compassion  and  mer- 
cy :  long-suffering,  and  of  great  goodness. 

9  He  will  not  alway  he  chiding  :  neither 
keepeth  he  his  anger  for  ever. 

10  He  hath  not  dealt  with  us  after  our 
sins  :  nor  rewarded  us  according  to  our 
wickednesses. 

H  For  look  how  high  the  heaven  is  in 
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comparison  of  the  earth  :  so  great  is  his 
mercy  also  toward  them  that  fear  him. 

12  Look  how  wide  also  the  east  is  from 
the  west  :  so  £tr  hath  he  set  our  sins  from 
us. 

13  Yea,  like  as  a  father  pitieth  his  own 
children  :  even  so  is  the  Lord  merciful 
unto  them  that  fear  him. 

14  For  he  knoweth  whei-eof  we  are  made : 
he  remembereth  that  we  are  but  dust. 

15  The  days  of  man  are  but  as  grass  : 
for  he  flourisheth  as  a  flower  of  the  field. 

16  For  as  soon  as  the  wind  goeth  over 
it,  it  is  gone  :  and  the  place  thereof  shall 
know  it  no  more. 

17  But  the  mercifiil  goodness  of  the  Lord 
endureth  for  ever  and  ever  upon  them  that 
fear  him  :  and  his  righteousness  upon  chil- 
dren's children ; 

18  Even  upon  such  as  keep  his  cove- 
nant :  and  think  upon  his  commandments 
to  do  them. 

19  The  Lord  hath  prepared  his  seat  in 
heaven  :  and  his  kingdom  ruleth  over  all. 

20  O  praise  the  Lord,  ye  angels  of  his, 
ye  that  excel  in  strength  :  ye  that  fulfil  his 
commandment,  and  hearken  unto  the  voice 
of  his  words. 

21  O  praise  the  Lord,  all  ye  his  hosts  : 
ye  servants  of  his  that  do  his  pleasure. 

22  O  speak   good  of  the  Lord,  all  ye 
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works  of  his,  in  all  places  of  his  dominion  : 
praise  thou  the  I<ord,  O  my  soul.

PRAISE  the  Lord,  O  my  soul  :  O  Lord 
my  God,  thou  art  become  exceeding 
glorious;  thou  art  clothed  with  majesty 
and  honour. 

2  Thou  deckest  thyself  with  light  as  it 
were  with  a  garment  :  and  spreadest  out 
the  heavens  lite  a  curtain. 

3  Who  layeth  the  beams  of  his  chambers 
in  the  waters  :  and  maketh  the  clouds  his 
chariot,  and  walketh  upon  the  wings  of  the 
wind. 

4  He  maketh  his  angels  spirits  :  and  his 
ministers  a  flaming  fire. 

5  He  laid  the  foundations  of  the  eai-th  : 
that  it  never  should  move  at  any  time. 

6  Thou  coveredst  it  with  the  deep  like 
as  with  a  garment  :  the  waters  stand  in 
the  hills. 

7  At  thy  rebuke  they  flee  :  at  the  voice 
of  thy  thunder  they  are  afraid. 

8  They  go  up  as  high  as  the  hills,  and 
down  to  the  valleys  beneath  :  even  unto  the 
place  which  thou  hast  appointed  for  them. 

9  Thou  hast  set  them  their  bounds  which 
they  shall  not  pass  :  neither  turn  again  to 
cover  the  earth. 
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10  He  sendeth  the  springs  into  the  rivers : 
which  run  among  the  hills. 

11  All  beasts  of  the  field  drink  thereof  : 
and  the  wild  aases  quench  their  thirst. 

12  Beside  them  shall  the  fowls  of  the  air 
have  their  habitation  :  and  sing  among  the 
branches. 

13  He  watereth  the  hills  from  above  :  the 
earth  is  filled  with  the  fruit  of  thy  works. 

14  He  bringeth  forth  grass  for  the  cattle : 
and  green  herb  for  the  service  of  men ; 

15  That  he  may  bring  food  out  of  the 
earth,  and  wine  that  maketh  glad  the  heart  of 
man :  and  oil  to  make  him  a  cheerful  counte- 
nance, and  bread  to  strengthen  man's  heart. 

16  The  trees  of  the  Lord  also  are  full  of 
sap  :  even  the  cedars  of  Libanus  which  he 
hath  planted ; 

17  Wherein  the  birds  make  their  nests  : 
and  the  fir-trees  are  a  dwelling  for  the  stork. 

18  The  high  hills  are  a  refiige  for  the 
wild  goats  :  and  so  are  the  stony  rocks  for 
the  conies. 

19  He  appointed  the  moon  for  certain  sea- 
sons :  and  the  sun  knoweth  his  going  down. 

20  Thou  makest  darkness  that  it  may  be 
night  :  wherein  all  the  beasts  of  the  forest 
do  move. 

21  The  lions  roaring  after  their  prey  : 
do  seek  their  meat  from  God. 

22  The  sun  ariseth,  and  they  get  them . 
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away  together  :  and  lay  them  down  in  their 
dens. 

23  Man  goeth  forth  to  his  work,  and  to 
his  labour  :  until  the  evening. 

24  O  Lord,  how  manifold  are  thy  works  : 
in  wisdom  hast  thou  made  them  all ;  the 
earth  is  &11  of  thy  riches. 

2d  So  is  the  great  and  wide  sea  also  : 
wherein  are  things  creeping  innumerable, 
both  small  and  great  beasts. 

26  There  go  the  ships,  and  there  is  that 
Leviathan  :  whom  thou  hast  made  to  take 
his  pastime  therein. 

27  These  wait  all  upon  thee  :  that  thou 
mayest  give  them  meat  in  due  season. 

28  When  thou  givest  it  them  they  gather 
it  :  and  when  thou  openest  thy  hand  they 
are  filled  with  good. 

29  When  thou  hidest  thy  fece  they  are  trou- 
bled :  when  thou  takest  away  their  breath 
they  die,  and  are  turned  again  to  their  dust 

30  When  thou  lettest  thy  breath  go  forth 
they  shall  be  made  :  and  thou  shalt  renew 
the  iace  of  the  earth. 

31  The  glorious  Majesty  of  the  Lord  shall 
endure  for  ever  :  the  Lord  shall  rejoice  in 
his  works. 

32  The  earth  shall  tremble  at  the  look  of 
him  :  if  he  do  but  touch  the  hilb,  they  shall 
smoke. 

33  I  will  sing  unto  the  Lord  as  long  as 
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I  live  :  I  will  praise  my  God  while  I  hare 
my  being. 

31  And  so  shall  my  words  please  him  : 
my  joy  shall  be  in  the  Lord. 

35  As  for  sinners,  they  shall  be  consum- 
ed out  of  the  earth,  and  the  ungodly  shall 
come  to  an  end  :  praise  thou  the  Lord, 
O  my  soul,  praise  the  Lord.

OGIVE  thanks  unto  the  Lord,  and  call 
upon  his  Name  :  tell  the  people  what 
things  he  hath  done. 

2  O  let  your  songs  be  of  him,  and  praise 
him  :  and  let  your  talking  be  of  all  his 
wondrous  works. 

3  Rejoice  in  his  holy  Name  :  let  the  heart 
of  them  rejoice  that  seek  the  Lord. 

4  Seek  the  Lord  and  his  strength  :  seek 
his  fece  evermore. 

fi  Hemember  the  marvellous  works  that 
he  hath  done  :  his  wonders,  and  the  judge- 
ments of  his  mouth, 

6  O  ye  seed  of  Abraham  his  servant  : 
ye  children  of  Jacob  his  chosen. 

7  He  is  the  Lord  our  God  :  his  judge- 
ments are  in  all  the  world. 

8  He  hath  been  alway  mindful  of  his 
covenant  and  promise  :  that  he  made  to  a 
thousand  generations ; 
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9  Even  the  covenant  that  he  made  with 
Abraham  :  and  the  oath  that  he  sware  unto 
Isaac; 

10  And  appointed  the  same  unto  Jacob 
for  a  law  :  and  to  Israel  for  an  everlasting 
testament ; 

11  Saying,  Unto  thee  will  I  give  the  land 
of  Canaan  :  the  lot  of  yonr  inheritance ; 

12  When  there  were  yet  but  a  few  of 
them  :  and  they  strangers  in  the  land ; 

13  What  time  as  they  went  from  one 
nation  to  another  :  from  one  kingdom  to 
another  people ; 

14  He  suffered  no  man  to  do  them  wrong : 
but  reproved  even  kings  for  their  sakes ; 

15  Touch  not  mine  Anointed  :  and  do 
my  prophets  no  harm. 

16  Moreover,  he  called  for  a  deailh  upon 
tJie  land  :  and  destroyed  all  the  provision 
of  bread. 

17  But  he  had  sent  a  man  before  them  : 
even  Joseph,  who  was  sold  to  be  a  bond- 
servant ; 

18  Whose  feet  they  hurt  in  the  stocks  : 
the  iron  entered  into  his  soul ; 

19  Until  the  time  came  that  his  cause  was 
known  :  the  word  of  the  Lord  tried  him. 

20  The  king  sent,  and  delivered  him  : 
the  prince  of  the  people  let  him  go  fi'ee. 

21  He  made  him  lord  also  of  his  house  : 
and  ruler  of  all  his  substance ; 
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22  That  he  might  inform  his  princes  after 
his  will  :  and  teach  his  senators  wisdom. 

23  Israel  also  came  into  E^gypt  :  and  Ja- 
cob was  a  stranger  in  the  land  of  Ham. 

2i  And  he  increased  his  people  exceed- 
ingly :  and  made  them  stronger  than  their 
enemies ; 

25  Whose  heart  turned  so,  that  they 
hated  his  people  :  and  dealt  untruly  with 
his  servants. 

26  Then  sent  he  Moses  his  servant :  and 
Aaron  whom  he  had  chosen. 

27  And  these  shewed  his  tokens  among 
them  :  and  wonders  in  the  land  of  Ham. 

28  He  sent  darkness,  and  it  was  dark  : 
smd  they  were  not  obedient  unto  his  word. 

29  He  turned  their  waters  into  blood  : 
and  slew  their  fish. 

30  Their  land  brought  forth  frc^  :  yea, 
even  in  their  kings'  chambers. 

31  He  spake  the  word,  and  there  came  all 
maimer  of  flies  :  and  lice  in  all  their  quarters. 

32  He  gave  them  hail-stones  for  rain  : 
and  flames  of  fire  in  their  land. 

33  He  smote  their  vines  also  and  fig- 
trees  :  and  destroyed  the  trees  that  were 
in  their  coasts. 

34  He  spake  the  word,  and  the  grasshop- 
pers came,  and  caterpillars  innumerable  : 
and  did  eat  up  all  the  grass  in  their  land, 
and  devoured  the  fruit  of  their  ground. 
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36  He  smote  all  the  first-bora  in  theii' 
land  :  even  the  chief  of  all  their  strength. 

36  He  brought  them  forth  also  with  sil- 
ver and  gold  :  there  was  not  one  feeble 
person  among  their  tribes. 

37  Egypt  was  glad  at  their  departing  : 
for  they  were  afraid  of  them. 

38  He  spread  out  a  cloud  to  be  a  covering : 
and  fire  to  give  light  in  the  night-season. 

39  At  their  desire  he  brought  quails  :  and 
he  filled  them  with  the  bread  of  heaven. 

4D  He  opened  the  rock  of  stone,  and  the 
waters  flowed  out  :  so  that  rivers  ran  in 
the  dry  places. 

41  Tor  why?  he  remembered  his  holy 
promise  :  and  Abraham  his  servant. 

42  And  he  brought  forth  his  people  with 
joy  :  and  his  chosen  with  gladness ; 

43  And  gave  them  the  lands  of  the 
heathen  :  and  they  took  the  labours  of  the 
people  in  possession ; 

A  That  they  might  keep  his  statutes  : 
and  observe  his  laws. 

EVENING  PRATER. 
PSALM  CSVI.    Canfitemini  Ikrmivfi. 

OGIVE  thanks  unto  the  Lord,  for  he 
is  gracious  :  and  his  mercy  endureth 
for  ever. 

2  Who  can  express  the  noble  acts  of  the 
Lord  :  or  shew  forth  all  his  praise  ? 
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3  Blessed  are  they  that  alway  keep  judge- 
ment :  and  do  righteousness. 

4  Remember  me,  O  Lord,  according  to 
the  favour  that  thou  bearest  unto  thy  peo- 
ple :  O  visit  me  with  thy  salvation ; 

6  That  I  may  see  the  felicity  of  thy  chosen : 
and  rejoice  in  the  gladness  of  thy  people, 
and  give  thanks  with  thine  inheritance. 

6  We  have  sinned  with  our  fathers  :  we 
have  done  amiss,  and  dealt  wickedly. 

7  Our  &thers  regarded  not  thy  wonders 
in  Egypt,  neither  kept  they  thy  great  good- 
ness in  remembrance  :  but  were  disobedient 
at  the  sea,  even  at  the  Red  sea. 

8  Nevertheless,  he  helped  them  for  his 
Name's  sake  :  that  he  might  make  his 
power  to  be  known. 

9  He  rebuked  the  Red  sea  also,  and  it 
was  dried  up  :  so  he  led  them  through  the 
deep,  as  through  a  wilderness. 

10  And  he  saved  them  from  the  adver- 
sary's hand  :  and  delivered  them  from  the 
hand  of  the  enemy. 

11  As  for  those  that  troubled  them,  the 
waters  overwhelmed  them  :  there  was  not 
one  of  them  left. 

13  Then  believed  they  his  words  :  and 
sang  praise  unto  him. 

13  But  within  a  while  they  forgat  his 
works  :  and  would  not  abide  his  counsel. 

14  But  lust  came  upon  them  in  the  wil- 
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demess   :  and  they  tempted   God  in  the 
desert. 

15  And  he  gave  them  their  desire  :  and 
sent  leanness  withal  into  their  soul. 

16  They  angered  Moses  also  in  the  tents  : 
and  Aaron  the  saint  of  the  Lord. 

17  So  the  earth  opened,  and  swallowed 
up  Dathan  :  and  covered  the  congregation 
of  Abiram. 

18  And  the  fire  was  kindled  in  their  com- 
pany :  the  flame  burnt  up  the  ungodly. 

19  They  made  a  calf  in  Horeb  :  and 
worshipped  the  molten  image. 

20  Thus  they  turned  their  glory  :  into 
the  similitude  of  a  calf  that  eateth  hay. 

21  And  they  forgat  God  their  Saviour  : 
who  had  done  so  great  things  in  Egypt ; 

22  Wondrous  works  in  the  land  of  Ham  : 
and  fearful  things  by  the  Red  sea. 

23  So  he  said,  he  would  have  destroyed 
them,  had  not  Moses  his  chosen  stood  before 
him  in  the  gap  :  to  turn  away  his  wrathful 
indignation,  lest  he  should  destroy  them. 

24  Yea,they  thought  scorn  of  that  pleasant 
land  :  and  gave  no  credence  unto  his  word ; 

26  But  murmured  in  their  tents  :  and 
hearkened  not  unto  the  voice  of  the  Lord. 

26  Then  lift  he  up  his  hand  against  them  : 
to  overthrow  them  in  the  wilderness ; 

27  To  cast  out  their  seed  among  the  na- 
tions :  and  to  scatter  them  in  the  lands. 


Jay  21.        THE  PSALMS. 

28  They  joined  themselves  unto  Baal- 
peor  :  and  ate  the  offerings  of  the  dead. 

29  Thus  they  provoked  him  to  anger 
with  their  own  inventions  :  and  the  plague 
was  great  among  them. 

30  Then  stood  up  Phinees  and  prayed  : 
and  so  the  plague  ceased. 

31  And  that  was  counted  unto  him  for 
righteousness  :  among  all  posterities  for 
evermore. 

32  They  angered  him  also  at  the  waters 
of  strife  :  so  that  he  punished  Moses  for 
their  sakes ; 

33  Because  they  provoked  his  spirit  :  so 
that  he  spake  unadvisedly  with  his  lips. 

34  Neither  destroyed  they  the  heathen  : 
as  the  Lord  commanded  them ; 

35  But  were  mingled  among  the  heathen  : 
and  learned  their  works. 

36  Insomuch  that  they  worshipped  their 
idob,  which  turned  to  their  ovra  decay  :  yea, 
they  offered  their  sons  and  their  daughters 
unto  devils ; 

37  And  shed  innocent  blood,  even  the 
blood  of  their  sons  and  of  their  daughters  : 
whom  they  offered  unto  the  idols  of  Canaan ; 
and  the  land  was  defiled  with  blood. 

38  Thus  were  they  stained  with  their 
own  works  :  and  went  a  whoring  with  their 
own  inventions. 

39  Therefore  was  the  wrath  of  the  Lord 
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kindled  against  his  people  :  insomuch  that 
he  abhorred  his  own  inheritance. 

40  And  he  gave  them  over  into  the  hand 
of  the  heathen  :  and  they  that  hated  them 
were  lords  over  them. 

41  Their  enemies  oppressed  them  :  and 
had  them  in  subjection. 

42  Many  a  time  did  he  deliver  them  : 
but  they  rebelled  against  him  with  their 
own  inventions,  and  were  brought  down  in 
their  wickedness. 

43  Nevertheless,  when  he  saw  their  ad- 
versity :  he  heard  their  complaint. 

44  He  thought  upon  his  covenant,  and 
pitied  them,  according  unto  the  multitude 
of  his  mercies  :  yea,  he  made  all  those  that 
led  them  away  captive  to  pity  them. 

45  Deliver  us,  O  Lord  our  God,  and 
gather  us  from  among  the  heathen  :  that 
we  may  give  thanks  unto  thy  holy  Name, 
and  make  our  boast  of  thy  praise. 

46  Blessed  be  the  Lord  God  of  Israel 
jirom  everlasting,  and  world  without  end  : 
and  let  all  the  people  say,  Amen. 

MORNING  PKATEE. 

PSALM  CVn.    Con/UeminiDomino. 

OGIVE  thanks  unto  the  Lord,  for  he 
is  gracious  :  and  his  mercy  endureth 
for  ever. 

2  Let  them  give  thanks  whom  the  Lord 
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hath  redeemed   :   and  delivered  from  the 
hand  of  the  enemy ; 

3  And  gathered  them  out  of  the  lands, 
from  the  east,  and  from  the  west  :  from 
the  north,  and  from  the  south. 

4  They  went  astray  in  the  wilderness  out 
of  the  way  :  and  found  no  city  to  dwell  in ; 

5  Hungry  and  thirsty  :  their  soul  fiiinted 
in  them.

12  He  also  brought  down  their  heart 
through  heaviness  :  they  fell  down,  and 
there  was  none  to  help  them. 

13  So  when  they  cried  unto  the  Lord 
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in  their  trouble  :  he  delivered  them  out  of 
their  distress. 

14  For  he  brought  them  out  of  darkness, 
and  out  of  the  shadovr  of  death  :  and  brake 
their  bonds  in  sunder. 

15  O  that  men  would  therefore  praise 
the  liord  for  his  goodness  :  and  declare  the 
wonders  that  he  doeth  for  the  children  of 
men! 

16  For  he  hath  broken  the  gates  of  brass  : 
and  smitten  the  bars  of  iron  in  sunder. 

17  Foolish  men  are  plagued  for  their 
offence  :  and  because  of  their  wickedness. 

18  Their  soul  abhorred  all  manner  of 
meat :  and  they  were  even  hard  at  death's 
door. 

19  So  when  they  cried  unto  the  Lord  in 
their  trouble  :  he  delivered  them  out  of 
their  distress. 

20  He  sent  his  word,  and  healed  them  : 
and  they  were  saved  from  their  destruction. 

21  O  that  men  would  therefore  praise  the 
Lord  for  his  goodness  :  and  declare  the  won- 
ders that  he  doeth  for  the  children  of  men ! 

22  That  they  would  offer  unto  him  the 
sacrifice  of  thanksgiving  :  and  tell  out  his 
works  with  gladness ! 

23  They  that  go  down  to  the  sea  in  ships  : 
and  occupy  their  business  in  great  waters ; 

24  These  men  see  the  works  of  the  Lord  : 
and  his  wonders  in  the  deep.

26  For  at  his  word  the  stormy  wind  aris- 
eth  :  which  lifteth  up  the  waves  thereof. 

26  They  are  carried  up  to  the  heaven, 
and  down  again  to  the  deep  :  their  soul 
melteth  away  because  of  the  trouble. 

27  They  reel  to  and  fro,  and  stagger  like 
a  drunken  man  :  and  are  at  their  wit's  end. 

28  So  when  they  cry  unto  the  Lord  in 
their  trouble  :  he  delivereth  them  out  of 
their  distress. 

29  For  he  maketh  the  storm  to  cease  : 
so  that  the  waves  thereof  are  still. 

,  30  Then  are  they  glad,  because  they  are 
at  rest  :  and  so  he  bringeth  them  unto  the 
haven  where  they  would  be. 

31  O  that  men  would  therefore  praise  the 
Lord  for  his  goodness  :  and  declare  the  won- 
ders that  he  doeth  for  the  children  of  men ! 

32  That  they  would  exalt  him  also  in 
the  congregation  of  the  people  :  and  praise 
him  in  the  seat  of  the  elders ! 

33  Who  tumeth  the  floods  into  a  wilder- 
ness :  and  drieth  up  the  water-springs. 

34  A  fruitful  land  maketh  he  barren  :  for 
the  wickedness  of  them  that  dwell  therein. 

35  Again,  he  maketh  the  wilderness  a 
standing  water  :  and  water-springs  of  a  dry 
ground. 

86  And  there  he  setteth  the  hungry  :  that 
they  may  build  them  a  city  to  dwell  in ; 
37  That  they  may  sow  their  land,  and 
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plant  vineyards  :  to  yield  them  fruits  of 
increase. 

38  He  blesseth  them,  so  that  they  mul- 
tiply exceedingly  :  and  sufiFereth  not  their 
cattle  to  decrease. 

39  And  again,  when  they  are  minished, 
and  brought  low  :  through  oppression, 
through,  any  plague,  or  trouble ; 

40  Though  he  suffer  them  to  be  evil 
intreated  through  tyrants  :  and  let  them 
wander  out  of  tne  way  in  the  wilderness ; 

41  Yet  helpeth  he  the  poor  out  of  misery : 
and  maketh  him  honsholds  like  a  flock  of 
sheep. 

42  The  righteous  will  consider  this,  and 
rejoice  :  and  the  mouth  of  all  wickedness 
shall  be  stopped. 

43  Whoso  is  wise  will  ponder  these  things : 
and  they  shall  understand  the  loving-kind- 
ness of  the  Lord.

OGOD,  my  heart  is  ready,  my  heart  is 
ready :  I  will  sing  and  give  praise  with 
the  best  member  that  I  have. 

2  Awake,  thou  lute,  and  harp  :  I  myself 
will  awake  right  early. 

3  I  will  give  thanks  unto  thee,  O  Lord, 
among  the  people  :  I  will  sing  praises  unto 
thee  among  the  nations. 
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4  For  thy  mercy  is  greater  than  the 
heavens  :  and  thy  truth  reacheth  unto  the 
clouds. 

5  Set  up  thyself,  O  God,  above  the  hea- 
vens :  and  thy  glory  above  all  the  earth. 

6  That  thy  beloved  may  be  delivered  :  let 
thy  right  hand  save  them,  and  hear  thou  me. 

7  God  hath  spoken  in  his  holiness  :  I 
will  rejoice  therefore,  and  divide  Sichem, 
and  mete  out  the  valley  of  Succoth. 

8  Gilead  is  mine,  and  Manasses  is  mine  : 
!Ephraim  also  is  the  strength  of  my  head. 

9  Judah  is  my  law-giver,  Moab  is  my 
wash-pot  :  over  Edom  will  I  cast  out  my 
shoe ;  upon  Philistia  will  I  triumph. 

10  Who  will  lead  me  into  the  strong 
city  :  and  who  will  bring  me  into  Edom  ? 

11  Hast  not  thou  'forsaken  us,  O  God  : 
and  wilt  not  thou,  O  God,  go  forth  with 
our  hosts  ? 

12  O  help  us  against  the  enemy  :  for 
vain  is  the  help  of  man. 

13  Through  God  we  shall  do  great  acts  : 
and  it  is  he  that  shall  tread  down  our  ene- 
mies. 

PSALM  CDC.   Deiahudum. 

HOLD  not  thy  tongue,  O  God  of  my 
praise  :  for  the  mouth  of  the  ungodly, 
yea,  the  mouth  of  the  deceitful  is  opened 
upon  me. 

9  And  they  have  spoken  against  me  with 
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felse  tongues  :  they  compassed  me  about 
also  with  words  of  hatred,  and  fought  a- 
gainst  me  without  a  cause. 

3  For  the  love  that  I  had  unto  them, 
lo,  they  take  now  my  contrary  part  :  but 
I  give  myself  unto  prayer. 

4  Thus  have  they  rewarded  me  evil  for 
good  :  and  hatred  for  my  good  will.

6  When  sentence  is  given  upon  him,  let 
him  be  condemned  :  and  let  his  prayer  be 
turned  into  sin. 

7  liCt  his  days  be  few  :  and  let  another 
take  his  office. 

8  Let  his  children  be  fatherless  :  and  his 
wife  a  widow. 

9  Let  his  children  be  vagabonds,  and 
beg  their  bread  :  let  them  seek  it  also  out 
of  desolate  places. 

10  Let  the  extortioner  consume  all  that  he 
hath  :  and  let  the  stranger  spoil  his  labour. 

11  Let  there  be  no  man  to  pity  him  : 
nor  to  have  compassion  upon  his  fetherless 
children. 

12  Let  his  posterity  be  destroyed  :  and 
in  the  next  generation  let  his  name  be  clean 
put  out. 

13  Let  the  wickedness  of  his  &thers  be 
had  in  remembrance  in  the  sight  of  the 
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Lord  :  and  let  not  the  sin  of  his  mother 
be  done  away. 

14  Let  them  alway  be  before  the  Lord  : 
that  he  may  root  out  the  memorial  of  them 
from  off  the  earth ; 

15  And  that,  because  his  mind  was  not 
to  do  good  :  but  persecuted  the  poor  help- 
less man,  that  he  might  slay  him  that  was 
vexed  at  the  heart. 

16  His  delight  was  in  cursing,  and  it 
shall  happen  unto  him  :  he  loved  not  bless- 
ing, therefore  shall  it  be  far  fi-om  him. 

17  He  clothed  himself  with  cursing,  like 
as  with  a  raiment  :  and  it  shall  come  into 
his  bowels  like  water,  and  like  oil  into  his 
bones. 

18  Iiet  it  be  unto  him  as  the  cloke  that 
he  hath  upon  him  :  and  as  the  giidle  that 
he  is  alway  girded  withal. 

19  Let  it  thus  happen  from  the  Lord 
unto  mine  enemies  :  and  to  those  that  speak 
evil  against  my  soul. 

20  But  deal  thou  with  me,  O  Lord  God, 
according  unto  thy  Name  :  for  sweet  is  thy 
mercy. 

21  O  deliver  me,  for  I  am  helpless  and 
poor  :  and  my  heart  is  wound^  within 
me. 

22  I  go  hence  like  the  shadow  that 
departeth  :  and  am  driven  away  as  the 
gi-asshopper. 
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23  My  knees  are  weak  through  fasting  : 
my  flesh  is  dried  up  for  want  of  fatness. 

24  I  became  also  a  reproach  mito  them  : 
they  that  looked  upon  me  shaked  their 
heads. 

25  Help  me,  O  Lord  my  God  :  O  save 
me  according  to  thy  mercy ; 

26  And  they  shall  know,  how  that  this  is 
thy  hand  :  and  that  thou,  Lord,  hast  done  it. 

27  Though  they  curse,  yet  bless  thou  : 
and  let  them  be  confounded  that  rise  up 
against  me ;  but  let  thy  servant  rejoice. 

28  Let  mine  adversaries  be  clothed  with 
shame  :  and  let  them  cover  themselves  with 
their  own  confusion,  as  with  a  cloke. 

29  As  for  me,  I  will  give  great  thanks 
unto  the  liord  with  my  mouth  :  and  praise 
him  among  the  multitude ; 

30  For  he  shall  stand  at  the  right  hand 
of  the  poor  :  to  save  his  soul  from  unrigh- 
teous judges.

TEE  Lord  said  unto  my  Lord  :  Sit  thou 
on  my  right  hand,  until  I  make  thine 
enemies  thy  footstool. 

2  The  Lord  shall  send  the  rod  of  thy 
power  out  of  Sion  :  be  thou  ruler,  even  in 
the  midst  among  thine  enemies. 

3  In  the  day  of  thy  power  shall  the  people

4  The  Lord  sware,  and  will  not  repent : 
Thou  art  a  Priest  for  ever  after  the  order 
of  Melchisedech. 

5  The  Lord  upon  thy  right  hand  :  shall 
wound  even  kings  in  the  day  of  his  wrath. 

6  He  shall  judge  among  the  heathen ;  he 
shall  fill  the  places  with  the  dead  bodies  : 
and  smite  in  sunder  the  heads  over  divers 
countries. 

7  He  shall  drink  of  the  brook  in  the 
way  :  therefore  shall  he  lift  up  his  head. 

PSALM  CXI.    CmfXgmr  tU. 

I  WILL  give  thanks  unto  the  Lord  with 
my  whole  heart  :  secretly  among  the 
£tithiul,  and  in  the  congregation. 

2  The  works  of  the  Lord  are  great  : 
sought  out  of  all  them  that  have  pleasure 
therein. 

3  His  work  is  worthy  to  be  praised,  and 
had  in  honour  :  and  his  righteousness  en- 
dnreth  for  ever. 

4  The  merciful  and  gracious  Lord  hath 
so  done  his  marvellous  works  :  that  they 
ought  to  be  had  in  remembrance. 

5  He  hath  given  meat  unto  them  that 
fear  him  :  he  shall  ever  be  mindful  of  his 
covenant. 

6  He  hath  shewed  his  people  the  power 
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of  his  works  :  that  he  may  give  them  the 
heritage  of  the  heathen. 

7  The  works  of  his  hands  are  verity  and 
judgement :  all  his  commandments  are  true. 

8  They  stand  fast  for  ever  and  ever  :  and 
are  done  in  truth  and  equity.

19  Praise  the  Lord,  ye  house  of  Israel  : 
praise  the  Lord,  ye  house  of  Aaron.

11  Save  me,  and  deliver  me  from  the 
hand  of  strange  children  :  whose  mouth 
talketh  of  vanity,  and  their  right  hand  is 
a  right  hand  of  iniquity. 

12  That  our  sons  may  grow  up  as  the 
young  plants  :  and  that  our  daughters  may 
be  as  the  polished  corners  of  the  temple. 

13  That  our  garners  may  be  full  and 
plenteous  with  all  manner  of  store  :  that

THE   PREFACE. 

TT  u  niiUnt  unto  all  men  diligently  reading  the  holy  Scripture  and 
-*  ancient  Julhort,  that  from  ikt  Apottle/  time  there  have  been  ihete 
Ordert  (f  Minitteri  in  Chritft  Church ;  Biihopa,  Priests,  and  Dea- 
coiu.  Which  (fffieet  were  evermore  had  in  such  reverend  Estimation, 
that  no  man  might  presume  to  execute  any  of  them,  except  he  were  fr si 
called,  tried,  examined,  and  knomn  to  have  such  qualities  as  are  requisite 
for  the  samei  and  also  by  publiei  Prayer,  milk  Imposition  if  Hands, 
mere  approved  and  admitted  thereunto  by  lanful  Authority.  And  there- 
fore, to  the  intent  that  these  Orders  may  be  continued,  and  reverently  used 
and  esteemed,  in  the  United  Church  of  England  and  Ireland;  no  mam 
thall  be  acoomnied  or  taken  to  be  a  laaful  Bishop,  Priest,  or  Deacon  in 
ike  United  Church  qf  England  and  Ireland,  or  suffered  to  execute  any 
of  the  said  Functions,  except  he  be  called,  tried,  examined,  and  admitted 
thereunto,  according  to  the  Form  hereafter  falhmng,  or  hath  had  for- 
merly Episcopal  Consecration,  or  Ordination. 

And  none  shall  be  admitted  a  Deacon,  except  he  be  Trvenly-three  years 
^  age,  unless  he  have  a  Faculty.  And  every  man  which  is  to  be  ad- 
mitted a  Priest  shall  be  full  Four'Ond^wenty  years  old.  And  every  man 
which  is  to  be  ordained  or  consecrated  Bishop  shall  be  fully  Thirty 
years  of  age. 

And  the  Bishop,  hawing  either  by  himself,  or  by  sufficient  testimony, 
any  Person  to  be  a  man  qf  mrtuoas  conversation,  and  without  crime; 
and,  after  examination  and  trial,  Jinding  kim  learned  in  the  Latin 
Tongue,  and  si^fficiently  instructed  in  holy  Scripture,  may  at  the  times 
appointed  in  the  Canon,  or  else,  on  urgent  occasion,  upon  some  other 
Sunday  or  Holy-day,  in  the  face  of  the  Church,  admit  him  a  Deacon, 
in  suck  manner  and  form  as  hereafter  followeth.

VERILY,  verily  I  my  unto  you,  He  that  entereth  not  by  the  door 
into  the  she^fold,  but  cumbeth  i^  aanm  other  way,  flie  same 
is  a  thief  and  a  robber.  But  he  that  entereth  in  by  the  door  is  the 
Siepfaerd  of  the  sheep.  To  him  the  porter  openeth,  and  the  sheep 
hear  lus  voice;  and  he  calleth  his  own  sheep  oy  name,  and  leadeth 
them  out  And  when  he  putteth  forth  his  own  sheep  he  goeth  before 
them,  and  the  sheep  follow  him;  for  they  know  his  voice.  And  a 
stranger  will  they  not  follow,  but  will  fiee  from  him ;  for  they  know 
not  the  voice  of  strangers.  This  parable  spake  Jesus  unto  them,  but 
they  imderstood  not  what  things  they  were  which  he  roake  unto 
them.  Then  said  Jesns  unto  them  agun.  Verily,  verily  1  say  unto 
you,  I  am  the  door  of  the  sheep.  All  that  ever  came  before  me  are 
thieves  and  robbers;  but  the  sheep  did  not  hear  them.  I  am  the 
door ;  by  me  if  any  man  enter  in,  he  shall  be  saved,  and  shall  go  in 
and  out,  and  find  pasture.  The  thief  cometh  not  but  for  to  stea^  and 
to  kill,  and  to  destroy :  I  am  come  that  they  might  have  life,  and 
that  they  mi^t  have  it  more  abundantly.  I  am  the  good  Shepherd : 
the  good  Swpherd  giveth  his  life  for  the  sheep.   But  he  that  is  an 
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htielii^F,  and  not  the  Kiepherd,  whose  own  the  sheep  an  not,  se^ 
the  wwf  coming,  and  leaveth  the  sheep,  and  fleeth;  and  the  mH 
cateheth  them,  and  scattereth  the  sheep.  The  hireling  fleeth,  be- 
cause he  is  an  hireling,  and  careth  not  for  the  sheep.  I  am  tlie  good 
Siepherd,  and  know  my  sheep,  and  am  known  of  mine.  As  the 
Fatlier  Imoweth  me,  even  so  know  I  the  Father ;  and  I  lay  down 
my  life  for  the  sheep.  And  other  sheep  I  have,  ^lich  are  not  c^  tiiis 
fold :  them  also  I  must  bring,  and  tney  shall  hear  my  voioe ;  and 
there  shall  be  one  fold,  and  one  ^epherd.

Yon  have  heard,  Brethren,  as  weU  in  your  private  examination, 
as  in  the  exhortation  which  was  now  made  to  you,  and  in 
the  holy  Lessons  taken  out  of  the  Gosp^  and  the  writings  of  the 
Apostles,  of  what  dignity,  and  of  how  groat  importance  this  Office  is, 
whereunto  ye  are  called.  And  now  again  we  exhort  yon,  in  the 
Name  of  our  Lord  Jeeus  Christ,  that  tou  have  in  remembrance,  into 
how  high  a  Dignity,  and  to  how  weigb^  an  Office  and  Charge  ye

Have  always  therefore  printed  in  your  remembrance,  how  great 
a  treasure  is  committed  to  your  charge.

Forasmuch  then  as  your  Office  is  both  of  so  great  excellency,  and 
of  so  great  difficulty,  ye  see  with  how  great  care  and  stu^  -yt  ougbt 
to  wply  youeeelves,  as  weU  that  ye  may  shew  yoursdves  dutiful  and 
thannul  unto  that  Lord,  who  hau  placed  yon  in  so  hij^  a  lenity ; 
as  also  to  beware,  that  ndther  you  yourselves  oflend,  nor  be  occanon 
that  others  oSend.  Howbedt,  ye  cannot  have  a  mind  and  will  thereto 
of  youreelves ;  for  that  will  and  ability  is  given  of  God  alime :  there- 
fore ye  ou^t,  and  have  need,  to  pray  eamestiy  for  his  holy  l^irit. 
And  seeing  that  you  cannot  by  any  other  means  compaae  the  dcm^ 
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of  BO  weighty  a  work,  pertaining  to  the  salvation  of  man,  bnt  with 
dodjine  and  exhortation  ti^en  out  of  the  holy  Scriptures,  and  with 
a  life  agreeable  to  the  same ;  consider  how  stDdioua  ye  ou^t  to  be 
in  reading  and  leaniing  the  Scriptures,  aad  in  framing  the  manneis 
both  of  yourselvee,  and  of  th^  that  specially  pertain  unto  you, 
according  to  the  rule  of  the  same  Staiptures :  and  for  this  self-same 
cause,  hOTr  ye  ought  to  forsake  and  set  arade  (as  much  aa  you  may) 
aD  worldly  oares  and  studies. 

We  have  good  hope  that  you  have  well  weighed  and  pondered 
these  things  with  yourselves  loiw  before  this  time;  and  that  you 
have  clearly  determined,  by  Qods  grace,  to  give  yourselves  wholly 
to  this  Office,  whereunto  it  bath  pleiued  God  to  call  you :  so  that,  as 
much  as  lieth  in  you,  you  will  iqnily  yourselves  wholly  to  this  one 
thing,  and  draw  ul  your  cares  and  studies  this  way ;  and  that  you 
will  continually  pray  to  God  the  Fathra,  by  the  Mediation  of  our 
only  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  for  the  heav^ih  aanstance  of  the  Hc^ 
Ghost ;  that,  by  daily  reading  and  weighing  of  the  Scriptures,  ye 
may  wax  riper  and  stronger  in  your  Ministry ;  and  that  ye  may  so 
enoeavour  yourselves,  from  time  to  time,  to  sanctify  the  Kves  of  you 
and  yours,  and  to  fa^on  them  after  the  Rule  and  Doctrine  c4  Chnst, 
that  ye  may  be  wholesome  and  godly  examples  and  patterns  for  the 
people  to  fdlow. 

And  now,  that  this  present  Congr^alion  of  Christ  here  assembled 
may  also  understand  your  minda  and  wills  in  these  things,  and  that 
this  your  promise  may  the  more  move  you  to  do  your  duties,  ye  shall 
answerplainly  to  these  tfaings,  which  we,  in  the  Name  of  Ood,  and 
of  his  Church,  shaQ  demand  of  you  touching  the  same. 

DO  yon  think  in  your  heart,  that  yon  be  truly  caDed,  according 
to  the  will  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  order  of  this 
United  (3iarch  of  England  and  Ireland,  to  the  Order  and  Ministry

A  Bishop  then  most  be  blameless, 
the  husband  of  one  wife,  vi^lant,  sober,  of  good  behaviour,  given  to 
bomitalitri  npt  to  teach ;  not  given  to  wine,  no  striker,  not  greedy 
of  filthy  mere,  but  patient,  not  a  brawler,  not  covetous ;  one  that 
ruleth  well  his  own  honse,  having  his  chHclren  in  subjection  with  all 
n«vity ;  (For  if  a  man  know  not  how  to  rule  his  own  house,  how 
shall  he  take  care  of  the  CSiurch  c^  Ood  P)  Not  a  novice,  lest  being 
lifted  up  widi  pride  he  Ul  into  the  condemnation  of  the  devil.  More- 
over, he  must  have  a  good  report  of  them  which  are  without ;  lest 
he  fall  info  reproach,  and  the  snare  of  the  devil.

FROM  Miletus  Paul  sent  to  Ej^iesus,  and  called  the  elders  of 
the  Church.  And  when  they  were  come  to  him,  he  said  unto 
them,  Ye  know,  from  the  first  day  that  1  came  into  Asia,  after  what 
manner  I  have  been  with  you  at  all  seasons,  serving  the  Lord  with 
an  humility  of  mind,  and  with  many  tears  and  temptations  which 
befel  me  by  tlie  lyiiu;  in  vrait  of  the  Jews :  And  how  I  kept  back 
nothing  that  was  pro&able  tmto  yon,  but  have  shewed  you,  and  have 
tai^ht  yoa  pubBckly,  and  from  house  to  house,  iesditpag  both  to 
the  Jews,  and  also  to  the  Greeks,  r^Kntaoce  toward  Cfod,  and  foith 
toward  our  Lord  Jesos  Christ  And  now  behold,  I  go  bound  in  the 
tpirit  unto  Jerusalem,  not  knowing  the  things  that  shall  befal  me 
tnere ;  save  that  the  Holy  Ghost  witnesseth  in  every  city,  sayii^. 
That  bonds  and  afflicUoas  abide  me.  But  none  of  these  thin^  move 
me,  nather  count  I  my  life  dear  onto  myself,  so  that  I  might  finish 
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my  course  with  joy,  and  the  nunistry  wtucli  I  have  received  of  the 
Lord  JesuB,  to  testify  the  Oospel  d  the  grace  of  Qod.  And  now 
behold,  I  know  that  ye  all,  among  whom  IliaTe  gone  preachii^  tita 
kingdom  of  Qod,  shall  see  my  &ce  no  more.  Wnerefore  I  take  yoa 
to  record  this  day,  that  I  am  pure  from  the  blood  of  aU  men.  For 
I  have  not  shunned  to  declue  unto  you  all  the  counsel  of  God. 
Take  heed  therefore  unto  yourselves,  and  to  all  the  flock  over  the 
which  the  Holy  Ghost  hath  made  you  Overseers,  to  feed  the  Church 
of  God,  which  he  hath  purchased  with  his  own  blood.  For  I  know 
this,  that  after  my  departing  shall  grievous  wolves  enter  in  among 
you,  not  sparing  uie  nock.  Also  of  your  own  selves  shall  men  wise 
speaking  perverse  thinss,  to  draw  away  disciples  after  them.

HIS  MAJESTY'S  DECLARATION. 

nEING  hy  Go^t  Ordinance,  according  to  Our  jutt  Title,  Dvknier 
-^  of  the  Faith,  and  Supreme  Govemour  of  the  Church,  within  these 
Our  Dominions,  We  hold  it  mott  agreeable  to  this  Our  Kingly  Office, 
and  Our  omn  religtout  Zeal,  to  conserve  and  maintain  the  Church  com- 
milted  to  Our  Charge,  in  the  Unity  of  true  Religion,  and  in  the  Bond  tf 
Peace ;  and  not  to  nffer  unnecessary  DisptUalioiu,  Altercations,  or 
Quettiont  to  be  raited,  rehich  may  nourish  Faction  both  in  the  Church 
and  Commonwealth.  We  have  therefore,  upon  mature  Deliberation,  and 
rvitk  the  Advice  of  to  many  of  Our  Bishopt  as  might  conveniently  be 
called  together,  thought^  to  make  thit  Declaration  Jblloiping : 

Thai  the  Articlet  of  the  Church  of  England  {which  have  been  alUmed 
and  authorized  heretofore,  and  tvhick  Our  Clergy  generally  have  tub- 
tcrihed  unto)  do  etmtain  the  true  Doctrine  of  the  Church  of  England 
agreeable  to  God"*  Word:  tvhich  We  do  therefore  ratify  and  conjirm, 
requiring  all  Our  loving  Subjeelt  to  continue  in  the  uniform  Profesiion 
thereof,  and  prohibiting  the  least  difference  from  the  taid  Articlet ;  which 
to  that  End  We  command  to  be  neni  printed,  and  this  Our  Declaration 
to  he  pubUthed  theremith. 

That  We  are  Supreme  Govemour  of  the  Church  <f  England :  And 
thai  if  any  Difference  arite  about  Ike  external  Policy,  concerning  the 
Injunctions,  Canons,  and  other  Constitutions  whatsoever  therdo  belong- 
ing, the  Clergy  in  their  Convocation  is  to  order  and  settle  them,  having 
Jirst  obtained  leave  under  Our  Broad  Seal  so  to  do:  and  We  approving 
their  said  Ordinances  and  Constitutions;  providing  thai  none  be  made 
contrary  to  the  Laws  and  Cuttomt  ^  the  Land. 

That  out  c^  Our  Princely  Care  that  the  Churchmen  may  do  the  Work 
Mhieh  it  proper  unto  them,  the  Bithopt  and  Clergy,  from  time  to  time 
in  Convocation,  upon  their  humble  Desire,  shall  have  Licence  under  Our 
Broad  Seal  to  del^erate  of,  and  to  do  all  tuch  Things,  at,  being  made  , 
plmn  hy  them,  and  attenied  unto  by  Us,  thall  concern  the  settled  Con~ 
linuance  <f  the  Doctrine  and  Ditcipline  of  the  Church  of  England  note

etlabUsked ;  Jrom  tvhick  We  will  not  endure  any  caiying  or  departi*g 
in  the  Uatl  Degree. 

Thai  for  Ike  present,  though  Mome  differencet  have  been  ill  raited, 
yet  We  take  comfort  in  ihit,  that  all  Clergymen  tvitkin  Our  Realm  have 
alwayi  motl  nillingly  subecribed  to  the  Articlet  ettablithed ;  miich  m 
an  argument  to  Un,  that  they  all  agree  in  the  true,  utual,  literal  mean- 
i"g  of  the  laid  Articlet ;  and  that  even  in  those  citriottt  poinlt,  m  mhich 
the  present  difference!  lie,  men  of  all  tortt  take  the  Article*  of  the  Church 
a/"  England  to  be  for  them;  which  it  an  argument  again,  that  none  of 
them  intend  any  detertion  of  the  Articlet  ettablithed. 

That  therefore  in  thete  both  curiam  and  unhappy  differencet,  wkicA 
haee  for  to  many  hundred  yeart,  in  different  timet  and  placet,  exereited 
the  Church  ^  Chritt,  We  wiU,  thai  aU  further  curiout  search  be  laid 
atide,  and  these  dispute*  shut  up  in  God's  promises,  as  they  be  generally 
set  forth  to  ut  in  the  holy  Scriptures,  and  the  general  meaning  if  the 
Articlet  (f  the  Church  of  England  according  to  them.  And  that  no  man 
hereqfier  shall  either  print,  or  preach,  io  dram  the  Article  atide  any 
way,  but  shall  tttbmit  to  it  in  the  plain  and  full  meaning  lhere(f:  and 
shall  not  put  his  omn  sense  or  comment  to  be  the  meaning  <flhe  Article, 
but  shall  take  it  in  the  literal  and  grammatical  sense. 

That  if  any  publick  Reader  in  either  of  Our  Universities,  or  any  Head 
or  Matter  of  a  College,  or  any  other  person  respectively  in  either  o/" 
them,  shall  affix  any  new  sense  to  any  Article,  or  shall  publickly  read, 
determine,  or  hold  any  publick  Disputation,  or  suffer  any  such  to  be  held 
either  way,  in  either  the  Universities  or  Colleges  respectively  s  or  if  any 
Divine  in  the  Universities  shall  preach  or  print  any  thing  either  way, 
other  than  is  already  etttdtlithed  in  Convocation  with  Our  Rta/al  Assent ; 
he,  or  they  the  Offenders,  shall  be  liable  to  Our  displeasure,  and  the 
Church's  censure  in  Our  Commission  Ecclesiastical,  as  well  as  any  other; 
And  We  will  see  there  shall  be  due  Execution  upon  them.

I.  OfFaiih  m  Me  Hofy  Trinity. 

THERE  is  but  (me  liviog  and  true  OoA,  everiaatiDg,  without 
body,  parts,  or  paaucMia ;  of  infinite  ^wer,  wisdom,  and  good- 
ness; the  Maker,  and  Preaerver  of  all  thiogs  both  viable  and  ii>- 
visible.  And  in  unity  of  this  Godhead  there  be  three  Persons,  of 
one  substance,  power,  and  eternity;  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the 
Holy  Ghost 

n.  Of  the  Word  or  Son  of  God,  which  toae  made  wry  J/on. 

THE  ScKi,  which  ia  the  Word  of  the  Father,  begotten  from  ever- 
lasting of  the  Father,  the  very  and  eternal  Ood,  and  of  one 
Bubstaoce  with  the  Father,  took  Man''B  nature  in  the  womb  of  the 
blessed  Vir^n,  of  her  substance:  so  that  two  whole  and  perfect 
Natures,  that  is  to  say,  the  Godhead  and  Manhood,  were  joined 
t(^[ether  in  one  Person,  never  to  be  divided,  whereof  is  one  Christ, 
veiY  Ood,  and  very  tAaa;  who  truly  suffered,  was  crucified,  dead 
and  buried,  to  reconcile  his  Father  to  us,  and  to  be  a  sacrifice,  not 
only  for  original  guilt,  but  also  for  all  actual  mns  of  men. 

III.  Of  the  going  down  of  Christ  into  Hell. 

\  S  CSirist  died  for  us,  and  was  bivied,  so  also  is  it  to  be  believed, 
XX.  that  he  ynaat  down  into  Hell. 

IV.  Of  the  Resurrection  of  Chri^. 

CHRIST  did  truly  rise  again  from  death,  and  took  ag^  bis 
body,  with  flesh,  bones,  and  all  things  apperbuning  to  the  pei^ 
fection  of  Man's  nature ;  wherewith  he  ascended  into  Heaven,  and 
there  sitteth,  until  he  return  to  judge  all  Men  at  the  last  day. 

V.  Of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

THE  Holy  Ghost,  proceeding  from  the  Father  and  the  Son,  is 
of  cme  substance,  majesty,  and  glory,  with  the  Father  and  the 
StMi,  very  and  eternal  Ood. 

VI.  Cff  the  Su^iaenc}/ of  the  My  Scriptures  Jbr  sahation. 

nOLY  Scripture  contuneth  all  things  necessary  to  salvation: 
BO  that  miatsoever  is  not  read  therein,  nor  may  be  proved 
thraeby,  is  not  to  be  required  of  any  man,  that  it  should  be  believed 
as  an  article  of  the  Faith,  or  be  thoudit  requisite  or  necessary  to 
salvation.  In  the  name  of  the  holy  Scripture  we  do  understand 
those  canonical  Books  of  the  Old  aind  New  Testament,  of  whose 
authority  was  never  any  doubt  in  the  Church.

VII.  Of  the  Old  Testament. 

THE  Old  Teetatnent  ia  not  contrary  to  the  New:  for  both  in 
the  Old  and  New  Testament  everlasting  life  is  oSbred  to  Man- 
kind by  Christ,  who  is  the  only  Mediator  between  God  and  Man, 
being  both  God  and  Man.    Wherefore  they  are  not  to  be  heard, 


whicr 


feign  that  the  old  Fathers  did  look  only  for  tranatory  pro- 
Although  the  Law  given  from  God  l^  Moses,  as  touching 


Ceremonies  and  Rites,  do  not  bind  Christian  men,  nor  the  Cvni 
precepts  thereof  ought  of  necessity  to  be  received  in  any  common- 
wealth; yet  notwitnstanding,  no  Christian  man  whatsoever  is  fr>ee 
from  the  obedience  of  the  Commandments  which  are  called  Moral. 


VIII.  Of  the  Three  Creeds. 

THE  Three  Creeds,  Nicene  Creed,  Mhanaaius's  Creed,  and  that 
which  is  commonly  called  the  Apoeilea*  Oeed,  ought  Uiorouj^y 
to  be  received  and  believed :  for  they  may  be  proved  by  most  certain 
warrants  of  holy  Scripture. 

IX.  Of  Original  or  Birth-sin. 

ORIGINAL  Sin  etandeth  not  in  the  following  of  Adam,  (as  the 
Pekyians  do  vainly  talk;)  but  it  ia  the  fault  and  comij^oa 
of  the  Nature  of  every  man,  that  naturally  is  ingendered  of  the  oSi 
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coring  of  Adam ;  vhereby  man  is  very  far  gone  from  original  i^ht^ 
eousneSB,  and  is  of  his  own  nature  inclined  to  evil,  so  that  the  flesh 
lusteth  always  contrary  to  the  spirit ;  and  therefore  in  every  person 
bom  into  this  world,  it  deservetn  God's  wrath  and  damnation.  And 
tliis  infection  of  nature  doth  remain,  vea  in  them  that  are  regene- 
rated; whereby  the  lust  of  the  flesh,  called  in  Greek,  ^potnjfM 
aapKAt,  which  some  do  expound  the  wisdom,  some  sensuality,  some 
the  afifection,  some  the  deure,  of  the  flesh,  is  not  subject  to  the 
Law  of  God.  And  althouj^  there  is  no  condemnation  for  them  that 
believe  and  are  bimtized,  yet  the  Apostle  doth  confess,  that  oon- 
cujnscence  and  lust  hath  of  itself  the  nature  of  sin. 

X.  OfFree-Wm. 

THE  conation  of  Man  after  tiie  fall  of  Adam  is  such,  that  he 
cannot  turn  and  prepare  himself,  by  his  own  natural  stret^th 
and  good  works,  to  fuUi,  and  calling  upon  God :  Wherefore  we  have 
no  power  to  do  good  works  pleasant  and  acceptable  to  God,  witliout 
tlw  grace  of  Qod  by  Christ  preventing  us,  that  we  may  have  a  good 
will,  and  working  with  us,  when  we  have  that  good  wilL 

XL  Of  the  Justificatitin  of  Man. 

WE  are  accounted  righteous  before  God,  only  for  the  merit  of 
our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ  by  Faith,  and  not  for  our 
own  works  or  deservings :  Wherefore,  that  we  are  justified  by  Faith 
only  is  a  most  wholesome  Doctrine,  and  very  full  of  comfort,  as 
more  Urgely  is  expteeeed  in  the  Hon^  of  Justification. 

XII.  Of  Good  JTorfta. 

ALBEIT  that  Good  Works,  which  are  the  fruits  of  Faith,  and 
,  follow  after  Justification,  cannot  put  away  our  sins,  and  endure 
the  severity  of  God's  Judgement ;  yet  are  they  pleasing  and  accept- 
aUe  to  God  in  Christ,  and  do  spring  out  necessarily  of  a  true  and 
lively  Faith ;  insomuch  that  by  thero  a  lively  Faith  may  be  as  evi- 
denuy  known  as  a  tree  discerned  by  the  fruit. 

XIII.  (y  Wiyrka  before  Just^catim. 

WORKS  done  before  the  grace  of  Christ,  and  the  Inspiration 
of  h^  Spirit,  are  not  feasant  to  God,  forasmuch  as  they 
spring  not  of  faith  in  Jesus  Christ,  neither  do  tiiey  make  men  meet 
to  receive  grace,  or  (as  the  School-authors  say)  deserve  grace  of 
congruity :  yea  rather,  for  that  they  are  not  done  as  God  hath  willed 
and  commanded  them  to  be  done,  we  doubt  not  but  they  have  the 
nature  (^sin. 

XIV.  Of  Works  of  SupereroffoHon. 

VOLUNTARY  Works  besides,  over  and  above,  God's  Com- 
mandments, which  they  call  Works  of  Sapereroeation,  cannot 
be  taught  without  arrogancy  and  impiety:  for  by  them  men  do 
declare,  that  they  do  not  only  render  unto  God  as  much  as  they 
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are  bound  to  do,  but  that  they  do  more  for  hig  sake,  than  of  bounden 
duty  b  required :  whereas  Christ  ealth  plainly.  When  ye  have  done 
all  that  are  commanded  to  you,  say.  We  are  unprofitable  servants. 

XV.  Of  Christ  alone  without  Sm. 

CHRIST  in  the  truth  of  our  nature  was  made  like  unto  us  in 
aD  thmgs,  sin  only  except,  from  which  he  was  clearly  void,  both 
in  his  fiesh,  and  in  his  spint.  He  came  to  be  the  Lamb  without 
spot,  who,  by  sacrifice  of  himself  once  made,  should  take  away  the 
sins  of  the  world,  and  sin,  as  Saint  John  saith,  was  not  in  him.  But 
all  we  the  rest,  although  baptized,  and  bom  again  in  Christ,  yet 
offend  in  many  things;  and  if  we  eay  we  have  no  sin,  we  dec^ve 
ourselves,  and  the  truth  is  not  in  us. 

XVL  Of  Sin  after  BapHsm. 
TOT  every  deadly  sin  willingly  committed  after  Baptism  is  sin 
H    a^nst  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  unpardonable.    Wherefore  the 

Snt  m  repentance  is  not  to  be  denied  to  such  as  fall  into  sin  alia 
ptisnL  After  we  have  received  the  Holy  Ghost,  we  may  depart 
from  grace  given,  and  fall  into  sin,  and  by  tne  grace  of  God  we  may 
arise  again,  and  amend  our  lives.  And  therefore  they  are  to  be  ctHi- 
demned,  which  say,  they  can  no  more  sin  as  long  as  they  live  here, 
or  deny  the  place  of  for^veneas  to  such  as  truly  repent. 

XVII.  Of  PredesHnaHon  and  Election. 

PREDESTINATION  to  Life  is  the  everlasting  purpose  of  God, 
whereby  (before  the  foundations  of  the  world  were  laid)  be 
hath  constantly  decreed  by  his  counsel  secret  to  us,  to  deliver  from 
curse  and  damnation  those  whom  he  hath  chosen  in  Christ  out  of 
niankind,  and  to  bring  them  by  Christ  to  everlasting  salvation,  as 
vessels  made  to  honour.  Wherefore,  they  which  be  ^idued  with  so 
excellent  a  benefit  of  God  be  called  according  to  (rod's  puipoee  hy 
his  Spirit  working  in  due  season :  they  through  Grace  obey  the  call- 
ing :  they  be  justified  freely :  they  be  made  sons  of  God  by  adoption : 
they  be  made  like  the  im^e  of  his  only-b^^tten  Son  Jesua  Christ : 
they  walk  religiously  in  good  works,  and  at  length,  by  God's  mercy, 
they  attiun  to  everhuting  felicity. 

As  the  godly  consideration  of  Predestination,  and  our  Election  in 
Christ,  is  lull  of  sweet,  pleasant,  and  unspeakable  comfort  to  godly 
persons,  and  such  as  fed  in  themselves  the  working  of  the  Spirit  oif 
Christ,  mortifying  the  works  of  the  flesh,  and  their  earthly  membeis, 
and  drawing  up  their  mind  to  high  and  heavenly  things,  as  well 
because  it  doth  greatly  establish  and  confirm  their  faith  of  eternal 
Salvation  to  be  enjoyed  through  Christ,  as  because  it  doth  fervently 
kindle  their  love  towards  God:  So,  for  curious  and  carnal  peisDns, 
lacking  the  Spirit  of  Christ,  to  have  continually  before  their  eves 
the  sentence  of  God's  Predestination,  is  a  most  dangerous  downrall, 
whereby  the  Devil  doth  thrust  them  either  into  desperation,  <w  into 
wretchleesueas  of  most  unclean  living,  no  less  perilous  than  deq>&- 
ration. 
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Fiudmniore,  we  must  receive  God's  promises  in  Buch  wise,  as 
titey  be  generally  set  forth  to  us  in  holy  Seizure :  and,  in  our  do- 
ings, that  Will  of  God  is  to  be  followed,  which  we  have  expressly 
declared  unto  us  in  the  Word  of  God. 

XVIII.  Of  obtaining  eternal  Salvation  onbf  by  the  Name  of  Christ. 

THEY  also  are  to  be  had  accuraed  that  presume  to  say,  That 
every  man  shall  be  saved  by  the  Law  or  Sect  which  he  pro- 
fesseth,  so  that  he  be  diligent  to  frame  his  life  according  to  that 
Law,  aod  the  light  of  Nature.  For  holy  Scripture  doth  set  out  unto 
us  (Hily  the  Name  of  Jesua  Christ,  wheraty  men  must  be  saved. 

XIX.  Of  the  Church. 

THE  viable  Church  of  Christ  is  a  congregation  of  faithful  men, 
ID  the  which  the  pure  Word  of  God  is  preached,  and  the  Sa- 
craments be  duly  ministered  according  to  Christ's  ordinance  in  all 
those  things  that  of  necessity  are  requisite  to  the  same. 

As  the  Church  of  Jerusalem,  Alej^andria,  and  Antioch,  have 
erred;  bo  also  the  Church  of  Rome  hath  erred,  not  only  in  their 
living  and  manner  of  Ceremonies,  but  also  in  matters  of  Faith. 

XX.  Of  the  AtUhonty  of  the  Church. 

THE  Church  hath  power  to  decree  Rites  or  Ceremonies,  and 
authority  in  Controversies  of  Futh:  And  yet  it  is  not  lawful 
for  the  Church  to  ordain  any  thing  that  is  contraiy  to  God's  Word 
written,  neither  may  it  so  expound  one  place  of  Scripture,  that  it  he 
repugnant  to  another.  Wheiefore,  although  the  Church  be  a  witness 
and  a  keeper  of  holy  Writ,  yet,  as  it  ougnt  not  to  decree  any  tlung 
agunst  the  same,  so  besides  the  same  ought  it  not  to  enforce  any 
thu^;  to  be  hdieved  for  neceeaity  of  Salvation. 

XXL  Of  the  Authority  of  General  CounciU. 

GENERAL  Councils  mav  not  be  gathered  together  without  the 
commandment  and  wiU  of  Princes.  And  when  they  be  ga- 
thered together,  (forasmuch  as  they  be  an  assembly  of  men,  whereof 
all  be  not  governed  vrith  the  Spirit  and  Word  of  God,)  they  may 
err,  and  some^mes  have  erred,  even  in  things  pertuning  unto  God. 
Wherefore  things  ordained  by  them  as  necessary  to  sfdvation  have 
ndther  strength  nor  authority,  unless  it  may  be  declared  that  they 
be  taken  oat  of  holy  Scripture. 

XXII.  OfPurgatmy. 

THE  Romish  Doctrine  concerning  Purgatory,  Pardons,  Wor- 
shij^ing  and  Adoration,  as  well  of  Images  as  of  Reliqoes,  and 
abo  invocation  of  Saints,  is  a  fond  thing  vainly  invented,  and 
grounded  uptm  no  warranty  of  Scripture,  but  rather  repugnant  to 
flie  W<wd  of  God. 

XXIIL  Of  Miniaterinff  in  the  Congregation. 

IT  »  not  lawful  for  any  man  to  take  upon  him  the  office  of  pub- 
lick  preaching,  or  ministering  the  Sacraments  in  the  Congrega- 
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tioD,  before  he  be  lawfully  called,  and  sent  to  execute  die  same.  Aod 
those  we  ought  to  judge  lawfully  called  and  sent,  which  be  ^osen 
and  called  to  this  woric  by  men  who  have  publick  authority  givaa 
unto  them  in  the  Congregation,  to  call  and  send  Ministers  into  the 
'  Lord's  vineyard. 

XXIV.  Of  speaking  in  the  Ctmgregaiicm  in  atich  a  tongue  as  the 
people  tmderstandeth. 

IT  is  a  thing  plainly  r^iuntaot  to  the  Word  of  God,  and  the  cus- 
tom of  the  Primitive  Church,  to  have  publick  Prayer  in  the 
Church,  or  to  minister  the  Sacramraits  in  a  tongue  not  understanded 
(tf  the  people. 

XXy.  Of  the  Sacraments. 

SACRAMENTS  orduned  of  Christ  be  not  only  badges  or  tokens 
of  Qtristian  men's  profession,  but  rather  they  be  certun  sure 
witnesses,  and  eSectual  signs  of  grace,  and  God's  good  will  towards 
us,  by  the  which  he  doth  work  invisibly  in  us,  and  doth  not  only 
quicken,  but  also  strengthen  and  confirm  our  Faith  in  him. 

There  are  two  Saoranients  ordained  of  Christ  our  Lord  in  the 
Cospel,  that  is  to  say.  Baptism,  and  the  Supper  of  the  Lord. 

Those  five  commonly  called  Sacraments,  that  is  to  say.  Confirm 
mation,  Penance,  Orders,  MatrinuHiy,  and  extreme  Unction,  are  not 
to  be  counted  for  Sacraments  of  the  Gospel,  being  such  as  have 
grown  partly  of  the  corrupt  following  of  the  Apo^es,  partly  are 
states  of  life  allowed  in  the  Scriptures ;  but  yet  have  not  like  nature 
of  Sacraments  with  Baptism,  and  the  Lord's  Supper,  for  that  they 
have  not  any  visible  sign  or  ceremony  ordmned.of  bod. 

The  Sacraments  were  not  orduned  of  Christ  to  be  gazed  upon, 
or  to  be  carried  about,  but  that  we  should  duly  use  them.  Ana  in 
such  only  as  worthily  receive  the  same  they  have  a  wholesome  e&ct 
or  operation:  but  they  that  receive  them  unworthily  purdiase  to 
then^ves  damnation,  as  Stunt  Paid  saith. 

XXVL  Of  the  Unioorifaoets  of  the  Ministers,  toAtcA  hirulers  not 
the  effbct  of  the  Sacrament. 

ALTHOUGH  in  the  visible  Church  the  evil  be  ever  min{^ 
with  Uie  good,  and  sometimes  the  evil  have  (^ef  authority  in 
the  Ministration  of  the  Word  and  Sacraments,  yet  forasmuch  as 
they  do  not  the  same  in  their  own  name,  but  in  Christ's,  and  do 
muuster  by  his  commisBdon  and  authority,  we  may  use  their  Mmis- 
tiy,  both  in  hearing  the  Word  of  God,  and  in  the  receiving  of  the 
Sacraments.  Neither  is  the  efibct  of  Christ's  ordinance  taken  away 
by  ^ir  wickedness,  nor  the  grace  of  Ooda  gifts  diminished  from 
such  as  by  faith  and  rightly  do  receive  the  Sacraments  ministeied 
unto  them ;  which  be  effectual,  because  of  Christ's  institntion  and 
promise,  although  they  be  ministered  by  evil  men. 
NevertiielfisB,  it  appertaineth  to  the  dis(»pUiie  id  the  Church,  that 
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enquiry  be  made  of  evil  Miniatera,  and  tiiat  th^  be  accosed  hy  those 
that  have  knowledse  of  their  otTences ;  and  finally  being  found  guilty, 
by  just  jui^ement  De  deposed. 

XXVIL  OfBapUem. 

BAPTISM  is  not  only  a  sign  of  profeaBicHi,  and  mark  of  differ- 
eatx,  whraeby  CSmstian  men  are  discerned  from  othen  that  be 
not  chrutened,  but  it  is  also  a  ngn  of  Regeneration  or  new  Birth, 
whereby,  as  by  an  inetnmient,  they  that  receive  Bi^ism  rightly  are 
grafted  into  toe  Ohorch ;  the  promiaes  of  the  foivivenesB  of  ein,  and 
of  our  adoption  to  be  the  eons  of  God  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  are  viobly 
Kgned  and  seated ;  Faith  is  confirmed,  and  Grace  increased  1^  virtue 
of  prayer  onto  God.  The  B^tism  of  young  Children  is  in  any  wise 
to  be  retained  in  the  Cbnrch,  as  most  agreeable  witii  the  institution 
ofCauist 

XXVIII.  Of  the  Lard's  Supper. 

THE  Siq>per  of  the  Lord  is  not  only  a  sign  of  the  love  that  Chris- 
tians ought  to  have  amo^  themselves  one  to  another;  but 
lather  it  is  a  Sacrament  of  our  Redemption  by  Christ's  death :  inso- 
much that  to  such  as  rightly,  worthily,  and  with  futh,  receive  the 
same,  the  Bread  which  we  break  is  a  partaking  of  the  Body  of 
Christ ;  and  likewise  the  Gup  of  Blesnng  is  a  partaking  of  the  Blood 
of  Christ. 

TransubstantJation  (or  the  change  of  the  snbetance  of  Bread  and 
Wme)  m  the  Supper  of  the  Lord,  cannot  be  proved  by  holy  Writ ; 
but  it  is  repugnant  to  the  phun  words  of  Scripture,  overthroweth  the 
nature  of  a  Sacrament,  and  hath  given  occamcMi  to  many  super- 
stitions. 

The  Body  of  Christ  is  B^ven,  taken,  and  eaten,  in  the  Supper,  only 
after  an  heavenly  and  spiritual  manner.  And  the  mean  whereby  the 
Body  of  Christ  is  received  and  eaten  in  the  Supper  ia  Faith. 

liie  Sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Sapper  was  not  by  Christ's  ordinance 
reserved,  carried  abont,  lifted  up,  or  vroishipped. 

XXIX.  Of  the  Wicked  mMch  eat  not  the  Body  of  Christ  in  the 
ute  offfie  Lard's  Supper. 

THE  Wicked,  and  soch  as  be  void  of  a  lively  faith,  altbottgfa  they 
do  carnally  and  visibly  presB  with  thar  teeth  (as  Saint  Juffua- 
tme  saith)  the  Sacramoit  of  the  Body  and  Kood  of  Christ,  yet  in 
no  wise  are  tbey  partaken  of  Qirist :  but  rathw,  to  thur  condemno- 
ticn,  do  eat  and  drink  die  sign  or  Sacrament  of  so  great  a  thing. 

XXX.  qfboth  kinds. 

^TTHE  Cup  of  the  Lord  ia  not  to  be  doued  to  the  I«y^>eq»le :  for 
J-  both  the  parts  of  the  Lord's  Sacrament,  by  Christ's  ordinance 

and  commandment,  ought  to  be  mintatered  to  all  Christian  mm 

aUke. 
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XXXI.  Of  the  one  (M>kUum  of  Chriat  ^nuhed  upon  the  Croat. 

TIE  Offering  of  Christ  once  made  is  that  perfect  redemption, 
propitiation,  and  satisfaction,  for  all  the  rana  of  the  whole  worid, 
both  original  and  actual ;  and  there  ia  none  other  satisfaction  for  too, 
but  that  alone.  Wherefore  the  sacrifices  of  Masses,  in  the  which  it 
was  oomnMHily  said,  that  the  Priest  did  ofier  Christ  for  the  quick 
and  the  dead,  to  have  i^nuasioD  of  pwn  or  guilt,  weze  MasphemouB 
fables,  and  dangerons  deceits. 

XXXII.  Of  the  Marriage  of  Frieda. 

BISHOPS,  Prieeta,  and  Deacons,  are  not  conunanded  by  God's 
'  Law,  either  to  vow  the  estate  of  angle  life,  or  to  abstain  from 
marriage;  tfaeidbre  it  is  lawful  also  for  them,  as  for  all  other 
Christian  men,  to  many  at  their  own  discretion,  aa  they  shall  judge 
the  same  to  serre  better  to  godliness. 

XXXIII.  Of  eaxommumctOe  Peraona^  how  they  are  to  be  wedded. 

THAT  person  which  bv  open  denunciation  of  the  Church  is 
rwhtly  cut  off  from  the  unity  of  the  Church,  and  excommn- 
nicate^  ought  to  be  taken  (^  the  whole  multitude  of  the  faidiful,  as 
an  Heathffli  and  Publican,  until  he  be  openly  reconciled  by  penanoe, 
and  received  into  the  Church  by  a  Jud^  tliat  hath  authority  there- 
unto. 

XXXIV.  Of  the  TradiOona  of  the  Church. 

F'  is  not  necessary  that  Traditions  and  Ceremonies  be  in  aD  places 
one,  or  utterly  like ;  for  at  all  times  they  have  been  divers,  and 
may  be  changed  according  to  the  diversities  of  countries,  times,  and 
men's  manners,  so  that  nothing  be  ord^ned  f^nst  God's  Word, 
Whosoever  through  his  private  judgement,  willingly  and  pi^oeely, 
doth  openly  break  the  traditions  and  ceremonies  of  the  Church, 
which  be  not  r^mgnant  to  the  Word  of  God,  and  he  ordained  and 
^Htroved  by  common  authmrty,  ought  to  be  rebuked  openly,  (that 
others  may  fear  to  do  the  like,)  as  he  that  offendeth  against  the 
common  order  of  the  Church,  and  hurteth  the  authority  of  the  Ma- 
gistrate, and  woimdeth  the  consciences  of  the  weak  brethren. 

Every  particular  or  national  Church  hath  authority  to  ordain, 
change,  and  abolish,  ceremonies  or  rites  of  the  Church  m^laJned  only 
by  man's  authority,  bo  that  all  things  be  done  to  editing. 

XXXV.  0/  Homilies. 

THE  second  Book  of  Homilies,  the  several  titles  whereof  we  have 
joined  under  this  Article,  doth  contain  a  godly  and  wholesome 
Doctrine,  and  necessary  for  these  times,  as  doth  the  former  Book 
of  Homilies,  which  were  set  forth  in  the  time  of  Edward  the  Sixth ; 
and  dierefore  we  judge  them  to  be  read  in  Churches  by  the  Minis- 
ters, diligently  and  distinctly,  that  they  may  be  tmderstanded  of  the 
people.

XXXYI.  Of  Consecration  of  Bishops  and  Ministers. 
rriHE  Book  of  Conaecration  of  Archbishops  and  Bishops,  uid 
X  Orderiiiff  of  Priests  and  Deacons,  lately  set  faith  in  the  time 
of  Edward  the  Sixth,  and  confinned  at  the  same  time  by  authority 
of  Parliament,  doth  contun  all  things  necessary  to  such  Gonsecn- 
tion  and  Ordering :  neither  hath  it  any  thing,  that  of  itself  is  super- 
stitious  and  nngodly.  And  therefore  whosoever  are  consecrated  or 
ordered  according  to  the  Rites  of  that  Book,  »nce  the  second  year 
of  the  forenamed  King  Edioard  unto  this  time,  or  hereafter  shall  be 
consecrated  or  ordered  according  to  the  same  Rites;  we  decree  all 
such  to  be  rightly,  orderly,  and  lawfully  consecrated  and  ordered. 

XXXVII.  Of  the  CivU  Magistrates. 

THE  Queen's  Majesty  hath  the  chief  power  in  this  Realm  of 
England,  and  other  her  Dominions,  unto  whom  the  chief  Go- 
Teniment  of  all  Estates  of  this  Realm,  whether  they  be  Ecclesiastical 
m  Civil,  in  all  causes  doth  appertain,  and  is  not,  nor  ought  to  be, 
Bul^ect  to  any  foreign  Jurisdictioii. 

Where  we  attribute  to  the  Queen's  Majesty  the  chief  gOTermnent, 
1^  which  Titles  we  understand  the  minds  of  some  slanderous  folks 
to  be  offended ;  we  give  not  to  our  Princes  the  ministering  either  of 
God's  Wt»d,  or  of  uie  Sacraments,  the  which  thing  the  uijunctions 
abo  lately  set  forth  by  EUzab^h  our  Queen  do  most  plainly  testify ; 
but  that  only  pren^ative,  which  we  see  to  have  been  given  always 
to  all  godly  Princes  in  holy  Scriptures  by  God  himself;  that  is,  that 
they  should  rule  all  estates  and  degrees  committed  to  their  charge  hy 
God,  whether  they  be  Eccledastit^  or  Temporal,  and  restrain  with 
the  dvfl  sword  the  stubborn  and  evil-doers. 

The  Bishop  of  Rome  hath  no  jurisdiction  in  this  Reahn  of 
Errand. 

The  Laws  of  the  Realm  may  punish  Christian  men  with  death, 
for  heinous  and  grievous  ofifences. 

It  is  lawful  for  Christiiui  men,  at  the  commandment  of  the  Magis- 
trate, to  wear  wciqwns,  and  aeire  in  the  wars.

XXXVIII.  CffChrittian  merCa  Goods,  which  are  not  common. 

THE  Riches  and  Goods  of  Christians  are  not  common,  as  touch- 
ing the  riffht,  title,  and  poeeeasion  of  the  same,  as  certain  Anar- 
b^>tists  do  faJsely  boast.  Notwithstandinff,  every  man  onght,  of 
Buch  things  as  he  poeseaeeth,  liberally  to  give  alms  to  the  poor,  ac- 
cording to  his  ability. 

XXXIX.  Of  a  Christian  mtm's  Oath. 

AS  we  confess  that  vain  and  rash  Swearing  is  forbidden  Christiaa 
.  men  W  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  James  his  Apoetle,  so  we 
judge,  that  Ohristian  Reli^on  doth  not  prohibit,  but  that  a  man  may 
swear  when  the  Magistrate  requireth,  in  a  cause  of  futh  and  charity, 
BO  it  be  done  accoraii^  to  the  Prophet^s  teaching,  in  justice,  judg- 
ment, and  tmthu
